Tou would 
have me J perhaps^ call him afsy madman^ and coxcomb : 
but Ihavie no fuch defign. Let his own fin be hitpunifh- 
ment ; let him chew upon it^ and there let it refi. 

But what I cannot forbear refenting, is^ that he up- 
braids me with my age^and with having lifft my hand\ 
as if it were in my power to have hindered time from 
faffing over my heaS^ or as if my maim had been got in 
fome drunken quarrel at a tavernj find not on the nobleji 
occafion*^ that paft orprefent ages have feen^ or future 
can ever hope to fee. If my wounds do not refleSl a luftre 
in the eyes of thofe^ who barely behold them^ they will 
however be efteemed by tbofe^ who know how I^ame by 
them ; for a foldier makes a better figure dead in battle^-- 
than alive and at liberty^ in running away : and lamfo 
firmly of this opinion^ thaty could an impojftbility be render- 
ed praSicabky and the fame opportunity recalled^ I would 
rather be again prefent in that prodigious a£lion^ than 
. whole and found without fharing in the glory of it. The 
fears a foldier fhews- in^is face and breafty q>re fiars^ 
which guide others to the heaven of honour y and to the 
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Preface to the Reader.

Buty in fine^ I ewH 
fnyfelf obliged to this worthy author for fayif^y That my 
novels are more fatirical Jhan moraly but however that 
they are good ; which they could not be without feme fbare 
of both. MethinkSy readcTy you tell mey that I proceed 
with much circumfpeSiony and confine myfelf within the 
limits of my own modejiyy knowingy that we fhould not 
add affliHion to the affUiledi and this gentleman* s muji 
needs oe very greaty fince be dares not appear in the open 
fieldy nor in clear day-ligbty concealing his namCy and Sfi 
fembling his country y as if be bad committed feme crime of 
high-treafon. If ever you fhould chance to fall into bis 
company y tell him from mCy that I do not think wyfelf 
aggrieved: for I know very well what the temptations of 
the devil arCy and that one of the great efiy isy the putting 
it into a matfs heady that be can write and print a iooky 
which fhall procure him as much fame as monefy and a$ 
much money as fame : andy for confirmation hereof y I 
would have yoUy in a vein of mirth and pleafantr/y tell 
him tbisftory, 

There was a madman in Sevil, who fell into one of the 

moft ridiculous and extravagant conceits y that ever mad- 

fnan did in the world : which wasy that he fharpened the 

point of a cane at one endy andy matching a dog in the 

fireet or elfewberCy befet bis foot on one of the cufs bind-: 
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kgSj and lifting up the other with bis hand^ be adjuftei 
the cane J as well as be could^ to the dog^s pofteriors^ and 
hlew him up as round as a hall : and, holding him in this 
manner^ he gave him a thump' or two on the guts with 
the palm of his hand^ and let him go ^ f^yi^g ^^ ^^^ h' 
ftandersj who were always very many : fFellj gentlemen^ 
what think you ? is it fuch an eafy matter to ilow^up a 
dog? Jnd what think you^ Sir ? is it fuch an eafy matter 
to write a book ? And if thisjiory does not fquare with 
himy pray^ kind reader , tell him this other y which is like- 
wife of a madman and a dog. 

There was another madman in Cordova, who had a 
euftom of carrying on his head a piece of a marble flab or 
fioMy not very heavy^ and when he lighted upon any 
carekfs cur^ begot clofe to himy and let the weight fall 
plumb upon his head: the dog is in wrath y and limps 
away barking and bowlingy wi3>out fo much as looking 
behind him for three fireets length. Now it happenedy 
thaty among the dogSy upon whom he let fall the weighty 
one belonged to a cap-makery who valued him mightily : 
down goes theftonCy and hits him on the head: the poor 
dog raifes the cry ; his mafter feeing, it refents //, andy 
catching up his meafuring yardy out he goes to the mad^ 
many and leaves him not a whole bone in his skin : andy 
at every blow be gave himy be cried j Dogy roguCy whaty 
abufe my fpaniell did you not feCy barbarous villainy that 
my dog was a fpaniel ? and repeating the word fpaniel 
very ofteny he difmijfed the madman beaten to a Jelly, The 
madman took his correUiony and went offy and appeared 
not in the market-place in above a month after : at the 
end of which be returned with his inventiony and a greater 
weight *y and^ coming to a place where a dog was lyingy. 
and obferving him carefully from bead to taily and not 
daring to let fall the JlonCy be f aid : This is a fpaniel ; 
have a care. In Jhorty whatever dogs be met withy 
thoi^b tbey were maftiffs or houndsy he faid they were 
jpanielsy andfo let fall the flab f}0 more. Tbusy perhaps i^ 
it may fare with our biftorian: he may be cautious for 
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the future how he lets fall his wit in books^ wbich^ if 
tiey are bad^ are harder than rocks themfelves. 

Tell him alfo^ that^ as to his threatning to deprive me 
of my expeffedgain by his book^ lvalue it not a farthings 
but apply the famous interlude of~ the Perendenga, and 
UnfweTy Long live wy lord and maft'ery and Chriftbe with 
us alL Long live the great Conde de Lemos, whofe 
well known chrijiianity and liberality fupport me Under all 
the ftrokes of adverfe fortune ; and ged profper the emi-^ 
nent charity of his grace the archbifhop of Toledo, Ber- 
nardo, de Sandoval. Were there as many books wtitten 
againji me as there, are letters in the rhimes ^ Mingo 
Rebulgo, the favour of thefe two princes^ who^ without 
aiy flattering folicitation^ or at^ other kind of applaufe on 
fny party but merely of their own goodnefs^ have taken, upon 
them to patronize me^ would be my fufficient prote^ion : 
and I efteem my felf happier and richer ^ than if fortune by 
ordinary meins had placed me on her higbeft pinacie. The 
poor man may be honourable^ but not the vicious : poverty 
fnay cloud nobility ^ but not wholly obfcure it : and virtue^ 
as itfhihes by its own lights though feen through the diffi- 
culties d)id cranies of poverty ^ fo it always gains the efleem^ 
and confiquently the prote^ion^ of great and noble minds. 

Say no more to bim^ nor will I fay more to you^ only to 
let you knowy that this fecond part of Don Quixote, 
which I offer youy is cup by the fame handy and out of the 
fame piecBy with the firfiy and that herein I prefent you 
with Don Quixote at his full lengthy andy at Utfty fairly 
dead and buriedy that no one may prefume to bring frefh 
accufation againft hinty thofe already brought being enough. 
Let it fuffice alfoy that a writer of fome credit has given 
an account of his ingenious folUeSy refolving not to take 
up thefubjeS any more : for too muchy even of a good 
tbingy leffens it in our efteem\ and fear city y even of an 
indifferent y makes it of fome eftimation. - •

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CHAPTER I. 

Of what paffed between the Prieji, the Sarher^ and 
Don Quixote, concerning his indifpojition, 

ID HAMETE BENENGELttt- 
lates, in the fecond pArt of this hifbry) and 
third 'fally of Don ^i^totty that the prieft 
and the barber were atmoft a wfa<^ month 
without feeing him, left they flwuld renew 
and bring back to his mind the remem- 
brance of things paft. Yet they did not 
therefore forbear vifiting his neice and his 
houfekeeper, charging them to take care and make cfi'uch of 
him, and to give him comforting things to eat, fuch as ar« 
proper for the heart and brain, from whence, in all appearance.

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hip diforder proceeded. They feid, they did is^^ and would 
continue fo to do with 9II poffible care and gaod-will; for they 
perceived, that their mafter was ever and anon difcovering figns 
of being in hi^ rieht mind : whereat the prieft and the barher 
were |;reatl}; plea&d, as thinking they had hit upon the right 
cpurfe in brfngiog him honn^ enchanted upon the ox-waggon, 
as is related in uie laft chapter 6f the firft part of, this ao kfs 
great than exaft hiftory. They rcfolved therefore to vifit him, 
and make trial of his amendn^nt \ though they reckoned it al- 
moft impoflible he (hould be cured ; and agreed between them 
not to. toach in the leafl upon the fubjefi: of knight-erraotry, 
left they Ibould endanger tlie i^ipping up a lore that was yet fa 
tender. 

In fine, they ^lade him a vifit, and found him fitting on his 
bed, clad in a waftecoat of green bays, with a red Toledo bonnet 
en hig he^d, and fo lean aipd fhriveUed, that he feemed as if he 
was reduced to a mere mumipy* They weie received by him 
with much kindnefs : they eri^uired after his faeahh; and he 
gave them an aceouat both of it and of himfe^* with much 
judgment, and in vei^y elegant expreiBops. In the CQurie of 
their converfation, they fell upon matters of ftate, and forms of 

Srovernment, corie^ing this abufe and condemning that, re- 
orming one cuftom and banilhing another; each o? the three 
fetting up himfelf for a new legiflator, a modern Lycurgusj or si 
fptck-and-<pan new Sokn: and in luch manner did they new- 
model the commonwealth, that one would have thought they 
had clapped it into a forge» and taken it out quite altered from 
what j(t w^ before, Don ^ixote delivered himfelf with fa 
much good fenfe on all the fubieds they touched upon, that the 
two examiners undoubtedly believed he was intirely well, and 
in His perfeft fcnfes. The neice and the houfe-keeper were pre- 
fcnt ^t the converfation, and, feeing their mafter give fuch 
proofi of a found mind, thought they could never fafficiently 
thank heav^en. But the prieft, changing hisi fori^er pv^pofe of 
not touching upon matters of chivalry, was now refolvcd ta 
make a thorough experiment whether Don ^ixote was per- 
fe<aiy recovered, or not : and fo, from one thing to another, 
he came at length to tell him fome news lately brought from 
court; and, among of her things, feid^ it was given dut forcer- 
tain, that the Turk was coming d<owa witH a powerful fleet, 
and that it was not known what his defign was, nor where 
to great a ftorm would burfl; that all Chriflendim was alarmed 
thereat,, as it ufed to be almoft every year; and that the king 
had already provided for the fecurity of the coafts of Naples 
^Iid Sicily^ and of thfe ifland of Malta, To this Don ^ix&t^ 
replied: His majeftv has done like a moft prudent vrarrior, ip pro- 
viding in time for the defence of his dominions, that the enemy 
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nuty not furfuiie him : but« if my coun&l might be taken, I 
would advife him to make uTe of a precaution, which his ;ma- 
jefty is at prefent very iar from thinking of. Scarcely had the 
priefl: heard this, when he faid within himfelf: God defend 
thee, i^xDm^ix&tel for methinlcs thou art falling head- 
long from the top of thy madnefs down to the profound abyis 
€S thy foUy. But the barb^« who had already made the fame 
reflexion as the prieft had done, asked Dm ^uixotey what pre- 
caution it was that he thought la proper to be taken; for, per- 
haps, it was fuch, as might bie put into the lift of the many 
impertinent admonitions uTuaUy given to princes. Mine, gpoct- 
man fhaver, anfwered Don ^^f^tsy fhall not be impertinent^ 
but to the purpofe. I meant no barm, replied the barber, but 
only that experience has (hewn, that all or moft of the pieces 
of advice, people give his majefty, are either impra£licable or 
abbrd, or ta the prejudice of the king or kingdom. True, an- 
fwered Dofi ^mx^i; but mine is neidfier impraftiaAle nor ab- 
(urdy byt the moft eafy, the moft jufi, the moft feafable and 
expeditious, that can enter into the imagination of any projedor. 
Signor D^i ^ixMj quoth the prieft, you keep us too long in 
lufpence. I have no mind, replied Don ^ixote^ it ftiould be 
told here now, and to-morrow by day-brea& get to the ears oF 
the lords of the-privy-council, and fo fomebody elfe fhould run 
away with the thanks and the reward of my labour. I give 
you my word, (aid the barber, here and before god, that I will 
not reveal what your worftiip fhall fay either to kins or to 
rook s or to any man upon earth: an oath, which I learned 
from the romance of the prieft, in the preface whereof he tells 
the king of the thief, that robbed him of the hundred piftoles, 
and his ambling mule. I know not the hiftory, faid Don 
^ixote\ hut I prefume, the oath is a good one, becaufe I am 
perfuaded mafter barber is an honeft man. Though he were 
not, iaid the prieft, I will make it good, and engage for him, 
that, as to this bufinefs, he will talk no more of it than a 
d«nb man, under what penalty you fliall think fit. And who 
will be bound for your reverence, mafter prieft? faid Don 
^ixoU, My profeifion, anfwered the prieft, which obliges 
me to keep a fecret. Body of me, then, faid Don ^Ixote^ is 
there any thing more to be done, but that his majefty caufe 
proclamation to be made, that all the knights-errant, who ate 
now wandering about Spain^ do, on a ceruin day, repair to 
court ? for (hould there come but half a dozen, there may hap« 
pen to be among them one, who may be able alone to deftroy 
the whole power of the Turk *. Pray, gentlemen, be atten- 
tive^

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live, and go along with me. Is it a new thing for a knight- 
errant fingly to defeat an army of two hundred thoufand men, 
as if they had all but one throat, or were made of fugar pafie? 
Pray, tell me, how many biftories arc full of thefc wonders f 
How unlucky is it for me (I will hot fay for any body elfc) 
that the famous Don BeUanisy or fome one of the numerous 
race of AmadU dt Gaul, is not now in being ! for were any 
one of them alive at this day, and were to confront the Tirri, 
in good faith, I would not fafm*his winnings. But god will 
provide for his people, and fend fomebody or other, if not as 
Krong as the former knights-crr^n^, at leaft not inferior to them 
in courage: god knows mv meaning; I fay no more. Alas \ 
quoth thet neice at this inltant, may I periih if my uncle has 
not a mind to turn knight-errant ^in. Whereupon Don 
^ixote faid : A knight-errant I will live and die, and let the 
Turk come down, or up, when he pleafes, and as powerful as 
he can : I fay again, good knows my meaning. Here the- 
barber faid : I heg feave, gentlemen, to tell a fliort ftory of what 
happened once in Sevil: tor it comes in fo pat; to the prefent pur- 
pofe, that I muft heeds tell it. Don ^dxote and the prieft gave 
him leave, and the reft lent him their attention ; and he began 
thus. 

A certain man was put by his relations into the madhoufe of 
Sevil^ for having loft his wits. He had taken his degrees in the 
canon law in the univerfity of OJfuna ; and had he taken them 
in that of Salamanca^ moft people think he would ncvertheleft 
have been mad. This graduate, after fome years confinement, 
took it into his head that he was in his right fcnfes and perfcdl 
underftanding; and with this conceit he wrote to the arch- 
bifliop, befeeching him, with great eameftncfs, and fecmingly 
good reafons, that he would be pleafed to fend and deliver him 
from that miferable confinement in which he lived ; fince, thro* 
the mercy of god, he had recovered his loft fenfes : adding, that 
his relations, that thejr might enjoy part of his eftate, kept him 
ftill there, and, in fpite of truth, would have him be mad till 
his dying-day. The archbifhop, prevailed upon bv his manjr 
letters, all penned with fenfe and judgment, orderea one of his 
chaplains to inform 4iimfelf from the rcflor of the madhoufe, 
whether what the licentiate had written to him was true, and 
alfo to talk with the madman, and, if it appeared that he was 
in his fcnfes, to take him out, and fet him at liberty. The 
chaplain did fo, and the re£lor afllired him the man was fiill

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mad ; for though he fometimes talked like a man of excellent 
fenfe, he would in the end break out into fuch di{lra<9ed flights, 
as more than counterbalanced his former rational difcoutfe ; as 
he might experience by converfing with him. The chaplain 
reiblved to make the trial, and accordingly talked above an hour 
with the madman, who, in all that time, never returned a 
dimmed or extravagant anfwer : on the contrary he fpoke with 
fuch fobriety, and lo much to the purpofe, that the chaplain 
was forced to believe he was in his right mind. Among other 
things, he faid, that the re£tor mifreprefented him, for the 
lake of the prefents his relations fent him, that he might fay 
he was ftill mad, and had only fome lucid intervals: for his 
great efiate was the greateft enemy he had in his misfortune, 
fince, to enjoy that, his enemies had recourfe to fraud, and pre* 
tended to doubt of the mercy of god toward him in reftoring 
him from the condition of a brute to that of a man. In Ihort, 
he talked in fuch a manner, that he made the re£br to be 
fufpeded, his relations thou^t covetous and unnatural, and 
himfdf fo difcreet, that the chaplain determined to carry him 
away with him, that the archbUhop himfelf might fee, and lay 
his finger upon the truth of this bufinefs. The good chaplain, 
poflef^ with this opinion, deiired the redor to order the 
clothes to be given him, which he wore when he was brought 
in. The reiftor again defired him to take care what he did, 
fince, without all doubt, the licentiate was ftill mad. But the 
precautions and remonflxanccs of the reftor availed nothfngto- 
wards hindering the chaplain from carrying him away. The 
rc£lor, feeing it was by order of the arcnbi&op, obeyed. They 
put the licentiate on his clothes, which were frefh and decent. 
And now findmg himfelf ftripped of his madman's weeds, and 
habited like a rational creature, he begged of the chaplain, that 
he would, for charity's fake, permit him to take leave of the 
madmen his companions. The chaplain (aid, he would bear 
him company, and take a view of the lunatics confined in that 
houfe. So up ftairs they went, and with them fome other 
perfons, who happened to be prefent. And the licentiate, ap- 
proaching a kind of cage, in which lay one that was out* 
rageoufly mad, though at that time he was ftill and quiet, faid 
to him : Have you any fervice, dear brother, to command me? 
I am returning to my own houfe, god having been pleafed, of 
his infinite goodnefs and mercy, without any dcfert of mine, to 
reflore me to my fenfes. I am now found and well; for with 
god nothing is impoffible. Put great truft and confidence in 
him : for, lince hje has reftored me to mj former ftate, he will 
alfo reflore you, if you truft in him. 1 will take care to fend 
ou fome refrefhing' viAiials ; ai\d be furc to eat of th?n\ : for 
muft needs tell you, I find, having experienced it myfelf, 
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thit all our diftradions proceed from our flomachs hda^ 
empty, and pur brains filled with wind. Take heart, take 
heart ; for defpondency lender misfortunes impairs our health, 
and hafiens our death. All this difcourfe of the licentiate's was 
overheard by another madman, who was in an oppoiite cell : 
and raifing himfelf up from an old mat, whereon he had thrown ^ 
himfelf fbrk-naked, he demanded aloud, who it was that was 
going away recovered and in his (enfes? It is I, brother, an- 
fwered the licentiate, that ^m going; for I need flay no longer 
here, anid am infinitely thankful to heaven for having befiowed 
fo great a bleffing upon me. Take heed, licentiate, what you 
fay, let not the devil delude you, replied the madman: llir net 
a foot, but keep where you are^ and you wUl fpare yourfelf the 
trouble of being brought back. I know, replied the licentiate^ 
that I am p€rfe£):ly well, and fliall have no more occafion to 
vifit the ftation-churches '. You well! faid the madman; we 
fliall foon fee that : farewel ! but I fwear hy Jupiter^ whofe ma- 
jefty I reprefent on earth, that, for this offence alone, which 
$evil is now committing, in carryii^ you out of this houfe, 
and judging you to be in your fenfes, I am determined to inili& 
fuch a fignal punUhment on this city, that the memory thereof 
j(hall endure for ever and ever, amen. Know you not, little 
crazed licentiate, that I can do it, fince, as I fay, I am thun- 
dering Jupiter^ who hold in my hands the flaming bolts, with 
which I can, and ufe, to threaten and deftroy the world ? But 
in Onerthing only will I chafiife this ignorant people; and that 
is, there (hall no rain fall on this town, or in all its difirifl, for 
three whole years, reckoning bom the dav aiul hour in which 
this threatning is denounced. You at lioerty, you liecovered, 
and in your fenfes ! and I a madman, I dtftempered, and ia 
bonds ! I will no more rain, than I will hang myielf. All the 
by-ftanders were very attentive to the madman's diicourfe: but 
our licentiate, turning himfelf to our chaplain, and holding 
him by both hands, faid to him : Be in no pain, good, fir, nor 
make any account of what this madman has iaid ; for, if he is 
JupiUr and will not rain, I, who am Neptune^ the father and 
god of the waters, will rain as often as I pleafe, and whenever 
there ihall be occafion. To which the chaplain anfwered: 
However, fignor Niptune^ it will not be convenient at preient 
to provoke fignor Jupiur: therefore, pray, ftay where you are i 
for, fome other time, wh^ we have abetter opportunity and more 
leifure, we will come for you. The re&or and the by-ftandcrs 
laughed ; which put the chaplain half out of countenance. They

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difrobed the Ikaitiate^ who remained where he was^ and there 
is an end of the ftory. 

This then, toafter barber, faid Don ^ix$te^ is the ftory, 
which com^ in here fo pat, that you coul3 ^not forbear telling 
it} Ah J fignor cut-beard, fignor cut-beard ! he muft be blind 
inde^ who cannot fee through a fieve. Is it pof&ble you fhould 
te igndraiH, that cooiparifons made between underftanding and 
underflanding, valour and valour, beauty and beauty, and fa- 
mily and fkmily, are always odious and ill taken ? I, mafter 
barber, am not Neptune^ god of the waters; nor do 1 ftt my- 
felf tip for a wife man, being really not fo : all I aim at is, to 
csoitvince the world of its error m not reviving thofe happy 
times, in Which the order of knight-errantry flourilhed. But 
this our d^enerate ag|e deferves not to ei^oy (o great a bleifing 
as that, which former ages could boaft, when knights- errant 
took upon themfelvts the defence of kingdoms, the proteftion 
of orphans, the relief of damfels, the chaftifemerit of the 
haughty, and the reward of the humble. Mod of the knights 
now in firfhion make a ruflling tather in damasks, brotades, 
*nd other rkh ftuffe, than in coats of mail. You have now^ 
no knidit, that will lie in the open field, expofed to the rigbuf 
ef the heavens, in complete armour from head to foot: no one 
now, that, without ftirring his feet out of his ilirru(^, an4 
leaning upon his launce, takes a (hort nap, like the knights- 
errant of old time» : no one now, that, ifTuing out of this forefi, 
afisends that mountain, and from thence traverfes a barren ana 
defert fliore of the fta, which is moft commonly flormy and 
iempeftuous ; where finding on the beach a fmall sIcifF, without 
cars, (ail, mafl, or any kind of tackle, he boldly throws him- 
iclf into it, cxpofirtg himfelf to the implacable billows of the 
profound itai^ which now mount him up to the skies, and then 
caft bim down to the abyfs : and he, OM)ofihg his courage to 
tbe trrefiftible hurricane, when he leair dreanis of it, finds 
himfelf above three thoufand leagues from the place where he 
tmbarked; and, leaping on the remote and unknown fhore, 
encounters accidents worthy to be written, not on parchment, 
but hn&i But, now-a-days, floth triumphs over diligence, 
idlenefs ovca* labour, vice over virtue, arrogance over bravery, 
and the theory over the praftice of arms, which only lived and 
flourifhed in thofe golden ages, and in thofe knights-errant. For, 
pray, tell me, who was more civil, and more valiant, than the . 
famous jimddis de Gaul? who more difcreet than Palmerin of 
England? who more affable and obliging^ than Tyrant the 
white ? who more gallant than Lifitarte of Gr€ece? who gave 
or received more cuts and flafhes than Don Belianis ? who was 
more intrepid than Perion of Gaul? who more enterprifmg 
than Filixnmrtt of Hjrcania?. who morc^ fmcore than EJ^lan- 
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dian ? who more daring than Don Cirongilio of *tbraci f wh# 
more brave than Rodamonte ? who mOre prudent than king 5^ 
hrino ? who more intrepid than Re/naldo ? who more invin- 
cible than Orlando? and who more courteous than Rogero, 
from whom, according to Turpin^s Cofmography^ arc defcended 
the prefent dukes of Ferraraf All thefe, and others that I 
could name, mafler prieft, were knights-errant, and the light 
and glory of chivalry. Now thefc, or fuch as theie, are the 
men I would advife his majefty to employ ; by which means 
he would be fure to be well ierved, and would fave a vafi ex* 
pence, and the Turk might go tear his beard for very madneis : 
and fo I will flay at home, fmce the chaplain does not fetch 
me out ; and if Jupiter y as the barber has faid, wiH not rain, 
here am I, who will rain whenever I think proper, I fay all 
this, to let goodman bafon fee that I underfland him. 

In truth, Signor Don ^ixott, faid the barber, I meant no 
harm in what I faid : fo help me god, as my intention wa» 

food ; therefore your worfliip ought not to take it ill. Whether 
ought to take it ill or no, faid Don ^ixate^ is heft known 
to myf?lf. Well, faid the prieft, I have hardly fpcdcen a word 
yet, ^nd I would willingly get rid of a fcruple, which gnavir» 
and difturbs my confcience, occafioned by what Signor Don 
^ixote has juft now faid. You have my leave, ma4er prieft, 
for greater matters, anfwered Don ^ixoie^ and fo you may 
out with your fcruple: for there is no pleafure in going ytith a 
fcrjp^ilous confcience. With this licence then, anfwcred the 
prieft, my fcruple, I fay, is, t^at I can t»y no means periuade 
myfelf, that the multitude of knights-errant, your worlhip has 
mentioned, were really and truly perfons of tlah and blocxl in 
the world: on the contrary, I imagine, that it is all fiftion, 
fable, and a lye, and dreams told by men awake, or, to fpeak 
more properly, half afleep. This is another error, anfwered 
Don ^Ixotty into which many have fallen, who do nolj be*' 
lieve, that ever there were any fuch knights in the world ; and 
I have frequently, in company with divers perfons, and upon 
fundry occafions, endeavoured to confute this common miftake. 
Sometimes I have failed in my defign, and fometimesfuc* 
cee.ded, fupporting it on the (boulders of a truth, which is fo 
certain, that 1 can almoft fay, thefe eyes of ipine have feen 
Affiadis dt GauU who was tall of ftature, of a fair complexion, 
with a well-fet beard, though black; his afpeS between mild 
and ftcrn ; a man of few words, not cafily provoked, and fooa 
pacified. And in like manner as \ have defcribed Amadisy I 
fancy I could paint and delineate all the knights-errant, that 
are found in all the hiftories in the world. For, apprehending, 
as I do, that they were fuch as their hiftories reprcfent them, 
»nc may, by the exploits they performed, and their difpofitions, 
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^ve a good philoibpbical gue(s at their fcaturesL their com- 
plexions, and their fhtures. Pray, good Signor I)on ^ixote^ 
quoth the barber, how bjg, think you, might the giant Mor^ 
gante be ? As to the bufinefs of giants, anwcred Don ^hcote^ 
it is a controverted point, whether there really have been fuch 
in the world, or not : but the holy fcripture, which cannot de« 
viate a tittle from truth, {hews us there have been fuch, 
gtving us the hiflory of that huge Pbiliftin Goliath^ who was 
feven cubits and a half hi^h, which is a prodigious fiature. Be- 
fides, in the iiland of Sictly there have been found thigh-bones 
and Ihould^r-bones fo large, that their fize demonftraces, that 
thofe, to whom they belonged, were giants, and as big as large 
ileeples, as geometry evinces beyond all doubt. But for all that, 
1 Ginnot fay with certainty, how big Morgante was, though I 
fancy he could not be extremely tall: and I am inclined to this 
opinion bv finding in the ftory, wherein his atchievements are 
particularly mentioned, that he often flept under a roof; and, 
fince he found a houfe large enough to hold him, it is plai^, he 
was not himfelf of an unmeafurable bignefs. That is true, quoth 
the prieft; who, being delighted to hear him talk fo wildly and 
extravagantly, asked him, what he thought of the faces of 
Rtynaldo ol^Montalyan^ Orlando^ and the reft of the twelve 
peers of Frana^ fmce they were all knights-errant. Of Rey^ 
naldo^ anfwered Don -^ixotey I dare boldly affirm, he was 
broad-feced, of a ruddy complexion, large rolling eyes, pundi* 
lious, choleric to an extreme, and a friend to rogues and pror 
fl^te fellows. Of Roldany or RoUlandoy or Orlando (for 
hiftories ^ve him all thefe names] I am of opinion, and aflert, 
diaC he was of a middling ftature, broad-uiouldered, bandy. 
I<^^d, brown-complexioned, carroty-bearded, hairy-bodied, 
ofa thrcatning afpedt, fparing of fpeech, yet very civil and 
well-bred. If Orlando^ replied the prieft, was no finer a gen- 
tleman than you have d^fcribed him, no wonder that madam 
Angelica the fair difdaincd and forfook him for the gaiety, 
fprightlinefs, and good-humour of the downy-chinned Uttle 
Idoor^ with whom flie ^d an affair; and (he a£ted difcreetly 
in preferring the foftnds of Medoro to the roughnefs of Or-- 
hndo. That Jngelica^ matter prieft, replied Don ^ixote^ 
was ^ light, goffiping, wanton hufly, and left the world as 
full of her impertinpicips, as of the lame of her beauty. She un- 
dervalued d^ thoufand gentlem^en, a thoufand valiant and wife 
men, and took up with a paltry beardlefs page, with no other 
cfbite, or reputation, than what the af{e£lion he preferved for his 
friend could give him. Even the great extoUer of her beauty, 
the famous Artojio^ either not daring, or not caring, to cele^ 
brate what befel this lady after her pitiful intrigue, the fubjedl 
not being over modeft, left her with thcfe verfes: 
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Afiithtr Imrd fnay fing in hmtr Jbraitt^ 
Hiw he CsiUyz*r/cifUr did oUdin. 

And, without dbubt, this w*s i kihd bf prbpheey; for patti 
are alfo called Vates^ thait is to fay, divineit. AM ihia ti-uth Is 
. pUinly feen : for, fincc that time, ^ femous AndAlufian poet *•■ 
las bewailed ami fung her tears; and aiiothei^ famous And fin- 
gular CaJiiHan^KXit s has celebrated het beautjr. 

Pray tell m^. Signer Don ^lx9te, quoth the barber at th» 
inftant, has no poet Written a fatire upon this lady AngtUcay 
among fo many who have fung her pralfes? I Verily teliev^, 
anfwercd Den ^ixote^ that, if Sacripante or OHando had been 
poets, they would long ago have paid hef ofFj for it Is peculiar 
and natural to poets, difdained or rcjefted by their falfe miftrefled, 
or fuch as were feigned in efieS: by thofe who chofe them to be 
the fovercign ladies bf their thoughts, to revenge themfelve* 
by fatires and lampoons: a vengeance certainly unworthy H 
generous fpirit. But hitherto I have not met with any defiima- 
tory verfes againft the lady Angelica^ though fhe turned thfe 
world upfide down. Strange, indeed ! quOth the prieft. But 
now thev heard the voice of the houfe-keeper and ri^ ncicei 
who had already quitted the con ver fat ion, and wctc bawling 
aloud in the court-yard ^ and they all ran towards the n^e. 

CHAP. II, 

fPhich treats of the notable quarrel beiwnn 8anch6 Pan^a, ahS 
Don Quixotc'j neice and houfe-keeper, ivitb other pleafant df- 
currences, 

THE hiftory relates, that the out-cfy, which D&n ^ixote^ 
the prieft, and the barber heard, was raifed by the neicc 
and the houfe-kceper, who were defending the door agjainil 
Sancho Panfa, who was ftriving to get in to fee Don S^ixote^ 
What would this paunch-gutted fellow have in this houfe ? faid 
they : get you to your own, brother ; for it is you, and no 
other, by whom our matter is feduced, and led aftray, and car- 
ried rambling up and down the high-ways. To which Sancha 
replied : Mifirefs houfe-keeper for the devil, it is I that am fe- 
duced and led aftray, and carried rambling up and down the 
high-Ways, and not your matter; it was he who led me this 
dance, and you deceive vourfelves half in half. He inveigled 
me from home with fair Ipeeches, promifing me an ifland, which 
I ftill hope for. May the damned iflands choke thee, accurfed 
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Sancbo^ anfwered the neice ; and, pray, what are iflands ? are 
they any thing eatable, glutton, cormorant as thou art ? They 
are not to be eaten, replied Sanchoy but governed, and better 

fovernments than any four cities, or four jufticefliips at court. 
*Qr all that, faid the boufe-keeper, you come not in here, iack 
of mifchiefs, and bundle of rogueries! get you home and govern 
there; go, plow and cart, and ceafe pretending to iilands, or 
highlands. The prieft and the barber took a great deal of 
pleafure in hearing this dialogue between the three. But Don 
^uixctij fearing \t^ SanchouaoxxM blunder outfopie unfeafona- 
ble follies, and touch upon fome points not very much to his 
credit, called him to him, and ordered the women to hold their 
tongues, and let him in. Sancho entered, and the prieft and 
the barber took their leave of Don ^ixoUj of whofe cure they 
defpaired, perceiving how bent he was upon his extravagancies, 
and bow intoxicate with the folly of his unhappv chivalries. 
And therefore the prieft faid to the barber: You will fee, neigh- 
bour, when we leaft think of it, our gentleman take the other 
flight. I make no doubt of that, anfwered the barber; yet I 
do not admire fo much at the madnefs of the knight, as at the 
fimidicity oi the fmiire, who is fo pofiefFed with the bufinefs 
of the iftand, that I am perfuaded all the demonftrations in the 
world cannot beat it out of his noddle. God help them, faid 
the prieft; and let us be upon the watch, and we {hall fee 
the drift of this machine of abfurdities, d fuch a knight, 
and fuch a fquire, who one would think were caft in the fame 
mould ; and indeed the madnefs of the mafter without the follies 
of the man would not be worth a farthing. True, quoth the 
barber, and I fhould be very glad to know what they two are 
now talking of. I lay my life, anfwered the prieft, tlie neicc 
or the houfe-kecper will tell us all by and by; for they are not 
of a temper to forbear lifienjng. 

In the mean while Don fixate had fhut himfelf up in his 
chamber with Sancho only, and faid to him: I am very forry, 
Sanchoy you (hould fay^ and ftand in it, that it was I who drew 
you out of your cottage, when you know, that I myfelf flayed 
not in my own houfe. We fet out together ; we went on to- 
g^ber ; and together we performed our travels. We both ran 
the fame fortune, and the fame chance. If you were once 
toflcd in a blanket, I have been threflied an hundred times ; and 
herein only have I had the advantage of you,. And reafon good, 
anfwered Sancho; for, as your worfliip holds, misfortunes be- 
long more properly to knights-errant themfelves, than to their 
/quires. You are miftaken, Sancho, faid Don ^ixote; for, ac- 
cording to the faying, ^lando caput dolet, &c. I underftand 
no other language than my own, replied Sancho. I mean, faid 
Don ^iixotey that, when the head akes, all the members ake 

alfo I 
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alfo ; and therefore I, being your mafter and lord, ani your 
head, and you are a part of me, as being my fervant: and for 
this reafon the ill that does, or (hall afie<9: me, miift afied you 
alfo ; and fo on the contrary. Indeed, ^uoth Sancbo^ it ihould 
be fo : but when I, as a limo, was toflol in the blanket, my head 
ftood on t'other fide of the pales, beholding me frisking in the 
air, without feeling any pain at all ; and fince the members arc 
bound to grieve at the ills of the head, that alfo in requital 
ought to do the like for them. Would you infinuate now, San^- 
choj replied Don ^ixote^ that I was not grieved when I faw 
you toffcd ? If that be your meaning, fay no more, nor fo much 
as think it ; for I felt more pain uien in my mind, than you 
did in your body. 

But no more of this at prefent; for a time will come when 
we may fet this matter upon its right bottom. In the mean 
time, tell me, friend Sancho, what do folks fay of me about this 
town ? what opinion has the common people of me? what think 
the gentlemen, and what the cavaliers ? what is faid of my 
prowefs, what of my exploits, and what of my courtcfy ? What 
difcourfe is ther6 of the defign I have engaged in, to revive 
and reftore to the world the long-forgotten order of chivalry ? 
In fliort, Sanchoj I would have you tell me whatever you have 
heard concerning thefe matters: and this you muft do, without 
adding to the good, or taking from the bad, one tittle: for it is 
the part of faithful vaiTals to tell their lords the truth in its na- 
tive fimplicity, and proper figure, neither inlarged by adula* 
tion, nor diminilhed out of any other idle regard. And I would 
have you, Sanchoj learn by the way, that, if naked truth could 
come to the ears of prince^, without the difguife of flattery, wo 
fhould fee happier days, and former ages would be deemed as 
irouy in comparifon of ours, which would then be efteemed thq 
gdden age, jLet this advertifement, Sanchoy be a caution to you 
to give me an ingenuous and feithflil account of what you 
know concerning the matters I have enquired about. That I 
will with all my heart. Sir, anfwered Sancho^ on condition that 
your worfhip fhall not be angry at what I fay, fince you will 
have mc fhcw you the naked truth, lyithout. arraying her in 
any other drefs than that in which (he app^red to me. I will in 
no wife be angry, replied Don fixate: you may fpeak ftQely,, 
Sancho^ and without any circumlocution. 

Firft and foremoft then, faid Sanchoy the common-people take 
your worfliip for a down-right madman, and me for no lefs a 
fool. The gentlemen fay, that not containing yourfelf within 
the bounds of gentility, you have taken upon you the ftile of 
Don^ and invaded the dignity of knighthood, with no more 
than a paltry vineyard, and a couple of acres of land, with 
a tatter behind and another before. The cavaliers fay, they 

would 
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would not have the gendemen fet themfelvcs in oppofition to 
thenn,erpecially thofc gentlemen efquires, who clout their fhoes, 
and take up the fallen fticchcs of their black ftockings with green 
filk. That, faid Don^ixoie^ is no reflexion upon me; for I 
always go weil clad, and my clothes never patched : a little 
torn they mav be, but more fo through the fretting of my ar- 
mour, than DV length of time. As to what concerns your 
valour, courtety, atchievements, and your undertaking, quoth 
Sanchoy there are very different opinions. Some fay, mad, but 
humorous; others, valiant, but unfortunate*; others, courteous^ 
but impertinent : and thus they run diviiions upoii us, till they 
. leave neither your worfhip nor me a whole bone in our skins. / 

Take notice, Sancho^ faid Don S^ixottj that wherever virtue is 
found in any eminent degree, it is alwavs perfecuted. Few, or 
none, of the famous men of times pafc efcaped being calum- 
niated by their malicious contemporaries, Julius Cafar^ the 
moft courageous, the moft prudent, and mofl valiant captain^ 
was noted for hnng ambitious, and fomewhat unclean both in 
bis apparel and his manners. Alexander^ whofe exploits gained 
him the firname of Great, is faid to have had a little fmack of 
the drunkard. HercuUs^ with all his labours, is cenfured for 
being lafcivious and effeminate. Don Galaor, brother of ATna^ 
dis de Gauly was taxed with being ouarrelfom ; and his brother 
with being a whimperer. So that, O Sancbo, amidfl fo many 
calumnies cafl on the worthy, mine may very well pafs, if they 
arc no more than thofe you have mentioned. Body of my fa- 
ther ! there lies the jeft, replied Sancho. What then, is there 
more yet behind ? faid Don fixate. The tail remains flill to 
be flayed, quoth Sancbo: all hitherto has been tarts and cheefe- 
cakes: but if your worfhip has a mind to know the very bot- 
tom of thefe calumnies people beftow upon you, I will bring 
one hither prefently, who fhall tell vou them all, without miffing 
a tittle: for lafl night arrived the Ion of Bartholomew Carrafco^ 
who comes from fludying at Salamanca^ having taken the 
degree of bachelor; and when I went to bid him welcome 
■ home, he told me, that the hiflory of your worfhip is already 
printed in books, under the title of the Ingenious gentleman Don 
^ixote de la Mancha; and he fays, it mentions me too by 
my very name of Sancbo Panfa, and the lady Dulcinea del 
Tobofo^ and feveral other things, which paflfed between us tw^ 
only ; infomuch that I croiled myfelf out of pure amazement, 
to think how the hiftorian, who writ it, could come to know 
them. Depend upon it, Sancbo^ faid Don ^ixote^ that the 
author of this our hiflory mufl be fome fage enchanter ; for 
nothing is hid from them that they have a mind to write. A 
f^ and an enchanter ! quoth Sancbo ; why, the bachelor Samp* 
fon Carrafco (for that is his name) fays, tjic author of this hi* 
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ilory is called flid Harrnu B^rengena. That is a Moorifi name^ 
anfwercd Don ^ixote. It may be io, replied Sancho; for I 
}iave beard, that your Moors for the moll part are lovers of 
Birengena*s ^. Sancbo^ iaid Don ^ixoie^ yoa muft miftake 
the firname of that lame CUy which in jfrah£ %nifies a brd ?• 
It may be fo» anfwered Sancho ; but if TOur worfhip will have 
me bring him hither, I will fly to fetch nim. You will do me a 
fuigular pleafui^, friend, faid Don Quixote i for I am furprifed 
at what you have told me, and I fliaU not cat a bit that will 
do me good» tiU I toi informed of ^L Then I am goii^ for 
him, anfwered Sancho \ and leaving his mafter, he went to fedk 
the bachelor, with whom he returned foon after : and between 
them three there paflbd a moll pkafa^ oonverfation. 

CHAP. III. 

Of ibi pUafant conver/ation^ wbiib paffed iettveen Don Quixote, 
Sancho Pianga, and the bachelor Sampfon Qirrafoo. 

DO JV QUIXOTE remained over and above thoughtfol, 
expefting the coming of the bachelor Carrafco^ from whom 
he hoped to hear fome accounts of himfcif, printed in a book, 
as Sancho had told him ; and could not perfuade himfelf, that 
fuch a hiflory could be extant, fince the blood of the encmiies 
he had flain was fttll reeking on his fword-Wade; and could 

Sople expefl: bis high feats of arms fliould be already in print ? 
owever, at laft he concluded, that fome fagc, either friend or 
enemy, by art magic had fent them to the prefs: if a friend, 
to aggrandife and extol them above the moft fignal atchievc- 
ments of any knight-errant; if an enemy, to annihilate and 
fink them Mow the meanefl, that ever were written of any 
fijuire ; although (quoth he to himfelf) the feats of fquircs never 
were written. But if it fhould prove true, that fuch a hiflory 
Was really extant, fmce it was the, hiflory of a knight-errant, 
it muft of neceffity be fublime, lofty, illuftrious, magnificent, 
and true. This thought afforded him fome comfort : but he 
loft it again upon confidering, that the author was a Moor^ as 
was plain from the name of Cid^ and that no truth could be 
cxpefted from the Moors, who were all impoftors, liars, and 
rifionaries. He was apprehenfive, he might treat of his love 
with fome indecency, which might redound to the difpara^- 
^ mcnt and prejudice of the modefty of his lady Dukinea del To-

^mxQte received the b^tci^lor with niuch courtefy. 

This bachelor, though his name was Safopfon^ was none of 
tib» lMggeft> but an arch wag; of a wan complei^ion, hut of ^ 
very good uaderftanding. He was about twenty-four years oif 
age> round-^iced, flat^noied, and wide-Qiouthed: all figns of his 
l^ing of a wa^iih difpofition, and a lover of wit and humour; 
as he 0iade appear at feeing Don ^ixot^^ before whom h^ 
threw himfelf upon his knees, and (aid to him: Signor J)aii 
^ni»^^ ie la. Mancbu^ let me have the honour of kifling your 
grandeiur's hand; fos by the habit of St.PeUr, which I wear, 
though I have yet taken j(iq other degrees towards holy orders 
but the four £rft> your worship is one of the moft famous 
kni^ts-errant, that have been, or ihatl be^ upon the whole cir^ 
cufl^rence of the earth. A bleffing light oa Cid HamiU Bt-- 
rnngeSi who has l^t. us the hiftory of your mighty deeds ; and 
Uemi^ upon blefHngs light on that virtuofo, who took care to 
have thorn tranflated out of Jraffic into our vulgar Cajiilian^ 
for the univerfal entertainment of all ibits of people ! Don 
^fixate made him rife, and &id : I:t (ec^s. then it is true, that 
my hiflory is really extant, and that he, who compof.d it, was 
a A£70r and a iage. So true it is. Sir, (aid Sampfon^ that I veril]p 
believe, there are, this very day, above twelve thoufand books 
publiihed of that hiftory : witnefe Pormgaly Barcelona^ and f^a^ 
ienctay where they have been printed; and there is a rumour 
that it is DOW printing at Antiverp-t and I forefee, that no nation 
or language will be without a tranflation of it. Here Don ^ixot^ 
bid : One of the things, which ought to afFurd the higheft fa- 
tisfaiAion to a virtuous and eminent man, is, to iind, while he 
is living, hb gpod name puUilhcd and in p?int* in every body's 
mouth, and in every body's hand : I fey, his good name ; for if it 
be the contrary, no death can equal it. If feme and ^ good name 
are to. carry it, faid the bachebr, your worlhip alone bear^ 
away the pahn from all knights-errant: for the. Moor in his 
language, and the Cajlilian in his, have taken care to paint to 
the life that gallant deportment of your worftijp, that greatnefs 
x& ibul in confronting dangers, that conftancy in adverlity, and 

Citicnt enduring of naifcbances, that modefty and continence in 
vc, fo very platonic, as that between your worftiip and mjf 
lady Donna Dulcinea 44 Tobofo. 

Sambo, here faid: 1 never heard my lady D^kinea called 
Dmna bofcyre, bitf onl^ plain DuL'mea del Tobofo ; fo that here

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the hiftory is already iniftaken. That otgedion is of no idi*^ 

E* ortance, anfwered Carra/co. No, certainly, replied Dott^ixoUT 
ut, pray, tell mt, Si^nor bachelor, which of my exploits are 
inoft efleeemed in this fame hiftory? As to that, anfwered the 
bachelor, there are different opinions, as there are different taftes. 
Some are for the adventure of the wind-mills, which your 
worfhip took for fo many Briareu5*s and giants : others adhere 
to that of the fuUing-hammers : thefe to uie defcription of the 
two armies, which afterwards fell out to be two flocks of fheep : 
another cries up that of the dead bodv, which was carrying to 
be interred at Stgovia: one fays, the letting the galley-uaves at 
liberty was beyond them all : another, tlut none can be com- 
pared to that of the two BenediSiin giants, with the combat of 
the Valorous Bifcaimr, Pray, tell me» Signor bachelor, quoth 
Sancboj is there among the reft the adventure of the Yanguefes^ 
when our good Rozinantt had a longing after the forbidden 
fruit i The fage, anfwered Sampfon^ has 1^ nothing at the hot* 
' torn of the fnkhorn : he inferts and remarks every thing, evea 
to the capers Sancho cut in the blanket. I cut no capers in the 
blanket, anfwered Sancho : in the air I own I did, and more 
than I defired. In my opinion, quoth Don ^ixote^ there is no 
hiftory in the world that has not its ups anadowns, efpecially 
thofe which treat of chivalry ; for fuch can never be altogether 
filled with profperous events. For all that, replied the baaielor» 
fome, who have read the hiftory, fav, they {hould have been 
better pleafed, if the authors thereof had forgot fome of thofe 
numberlefs drubbings given to Signor Don ^ixoU in different 
encounters. Therein, qUoth Sancho^ confifb the truth of the 
hiftory. They might indeed as well have omitted them, faid 
Don ^ixote^ fince there is no necelSty of recording thofe ac- 
tions, which do not change nor alter the truth of the ftory, and 
efpecially if they redoundto the difcredit of the hero. In gpod 
feith, Mneas was not alt(»ether fo pious as Virgil paints him, 
nor Ulyjfes fo prudent as Homer defcribes him. It is true, re* 
plied Samp/on I but it is one thing to write as a poet, and ano- 
ther to write as an hiftorian. The poet may fay, or fmg, not 
as things were, but as they ought to have been ; but the hifto- 
rian muft pen them, not as they ought to have been, but as they 
really were, without adding to, or diminifhing any thing from 
the truth. Well, if it be to, that Signor Moor is in a vein of 
telling truth, quoth Sancho^ there is no doubt but, among my 
matter's rib-roftin^s, mine are to be found alfo: for they never 
took meafure of his worfhip's fhoulders, but at the fame time 
they took the dimenfions of my whole body : but why fiiould 
I wonder at that, fmce, as the felf-fame matter of mine fays^ 
the members muft partake of the ailments of the head. Sancho, 
you are a fly wag, anfwered Don ^ixote: in faith, you want 

not 
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not for a memory, when you have a mind to have one. Though 
I had never fo much a mind to forget the drubs I have received, 
quoth Sanchoj the tokens, thit are ftill frefli on my ribs, would 
not let me. 

Hdd your peace, Sancbo^ faid Don ^ixote^ and do not in- 
terrupt Signor bachelor, whom I intreat to go on, and tell me 
what is farther faid of me in the aforefaid hiftory. And of 
me too, c^otliSancbo'y for I hear that I am one of the principal 
parfbns in it. Perfons, not parfons, friend Sancho^ quoth Samp^ 
jon. What ! another correftor of hard words ! quoth Sane ho ; 
if this be the trade we Ihall never have done. Let me die, 
Sanchoy anfwered the bachelor, if ypu are not the fecond perfon 
of the hifbry ^ nay, there are fome, who had rather hear you 
talk, than the fineft fellow of them all : though there are alfo 
Ibme, who fey, you was a little too credulous in the matter of 
the government of that ifland promifed you by Signer Don 
^ixote here prefent. There is ftill fun-fhine on tlie wall*, 
quoth Don ^ixoti^ and, when Sancho is more advanced in age, 
with the experience that years give, he will be better qualified 
to be a governor than he is now. Before god. Sir, quoth 
Sanchoy if I am not fit to govern an ifland at thefe years, I (hall 
not know how to govern it at the age of Methufalem. The 
mifchief of it is, that the faid ifland fticks I know not where, 
and not in my want of a head-piece to govern it. Recommend 
it to god, Sanchoy faid Don ^ixote\ for all will be well, and 
perhaps better than you think ; for a leaf ftirs not on the tree 
without the will of god. That is true, quoth Sampfcn ; and, if 
it pleafes god, Sancho will not want a thoufand iflands to govern, 
much lefs one, I have fecn governors ere now, quoth Sanchoy 
who, in my opinion, do not come up to the foal of my (hoe; 
atjd yet they are called your lordftnp^ and are ferved in plate. 
Thofe are not governors of iflands, replied Sampfon^ but of 
other governments mpre manageable j for thofe, who govern 
iflands, muft at leaft underftand grammar. Gramercy for that, 
quoth Sancho ; it is all Greek to me, for I know nothing of the 
matter ». But let us leave the bufmefs of governments in the 
hands of god, and let him difpofe of me fo as I may be mod 
inftrumental in his fervice: 1 fay, Signor bachelor Sampfon 
Carrafcoy I am infinitely plcafed, that the author of the 
hiftory has fpoken of me in fuch a manner, that what he 
lays of me is not at all tirefom ; for, upon the faith of a trufty 
fquire, had he faid any thing of me unbecoming an old chriftian*-9,

quoth Sancho^ let every one take heed hoW they talk, or write, 
of people, and not fet down at random the firft thing that comes 
into their imagination. 

One of the faults people charge upon that hiftory, faid the 
bachelor, is, that the author has inferted in it a novel intitled 
The curious impertinent ; not that it is bad in itfelf, or ill- writ- 
ten, but for having no relation to that place, nor any thing to 
do with the ftory of his worfliip Signor Don fixate. I will 
lay a wager, replied Sancho^ the (on of a bitch has made a jumble 
of filh and fleih together. I aver then, faid Don ^ixote, that 
the author of my hiftory could not be a fage, but fomc igno- 
rant pretender, who, at random, and without any judgment, 
has fet himfelf to write it, come of it what would : like Or^ 
baneja^ the painter ofUheJa, who, being asked what he painted, 
anfwered. As it may hit. Sometimes he would paint a cock 
after fuch a guife, and fo prepofteroufly defigned, that he was 
forced to write under it in Gothick Charafters, This is a cock : 
and thus it will fare with my hiftory ; it will ftand in need of 
a comment to make it intelligible. Not at all, anfwered Samp- 
fon\ for it is fo plain, that there is no difficulty in it: children 
thumb it, boys read it, men undcrftand it, and old folks com- 
mend it; in fliort, it is fo tofled about, fo conned and fo 
• thoroughly known by all forts of people, that they no fooner 
efpy a lean fcrub-horfe, than they cry, yonder goes Rozinante. 
But none are fo much addided to reading it 'as your pages : 
there is not a nobleman's anti-chamber, in which yoa will not 
find a Don ^i^oie : if one lays it down, another takes it up : 
one asks for it, another fnatches it : in fliort, this hiftory is the 
moft pteafuig and leaft prejudicial entertainment hitherto pub- 
lifhed ; for there is not fo much as the appearance of an immo- 
deft word in it, nor a thought that is not entirely catholic. 
To write otherwife, faid Don ^ixoie^ had not been to write 
truths, but lies ; and hiftorians, who are fond of venting falf- 
hoods, fliould be burnt, like coiners of felfe money. For my 
part I cannot imagine what moved the author to introduce no- 
vels, or foreign relations, my own ftory affording matter enough: 
but without doubt we may apply the proverb. With hay or 
with ftraw ",, ^^« for verily, had he confined himfelf to the 
publifiiing my thoughts, my fighs, my tears, my good wifiip9» 
and my atchievements alone, ne might have compiled a vo- 
lume as big, or bigger than all the works of Toftatus ^. In (hort,

need of a great deal of judgment, and a mature underilanding: 
to talk wittily, and write pleafantly, are the talents of a great 
genius only. The moft difficult charafter in comedy is that of 
tte fool, and he muft^. no fimpleton that plays that part. 
Wiitory IS a facred kind of writing, becaufe truth is ^flential to 
It; and where truth is, there god himfclf is, fo far as truth is 
concerned: notwithftanding which, there are thofe, who com- 
pofe books, and tofs them out into the world like fritters. 

There are few books fo bad, fai* the bachelor, but there is 
fomethmg good in them. There is no doubt of that, replied 
Vonpux9iei but it often happens, that they, who have de- 
lenrcdiy acquired a good (hare of reputation by their writings, 
Itiicn or lofe it mtirely by committing them to the prcfs. The 
rcaTon.of that, (^aA Sampfin^ is, that printed works being exa- 
mined at Icifure, the faults thereof are the more eafily difcovered ; 
jnd the greater the feme of the author is, the more ftria and 
icverc is the fcrutiny. Men famous for their parts, great poets, 
and celebrated biftorians, are always envied by thofe, who tak« 
a pleafyre, and make it their particular entertainment, to cen- 
furc other mens writings, without eyer having publiflied any of 
their own. That is not to be wondered at, faid Dm Quixote ; 
tor there are many divines, who make no figure in the pulpit, 
and yet are excellent at efpying the dcfeds or fuperfluities of 
preachers. AH this is very true, Signor Don ^ixote, faid 
Carrafco ; but I wilfh fuch criticks would be more merciful, and 
Jcls ni^, and not dwell fo much upon the moats of that bright 
fun, the work they cenfure. For, though aliquando bonus ior^ 
mttat Honurfts^ they ought to confider how much he was awake, 
to give his work as much light, and leave as little {hade, as h« 
could : and perhaps thofe very parts, which fomc men do not 
tafte, are like moles, which fometimes add to the beauty of the 
u u^ ^^ ^^^^' ^^^ therefore I fay, that whoever prints 
a book runs a very great risk, it being of all impoffibilities th« 
moft impoffible to write fuch an one, as (hall fatisfy and plei^fe 
M kinds of readers. That, which treats of me, faid Don 
C^u^t^^ ^as pleafed but a few. On the contrary, replied the 
bachelor, z,% ftultorum infinitus eft numerus, fo infinite is the 
number of thofe, who have been delightpd with that hiftory : 
though fome have taxed the author's memory as' feulty pr 
, treacherous, in forgetting to tell us who the thief was that ftole 
hancho'^ Dapple 3 .• whicb is not related^ but only inferred from

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vf\M is there written, that he wai flolen ; and in a very (hort 
time after we find him mounted upon the felf-famc beaft, with- 
out hearing how Dapple appeared again. It is alfo objeSed, that 
he has omitted to mention what Sancho did with the hundred 
crowns he found in the port-manteau upon the fable mountain; 
for he never fpeaks of them more, and«inany perfons would be 
glad to learn what he did with them, or how he fpent them ; for 
that is one of the moft fubftantial points wanting in the work. 
Sancho anfwered: Mafter Sampfony I am not now in a con- 
dition to tell tales, or make up accounts ; for I have a qualm 
come over my ftomach, and {hall be upon the rack 4, till I have 
removed it with a couple of draughts of flale. I have it at home, 
and my chuck ftavs for me. As fgon as I have dined I will 
come back, and (atisfy your worfhip, and the whole world, 
in whatever they are pleafed to ask me, both concerning the lofs 
of Dapple^ and what became of the hundred crowns. So, with- 
out waiting for an anfwer, or fpeaking a word more, he went 
away to his own houfe. Don fixate preffed and intreated the 
bachelor to ftay, and do penance with him. The bachelor ac- 
cepted of the invitation and {laid : a couple of pigeons was 
added to the ufual commons, and the converfation at table fell 
upon the fubjeft of chivalry. Carrafco carried on the humour : 
the banquet was ended : they {lept out the heat of the day : 
Sancho came back, and the former difcourfe was rea{rumed. 

CHAP. IV. 

Wherein Sancho Pan^a anfwers the bachelor Sampfon CarrafcoV 
doubts and quejlions^ with other incidents worthy to be known 
and recited, 

QL'^NCHO came back to Don ^ixotis houfe, and, re- 
*^ afluming the former difcourfe, in anfwer to what the ba- 
chelor Sampfon Carrafco defired to be informed of, namely, by 
whom, when, and how the afs was ilolen, he faid : That very 
night, when, flying front the holy brotherhood, we entered into 
the fable mountain, after the unlucky adventure of the galley- 
Haves, and of the dead body that was carrying to Segovia^ my 
mafter and I got into a thicket, where, he leaning upon his launce, 
and I fitting upon Dapple^ being both of us mauled and fa- 
tigued by our late skirmifliies, we fell afleep as foundly as if 
we had had four feather-beds under us : efpecially I for my part 
iflept (o iaft, that the thief, whoever he was, haa leifurc enough

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to fafpend me on four flakes, which be planted under the four 
corners of the pannel, and in this manner leaving me mounted 
thereon, got Dapple from under me, without my feeling it. 
That is an eafy matter, and no new accident, faid Don ^ixote: 
for the like happened to Sacripante zx. the fiegso(Jli>racay where 
that femous robber Brunch, by this felf-famc invention, ftole his 
horfe from between his legs. The dawn appeared, continued 
Sancho^ and. fcarce had 1 ftretched myfclf, when, the flakes 
giving way, down came I with a confounded fquclch to the 
ground. 1 looked about for my afs, but faw him not : the tears > ' 
came into my eyes, and I made fijch a lamentation, that,, if * 
the author of our hiftory has not fet it down, he may make 
account he has omitted an excellent thipg. At the end of I 
know not how many days, as I was accompanying the princefs 
Micomcma, I faw and knew my afs again, and upon him came, 
in the garb of a gipfy, that cunning rogue, and notorious male- 
fa^r, Gina de Pajfammte, whom my mafter and I freed from 
the galley-chain. The mifiake does not lie in this, replied 
San^fmj but in the author's making Sancho ftill ride upon the 
very fame beaft, before he gives us any account of his being 
ibund again. To this, faid Sancho^ I know not what to anfwer, 
unlefs it be that the hiftorian was miflaken ; or it might be an 
overfight of the printer. It muft be fo without doubt, quoth 
Sampjm : but what became of the hundred crowns ? were they 
funk ? I laid them out, quoth Sancho, for the ufe and behoof 
of my own perfon, and thofe of my wife and children ; and 
they have been the caufe of my wife's bearing patiently the 
journeys and rambles I have taken in the fervice of my mafter 
Don ^ixote: for had I returned, after fo long a time, penny- 
lefs, 'and without my afs, black would have iSen my luck. If 
you would know any thing more of me, here am I, ready to 
anfwer the king himfelf in perfon : and no body has any thing 
to meddle Or make, whether I brought or brought not, whe^ 
ther I fpent or fpent not ; for if the blows, that have been 
given me in thefe fallies, were to be paid for in ready- money, 
though rated only at four maravedis a-piecc, another hundred 
crowns would not pay for half of them : and let every man lay 
his hand upon his heart, and let him not be judging white for 
black, nor black for white ; for every one is as god has made 
him, and oftentimes a great deal worle. 

I will take care, faid Carrafco, to advcrtife the author of the 
hiflorv, that, if he reprints the Iwok, he fliall not forget what 
honeft Sancho has told us, which will make the book as good 
again. Is there any thing elfc to be correijled in that legend, 
Signor bachelor ? quoth Don ^ixote. There may be others, 
anfwered Carrafco, but none o.f that importance with tliofe al- 
ready mentioned. And, peradventure, Ciid Don ^dxau^ the 
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jsuthor ^romifcs zfecmd part. He does, anfwered Sampj^n, but 
fays he has not met wtth it, nor can learn who has it ; and 
tliereforc w» are in doubt whether it v/ill appear or no: and ai 
wfell for this reafon, as becaufe fotac people fay, that fecond 
parts are never good for any thing, and others, that there is 
enough of Don ^ixote already, it is believed, there will be no 
fecond part ; though fome, who are more jovial than fatarnine^ 
Cry, Let us have more ^ixotades ; let Don ^ixote encounter^ 
and Sancho Panfa talk; and, be the reft what it will, we (hall 
\ be contented. And pray, hpw ftands the author zffe&cd i de- 
manded Don ^ixote. How ? anfwered Sampfon ; why, as foon 
as ever he can find the hiftory he is looking for with extra- 
ordinary diligence, he. will immediately fend it to the prefe, 
feeing prompted thereto more by intereft than by any motive of 
praife whatever. To which Sanch9 faid : Does the author aim 
at money and profit? it will be a wonder then if he fucceeds, 
fince he will only flitch it away in great hafle, like a taiter on 
Eajler eve ; for works that are done baftily are never finiOied 
with that perfeftion they require. I wifti this fame Signor Mocr 
would confider a little what he is about; for I and my mailer 
will furnifli him fo abundantly with lime and mortar in matter 
of adventures and variety of accidents, that he may not only 
compile a fecond part, but an hundred. The good man thinks, 
without doubt, that we lie fleeping here in ftraw ; but let bim 
hold up the foot while the fmith is ihoeing, and he will fee on 
which we halt. What I can fay is, that, if this mafter of mine 
had taken my counfel, we had ere now been in the field, re- 
dreiling grievances, and writing wrongs, as is the praSicc and! 
ufage of good knightsrerifant. 

Eancho had fcarce finiflied this difcourfe, when the neighings 
of Ro%inanU reached their ears; which Don ^ixofe took for 
a moft happy omen, and refolved to make another fally within 
three or four days ; and declaring his intention to the bachelor, 
he asked his advice which way he Ihould begin his journey. 
The bachelor replied, he was of opinion that he (hould go di- 
reftly to the kingdom oi Arragon^ and the city of Saragojfa^ 
where in a few days there was to be held a moft folemn tourna* 
ment, in honour of the feftival of faint George^ in which he 
might acquire renown above all the Arragonian knights, which 
would be the fame thing as acquiring it above all the knights 
in the world. He commended his rcfolution as moft honoura- 
He and moft valorous, and gave him a hint to be more wary 
in encountering dangers, becaufe his life was not his own, but 
theirs who ftood in need of his aid and fuccour ih their diftreflcsi 
This is what I renounce, Signor Sampfon^ quoth Sancho % for 
my mafter mab^ no more of attacking an hundred armed men, 
thoA a greedy boy would do half a dozen mtlom* Bbdy of 

the 
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the World! Signor bachelor, yes, there muft be a time to at- 
tack, and a time to retreat; and it muft not be always. Saint 
yago^ and charge, Spain U And ferthcr I have heard fiiy, (and, 
if I remember right, from my niaffier himfelf) that the mean 
of true valour lies between the extremes of cowardifc and 
nflmefs : and if this be fo, I would not have him run away 
when there is no need of it, nor would I have him fall on 
when the too great fuperiority requires quite another diing: 
but above all things I would let my mafter know, that, if he 
wiQ take me ^tl^ him, it muft be upon condition, that he fhall 
battle it all himfelf, aiid that I will not be obliged to any other 
thing, but to look after his clothes and his diet ; to which pur- 
pofes I will fetch and carry like any fpaniel: but to im^inei, 
that I will lay hand to my fword, tlibugh it b^ againft rafeally 
wood-cutters with hoods and hatchets, is to be very much mif- 
taken. I, Signor Sampfon, do not fet up for the fame of being 
vaUaht, but for that of being the beft and faithfulleft fquire that 
ever fcrved a knight-errant: and if my lord Don ^ixote, in 
confideration of my manv and good fervice^^ has a mmd to be- 
ttor on me fome oile ifland of the many his worfhip fays he 
ihall light upon, I ihall h^ much beholden to him for the fa- 
vour; and though he ihould not give me one, born I am, and 
we muft not rely upon one another, but upon god : and per- 
haps the bread I fhall eat without the government, may go 
down more favourily than that I Ihould eat with it : and how 
do I know but the devil, in one of thefe governments, niay . 
provide me fom^ ftumbling-block, that I may fall, and da(h out 
my grinders. Sancho I was born, and Sancho I intend to die : yet 
for afl that, if, feirly arid fquarely, without much foHcitude or 
much danger, heaven (hould chance to throw an ifland, or fome 
fuch thing, in my way, I am not fuch a fool neither as to re- 
fute it ; for it is a faying, when they give you a heifer, make 
hafte with the rope : and when good-fortune comes, be fure 
take her in. 

Brother Sancho^ quoth Carrafco^ you have fpoken lik^ any 
profefcr : ncverthelefs truft in god, and Signor Don ^ixotij 
that he will give you, not only an ifland, but even a kingdom. 
One as likely as the other, anfwercd Sancho -, though I could 
tell Signor Carrafco^ that my matter will not throw the king- 
dom he gives nie into a bag without a bottom : for I have felt 
my own pulfe, and find myfelf in health enough to rule king- 
doms and govern iflands, and fo much I have fignified before 
now to my lord. Look you, Sancho^ quoth Samp/on^ honours 
change manners; and it may come to pafs, when you are a

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governor, that you may not know the very mother that bore 
you. That, anfwered Sanchoj may be the cafe with thofe that 
are born among the mallows, but not with thofe, whofe fouls, 
like mine, are covered four inches thick with grcafe of the old 
chriftian : no, but confider my difpofition, whether it is likely 
to be ungrateful to any body. God grant it, fa id Don ^ixote^ 
and we mall fee when the government comes ; for methinks I 
have it already in my eye. 

This faid, he defired the bachelor, if he were a poet, that he 
would do him the favour to compofe for him fome verfes by 
way of a farewel to his lady Dulcima del Tobofir, and that he 
would place a letter of her name at the b^inning of each verfe, 
in fuch manner, that, at the end of the verfes, the firft letters 
taken together might make Dulcinea del Tebofo, The bachelor 
anfwered, though he was not of the famous poets of Spairty 
who were faid to be but three and a half ^, he would not fail 
to compofe thofe verfes ; though he was fenfible it would be no 
cafy task, the name confifting of feventeen letters j for if he 
made four ftanzas of four verfes each, there would be a letter 
too much, and if he made them of five, which they call De^ 
chna^s or Redondilla^s^ there would be three letters wanting: 
rwverthelefs he would endeavour to fink a letter as well as he 
c;ould, fo as that the name of Dulcinea del Tobofa fhould be in- 
cluded in the four ftanzas.

THE tranflator of this hlftory, coming to write this fifth 
chapter, fays, he takes it to be apocryphal, bccaiifc in it 
Sancho talks in another ftyle than could be expcfted from his 
ihallow underftanding, and fays fuch fubtile things, that he 
reckons impo&ble that be (hould know them : neverthclefs, he 
would not omit tranflating them, to comply with the duty of 
his office, and fo went on, faying. 

Sancho came home fo gay and fo merry, that hi^ wife per- 
ceived his joy a bow-fliot off, infomuch that (he could not but 
ask liim : What is the matter, friend Sancho, you are fo merry? 
To which he anfwered : Dear wife, if it were god's will, 1 
(hould be very glad not to be fo well pleafed as I appear to be. Hus- 
band, replied fhe, I underftand you not, and know not what you 
mean by faying, you Ihould be glad, if it were god's will, you 
were not fo much pleafed : now, filly as I am, I cannot gue& 
how one can take pleafure in not being pleafed. Look you, 
Terefaj anfwered Sancho, I am thus merry, becaufe I am ro« 
folved to return to the fervice of m]^ mafter Don ^ixote, who 
is determined to make a third fally in queft of adventures ; and 
I am to accompany him, for fo my neceffity will have it : be- 
iides I am pleated with the hopes of finding the other hundred 
crowns, like thofe we have fpent : though it grieves me, that I 
muft part from you and my children ; and if gcxl would be 
pleafed to ^ve me bread, *dryihod and at home, without drag* 
ging me^ over rough and fmooth, and through thick and thin 
(which he might do at a fmall expence, and bv only willinjg it 
lo) it is plain, my joy would be more firm and folid, fince it is 
now mingled witn forrow for leaving you: fc that I faid right, 
when I faid, I ihould be glad, if it were god's will, I were not 
fo well pleafed.'

fquires-err^t do riot eat their bread for nothing, and therefore I 
fhall not feii;to befccch our lord to deliver ypu fpeedily from fo 
inuch evil hap. I tell you, wife, anfwered Sancho^ that, did I 
not cxpeft crd long to fee niyfelf a governor of an iflknd, I 
flicmld drop down dead upon the fpot. Not fo, my dear hus- 
Bandj quoth T^erefa : Let the hen live, though it be with the 
pip. Live you, and the devil take all the governments in the 
world. Without a goverrinient eamc you from ycxir inother*s. 
womb; without a government have yoa lived hitherto j aricf 
without a government will you go, or be carried, to your grave,' 
whenever it (hall plcafe god. Hovj^ niany folks are there in the 
world that have not a government; and yet they live for all 
tliat, and arc reckoned in the number of the people? The belt; 
faucc in the vvorld is hunger, and, as that is never wanting to 
tlie poor, thcv alwiays cat with a relifli. But if, perchance. 
SimcBo^ you mould get a govcromcnt,: do not forget me, ani 
your children. Coniider, that little Sancho is juft' fifteen years 
61(1, aiid it is fit he fliould go to fchool, if fo be his uncle the 
a^t means to breed Kim tip tb the church. G)nfider alfo, 
that Mary Sancho your daughter will not break her heart if we 
jnarrtr her; for lam miftaken if (he has not as much mind 
toi a nusband as you have to a government: and indeed^ jh« 
iced, better a daugjhter but indifferently iparried, than well 
iept. . ' r 

_ In good faith, anfwered Sancho^ if god be fo good to me that 
i get any thing like a government, dear wife, I will m^tch 
mary Sancha to highly, that there will be no coming near her 
without csMing her , your ladyjhip. Not fo, Sancho, anfwered 
^^ffa; the beft ^ay is to marry her to her equal; for if, in- 
ficad of pa^tins, you put her on clogs, and, inftead of her ru^t 
petticoat of fourtcen-pcnhy fluff, you give her a farthingal and 
petticoats of filk, and, iiiftead of plain Molly and Touy ihe be 
called my lady fuch-a-one, and y^«r ladyP)ipy the girl will not 
know where ihe is, and will fall into a thoufand miftakes at 
every ftep, difcpvering the coarfe thread of her home-fpun 
country-ftuff.

Meafurc yourfelf by your condition, Sancho^ an* 
iwered Terefa ; fcefc not to raife yourfelf higher, and remember 
the proverb. Wipe your neighbour's fon's nofe, and take hini 
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into your houfe 7. It W6ult] be a pretty bufinefs truly to marry 
our Mary to fomc great cx)unt or knight, who, when the fancy 
fakes him, would look upon her as fome ftrange thing, and be 
calling her country-wench, clod-br^aker's brat, and I know not 
what : not while I live, husband ; I have not brought up my 
child to be fo ufed: do you provide money, Sancho^ and leave 
the matching of her to my care; for there is Lope Tocho^ John 
Tocho^s fon, a lufty hale young man, whom we know, and I 
am fure he has a fneaking kindnefs for the girl : ihe will be very 
well married to him, confidering he is our equal, and will al- 
ways be under our eye; and we fliall be all as one, parents and 
children, grandfons and fons-in-law, and fo the peace and 
fing of god will be among us all: and do not }'cu pretend i 
marrying her now at your courts and great palaces, where j 
will neither underftand her, nor (he underftand herfelf, 
you, beaft, and wife for Barabbasy replied Scnchsy vihy 
you now, without rhyme or reafon, hinder me from marij 
my daughter with one, who may bring me gicind-childreii 
may be fliled your lordjhips ?

Do you not think, animal, continued Sancho, that it would

What has Cafcajo^ the embroideries, or the pro- 
verbs to do with what I am faying? Hark you, fool and igno- 
rant (for fo I may call you, fmce you underftand not what I 
fay, and are flying from good-fortune) had I told you, that our 
daughter was to throw herfelf headlong from fome high tower, 
or go ftroUing about the world, as did the Infanta Donna Ur^ 
raca, you would be in the right not to come into my opinion :

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anfwercdT^rWi: it is becaufc of theproVerb, which fays, He 
that covers thee, difcovcrs thee. All glance their eyes hafiily 
over the poor man, and fix them upon the rich ; and if that 
rich man was once poor, then there is work for your mur- 
murers and backbiters, who fwarm every where like bees. 
Look you, Terefa^ anfwcred Sanchoj and liflen to what I am 
going to fay to you ; perhaps you have never heard it in all 
the days of your life : and I do not now fpeak of my own 
head ; fot all that I intend to fay are fentences of that good 
father, the preacher, who held forth to us laft Lent in this vil- 
lage ; who, if I remember right, faid, that all the things 
prefent, which our eyes behold, do appear, and exift in our 
minds much better, and with greater force, than things 
paft. — All thefe reafonings here of Sancho are another ar- 
gument to perfuade the tranflator that this chapter is apo- 
cryphal, as exceeding the capacity of Sancho, who went on

From hence it proceeds, that, when we fee any peribn finely 
drefled, and fet ofF with rich apparel, and with a train of fcr- 
vants, we arc, as it were, compelled to fhcw him rrfpedt, al- 
though the memory, in that inilant, recalls to our thoughts 
fome mean circum fiances, under which we have feen him;

When 1 have a govern-^ 
ment, quoth Sancho, I will fend for him by tKe poft, and wili 
fend you money, which I (hall not want ; for there arc always 
people enough to lend governors money, when they have it 
not : but then be fure to clothe the boy fo, that he may look, 
not like what he is, but what he is to be. Send you snoney, 

quoth 
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quoth Tirefay and I will e^ip him as fine as a palm-branch *• 
We are agreed then, quoth Sancboy that our daughter is to be 
a countefs? The day that I fee her a countef?, anfwered Te- 
refoy I {hall reckon I am laving her in her grave: but I hj 
again, you may do as youpleafe; for we women arc born tp 
bear the clog of obedience to our husbands, be they never fuc^i 
blockheads : and then Ihe began to weep as bitterly, as if flic 
already faw little Sancha dead and buried, Sancho comforted 
her, and promifed, that, though he mult make her a countcfe, 
he would fee and put it off as long as poigbly he could. Thu^ 
ended their dialogue, and Sancho went back to vifit Dm ^ix9te^ 
and put things in order for their departure. 

CHAP. VI. 

Of what fajfed between Don Quixote, his neiciy and houfe* 
keeper I and is one of the mofi important chapters of the whole 
h'tftory. 

WHILE Sancho Pan^a^ and his wife Terefa Cqfcaj$9 
were holding the foregoing impertinent » dialogue, Don 
^ixote^s neice and houfe-keeper were not idle^ who, guefling 
by a thoufand figns that their uncle and mafter would break 
ioofe the third time, and neturn to the exercife of his (for thcan) 
unlucky knight-errantry, endeavoui;ed by all poifible means to 
• divert him from fo foolifh a defign^ but it was all preaching ii> 
the defert, and hammering on cold iron* However, amon^ 
many other various reafonmgs, which pafTed between thern^ 
the houfe-keeper faid to him : Sir, if your worlhip will not 
tarry quietly at home, and leave this ramblipg over hills an4 
dales like a difturbed ghoft, in queft of thofe ^me adventuies^ 
which I call mifadventures, I am refolved to complain aloud to 
god and the king, to put a ftop to it. To which Don ^ixott 
replied : Miftrefs houfe-keeper, what anfwer god will return tp 
your complaints, I know not ; and what his majefty will anr- 
fwer, aslittle: I only know, that, if I were king, I >youl4 
difpenfe with myfelt from anfwcring that infinity of impertir 
nent memorials, which are evepy day prefent^d to bim : fpV 
one of the greateft fatigues a king undergoes, is, the being

, obliged 
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obliged to he^ and anfwer every body ; and therefore I fliould 
be loth my concerns Ibould give him any trouble. To which 
the houfe-kecper replied : Pray, fir, arc there not knights in hif 
mafcfty's court ? Yes, anfwercd Don ^ixste^ there s^re m^y ^ 
and it is fitting there ihould, for the ornament and grandeur of 
princes, and for the oftentation of the royal dignity. Would 
It nctf then be better^ replied (he, that your worihip fhould be 
one of them, and quietly ferve your king and lord at court? 
LfOok you, friend, anfwered Don ^uixotf, all knights cannot 
be courtiers, neither can, nor ought, all courtiers to be kniehts* 
errant : there muft be of all forts in the world ; and though we 
are all knights, there is a great deal of difference between us: 
for the courtiers, without ftirring out of their apartments, or 
over the threfiiold, traverfe the whole globe, in a map, withovt 
a farthing expence, and without fu&ring heat or cold, hunger 
or thiriL But we, the true knights-errant, meafure the whole 
earth with our own feet, expbied to fun and cold, to the air 
and Ihe inclemencies of the sky, by night and by day, on foot 
and on horfeback: nor do we know our enemies in pi£hireonly» 
but in their proper perfons, and attack them at every turn, and 
upon every occafion ; without Handing upon trifles^ or upon the 
laws of duelling, fuch as, whether our adverfary bears a (horter 
or longer launce or fwotd, whether he carries about him any 
relicks, or wears any fecret coat of m^il, or whether the fiui 
be duly divided or not; with other ceremonies of the ianui 
fiamp, ufed in fmgle combats between man and man, which 
you underftand not, but I do. And you muft know fart^er^ 
that vour true knight-errant, though he ihould efpy ten ffMntSp 
whole heads not only touch, but over-top the clouds, and tho* 
each of them ftalk on two prodigkxis towers inftead of legs, 
and has arms like the main mafts of huge and mighty ihips of 
war, and each eye like a great miU*wheel, and more fiery than 
the furnace of a gla&-houie, yet muft he in no wife be amright* 
ed, but, on the contrary, with a gpnteel air, anil an undauoted 
h^, encounter, ailaQ, and, ifpofiibk, overcome and rout 
them in an inftant of time, though they ihould come armed 
with the ihell of a certvn fi(b, which, they fay, is harder 
than adamant; and though, inftead of fwords, they ihould 
bring trenchant iabres of Damafcan fteel, or iron maces pointe4 
alfo with fteel, 43 I have feen more than once or twice. All 
this I have faid, miftrels houfe-keeper, to ihew you the di& 
ference between fome knights and others; and it wq:e to be 
wiihed, that every prince knew how to eileem this fecond, or 
rather firft Species of knights*errant, iince, as we read in their 
hiftories, fome amon^ them have been the bulwark, not of one 
only, but of many kuigdoms. 

Ah! 
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Ah! dear uncle, faidthen the neice, be afTured, that what 
you tell us of knights-errant, is all invention and lies, and, if 
their hiftories mult not be burnt, at leaft they deferve to wear 
each of them a Sanbenito *, or fome badge, whereby they 
may be known to be in&mous, and deftrudive of good man- 
ners. By the god in whom I live, faid Don ^ixote^ Were 
Jou not my neice direftly, as being my own fifler's daughter, 
would make fuch an example of you for the blafphemy you 
have uttered, that the whole world fliould ring of it. How ! 
is it poffible, that a young ba^ge, who fcarcely knows how to 
manage a dozen of bobbins, mould prefume to put in her oar, 
and cenfurc the hiftories of knights-errant? What would 
fir Amadis have faid, fhould he have heard of fuch a thing ? 
But, now I think of it, I am furc he would have forgiven you j 
for he was the mod humble and moft courteous knight of his 
time, and the greateft favourer of damfels. But fome other 
might have heard you, from whom you might not have come 
ofr fowell: for all are not courteous and good-natured; fome 
are lewd and uncivil. Neither are all they, who call themfelves 
knights, really fuch at bottom : for fome are of gold, others of 
alchymy ; and yet all appear to be knights, though all cannot 
abide the touchftone of truth. Mean fellows there are, who 
break their winds in flraining to appear knights ; and topping 
knights there are, who, one would think, die vvith defire to be 
thought mean men. The former raife themfelves by their 
ambition or by their virtues; the latter debafe themfelves by 
j their weaknefs or their vices: and one had need of a good dif- 
^ eernment to diftihguifh between thefe two kinds of knights, fo 
near in their names, and fo diflant in their actions. Blefs me ! 
uncle, quoth the neice, that your worihip (hould be fo know- 
ing, that, if need were, you might mount a pulpit, and hold 
forth any where in the ftreets 5, and yet fhould give into fo 
blind a vagary, and fo exploded a piece of folly, as to think 
to perfuade the world, that'you are valiant, now you are old; 
that you are ftrong, when, alas! you are infirm; and that 
you are able tb make crooked things ftraight, though ftooping 
yourfelf under the weight of years; above all, that you are a 
knight, when you are really none: for, though gentlemen may 
be luch, yet poor ones hardly can. 

You are much in the right, neice in what you fay, anfwered 
Don ^ixote^ and I could tell you fuch things concerning 
lineages as would furprife you : but, becaufc I would not mix

things 
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things divine with hu^an, I forbear. Hearipe, friends, with 
attention. All the genealogies in the world n>ay be reduced to 
four forts, which are thefe. Firft, of thofc, who, having had 
low beginnings, have gone on extending and dilating themielves 
tiU they have arrived at a prodigious grandeur, ^condly, of 
thof:, who, having had great beginnings, have preferved, and 
continue to preferve them in the fan^e condition they were in at 
firft. Thirdly, of thofe, who, though they have had great 
beginnings, have ended in a fmall point like a pyramid, having 
gone on diminifiiing and d^reafing continually, t^U they have 
come almoft to nothing; like the point of the pyramid, which, 
in refped of its bafe or pedeflal, is next to nothing. LaiUy, 
of thofe (and they are the moft numerous) who, having had 
neither a good beginning, nor a tolerable middle, will therefore 
end without a name, like the families of common and ordinary 
people. Of the firft fort, who, having had a mean beginning, 
haveroie to greatnefs, and flill preferve it, we have an example 
in the Ottoman family, which, from a poor ihepherd its founder, 
is arrived at the height we now fee it at. Of the fecond fort 
of genealogies, which b^an great, and preferve them fclves 
without augmentation, examples may be fetched from fundry 
heredifary princes, who contain themfelves peaceably v^Ithih 
the limits of their own dominions, without enlarging or con- 
trading them. Of thofe, who began great, and have ended 
in a point, there are thoufands of mftances: for all the Pha- 
raobsy and Ptolemies of Egypt^ the Cafars of Rane, with all 
the herd (if I may fo call them) of that infinite number of 
princes, monarchs, and lords, Medes^ JJfyrians^ Perftans^ 
Greeks^ and Barbarians \ all thefe families and dominions, as 
well as tbUr founders, have ended in a point and next to no- 
thing : for it is impoi^ble now to find any of their defcendants, 
and, if one Oiould find them, it would lie in fome low and ab- 
fSt condition. Of the lineages of the common fort I have 
nothing to fay, only that they ferve to fwell the number of the 
living, without deferving any other fame or eli>gy. From all 
that has been faid I would have you infer, my dear fools, that 
the confiifion there is among genealogies is very great, and that 
thofe only appear great and illuftrious, which fhew themfelves 
fuch by the virtue, riches, and liberality of their pofieflbrs, I 
fay, virtue, riches and liberality, becaufe the great man that is 
vicious will be greatly vicious, and the rich man, who is not 
liberal, is but a covetous bc^r: for the poflbflbr of riches is 
not happy in having, but in ^nding them, and not in fpending 
them merely according to his own inclination, but in knowing 
how to fpend them properly. The knight, who is poor, has 
no other way of ihewing himfelf to be one, but that of virtue, 
by being afiable, «^*behaved, courteous, kind, and obliging^ 
yoL.II, D not 
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not proud, not arrogaht, no mufmurer, and ib&ft ail cbari- 
tabte ; for, by two farthings given chearfully t6 the poor, he 
Ihall difcovcr a^ much gcnerofity, as he, who bcftows large 
alms by fbUnd of bell : and th^re is no^ one, who fees hiin 
ddorned with the afbrefaid virtues, though he knows him not, bat 
will judge and repute hiih to be well defcendbd. indeed it Mrould 
be a miracte, Were it otherwife: pfaife Was always the reward 
of virtu^, and the virtuous cahfiot fail ot being CoiiimeAded. 
There ate two roads, daughters, by M'hi<:h Mtn Ina^ arrive it 
trchcs and honours ; the one by the way of letters, tne bther by 
ihit of arms. I have thott in nie of tht kAditr thaA tst the 
fcholar, and was born, as appears by my prOpefifity to arms, 
uhder thb influence of the planet Mars; fo tnat I am, as it 
were, fot-ted into that track, and that road I muft take in fpifc 
of th^ whole world: and it will be in Vain for you to tire youN 
ielves in perfuading me not to attempt what hcaveh require*, 
ifortune ordains, and reafon demands, and, above all, Ivhat mv 
iiklinatibh leads me to. I know the innumerable toils attend- 
ing on knight-errantry. I know alfo the numberleft adtan- 
' tagis obtained thereby. I know, that the path of virtue is ftrait 
land narrow, and the road of vice broad and fpacious. I knbW 
alfo, that their ends and neftine-places are different: for thole 
of vice, large and open, end in death; and thofe of virtue, nat- 
tow and intricate, end in life, and not in life thiit has an end, 
but in that which is eteriial. And I knoW^ as our grejit Ctf* 
piliutt poet expreflcs it, that 

Thro^ thefe rough paihsj to gain a glorious naifie^ 
Wt climb thifteepajcent that kads to fame, 4 
Tl>ey mifs tht roady who quit the rugged way^ 
And in the fmoothar tracks of pleajurefiray. 

Ah, ^oe is me ! quoth the neice ; what ! my uncle a poet too !

By this time there was knocking at the door, and upoai ask- 
ing, who is there? Sancho Panpa -SinCwercdy it is I. Thehoofe- 
keeper no fooner knew his voice, but ftic ran to hi^ herfelf, fo 
much flic abhorred the fight of him. The neice let him in,

The fecond time, he came home in a^h 
ox-^W^on, locked up in a. cage, in which he peirfuadcd himfelf 
rhe.wjjEis er>char>ted$ and the popr foul was ib changed, that hp 
could not be known bj^.the ojoth^r that bore him, feeble, wan, , 
bis cjy^ f^irik .to ,the inmoft lodgings of 'his fcrjain, infomuch 
that 4 ipent above fix .hundred, eggs in getting him a little up 
again, as.gpd and the world is my witneTs, and my bens that 
wUl Qpt.let ms lye. , I can eafily believe that, anfwered the 
Jjachdor^i.fcr th/ey are.fo.gpod, fo pjump, and fo well-nurtured, 
that they -wijl not fay one thing for another, though they 
Ihould burft for it. In (hort thjsn, miftrefs houfe-keeper^ ther^

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\s nothing jnorc, nor any other difaftcr, only what is feared 
^ignor Don ^ixote may peradventure have a mind to do? No, 
fir, anfwercd (he^ Be in x\oj^im then, replied the bachelor, 
but go home in god's name, and get me fomething warm for 
breakfaft, and, bv the way, as you go, repeat the prayer of 
faint Apolloniay if you know • it j and I will he with you in- 
fiantjy, and you ihall fee wonders. Dear me! replied the 
houfe-kceper, the prayer of faint Jpollonia, (zy you? that might 
do fomething, if my mafter's diftemper lay in his gums ; but 
alas ! it lies m his brain. I know what I fay, miftrefs houfe- 
keeper, replied Sampfon :' get you home, anid do not fland dif- 
puting with me 5 for you know I am a Salamanca bachelor of 
arts, and there is no bachelorizing ^ beyond that. With that 
awiy'went the houfe-keepcr, and the bachelor immediately went 
to find the prieft, and confult with him about what you will 
heaf of in due time. 

While Don ^tixoteznd Sancho continued locked up together, 
there paft fomedifcourfe between them, which the niftory re- 
lates at large with great punftuality and truth. Quoth Sancho 
to his ihafter : Sir, I have now reluced my wife to confent to 
let me go with your worlhip wherever you pleafe to carry me.

Why, if you do not under- 
hand me, anfwered Sancho^ I know not how to exprefs it ; I 
,know no more, god help me. O ! now I have it, anfwered 
[Don ^txote: you mean you are fo docible, fo pliant^ and fo 
liaftable, that you will readily comprehend whatever I fliall 
fay to you, and will learil whatever I ftiall teach you. I will 
lay a wager, quoth Sancho^ you took me from the beginning, 
and underftood me perfeftly 5 only you had a mind to put me 
/>ut, to hear me make two hundred blunders more. That may 
})e, replied Don ^ixote: but, in (hort, what fays Terefa '? 
Terefa^ quoth Sancho^ fays, that faft brnd fiaft find, and that 
we muft have lefs talking, and more doing ; for he who fliufflet 
Js not b.e who cuts, ;^pd pnp peifornjance is worth two promifes;

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and fay I, there is but little in. woman's advife, yet he that 
won't take it is not over wife. I fay (6 too, replied Don ^ixou: 
proceed, Sartchoy for you talk admirably to-dav. The cafe is, 
replied Saneho^ that, as your worlhip very well knows, we are 
all mortal, here to-day, and gone to-morrow, that the lamb 
goes to the fpit as foon as the (beep, and that no body can 
promife himfelf in this v^Drld more hours of life than god 
pleafes to give him: for death is deaf, and, when he knocks at 
life's door, is always^in hafle; and nothing canfiayhim, nei« 
ther force, nor intreaties, nor fcepters, nor mitres, according to 
publick voice and report, and according to what is told us from 
our pulpits. AH this is true, faid t>on ^ixote^ h\x\ I do not 
perceive what you would be at: What l would be at, quoth 
Samhoj is, that your worfhif^ would bepleafed to appoint me a 
certain ialary, at fo much per month, for the time I (hall ferve 

fou, and that the faid falary be paid me out of your eftate ; for 
have no mind to (land to the courtefy of recompences, which 
come late» or lame, or never, god help pie with my own. Jn 
(faort, I would know what I am to get, be it little or much : 
for the hen fits if it be but upon one egg, and many littles tnzkp 
a mickle, and while one is getting fomething, one b lofing no- 
thing; In good truth, fhouid it fall out (which I neither be- 
lieve nor expcfl) that vour worihip fliould give me that fame 
ifland you have promiied me» I am not fo ungrateful^ nor am I • 

for making fo hard a bargain, as not to confent, that the amount 
of the rent of fuch ifland be appraifed, and my falary be de- 
du£led, cantity for cantity.

Look you, Sancboj I could eafily appoint you wages^ 
had I ever met with any precedent, among the ^liftories of 
knights-errant, to difcover or {hew me the leait glimmering of 
what they ufed to get monthly or yearly. I have read all, or 
mod of thofe hiftorie$, and do not remember ever to have read, 
that any knight-errant allowed his fouire fet wages. I only 
know, that they all ferved upon courtely, and that, when they 
leaft thought of it, if their mafters had good luck, they were 
rewarded with an ifland, or fomething eauivaknt, or at leaft 
remained with a tide and dignity. If, Sancho^ upon the ftrength 
of tbefe expedations, you are willing to return to my fcrvi^e^ 
in god's name do lb: but to think, t^t I will force ttie ancient 
ufage of knight-errantry ofF the hinges, is a very great miffaike.

O Itiifrour and honour 
6f i^tS^ai/itfh natitin ! may it pjeafe almighty gad of his iiifi- 
tljte |cfCc}H6!s, '^hat the ^^foh, or fifefltete, who fliall obftruA,

the faljyrinth of their defines, nor ever a<icbihplilh what theylb 
afd^'ntnr Wifh. And turning to the houfe-iee^p^, he feid : Now, 
m}ftrt<s'hbiHfe1i:fee|ier, you may favip yoiirfelf -the ttouble of fay- 
ing thb'praj^r'df St. /fybMla-y for I know tSat it is the precife 
B^t^ihihitioh of the tblrs,'ftot SFgnor Don^hote ihall once 
hiWe put in e^'fc6ition his-gterlous iAd uncommon dcfigiis, and 
I iliburd gf^tfy burden tiiy cbnTcfehCe, did I'not give intima- 
tion tKcj'eof, ahd pcrfaade this knight no longer to detain aiid 
withhold' the force of 'his Valo'fous arm, and the goodne& of his 
inoft uhfla'iirifcd c;6urage, left, by his delay, he defraud tbte 
World 6f the redrefs of inWries, the^r6feQibh of otpfeaifs, 'the 
tti^ihtiihihg tire hdhdlirBf 'diiftiftJs, ' the tdfet ^'Wid6ws, aAd 
the Tu^poft of married Wbmen, With other fettA^ers of this ha* 
tare, Which concern, dcf^eiid upon, appertain, and Are znYitTCbA 
tp, the 6tder of knight-errantry. Go on then, dearSigrtar 
p^n ^^/ixctey beautiful Ahd brave; and let your worftSp AWd 
grandeur lofe no time, bat fet for'ward tather to-day than to-mfeir- 
foW; and if any thing he Wanting towai'ds j^tite your defign m 
executfon^here am I, rfeady to fupply it v^ifh my flfeanrffbttuhet 
and if four magnificenfce wands in need 6 fa, fquire, I Ihaill thntk 
it a fingular piece 6f goodifbrtuiie to fd-vc you as fuch.

The ijaqbdor flood in ,^.di3airjit;ipc» to hc^v^Sfif^h Panja*^ ftUe 
and paiyier pf piking ; j^or, though he had read the nrft pairt 
of his Bvaft.er^s hiftpry, he nexerjjeheved he was fo ridiculous 
iis.he is therein defcribed : but hearing him now talk of ;vvill ^rid 
codicil that could not be re}ukf^^ inft^ad of revoked^ he bc- 
iieveid aU be had re^ad of hiQi, ,^^d concluded bim to be one of 
the mod fol^mn coxcombs of .the a|e; and faid tp himfe)^ thjit 
two fuch ft^s, ,as mafter and Ri^h, were never before (ee^i in 
the world. In £ne, Don^mU and Sanchoy being perfe6i|y 
x«c(Qinciled9»W>br^ced^cb .other, ^ridf with the approbation and 
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gpod-liking of the grand Carrafco^ how their oracle, it was 
decreed their departure Qioidd be within three days, in which 
time they might have leifure to provide what was nccef- 
ifary for the expedition, efpecially a complete helmet, which 
Dm ^ixoie faid he muft by all means carry with him. Samp^ 
fon ol|ere4 him one, belonging to a friend of his, who, he was 
furc,. vvbuld not deny it him, though, to fay the ttuth, the 
brightners of the ftecl wa? not a little- obfcurcd by the tarnifh 
and ruft. The curfes, which the houfc- keeper arid ncice heaped 
upon the bachelor, were not to be numbered: they tore their 
hair, and fcratchcd their faces, and, like the funeral mourners 
formerly in fafhion, lamented the approaching departure, as if 
it were the death of their mafter.

Dapple^ his wallets florid with prbvifions, and his purfe with 
money, which Don ^ixote had given him againft whatever 
might happen. Sampfon embraced him, praying him to give 
him advice of his good or ill fortune, that he might rejoice or 
condole with him, as the laws of their mutual friendihip re- 
quired. ,Don ^w/^.promifed He would: Sampjon returned to 
the village, and the knight and fquire took their way toward 
the great city of 7obofi. 

CHAP. VIIL 

tyhcriin is related what hefel Don Quixote, as he was going to 
viftt his lady Dulcinea del Tobofo, 

"P R A I S E D be the mighty Allah ! fays Hamete Benengeliy 
^ at the beginning of this eighth chapter; praifed be Allah! 
repeating it thrice, and faying, he gives thefe praifes, to find that 
D4tn ^ixote and Sancho had again taken the iield, and that the 
readers of their delightful hiftory may make account, that, from 
this inoment, the exploits and Witty fayings of Dm Quixote ^T\d 
his fquire begin. FJe perfuades them to forgpt the tormer chi- 
valries of the ingenious ^ntleman, and fix their eyes upon his 
future atchievements, which begin now upon the road to Tobofo^ 
as the former began in the fields of Montiil; and this is no 

very 
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very unreafonable requeft, confuferiog what great things he pio* 
mtfcs, and thus he goes on, faying. 

Dan ^ixot0 and Sancho remainol by themfelvesi and fcarcdj 
was Sampfin parted from them, when Rmnanie bcnn to nei|h» 
and DappU to f^h ; which was held by both knight and fquire 
for a good lign, and a moft happy omen, though, if die truth 
were to be told, the fighs and bniyings of the afs exceeded the 
neiehingsof the fleed ; from whence Sancho gathered that hisgood 
luck was tofurpafs and get above that of his mailer. But whether 
he drew this inference from judicial aftrology, I cannot fay, it not 
being known whether he was verfed in it, fince the hifbry fays 
nothing of it: only he had been heard to &y, when he ftumbled 
or fell, that he would have'l)een glad he had not gone out of 
doors; for by a ftumble or a &11 nothine was to be sot but a 
torn ihoe, or a broken rib ; and, though he was a lunpletony 
he was not much out of the wa^ in this. 

Don ^ixote (aid to him: Fnend Sancho j the night is coming 
on apace, and with too much darknefs for us to .reach Toiofo by 
day-light; whither I am refolved to go, before! undertake any 
other adventure: there will I receive the bleffing, and the good 
leave, of the peerIefs-Dc</aii#tf, with which leave I am well 
affiired of finilhing, and giving a happy conclufion to, every 
perilous adventure; for nothing in this world infpires kn^hta^ 
errant with fo much valour, as the finding themfdves favoured 
by their miftrefles^ I believe it, anfwertd Sancho } but I am 
of opinion, it will be difficult for your worfhip to come to the 
fpeech of her, or be alone with her, at leafl in any place where 
you may receive her benedidion, unlefs fhe tofles it over the 
pales or the yard ; from whence I iaw her^ the time before, 
when I carried her the letter, with the news of the follies and 
cxtravs^nces your worfhip was playing in the heart of the 
(able mountain. Pales did you &ncy them to be, Sanchoy quodi 
Don ^ixott^ over which you iaw that paragon of gp:itility 
and beauty? impoi&ble! you a>ufi; mean galleries, arcades, or 
cloifters ot fome rich and royal palace. All that may be, aa> 
fwered Sancho i but to me they feemed pales, or I have a very 
fhallow memory. However let us go thither, Sancho^ replied 
Don Quixote ; for fo I do but fee her, be it through pales, 
through windows, through crannies, or through the rails cS a 
garden, this I fhall gain by it^ that, how fmall foever a ray of the 
fun of her beauty reaches miy eyes, it will fo enlighten my un» 
derfiandine, and fortify my heart, that I fhaU remain witbotil: 
a riiial either in wiidom or valour, (n truth. Sir, anfwere^ 
Sancboj when I faw this fun of the lady Dulcima del Tobofi^ 
it was not fo bright as to fend forth any rays ; and the reafoa 
muil be, that, as her ladyfhip was winnowing that wheat I 
told you of) the great quantity of duft, that flew out of tt> over-

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etft her face like a cloudy and obToured it. What ! Sami^j Taid 
Don Quixote J do you perfift in fiiyiag and bdi^vi^g, %h^ my 
lady Dulcineti was wiaofiowing wheat; a bufineis. and employ- 
ment qaite iosetgn .to perfoiiso/^ dtftinSion* who are degme^ 
and lererved for other: eNTcdibs and amufenKnl^, wjtucb ^i%n- 
gtiifii their i;ugh qualil^y a bow-Jiai oft?

muft end with the world itfdf, which has its appointed period. 
Therefore, O Sancho^ let not our works exceed the bounds pre- 
fcrtbed by the chriflian religion, which we profefs. In killing 
giants we are to deftroy pride : we muft overcome envy by ge- 
nerofity and good-nature, anger by fedatenefs and oompofure of 
mind, gluttony and fleep by eating little and watching much, 
luil and lafcivioufnefs by the fidelity we maintain to thoie we 
have made mifirefles of our thou^ts, lazinefs by going about 
all parts of the world, and feeking occafions, which may make 
US, befides being chriftians, renowned knights. Thefe, Sancho^ 
are the means of obtaining thofe extremes of praife, which a 
good name brings^ilong with it» 

All that your worihijp has hitherto told me, quoth Sancha, I 
very wdl underftand : but, for all that, I wifli you would be 
fo kind as to diflblve me one doubt, which is this moment come 
into my mind. Refolvey you would fay, Sancho^ quoth Don 
^ix9te: out with it in god's name ; for I will anfwer as for 
as I know. Pray, tell me. Sir, proceeded Sancho\ thofe July^s 
and AuguJPs^ and all thofe feat-doing knights you fpoke of, 
that are dead, where are they now? The ^ntiles, anfwered 
jyon ^ixotey are doubtlefs iii hell : the chriftians, if they were 
good chriftians, are either in purgatory, or in heaven. Very 
well, ^oth Sancho ; but let us know now, whether the (epul- 
chres, m*which the bodies of thofe great lords lie interred, have 
filver lamps burning before them, and whether the walls of their 
chapels are adorned with crutches, winding»-(heets, old perukcsy 
leg^, and eyes 9 \ and, if not with tfaefe, pray, with what are 
they adornttl ? To which Don Quixote anfwered. The fepuU 
chres of the heathens were for the moft part fumptuous temples. 
The a(hes of Julius Cafar were depohted in an urn, placed 
on the top of a pyramid of ftone, of a prodigious bignefs. Which 
is now cdled the ohdisk of St Peter. The fepulchre of the 
emperor Adrian was a caftle as big as a good village, called 
Molis Adrianiy and now the caflle of St. Jngeh in Rome, Queen 
Artemifia buried htr husband Maufolus in a tomb, reckoned one 
of the feven wonders of the World. But none of thefe fepul- 
chres, nor many others of the gentiles, were hung about with 
windtng-'iheets, or other ofierings, or figns, to denote thofe to 
be (aints, who were buried in them. I'hat is what I am coming 
to, replied Sancho-, and ndw, pray tell me; which is the more 
difficulty to raife a dead man to Ufe, or to flay a giant i The

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inrwer is very obvious, anfwcrcd Don ^ixote ; to rzik a dead 
man. There I have caught you, quoth Sanch, His fame then, 
who raifes the dead, gives fight to the blind, makes the lame 
walk, and cures the fick ; before whofe fepulchre lamps are con- 
tinually burning, and whofe chapels are crowded with devotees, 
adoring his relicks upon their knees ; his fame, I fay, {hall be 
greater both in this world and the next, than that, which all 
the heathen emperors and knights-errant in the world ever had, 
JOT ever (hall have. I grant it, anfwered Don ^txote. Then, 
replied Sancho, the bodies and relicks of faints have this feme, 
ttefe graces, thefe prerogatives, or how do you call them, with 
the approbation and licence of our holy mother chufch, and alfo 
their lamps^ winding-ftieets, crutches, pictures, perukes, eyes, 
and legs, whereby they increafe people's devotion, and fpread 
their own chriftian feme. Befides, kings themfelves carry the 
bodies or relicks of faints upon their flioulders, kifs bits of their 
bones, and adorn and enrich their chapels and moft favourite 
altars with them. What would you have me infer, Sancho^ 
from all you have been faying? quoth Don ^ixote. I would 
i^er, faid Sancho^ that we had better turn faints immediately, 
ani^ we fh^l then foon attain to that renown we aim at. And 
pra^ take notice. Sir, that yefterday, or t'other day (for it is 
io iittle a while ago t^sat I may fo fpeak) a couple of poor bare- 
footed friars * were beatified or canonized, whofe iron chains, 
wherewith they girded and difciplined themfelves, people now 
reckon it a great happinefs to touch or kifs; and they are now 
held in greater veneration than Orlando^% fword in the armour/ 
of our lord the king, god.blefs htm. So that, mafter of mine^ ^ 
it 13 better being a poor friar of the meaneft order, than the 
valianteft knijght-errant whatever % for at couple of dozen of 
penitential lames are more efteemed in the'fight of god, than 
two tboltfand tilts with a launce, whether it be againft giants, 
goblins, or dragons. I confefs, anfwered Don S^utxote^ all thit 
is juft as you Uy : but we cannot be all friars \ and many and 
various txt the ways, by which god conduds his eleA to heaven. 
Chivalry is a kind of religious profeiiion ; and fome knights are 
now faints in glory. True^ anfwered Sancho ; but Ihave heard 
fay, there are more friars in heaven, than knights-errant, ft 
may well be fo, replied Don ^ixoie^ becaufe the number of the 
religious is much greater than that of the knights^errant s And

'j HE author of this grand biftory, coming to relate what is

you perceive in her any uneftfineiii or difturbance at hearing mj 
name; whether her cufhion cannot hdd her, if perchance you 
fipd her feated on the rich Eftrado 4 of her dignity; and, if 
file be ftanding, mark, whether {he ftands fometimes upon one 
foot and fometimes upon the other ; whether ihe rejpeata the 
anfwer fhe gives you three or four times; whether ihe changes 
it from foft to harfh, from iharp to amorous; whether Ihe hfts 
her hand to acKuft her hair, though it be not difordered: laftiy, 
fon, obferve all her actions and motions: for, by your relating 
them to me juft as they were, I fliall be aUe to give a (hrewd 
guefs at what (he keeps concealed in the fecret rece&s of her 
heart, touching the afiaif of my love. For you muft know, 
Sanchoi, if you do not know it already, that, among lovers, the 
external actions and geftures, when thtir loves are the fubjed, 
are moft certain couriers, and bring infallible tidings of what 
pafles in the inmoft recefies of the fouL Go, frieno, and better 
fortune than mine be your g^ide ; and may better fuccefi^ than 
i^hat I fear and expefi: in this bitter folitude, fend you bick fafe. 
I will go, and return quickly, auoth Sancbo: in the mean 
time, good fir, enlarge that httle neart of yours, which at pre- 
lent can be no bigger than a hazel-nut, and oonfider the com- 
mon faying, that a good heart breaks bad luck ; and, where 
there is no bacon, there are no pins to hang it on ; and, where 
we leaft think it, there ftarts the hare: this I fay, becaiide, 
though we could not find the caftles or palaces of my lady />«/- 
cinea lafl night, now that it is day-light, I reckon to meet with 
them when I leafl think of it; and, when I have found them, 
let me alone to deal with her. Verily, Sancho^tmotYi Dm ^ixote, 
you have the knack of applying your proverbs fo to theTubje<a 
we are upon, that I pray gcxi fend hie better luck in obuining 
my wifhes ! # . 

Upon this Sancbo turned his back, and fwitched his DafpU^ 
leaving Dm fixate on horfc-back, retting on his ftirrups, and 
leaning upon his launch, foil of fad and confufed imaginations : 
where we will leave him, and go along with SencSo Panfa^ 
who departed from his matter no lefs confufed and thougbtfol 
than he ; infomuch that he was fcarcely got out of tite grove, 
when, turning about his head, and finding that Dm ^ix^u 
was not in fight, he lighted from his beaff, and, fetting bim- 
felf down at the foot of a tree, he began to talk to hin^lf, and 
by : Tell me now, brother Sancho^ whither is your wodhtp 
going? are you going to feek fome afs that is foft? no, verily. 
Then what are you going to feek ? why, I go to look for a 
thing of nothing, a princcfs, and in her the fun of beauty, and

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all heaven together. Well, Sancho^ and where think you to 
find all this? where? in the grand city of Tohofi. Very wdl; 
and pray, who fent you on this errand ? why, the renowned 
knight Von ^ixoU de la Mancha^ who rcdrefles wrongs, and 
gives drink to the hungry, and meat to the thirfty. All this is 
very well : and do you know her houfe, Sancho? my maftcr 
fays, it muft be feme royal palace, or ftately cafUe. And have 
you ever feen her? neither I, nor my mafter, have ever (een 
oer. And doyou think it would be right or advifeable, that 
the people of Toh/o Ihould know, you come with a defij^n to 
inveigle away their princeflies, and lead their ladies aitray? 
what if they (hguld come, and grind your ribs with pure dry 
baftingy and not leave you a whole bone in your skin ? truly^ 
they would be much in the right of it, unlefs they flesife to con^ 
fider, that I am commanded, and, .being but a meflenger^ am 
not in fault. Truft not to that, Sancho ; for the Manchegans " 
are as choleric as honourable, and fo ticklifli no body muft 
touch them. God's my life! if they fmoke us^ woe be to us. 
But whv go I looking for three legs in a cat, for another man's 
pleafure r Befides, to look for Dmctnea up and down Tcboji^ is 
as if one fhould look for little Mary in Rabena, or a bachdor in 
Salamanca. The devil, the devil, and no body elfe, has put 
me upon this bufinefs. 

This foliloquy Sanchd held with himfelf, and the upfliot Was, 
to return to it again, faying to himfelf : Well; there is remedtr 
for every thing but death, under whofe dominion we muft Al 
pals, in fpite of our teeth, at the end of our lives. This mafter 
of mine, by a thoufand tokens that I have feen, is mad enough 
to be tied in his bed ; and in truth, I come very little bdiind 
him : nay, I am madder than he, to follow him^ and fervc 
him, if there be any truth in the proverb that fays J Shew me 
thy company, and I will tell thee what thou art ; or in that 
other ; Not with Whom thou wert bred, but with whom thou 
art fed. He then being a mad. man, as he really is, and fo 
mad, as frequently to miftake one thing for another, taking 
black for white, and white for black; (as appeared plainly, 
when be faid, the wind-mills were giants, and the monksr 
mules dromedaries, and the flocks of iheep armies of enemies, 
and many more mattiers to ti^ fame tune;) it will not be very 
difficult to make him believlf that a country wench (the firft 
I light upon) is the lady Dulcinea ; and, fliould he not believe 
it, 1 will fwear to it ; and if he fwears, I will out-fwear him ; 
and if he pcrfifts, I will pcrfift more than he, in fuch manner^ 
that mine {hall ftill be uppermoft, come what will of it. Per- 
ha{» by this jpofitivenefs, I (hall put an end to his fending me 
iigain upon fuch errands, feeing what prepofterous anfwers I 
bring him; or, perhaps^ he will think, as I imagine he will, .

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that fome wicked enchanter, of thofe he fays bear him a (pftc, 
has changed her form to do him mifchief and harm. 

This proje£l fet SanMs fpirit at reft, and he reckoned his 
bufmefs as good as half done ; and fo (laying where he was till 
toward evening, that Don ^ixoU might have room to think 
he had fpent fo much time in going to, and returning from Ti- 
hofo^ every thing fell out fo luckily for him, that, when he got 
up to mount his Dapple^ he cfpied three country-wenches, com- 
ing from Tobofo toward the place where he was, upon three 
young afles ; but, whether male or female, the author declares 
not, though it is more probable they were fhe-afles, that being 
the ordinary mounting of country-women : but as it is a matter 
of no great confequence, we need not give ourfelves any trouble 
to decide it. 

In ihort, as foon as Sancho efpied the lafles, he rode back at 
a round rate to feek his matter Don ^ixote^ whom he found 
breathing a thou(and fighs» and amorous lamentations. As foon 
as Don ^ixote faw him, he faid ; Well, friend Sancho, am I 
to mark this day with a white or a black ftone ? Your worlhip, 
anfwered Sanchoj had better mark it with red oaker, as they 
do the infcriptions on profeflbrs chairs, to be the more eaiily 
read by the lookers-on. By this, quoth Don ^ixote^ you 
Ihould bring good news. So good, anfwered Sancho, that your 
worfhip has no more to do, but to cl^p fpurs to Rozinantey and 
get out upon the plain, to fee the lady Dulcinea del Tobofo^ 
who, with a couple of her damfels, is coming to make your 
worfliip a vifit. Holy god ! what is it you fay, friend Sancho^ 
faid Don ^ixote? take care you do not impofe upon my real 
ibrrow by a counterfeit joy. What fliould I get, anfwered 
Sancho, by deceiving your worfliip, and being detefted tlie next 
moment? Come, fir, put on, and you will fee the princefs, 
our miftrefs, arrayed and adorned, in fhort, like herfelf. She 
and her damfels are one blaze of flaming gold ; all ftrings of 
pearls, all diamonds, all rubies, all cloth of tiffue above ten 
hands deep : their trefles loofe about their fhoulders are fo many 
fun-beams plaving with the wind ; and, what is more, they 
come mountea upon three pye-belled belfreys, the fineft one 
can lay eyes on. Palfreys, you would fay, Sancho, quoth Don 
^ixote. There is no great ^pperence, I think, anfwered 
Sancho, between belfreys and palfreys : but let them be mounted 
how they will, they are fure the fineft creatures one would wifh 
to fee, efpecially my miftrefs the princefs Dulcinea, who ravifhes 
one's fenfes. Let 14s go, fon Sancho, anfwered Don ^ixote ; 
and, as a reward for this news, as unexpected as good, I be* 
queath you the choiceft fpoils I ihall gain in my next ad« 
venture ; and, if that will not fatisfy you, I bequeath you 
the colts my three mares will foal this year upon our town com- 
mon. 
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mon. I flick to the colts, anfwered Sancho ; for it is not very 
certain, that the fpoils of your next adventure will be worth 
much. 

By this time they were got out of the wood, and efpied the 
three wenches very near. Don ^ixoU darted his eyes over all 
the road toward Tdbofo^ and, feeing no body but the three 
wenches, he was much troubled, and asked Sancho^ whether 
they were come out of the city when he left them? Out of the 
city ! anfwered Sancho: are your worfhip's eyes in the nape of 
your neck, that you do not fee it is they who are coming, 
Ihining like the fun at noon-day ? I fee only three country- 
girls, anfwered Don ^ixote, on three afles. Now, god keep 
me from the devil ! anfwered Sancho; is it poffible, that three 
palfreys, or how do you call them, white as the driven fnow, 
fhould appear to you to be afles ? As the lord liveth, you fliall 

Sluck off this beard of mine, if that be fo. I tell you, friend 
ancboj anfwered Don ^uixote^ that it is as certain they are he 
or flie-afles, as that I ^mtJlon ^ixote^ and you Sancho Panca ; 
at Icaft fuch they feem to me. Sir, quoth Sancho^ fay not (uch 
a word, but fnuff thofe eyes of yours, and come and make 
your reverence to the miftrefs of your thoughts, who is juft at 
hand. And fo faying, he advanced a little forward to meet 
the country wenches, and, alighting from Dapple^ he laid hold 
of one of their afles by the halter, and, bending both knees to 
the ground, he faid : Queen, princefs, and duchefs of beauty, 
let your haughtinefs and greatnefs be pleafed to receive into 
your grace and gpod-liking your captive knight, who ftands 
yonder turned into ftone, in total diforder, and without any 
puUe, to And himfelf before your magnificent prefence. I am 
Sancho Panga his fquire, and he is that forlorn knight Don 
^ixote de la Mancha^ otherwife called the knight of theforrow^ 
ful figure. 

Don SiuixoU had now placed himfelf on his knees clofe by 
Sancho^ and, with flaring and difturbed eyes, looked willfully 
at h^r, whom Sancho called queen, and lady ; and as he faw 
nothing in her but a plain country girl, and homely enough 
(for flie was round-vifaged and flat-nofed) he was confounded 
and amazed, without daring to open his lips. The wenches 
too were afloniflied to fee their companion flopped by two men, 
of fuch different afpedls, and both on their knees. But flie, 
who was flopped, broke filence, and in an angry tone faid : get 
out of the road, and be hanged, and let us pafe by, for we are 
in hafle. To which Sancho made anfwer: O princefs, and 
univerfal lady of Tobofo^ does not your magnificent heart relent 
to fee, kneeling before your fublimated prefence, the pillar and 
prop of knight-errantry ? Which one of the other two hear- 
ing, faid, (checking her beaft that was turning out of the

way ^ ) Look yc, how thefc fmall gpntry come to make a jeft 
of us poor country girls, a; if wc did not know how to give 
them as good as they bring: get ye gone your way, and let us 
go ours, and fo fpecd you well. Rife, Sancho^ laid Don Quixote, 
hcaringthis ; for I now perceive, that fortune, not yet (atisfied 
with affliding me, has barred all the avenues, whereby any re- 
lief might come to this wretched foul I bear about me in the 
flefli. And thou, O extreme of all that is valuable, utmoft 
limit of all human gracefulnefe, fole remedy of this difconfolate 
heart that adores thee, though now fome wicked enchanter 
perfecutes me, fpreading clouds and catarafts over my eyes, 
and has to them, and them only, changed and transformed thy 
peerlefs beauty and countenance into that of a poor country 
wench 5 if he has not converted mine alfo into that of fome 

foblin, to render it abominable in your eyes, afford me one 
ind and amorous look, and let this fubmiffive pofture, and 
thefe bended knees, before your difguifed beauty, tell you the 
humility wherewith my foul adores* you. Marry come up, 
quoth the wench, with your idle gibberifh ! get you gone, and 
let us go, and we fliall be obliged to you. Sancho moved off, 
and let her go, highly delighted that he was come off fo well 
with his contrivance. The imaginary Dukinea was fcarcely at 
liberty, when, pricking her be^ft with a goad Die had in a 
flick, (he began to fcour along the field ; and the afs, feeling 
the fmart more than ufual, feu a kicking and wincing in fucS 
a manner, that down came the lady Dukinea to the ground. 
Don fixate, feeing this, ran to help her up, and Sancko to 
adjuft tlie pannel that was got under the afs*s belly. The pan- 
nel being righted, and Don ^ixote defirous to raife his en- 
chanted miftrefs in his arms, and fet her upon her palfrey, the 
lady, getting up from the ground, faved him that trouble s for, 
retiring three or four fleps back, (he took a little run, and, 
clapping both hands upon the afs's crupper, jumped into the 
Middle lighter than a felcon, and feated faerfelf aftride like a 
man. Whereupon Sancho faid: By faint ' iJ^^i^^, madam our 
miftrefs is lighter .tjian a hawk, and able to teach the moft ex- 
pert Cordovan or Mexican how to mount i la gineta: (he 
iprings into the faddle at a jump, and, without the help of 
fpurs, makes her palfrey run like a wild afs; and her damfels 
are as good at it as (he ; they all fly like the wind : and fb it 
really was ; for Dulcinea being re-mounted, they all made after 
her, and fet a running, without looking behind them, for above 
half a league.

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1>M j^f^ote followed them, as ftr as he could, with his eyes, 
and, when they were out of fight, turning to Samhoy he faid : 
Sancboj what think you? how am I perfetutcd by enchanters i 
and take notice how far their malice, and the grudge they bear 
mc, extends, even to the depriving me of the pleafure I fhould 
have had in feeing my miftrcfs in her own proper form. Surely 
I was bom to be an example to the unhappy, and the butt and 
mark at which all the arrows of ill-fortune are aimed and le* 
veiled. And you muft alfo obferve, Sancha^ that thefe traitors 
were not contented with barely changing and transfdrming my 
Dukineay but they muft transform and metamorphofe her inta 
the mean and deformed refemblance of that country-wench ; at 
the lame time robbing her of that, whidi is peculiar to great 
ladies, the fragrant fcent occafioned by being always among 
flowers and perfumes: for I muft tell you, Sancho^ that, whca 
I approached to help Dulcinea upon her palfrey (as you call it, 
though to me it appeared to be nothing but an afs) flie gave me 
fuch a whiff of undigefted garlick, as almoft knocked me 
down, and poifoned my very foul. O fcoundrels! cried Sancho 
at th^s junfture, O barbarous and evil-minded enchanters ! O ! that 
I might fee ye all ftrung and hung up by the gills Kke fardinies ^ z 
fmoking! Much ye know, much ye can, and much more ye 
do. It might, one would think, have fufficed ye, rbgues as ye 
arc, to have changed the pearls of my lady's eyes into cork- 
galls, and her hair of the pureft gold into briftles of a red oow*8 
tail, and laftly all her features from beautiful to deformed, 
without meddling with her breath, by which we might havd 
guef&d at what was hid beneath that Coarfe difguife: though, to 
fay the truth, to me flie did not appear in the leaft deformed, 
but rather all beauty, and that increafed to by a mole ihe had' 
on her right lip, like a whisker, with fevcn or eight red hairs 
on it, like threads of gold, and above a fpan long. As to that 
mole, faid Don ^ixote, according to the correfpondence there 
is between the motes of the face and thofe of the body, DuU 
cinea (hould have another on the brawn of her thigh, on the 
fame fide with that on her face: but hairs of the length you 
mention are fomewhat of the longeft for moles.

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faddle, anfwered Sancho, with a field-covering, worth half t 
kingdom, for the richnefs of it. And why could not I fee all 
this, Sancho? quoth Don ^ixoti. Well, I fay itagain, and 
will repeat it a thourand times, that I am the moft unfortunate 
of men. The fly rc^e Sancho had much ado to forbear laugh- 
ing, to hear the fooleries of his mafter, who was fo delicately 
gulled. In fine, after many other difcourfes paflied between 
them, they mounted their wafls again, and followed the road 
to Saragojfoy which they intended to reach in time to be prefent 
at a folemn feftival wont to be held every year in that noble 
city. But, before their arrival, there befel them things, which, 
for their number, greatnefs, and novelty, deferve to be wiritten 
and read, as will t^ feen. 

CHAP. XI. 

Of thejlrange adventure^ which befel the valorous Don Quixote 
with the wain or cart of the parliament of death. 

DO N ^JJI XO TE went on his way exceeding penfivc, 
to think what a bafe trick the enchanters had played him, 
in transforming his lady Dulcinea into the homely figure of a 
country- wench : nor could he devife what courfe to take to rc- 
flore her to her former flate. And thefe meditations fo diftrafled 
hini, that, without perceiving it, he let drop the bridle on Ro- 
%inante*s neck ; who, finding the liberty that was given him, 
at every fiep turned afide to take a mouthful of the freih grafs, 
with which thofe fields abounded. Sancho brought him back 
out of his maze by faying to him: Sir, forrow was made, not 
for beads, but men : but, if men give too much way to it, 
they become beafts: rouze, fir, recoUefl yourfelf, and gather 
up Rozinante^^ reins ; chear up, awake, and exert that lively 
courage fo befitting a knight-errant. What the devil is the 
matter ? What deje£lion is this? Are we here, or in France ? 
Satan take all the Dulcineas in the world, fince the welfare of 
a fingle knight-errant is of more worth than all the enchant- 
ments and transformations of the earth. Peace, Sancho^ an- 
fwered Don ^dixote, with no very faint voice; peace, I fay, 
and do not utter blafphemies agamft that enchanted lady, whofe 
difgrace and misfortune are owing to me alone, fince they pro- 
ceed entirely from the envy the wicked bear to me. I lay fo 
too, anfwered Sancho : Who faw her tliOn and fees her now, 
his heart muft melt with grief, I vow. Well may you fay fo, 
Sancho, replied Don ^uixotCj you, who faw her in the full 
luftre of her beauty; for the enchantment extended not to 
dift(jrb your fight, nor to conceal her pcrfeftions from you : 
agamft me alone, and againft my eyes, was the force of its 

poifon 
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poifim diteStcd. Neverthele(s I have hit upon one thing, Sancho^ 
which is, that you did not give me a true defcription of her 
beauty : for, it I remember right, you faid her eyes were of 
pearl i now eyes that look like pearl are fitter for a feabream 
than a lady. I rather think Dulcinea^s eyes mufl be of verdant 
emeralds arched over with two cdeftial bows, that ferve for eye- 
brows. Take therefore thofe pearls from her eyes, and apply 
them to her teeth: for doubtlefs, Sancho^ you mifiook eyes for 
teeth. It inay be fo, anfwered Sancho-, for her beauty con- 
founded me, as much as her deformity did your worfliip. But 
let us recommend all to ^od, who alone knows what (ball befal 
in this vale of tears, this evil world we have here, in which 
there is fcarce any thing to be found without fome mixture of 
iniquity, impofture, or knavery. One thing, dear fir, troubles 
me more than all the reft ; which is, to think, what muft be 
done when your worlhip (hall overcome fome giant, or fome 
other knight-errant, and fend him to prefent himfelf before the ^ 
Ibeauty of the lady Dukinea. Where (hall this poor giant, or 
miferable vanquifhed knight, be able to find her ? A/fethinks I 
fee them fauntering up and down Tobofoy and looking about» 
like fools "7, for my lady Dulcinea \ and though they (hould 
meet her in the middle of the ftreet, they will no more know 
her, than they would my father. Perhaps, Sancho^ anfwered 
Don ^ixotij the enchantment may not extend fo far as to 
conceal Dulcinea from the knowledge of the vanquifhed knights 
or giants, who (hall prefent themfelves before her ; and we will 
make the experiment upon one or two, of the firft I overcome, 
and (end them with orders to return and give me an account 
of what happens with refped to this bufmefs. I fay, fir, re- 
plied Sanch$y that I mightily approve of what vour wor(hip 
has faid : for by this trial we (hall come to the Knowledge of ^ 

what we defire ; and if (he is concealed from your wor(hip 
alone, the misfortune will be more yours than hers: but, fo the 
lady Dulcinea have health and contentment, we, for our parts, 
will make a (hift, and bear it as well as we can, purfuing our 
adventures, and leaving it to time to do his work, who is the 
beft phyfician for thefe, and other greater maladies. 

Don ^ixoti would have anfwered Sancho, but was prevented 
by a cart's cro(Sng the road before him, loaden with the 
ftrangeft and moft diiFerent figures and perfonages imaginable. 
He, who guided the mules, and ferved for carter, was a frightful 
daemon. The cart was uncovered, and open to the sky, with-

out 
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out twning or wicker-fidcs. The firft figure, that pre(enfed it- 
felf to Don ^ixou\ eyesp was thlit of death itfdf With a hu- 
man vifage. Clofc by him fat an angel, ivkh Uurgc painted 
wings. On one fide ftood an emperor, with a crown, feSti- 
ingly of gold, on hts li^. At death's feet fat the god calfed 
Cupid^ not Wind-folded, but wkh hfe bow, quhrer, and arrows. 
There was alfo a knight cwipletdf armed, exapting only 
that he had no morrion, nor <:afque, but a hat With a targe 
jrtume rf feathers of divers colours. With thefe came othSr 
perfons drflering both in habits and countenances. All which 
appearing of a ludden did in ibme fort Hanle J>on ^^Kix&tit, and 
flrigbtcd Sancho to the heart. But Dm Quixote p^ently re- 
joiced at it, believing it to be fome new and perilous ftdventuit : 
and with this thoqght, and a courage prepared to enoeunter any 
dflhger wbaterer^ he planted himfen juft before rtic cart, and, 
with a loud menacing voice, faid: Cartser, coachman^ or 
devil, or whatever jrou ^re, dday not to tell me who you are, 
whither you are going, and who are the perfons you are carry- 
ing in that coach-wa^n, which looks more like Charon*s 
ferry-boat, than any cart now in falhion. To wlikh the devil, 
ftopping the cart, calmly replied : Sir, we are ftrollers hdottg" 
in?; to Jngulo el Malo*szcmp2iriy : this morning, which is the 
oflbive of Corpus ChriJHy we have been performing, in a vil- 
lage on the otner fide of yon hill, a piece reprefenting the Cartes 
or Parliament of death j and this evening we are to play it 
again in that village juft before us ; which being fo near, to lave 
ourfeivcs the trouble of dreffing ^hdundreifing, we Come in the 
clothes we are to a6l our parts in. That laa there a£b death ; 
that other an angel; yonder woman, our author's wife, a queen; 
that other a foldicr ; he an emperor, and I a devil : and I am 
one of the principal perfonages of the drama ; for in this com- 
pany I have all the chief parts. If your worfhip wotild kttow 
any more of us, ask me, and I will anfwer you moft punflu- 
ally ; for, being a devil, I know every thing. Upon the faith 
of a knight-errant, anfwered Don ^ixote, when I firft efpied 
this cart, I imagined fome grand adventure offered itfclf ; and I 
fay now, that it is abfolutely neceffary, if one would be undc* 
ceived, to lay one's hand upon appearances. God be with you, 
good people : go, and aft your play, and, if there be any 
thing in which I may be of fervice to you, command me; 
for I will do it readily, and with a good will, having been, from 
* my youth, a great admirer of mafques and theatrical xcprefen- 
tations. 

While they were thus engaged in difcourfe, fortune fo or- 
9ered it, that there came up one of the company, in an antick 
drefs, hung round with abundance of bells, and carrying at 
the end of a ftick three blown ox-bladders. This mafque, ap- 
proaching 
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t^roachins Dm ^xote^ b^n to fence with the flick, and to 
beat the bladders againft tlw |round, jumping, and tinkling all 
his bells : which horrid apparition fo ftartled Rozinantf, that, 
faking the bit between his teeth, Don fixate not being aide to 
hold him in, be fell a running about the field a greater pact 
than the bones of his anatomy feemed to promife. Sancho^ 
coniiderlng the danger his mailer was in of getting a &11, leaped 
jfinom Dapple J and ran to help him: but by that time he was 
come up to him, he was already upon the ground, and clofe by 
him RoTanantej who fell together with his mafter, the ufual 
end and upfliot of Rozinanti'B frolicks and adventuring^. But 
fcarce hziSancbo quitted his beaft, to afBft Don ^ixote, when 
the bladder-dancing devil jumped upon DappUj and thumping 
him with the bladders, fear and the noife, vaott than the fmart, 
made him fly through the field toward the village, where they 
tj^ere going to ad. S&ncho beheld DappU's career, and his 
mafter s fau, and did not know which of the two neceffities he 
Ihould apply to firft: but, in fhort, like a good fquire and good 
fervant, the love he bore his mafter orevailed over his affc&on 
for his afs ; though, every time he (aw the bladders hoifted in 
the air, and fell upon the buttocks of his Dapple^ they were 
to him fo many tortures and terrors of death, and he could 
have wiflied thofe blows had feUen on the apple of his own 
eyes, rather than on the l^ft hair of his afs's tail. In this per- 
plexity and tribulation he came up to Don ^ixou, who was 
m a much wotfe plight than he could have wiftied ; and help- 
ing him to get upon RozinanUy he faid to him : Sir, the devil 
,has run away with Datple. What devil? demanded Don 
fixate. He with the bladders, anfwered Sancho. 1 will re- 
cover him, replied Don ^ixote^ though he Oiould hide him in 
the deepeft and darkeft dungeons of hdl. Follow me, Sancho i 
for the cart moves but flowly, and the mules (hall make fatis- 
hStxovi (or the lofs of Dapple. There Js no need, anfwered 
Sanchoj to make fuch hafte: moderate your anger, fir; for the 
devil, I think, has already abandoned Dapple^ and is/gone his 
way. And (b it was ; for the devil, having fallen with Dapple^ 
in imitation of Don ^ixote and Rozinante^ trudged on foot 
toward the town, and the afs turned back to his mafter. Nc- 
verthelefs, faid Don ^ixote^ it will not be amifs to chaftife the 
unmannerlinefs of this devil, at the expence of fome of his 
company, though it were the emperor himfelf. Good your 
wonnip, quoth Sancho^, never think of it, but take my advice, 
which is, never to meddle with players ; for they are a pcoplt 
mightily beloved. I have fcen a player taken up for two mur- 
ders, and get o(F fcot-free. Your wor(hip muft know, that, as 
they are merry folks, and give pleafure, all people favour them ; 
every body protcfts, aflifts, and eftecms theni, and cfpeciallv 
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if they arc of his majcftv's company of comedians, or that of 
feme grandee, all or moix of whom, in their manner and garb, 
look like any princes. For all that, anfwered Dm ^ixote, that 
farcical devil mall not efcape me» nor have caufe to brag, tho* 
all human kind favoured him. 

And fo faying, he rode after the cart, which was by this 
time got very near the town, and calling aloud he faid : Hold, 
flop a little, merry firs, and let me teach you how to treat 
afles and cattle, which ferve to mount the fquires of knights* 
errant. Don ^ixoie's ci'ies were fo loud, that the players 
heard him, and, judging of his defi^n by his words, in an in- 
fiant out jumped death, and after him tne emperor, the carter- 
de/il, and the angel; nor did the queen, or the god Cupid^ 
flay behind ; and ml of them, taking up ftones, ranged them«< 
felves in battle-array, waiting to receive Don Quixote at the 
points of their pebbles. Don ^ixote^ feeing them pofted in 
iuch order, and fo formidable a batallion, with arms up-lifted, 
ready to difchargc a ponderous volley of ftones, checked i2a- 
xinante with the bridle, and fet himfelf to confider how he 
might attack them with leaft danger to his perfon. While lie 
delayed, Sancho came up, and, feeing him in a pofiure of at- 
tacking that well-formed brigade, he faid to him : It is mere 
madncis, fir, to attempt fuch an enterprife: pray, confider, 
there is no fencing agaiilft a flail, nor defenfive armour againft 
ftones and brick-bats, unlefs it be thrufting one's felf into a 
bell of brafs, Confider alfo, that it is rather rafluiefs than 
courage, for one man alone to encounter an ariny, where death 
is prefent, and where emperors fight in perfon, and are affifted 
by good and bad angels. But if this confideration does not pre- 
vail with you to be quiet, be afTured, that, among all thofe, 
who ftand there, though they appear to be princes, kings, and 
emperors, there is not one knight-errant. Now indeed, faid 
Don fixate, you have hit the point, Sancho^ which only can, 
and muft make me change my determinate refolution. I nei- 
ther can, nor ought to draw my fword, as I have often told 
you, againft any who are not dubbed knights. To you. it be- 
longs, Sancho J to revenge the affront offered to your Dapple i 
and I from hence will encourage and affift you with my voice, 
and with falutary inftru£lions. There is no need, fir, to be 
revenged on any body, anfwered Sancho*, for good chriftians 
(hould not take revenge for injuries: befides, I will fettle it with 
my afs to fubmit the injury done him to my will, which is, to 
live peaceably all the clays that heaven fliall give me of life. 
Since this is your refolution, good Sancho^ difcreet Sancho^ 
chriftian Sancho^ and pure Sancho^ replied Don ^dxate, let us 
leave thefe phantoms, and fcek better and more (ubftantial ad- 
ventures : for this country, I fee, is like to afford us many and 
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very extraordinary ones. Then he wheeled Rozinante about : 
Sancbo took his Dapple: death and all his flying (quadron re« 
turned to their cart, and purfued their way. And this was the 
happy conduiion of the terrible adventure of death's cart; 
thanks to the wholfom advice Sancho Panfa gave his mafter, 
to whom, the day following, there fell out an adventure, no 
le(s furpriiing th^ the former, with aa enamoured knight- 
errant. 

CHAP. XII. 

0/ the grange adventure^ which befelthe valorous Don Quixote 
with the brave knight ef the locking-glajfes* 

DON ^UIXO TE and his fquire pafled the nfght, en- 
filing the rencounter with death, under feme lofty and 
ftady trees. Don ^ixote, at Sancho*s perfuafion, refrcflied 
himfelf with fome of the provifions carried by Dapple ; and, 
during fiipper, Sancho faid to his matter : Sir, what a fool Ihould 
I have been, had I chofcn, as a reward for my good news, the 
fpoils of the firft adventure your worfhip fhould atchieve, before 
the three afs-colts! Verily, verily, A fcarrow in the hand is 
better than a vulture upon the wing. However, Sancho, an- 
fwered Don ^ixote, had you fuffered me to attack as I had a 
mind to do, your fhare of the booty would at Icaft have been 
the emperoPs crown of gold, and Cupid^s painted wings; for I 
would have plucked them off againft the grain, and put them 
into your poffeffion. The crowns and fcepters of your thea- 
trical emperors, anfwered Sancho, never were of pure gold, but 
of tinfel, or copper. It is true, replied Don ^ixofe; nor 
would it be fit, that the decorations of a play fhould be real, 
but counterfeit, and mere Ihew, as comedy itfelf is, which I 
would have you value and take into favour, and confcquentljr 
the adors and authors ; for they are all inftruments of much 
benefit to the common-weal, fetting at every ftep a iooking- 
glafs before our eyes, in which we fee very lively reprefentations 
of the a6lions of human life: and there are^no comparifons, 
which more truly prefent to us what we are, arfd what we 
ihould be, than comedy and comedians. Tell me, have you 
not feen a plajr afted, in which kings, emperors, popes, lords,' 
and ladies are introduced, befides divers other perfonagcs: one 
afts the pimp, another the cheat, this the merchant, that the 
foldier, one a defigning fool, another a foolifh lover ; and when 
the play is done, and the aflors undrefTed, they are all again 
upon a level ? Yes, marry, have I, quoth Sancho. Why, the 
very fame thing, faid Don ^ixote, happens on the flage of 
this world, whereon fome play the part of emperors, others of 
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popes ; in fhort, all the parts that can be introduced in a comtdf^ 
%it in the conclufion, that is, at the end of our life, death fijripi 
its of the robes, which made the difference, and we remain 
upon the level and equal in the grave. A brave comparifon, 

Suoth Sanchoy but not fo new (for I have heard it many and 
ifFerent times) as that of the game at chefs; in which, while 
the game lafls, every piece has its particular office, and, when 
the game is ended, they are all huddled together, mixed, a^d 
put into a bag, which is juft like being buried after we are dead. 
Sanchoy fa|d Don ^ixpte^ you are every d^y growing lefs Am- 
ple and more difcrete. And good reafon whv, anfwerw Sanchoy 
lor fame of your wor&ip's difcretion muu needs fiick to me^ 
as lands, that in theno&lves are barren and dry, by dunging 
and cultivating come to bear good fruit. My meaning is, that 
your worfhip's conyeriation has been the dung laid Mpm the 
barren foil of my dry underftanding, apd the cultivation h«M 
been the time I have been in your iervice, and in your Gom« 
p^y ; and by that I hope to produce fruit like an v bleffing, 
imd fuch as will not difpan^e or deviate from the Cccos of goodr 
breeding, which your wormip has fown in my Ihallow under^ 
ftanding. Don ^ixoU fmiled at Sancho's afFe£led fpecches, that 
appearing to him to be true, which he bad faid of his improve-r 
ment: for every now and then he furprifed him by his maimer 
of talking s thoi^h always, or for the mofi part, when Sam^hf 
would either fpeak in contradiSion to, or in imitation o^ the 
courtier, he ended his diicourfe with falUi?g hcnadlong from ithe 
bei^t of bis iimplicity into the deptb of bis ignoi^ce; and 
that, in which he moft difplayed his elegance and memory, was^ 
his brineitig in proverbs, wJ>ether to the purpofe or not of whs^ 
he was diicourfing about, as may be feen and obferved throughr 
out the progrefs of this hiftory. 

In thfrfe and other difcourfes they fpcnt great part of the night, 
and Sancio had a mind to let down the pprtcullices of his eyesp 
as he ufed to (ay when he was inclined to ilcep : and fo unr^gf 
ing Dapple he turned him looie into abundant pafture. But.bt 
did not take ofFthe faddle from Ro%in^e*s back, it beii^ the 
expreis command of his mafter, that he.0i9^1d continue fad- 
died, all the timfe they kept the field, or did not fleep under ^ 
roof: for it was an ancient eftabiifhed cuftom, and rdisiouily 
obferved among knights-errant, to take off the bridle, and hang 
"^ it at the pomnaiel of the faddle ; but by no means to take off 

the faddle. Sancho obferved this rule, and gave R,o%inante the 
lame liberty he had given Dapple: the friendfliip of which pair 
was fo lingular and reciprocal, that there is a tradition handed 
down from fath^ to fon, that the author of this faithful hrfiory 
compiled particular chapters upon that fubjeft: but^ to prefervc 
|be decency and decorum due to fo heroic an hiftory^ he would 
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not infeit them; though {omddmt$ waving this pfecautioa, ht> 
writes, that, a$ foon a$ the two beafts came together, thi^y- 
would &11 to fcratching one another with their teeth, and wbm 
they were tired, or facislied, Roxdnante would ftretch his neck 
at leaft half a yard acrofs Dapple\ and both, fixing their ey«ii 
attentively on the ground, would ftand three day9^ in that man* 
ner, at leaft fo long as they were let alone» or till hunger com* 
pelled them to fe^k fome food. It is reported, I fay, that xkm 
authcMT had compared their firiendfliip to that of Nifus and Mu-- 
ryalus^ or that of Pyladts and Oreftis ; whence it may appear, 
to the admiration of all people, how firm the friendihip of theiir 
two peaceable animals muil have been $ to the fibame of m^» 
who' fo little know how to pre&rve the rti}e$ of friendibip tg^ 
wards one another. Hence the fayings^ A friend cannot find a 
friend; Reeds becsome darts; and (a$ the poet fings) From n 
friend to a friend, the bug, ^c, « Let no one think, that the 
author was at all put of the way^ w}ien he compared the fricnd- 
&ip of theie animals to that of iiien: for men have received 
divers wholfbm inftrudions, and many lefibns of importance, 
frombeafts; fuch a^ the clyfterffomftorks, the vomit and grati- 
tude from 60^ vigilance from cranes, induftry from ants, mo- 
defty from elephants, and fidelity from horfes. 

At length Sancho fell afleep at the foot of a cork-tree, and 
Dm ^ixote flumbered under an oak. But it wa;s not long be- 
fore he was awaked by a noife behind him^ and ftarting up, he 
began to look about, and to liften from wbeoce the noife came, 
Prefently he perceived two fom on horfv^k^ one of whom 
difmounting faid to the other : Alight, friend, and unbridle the 
horfes ; for this place feems as if it would ai^)^ th^ pafture 
enough, and me that filence and folitude n;iy amorous thoughts 
require. The laying this, and laying himself alo^ on the 

§ round, were both in one in&u^ti and, at throwing himfelf 
own, his armour made a rattling noife: a mzmiSk token, 
from whence Z>^» ^mx9ti concluded he muft-be a kn^t-errant : 
and going to Sanchoy who was k& aflisep, he pulled him by thet 
arm, and having with fome difficulty waiced him, he faid to 
him, with a low voice: brother SanchBy vre have an adventure. 
God fend it be a good one, anfwered Sancho^ and, pray Sir, 
where mayl^er ladySilf naadam adventure be? Where, SancAvf' 
replied Don ^ix^te^ Uurn your eyes and loojc, and you wiil 
fee a kmght-exrant lyir^ along, who, to my thoughts, doesjK^t 
feem to.bp over-fdieafed^ for I law him throw mmfelf ofi^ his 
borfe, and ftretdh himfelf on the ground, with fome %ns of

foiQe well-known proverb, the remainder of which we cannot fupply^ ani . 
eeofequentl/ cannot eonipleat the fenfe. 
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dilcontent ; and his armour rattled ad he fell. But hy what d# 
you gather, quoth Sancho, that this is an adventure ? I will not 
fay, anfwered Don ^ixotey that this is altogether an adven- 
ture, but an introduction to one; for adventures ufually begin 
thus. But hearken ; for methinks he is tuning a lute of fome 
fort or other, and by his fpittine and clearing his pipes he Ihould 
be preparing himfelf to fing. In good faith, fo it is, anfwered 
Sanchoy and he muft be fome knight or other in love. There 
is no knight-errant but is fo, quoth Don ^ixote: and let us 
liften to him ; for by the thread we (hall guds at the bottom of 
his thoughts, if he nngs : for out of the abundance of the heart 
the mouth fpeaketh. Sancho would have replied to his mafter; 
but the knight of the wood's vcrice, which was neither very 
bad nor very good, hindered him ; and, while they both fiood 
amazed, they heard that what he fung was this,

With a deep Ahy fetched, as it feemed, from the very bottom 
of his heart, the knight of the wood ended his fong ; and, after 
fome paufe, with a mournful and complaining voice, he faid : 
O the moft beautiful and moft ungrateful woman of the world ! 
is it then poffible, Cafildea de Vandalia^ that you (hould fufier 
this your captive knight to confume and pine away in conti- 
nual travels, and in rough and laborious toils ? Is it not enough, 
that I have caufed you to be acknowledged the moft confum- 
mate beauty in the world,' by all the knights oi Navarre^ all 
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thofe of Lem^ all the Andalufians^ all the CaJHIiansj ay, and 
all the knights of La Mancha too ? Not fo, quoth Dm ^ixote ; 
for I am of La Mancha, and never have acknoivledged any 
fuch thing ; neither could I, nor ought I to confefs a thing io < 
prqudicial to the beauty of my miftrefs: now you {et^Sancho^ 
how this knight raves: but let us liften; perhaps he will make 
fome &hher declaration. Ay marry will he, replied Sancb$\ for 
he feems to be in a ftrain of complaining for a month to. come* 
But it was not fo ; for the knight, over-hearing fomebody talk 
near hiih, proceeded no farther in his lamentation, but ftood up, 
and faid, with an audible and courteous voice : Who goes there ? 
what are ye? of the number of the happy, or of the affli£ted i 
Of the affli£bed, anfwered Don ^ixote. Come hither to me 
then, anfwered the knight of the wood, and make account you 
come to forrow and aiSidion itfelf. Don ^ixote^ finding he 
returned fo foft and civil an anfwer, went up to bim, and San- 
do did the fame. The wailing knight laid hold of Don ^ixote 
by the arm, faying: Sit down here, fir knight; for, toknow 
that you are fuch, and one of thofe who profeis knight-errantry, 
it is fufficient to have found you in this place, where your com- 
panions are folitude and the night-dew, the natural beds and 
proper ftations of knights errant. 

To which Don ^ixote anfwered: A knight I am, and of 
the profeflion you fay; and, althotigh forrows, difgraces, and 
misfortunes have got pofleffion of my mind, yet, they have not 
chafed away that compaflion I have for other men's misfortunes. 
From what you fung juft now I gathered, that yours are of the 
amorous kind ; I mean, occafioncd by the love Vou bear to that 
ungrateful fair you named in your complaint. Whilft they were 
thus difcourfing, they fat down together upon the hard ground, 
very peaceably and fociably, as if, at day-break, they were not 
to break one another's heads. Pcradvcnture you are in love, 
fir knight, faid he of the wood to Don fixate. By mifad- 
venture I am, anfwered Don ^ixotei though the mifchiefs 
arifmg from well-placed afie£tions ought rather to be accounted 
bleffings than difafters. That is true, replied he of the wood, 
fuppofing that difdains did not difturb our reafon and under* 
ftanding; but when they are many, they feem to have the na- 
ture of revenge. I never was difdaincd by my miftrefs, an- 
fwered Don ^ixote. No verily, quoth Sanchoy who ftood clofe 
by ; for my lady is as gentle as a lamb, and as foft as a print 
of butter. Is this your fquire ? demanded the knight or the 
wood. He is, replied Don ^ixote, I never in my life faw a 
fquire, replied the knight of the wood, who durft prefume to talk, 
where his lord was talking: at leaft yonder ftands mine, as tall 
as his father, and it cannot be proved, that he ever opened bis 
lips where I was fpeaking. In faith, quoth Sancho^ I have 
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talked, and can talk, before one as good as — and perhaps, 

— but let that reft ; for the more you ftir it- The knight 

of the wood's fquire took Sancho by the arm, and faid : LfCt us 
two go where we niay talk by ourfelves, in fquire-like difcourfe, 
all we have a mind to, and leave thefe matters of ours to have 
their bellies full of relating the hiftories of their loves'^to each 
other : for I warrant they will not have done before to-morrow 
morning. With all my heart, quoth Sancho^ and I will tell 
you who I am, that you may fee whether I am fit to make 
one among the moft talkative fquires. Hereupon the two fquires 
V/ithdrew ; between whom there pafTed a dialogue as pleafant as 
that of their mafters was grave. 

CHAP. XIIL 

Wherein is continued the adventure of the knight of the wood^ with 
the wife, neWy and pleafant dialogue between the two fquires • 

TH E knights and fquires were feparated, the latter relating 
the ftory of their lives, and the former that of their loves: 
but the hiftory begins with the converfation between the fer- 
vants, and afterwards proceeds to that of the mafters : and it 
fays, that, being gone a little apart, the fquire of the wood faid 
to Sancho: It is a toilfom life we lead. Sir, we who are fquires 
to knights-errant : in good truth we eat our bread in the fweat 
of our brows, which is one of the curfes god laid upon our firfl: 
parents. It may alfo be faid, added Sancho^ that we eat it in 
the froft of our bodies ; for who endure more heat and cold than 
your miferable fquires to knight-errantry ? nay, it would not 
be quite fo bad, did we but eat at all; for good fare leiTens care: 
but it now and then happens, that we pafs a whole day or two 
without breaking our faft, unlefs it be upon air. All this may 
be endured, quoth he of the wood, with the hopes we enter- 
tain of the reward : for if the knight-errant, whom a fquire 
ferves, is not over and above unlucky, he muft, in a fhort time, 
find himfelf recompenfed, at leaft, with a handfom government 
of fome ifland, or fome pretty earldom. I, replied Sanchoj have 
already told my matter, that I fliould be fatisfied with the go- 
vernment of any ifland ; and he is fo noble and fo generous, that 
he has promifed it me a thoufand times. I, faid he of the 
wood, fhould think myfelf amply rewarded for. all my fcrvicea 
with a canonry, and my mafter has already ordered me one. 
Why then, quoth Sancho, belike your mafter is a knight in the 
ecclefiaftical way, and fo has it in his powel to beftow thefe 
fort of rewards on his faithful fquires: but mine is a meer lay- 
man; though I. remember fome difcreet perfons (but in my • 
•pinion with no very good defign) advifed him to endeavour to 
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be an arcfabilhop: but he rqefied their oounfel, and would be 
nothing but an emperor. I trembled all the while, left he fhould 
take it into his head to be of the church, becauie I am not 
qualified to hold ecclefiaftical preferments ; and, to fay the truth. 
Sir, though I look like a man, I am a verv beaft in church 
matters^ Truly, you are under a great miftake, quoth he of 
the wood ; for your infulary governments are not all of them 
fo inviting: fome are crabbed, fome poor, and (bme unpleafant; 
in (hort, the beft and moft defirable of them carries with it a 
heavy burden of cares and inconveniences, which the unhappy 
wight,, to whofe lot it fells, muft unavoidably undergo. It would 
be far better for us, who profels this curled fervice, to retire 
home to our houies, and. pafs our time there in more eafy em- 
ployments, fuch as hunting or fifhing: for what fquire is there 
in the world fo poor as not to have his na|, his brace of grey- 
hounds, and his angle-rod, to divert himfcSf withal in his own 
village? 

I want nothing of all this, anfwered Sancbo: it is true, in- 
deed, I have no Aorfe, but then I have an afs that is worth 
twice as much as my matter's fteed. God fend me a bad eafter, 
and may it be the nrft that comes, if I would fwap with him> 
though he (hould ^ve me four bufliels of barley to boot. Per- 
haps, Sir, you will take for a joke the price I fet upon my 
Dapple^ for dapple is the colour of my afs. And then I cannot 
want grey-hounds, our town being over-ftocked with them : 
befides, fporting is the more pleafant, when it is at other people's 
charge. Really and truly, Signor fquire, anfwered he of the 
wood, I have refolved and determined with myfelf to quit the 
frolicks of theie knights-errant, and to get me home again to 
our village, and bring up my children ; for I have three, like 
three oriental pearls. And I have two, Qj)iot\i Sancbo^ fit to be 
prefented to the pope himfdf in perfon, and efpecially a girl, 
that I am breeding up for a countefs, if it pleafe god, in fpite of 
her mother. And, pray, what may be the age of the young lady 
you are breeding up for a countefs? demanded he of the wood. 
Fifteen years, or thereabouts, anfwered Sancbo : but Ihe is as 
tall as a launce, as frefix as an >d^/7-morning, and as ftrong as 
a porter. Thefe are qualifications, faid he of the wood, not 
only for a countefs, but for a nymph of the green^ grove. Ah 
the whorefon young flut ! how buxom muft the jade be ! To 
vfYiich Sancbo anfwered fomewhat angrily : (he is no whore, nor 
was her mother one before her, nor fliall either of them be fo, 
cod willing, whilft I Hve. And, pray, fpeak more civilly ; for 
luch language is unbecoming a perfon educated, as you have 
been, among khights-errant, who are courtefy itfelf. How little, 
Signor fquire, do you underftand what belongs to praifing, quoth 
he of the wood: what! do you not know, that, when fome 
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Itnight, at a buU-feaft, gives the bull a home thtufl: with hit 
launce, or when any one does a thing well, the common- 
people ufually cry j how cleverly the fon of a whore did it ! and 
what feems to carry reproach with it, is indeed a notable com- 
mendation? I would have you renounce thofe fons or daughters, 
whofe actions do not render their parents deferving of praife in 
that faihion. I do renounce them, anfwered Sancho ; and in 
this fenfe, and by this fame rule, if you mean no otherwife, you 
taay call my wife and children all the whores and bawds you 
pleafe; for all they do or fay are perfeftions worthy of nich 
praifes: and, that I may return and fee them again, I befeech 
god to deliver me from mortal fin, that is, from this dangerous 
profeiSon of a fquire, into which I have run a fecond time, en- 
ticed and deluded by a purfe of a hundred dueats, which I found 
one day in the midft of the fable mountain; and the devil is 
continually fetting before my eyes, here and there, and every 
where, a bag fuU of gold piftoles, fo that methinks, at every 
fiep, I am laying my nand upon it, embracing it, and carrying 
it home, buying lands, fettling rents, and living like a prince : 
and all the while this runs in my head, all the toils I undei^o 
with this fool my mafier, who to my knowledge is more of the 
madman than of the knight, become fupportable and eafy tome. 

For this reafon, anlwered he of the wood, it is faid, that 
covetoufnefs burfts the bag: and now you talk of madmen, there 
is not a greater in the world than my matter, who is one of thofe 
meant by the faying, Other folks burdens break the afs*$ back : 
for, that another knight may recover his wits, he lofes his own, 
and is fearching after that, which, when found, may chance to 
hit him in the teeth. By the way, is he in love? demanded 
Sancho. Yes, quoth he of the wood, with one Cajildea de Fan* 
daliay one of the mod whimftcal dames in the world. But that 
is not the foot he halts on at prefent: he has fome other 
crotchets of more confequence in his pate, and we (hall hear 
more of them anon 9. There is no road fo even, replied Sancho, 
but it has fome ftumbling places or rubs in it : In other folks houfcs 
they boil beans, but in mine whole kettles-full : Madnefs will

brained as my own. ' Crack-brained, but valiant, anfwered he 
of the wood, and more knavifh than crack-brained, or valiant. 
Mine is not fo, anfwered Sancho: I can aifure you, he has no- 
thing of the knave in him ; on the contrary he has a foul as 
dull as a pitcher ; knows not how to do ill lo any, but good to 
alls bears no malice; a child may perfuade him it is night at

noon- 
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noon-day : and for this fimplicity I love him as my life, and 
cannot nnd in my heart to leave him, let him commit never 
fo many extravagancies. For all that, brother and Signor, quoth 
he of the wood, if the blind lead the blind, both are in danger 
of felling into the ditch. We had better turn us fairly about, 
and ^ back to our homes ; for they, who feek adventures, do 
not dways meet with good ones. 

Here Sancbo b^inning to fpit every now and then, and very 
dry, the fquire of the wood, who faw and obferved it, faid :, 
Methinks, we have talked till our tongues cleave to the roofs of 
our mouths: but I have brought, hanging at my faddle-bow, 
that which will loofen them : and rifing up, he foon returned 
with a large bottle of wine, and a pafty half a yard long : and 
this is no exaggeration ; for it was of a ta;ne rabbit, fo large, 
that Sancboy at lifting it, thought verily it muft contain a whole 
goat, or at leaft a larg^ kid. Sancho, viewing it, faid : And do 
you carry all this about with you? Why, what did you think? 
anfwered the other : do yon take me for fome hplyday-fquire > ? 
I have a better cupboard behind me on my horfe, than a gene* 
ral has with him upon a march. Sancho fell to, without flaying 
to be intreated, and, fwallowing mouthfuls in the dark, faid : 
Your worihip is indeed a fquire, trufty and loyal, wanting for 
nothing, ma^ificent, and great, as this banquet demonflrates 

{which if it came not hither by enchantment, at leaft it looks 
ike it) and not as I am, a poor unfortunate wretch, who have 
nothing in my wallet but a piece of cheefe, and that fo hard, 
that you may knock out a giant's brains with it, and, to bear 
it company, four dozen of carobes ^^ and as many hazel-nuts 
and walnuts ; thanks to my mafler's ftinginefs, and to the opi- 
nion he has, and the order he obferves, that knights-errant 
ought to feed and diet themfelves only upon dried fruits and 
wud falads. By my faith, brother, replied he of the wood, I 
have n© ftomach for your wild pears, nor your fweet thiftles, 
nor your mountain roots : let our maflers have them, with their 
opinions and laws of chivalry, and let them eat what they com- • 
mend. I carry cold meats, and this bottle hanging at my faddle- 
pommel, happen what will; and fuch a reverence I have for it, and 
fo much I love it, that few minutes pafs but I give it a thoufand 
kifles, and a thoufand hugs. And fo faying, he put it into 
Sancho*s hand, who, grafping and fetting it to his mouth, flood 
gazing at the flars for a quarter of an hour : and, having done

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drinking, he let fall hi& head on one fide, and, fetching a deep' 
figh, faid: O whorefon rogue! how catholic it is ! You fee now,' 
quoth he of the wood, hearing Sancho\ tvborefon^ how you have 
commended this wine in calling it whorefon. I confefs'my error, 
anfwered Sancho^ and fee plainly, that it is no difcredit to any 
body to be called fon of a whore, when it comes under the no* 
tion of praifing. 

But tell me, Sir» by the life of him you love beft, is not this 
wine of Ciudad Real? You have a diftinguiihing palate, an^ 
fwered he of the wood : it is of no other growth, and befides 
has fome years over its head. Truft me for that, quoth Sancho: 
depend upon it, I always hit right, and gue(s the ]cind. But 
is It not ftranze, Signor fquire, that I ihould have fo great an4* 
natural an inftin£l in the bufmels^ of knowing vdnes, that let 
me but fmell to any, I hit upon 'the country, the- kind, the 
flavour, and how long it will keep, how many changes it will 
undergo, with all other circumflances appertaining to wines ? 
But no wonder; for I have had in my ramily, by the father's 
fide, the two mofl exquifite taflers, that La Mancba has known 
for many ages; for proof whereof there happened to them what 
I am going to relate. To each of them was given a tafle of 
;i certain hodhead, and their opinion asked of the condition, 
quality, goodnefSf or badnefs of the wine. The one tried it 
with the tip of his tongue; the other put it to his nofe. The firfl 
(kid, the wine favoured of iron ; the fecond faid,* it had ra- 
ther a tang of goat's leather. The owner protefled, the veffel 
was clean, and the wine neat, fo that it could not tafle either 
of iron or leather. Notwithfbnding this, the two famous taflers 
flood pofitively to what they had faid. Time went on ; the wine 
was fold off, and, at rincing the hogfhead, there was found in 
it a fmall key hanging to a leathern thong. Judge then, Sir, 
whether one of that race may not very well undertake to give 
his opinion in thefe matters. Therefore I fay, quoth he of the 
wood, let us give over feeking adventures, and, fince wp have 
a good loaf of bread, let us not look for cheefecakes; and Jet us 
get home to our cabins, for there god will find us, if it be hi3 
will. I will ferve my mafler, till he arrives at Saragojfa^ quoth 
Sancho J and then we (hall all underfland one another. 

In fine, the two good fquires talked and drank fo much, that 
it was high time fleep (hould tie their tongues, and allay their 
f hirfl, for to quench it was impoffible : and thus both of them, 
keeping fafl hold of the almoft empty bottle, with their meat 
half chewed, fell fafl aileep ; where we will leave them at pre- 
fent, to relate what plftd between the knight rf tbt W094 an4 
him of llbtforrwafulfiguri. 
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CHAP. XIV. 
In which is continued the adventure of the knight of the wood. 

AMONG fundry difcourfes, which pafled between Don 
fixate and the knight of the wood^ the hiftory tells us, 
that he of the wood faid to Don ^ixote: In fhort. Sir knight, 
I would have you to know, that my deftiny, or rather my 
choice, led me to fell in love with the ipterh(s Cajildea de Fan^ 
dalia. Peerlefs I call her, not fo much on account of her fta- 
ture, as the excellency of her ftate and Jjeauty. This fame 
CaftldeOy I am fpeaking of, repaid my honourable thoughts and

One time 
fhe commanded me to go and challenge that famous giantefs of 
Sevil called Giralda ', who is fo ftout and (Irong, as being 
made of brafs, and, without ftirring from the place, is the moft 
changeable and unfteady woman in the world. I came, I faw, 
I conquered: I made her iland ftill, and fixed her to a point; 
/or in above a week's time no wind blew but the north. Ano- 
ther time (he fcnt me to weigh the antient ftones of the ftout 
bulls of Guifando 4, an enterprife fitter for porters than knights; 
and another time fhe commanded me to plunge headlong into 
Cabrah cave (an unheard-of and dreadful attempt) and to bring 
her a particular relation of what is locked up in that obfcurc 
abyfs. I floppfed the motion of the Giralda^ I weighed the bulls 
of Guifando^ I precipitated myfelf into the cavern of Cabra^ 
and brought to light the hidden fecrets of that abyfs : and yet 
my hopes are dead, O how dead ! and her commands and dif- 
dains alive, O how alive ! In fliort, flie has at laft commanded 
me to travel over all the provinces of Spain^ and oblige all the 
knights I fhall find wandering therein, to confefs, that flie alone 
excels in beauty all beauties this day living, and that I am the 
moft valiant and the moft completely enamoured knight in the 
^vorld. . In obedience to which command, I have already tra- 
verfed the greateft part of Spain^ and have vanquiflied divers

moft proud of, and value myfelf moft upon, is the having yan- 

3ui(hed in iingle combat the fo renowned knight Don ^iscote 
e la Manchay and made him confefs, that my Cafddea is more 
beautiful than his DuUinea : and I make account, that, in this 
cdnqueft alone, I have vanquifhed all the knights in the world |i 
for that vqry Don ^ixote I fpcak of has conquered them all 
and, I having overcome him, his glory, hi^ &me, and his ho« 
nour are transferred and pafled over to my perfon; for the vic- 
tor's renown rifcs in proportion to that of the vanquifhed : fo 
that the innumerable exploits of the faid Don^ixote arc already 
mine, and placed to my account, 

Don ^ixote was amazed to hear the knight of the wood^ 
and was ready a thoufand times to give him the lye, and Tou 
lye was at the tip of his tongue : but he reftrained himfelf the 
beft he could, in order to make him confefs the lye with his 
own mouth; and therefore he (aid very caXicXy: Sir knight, 
that you may have vanquifhed moft ot the knights-errant of 
Spain^ yea, and of the whole world, I will not difpute; but 
that you have conquered Don ^ixote de la Mancha^ I fome- 
what doubt: it might indeed be fomebody refembling him, 
though there are very few fuch. Why not? replied hp of the 
wood : by the canopy of heaven, I fought with Don ^ixoiey 
vanquifhed him, and made him fubmit; by the fame token that 
he is tall of fbture, thin-vifaged, upright-bodied, robufl-limbed^ 
grizle-haired, hawk-nofed, with large black muflachoes: he 
gives himfelf the name of the knight of the forrowful figure : 
his fquire is a country fellow called Sancho Panfa: be opprefles 
the back, and governs the reins, of a famous fteed called Ro^ 
%inante: in a word, he ha^ for the miflrefs of his thoughts one 
Dulcinea delTohofo^ fometimp oailed JldonTia Lorenzo i in like 
' manner as mine, who becaufe hpr name was Cafildea^ and be- 

ing oi Andahfta^ is now diflinguifhed by the name ofCafildea 
de Fandalia, If all thefe tokens are pot (uiEcient to prove the 
truth of what I fay, here is my fword, which fhall make in- 
credulity itfelf believe it. Be not in a paiEon, Sir knight, faid 
Don ^ixotey and hear what I have to fay. You are to know, 
that this Don ^ixote, you fpeak of, is the dearefl friend I 
have in the world, infomuch that I may fay he is as it were 
my very felf ; and by the tokens and marks you have given of 
him, fo exaft ^nd fo precife, I cannot but think it' moft be 
he hinifelf that you have fubdued. On the other fide, I fee 
with my eyes, and feel with my hands, that it cannot be the 
> fame, unlefs it be, that, having many enchanters his enemies 
(one efpecially, who is continually perfecuting him) fome one 
or other of them may have aiTum^ his fhape, and fufiered him- 
fdf tQ be vanquifhed, in order to defraud him of the hmt his 
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exalted feats of chivalry have acquired, over the fkce of 
the whole earth. And, for confirmation . hereof, you muft 
know, that thefe enchanters his enemies, but two days ago> 
transformed the figure and perfbn of the beautiful Dulcinea dk 
Tohofo into thofe of a dirty, mean, country wench ^ and in like 
manner they muft have transformed Don ^ixote. And if aU 
this be not fufficient to juftify this truth, here ilands Dob 
Quixote himfelf, ready to maintain it by force of arms, on foot, 
or on horfeback, or in whatever manner you pleafe. And fo 
faying, he rofe up, and, grafping his fword, expected what re* 
folution the knight of the wood would take; who very calmly 
anfwered, and faid : A good pay-mafter is in pain for no pawn : 
he, who could once vanquiih you, Signer Don ^ixote^ when 
transformed, may well hope to make you yield in your own 
proper perfon. 6ut as knights-errant ihould bv no means do 
their feats of arms in the dark, like robbers anci ruffians, let us 
wait for day-light, that the fun may be witnefs of our exploits: 
and the condition of our combat (hall be, that the conquered 
ihall be entirely at the mercy and difpofal of the conqueror, 
to do with him whatever he pleafes, provided always that he 
command nothing but what a knight may with honour fubmit 
to. I am entirely tfatisfied with this condition and compad, 
anfwerd i>^ ^ixote; and hereupon they both went to look 
for their fquires, whom they found fnoring in the very fame 
pofture in which fleep had feized them. They awaked them, 
and ordered them to get ready their fteeds ; for, at fun-rife, 
they were to engage in a bloody and unparalleled iingle combat. 
At which news Sancho was thunder-»ftruck, and ready to fwoon^ 
in dread ofihis matter's fafety, from what he had heard the 
iquire of the wood tell of his mailer's valour. But the two 
fquires, without fpeaking a word, went to look their cattle, 
and found them all together; for the thcee borfes and Dapple 
had already fmelt one another out. 

By the way the fquire of the wood faid to Sancho: You muft 
underftapd, brother, that the fighters of Andalufia have a 
cuflom, When they are god-fathers in any combat, not to ftand 
idle widi thdr arms acrofs, while their god-fons are fighting ^ 
This I fey to give you notice, that, while our matters are en* 
g^ed, we muft fight too, and make fplinters of one another. 
Thiscuftom, Signer fquire, anfwered Sancboy may be current, 
and pafs amonjg the ruffians and %hters you fpeak of; but 
among the fquires of knights-errant, no, not in thought: at 
kaft Ihave not heard my matter talk of any fuch cuftom, and 
he has all the laws and ordinances of knight-errantry by heart.

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But, taking it for granted, that there is an exprefi ftatute for 
the fquires engaging while their mailers are at it, yiet ^ill I 
not comply with it, but rather fpay the penalty impofed i^n 
fuch peaceable fquires; which I dare fay cannot be above a 
couple of pounds of white wax ^, and I will rather pay them ; 
for I know they will coft me lefi than the money I (hall fpend 
in tents to get my head cured, which I already reckon as cut 
and dividedin twain. Befides, another thing which makes it 
ampoffible for me to fight, is, my having no fword ; for I never 
wore one in my life. I know a remedy for that, faid he of the 
wood: I have here a couple of linen bags of the fame fize; 
70U ihall take one, and I the other, and we will have a bout at 
luig*blows with equal weapons. With all my heart, anfweied 
Sanchoi for £uch a battle will rather duft our jackets, than 
wound our perfons. It muft not be quite fo neither, replied 
the other: for, left the wind fhould blow them afide, we muft 
put in them half a dozen dean and fmooth pebbles, of equal 
(weight; and thus we may brufli one another without much 
harm or dam^. Body of my father! anfwered Sancho, what 
fable fur, whzt bottoms of carded cotton, he puts into the bags, 
that we may not break our noddles, nor beat our bones to 

Sowder ! But though they (hould be filled with balls pf raw 
Ik, be it known to you, fir, I (hall not fight ; let our mafters 
iight» and hear of it in another wd'ld, and Jet us drink and 
live; for time .takes care to take away our lives, without our 
ieeking new appetites to deftroy them, before they reaph their 
appointed term and feafon, and drop with ripenels. For all 
that, replied he of the wood, we muft fight, if it be but for 
half an hour. No, no, anfwered Sanchoj I ihall net be fo 
difcourteous, nor fo ungratefiil, as to have any quarrel at all, 
be it never fo' little, with a gentlemaix, after having eat of his 
bread, and drank of his drink: befides, who the devil can fet 
about dry fighting, without angpr, and without provocatbnf 
If that be all, quoth he of the wood, I will provide a fiifficient 
remedy; which is, that, before we begin the combat, I will 
come up to your worfhip, and &irly give you three or foiir good 
cufts, which will lay you flat at my feet, and awaken your 
choler, though it flept founder than a dormouie. Againft that 
expedient, anfwered Sambo, I have another not a whit behind 
it: I will take a good cudgel, and, before you reach me to 
awaken my choler, I will l^inado yours fo found aflecp, that 
it ihall never awake more but in another world, where it is 
well known I am not a man to let any body handle my &ce^

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and let €very one take heed to the arrow : though the fafeft way 
would be for each man to let his choler flecpj for no bodj 
knows what is in' another, and fome people go out for wool, 
and come home (horn themfelves ; and god in all times blefied 
the peace-makers, and curfed the peace-breakers; for if a cat, 
purfued, and pent in a room, and hard put to it, turns into si 
Uon, god knows what I that am a man may turn into: and 
therefore from henceforward I intimate to your worfhip, Signer 
fquire, that all the damage and n^ifchief, that (hall refult from 
our quarrel, muft be placed to your account. It is well, replied 
he of the wood ; god fend us day-light, and we fliall fee what 
will come of it. 

And now a thoufand forts of enamelled birds began to chJip 
in the trees, and in variety of joyous fongs feemed to give th^ 
good-morrow, and falute the blooming Aurora^ who began now 
to difcover the beauty of her face through the gates and balco- 
nies of the eaft, £baking from her locks an infinite number of 
liquid pearls, and» in that delicious liquor, bathing the herbs, 
which alfo. feemed to fprout, and rain a kind of feed'^pearl. At 
her approach, the willows diftilled favoury manna, the foinb- 
tains fmiled, the brooks murmured, the woods were cheared^ 
and the meads were gilded. But fcarcely had the clearnefs of 
the day given opportunity to fee and diftinguifh objcfts, when 
the firft thing, that prefented itfelf to Sancho\ eyes, was the 
fquire of the wood's nofe, which was fo large, that it almoft 
everfhadowed his whole body. In a wc^d, it is faid to have 
been of an exceffive ftze, hawked in the middle, and full of 
warts and carbuncles, of the colour of a mulberry, and hang- 
ing two fingers breadth below his mouth.

Don ^ixote viewed his ant^onift, and found he had his 
hdmet on, and the bever down, fo that he could ndt fee his 
face: but heobfervedhimtobeaftrong-made man, and not very 
tall. Over his armour he wore a kind of furtout, or loofe coat, 
feemingly of the fineft gold, befprinkled with fundry little 
moons of refplendent looking-glafs, which made a mofl gallant 
and fplendid (how. A great number of green, yellow, and 
white feathers VKaved atout his helmet His kunce, which 
flood leaning againft a tree, was very large and thi^k, and 
headed with pointed fteel above a fpan long. Don ^ixote 
viewed, and noted every thing, judging by all he fawand re- 
marked, that the aforefaid knight muft needs be of great 
ftrength: but he was not therefore daunted, like Sancho Pan fa ; 

on 
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on the contrary, with a gallant boldnefs he faid to the knight 9/ 
the looking-glajfes : Sir knight, if your great eagernefs to fight 
has not exhaufted too much of your courtefy,- lintipat you to 
lift up your bevcr a little, that 1 may fee whether the fprighc- 
linela of your countenance be anfwerable to that of your figure. 
Whether you be vanquifhed or vidtorious in this enterprize, fir 
knight, anfwered he of the looking-glaffes^ there will be time 
and leifure enough for feeing me ; and if I do not now comply 
with your defire, it is becaufe I think I fhould do a very great 
.wrong to the beautiful Cafildea de Vandalia^ to lofe fo much 
time, as the lifting up my bever would take up, before I make 
you confefs what you know I pretend to. However, while wo 
are getfing cm horfeback, (aid Don ^ixote^ you may eafily 
tell me whether I am that Don ^ixote you faid you had van- 
quiflied. To this I anfwer, quoth he of the looking-glalles, 
that you are as like that very knight I vanquifhed, as one egg 
is like another: but fmce you fay you are perfecuted by en- 
chanters, I dare not be pofitivc, whether you arc the fame pcr- 
fon, or no* That is fufficient, anfwered Don ^ixotiy to make 
me believe you are deceived : however, to undeceive you quite, 
let us to horfe, and in lefs time than you would have fpent in 
lifting up your bever, if god, my miftrefs, and my arm avail 
me, will I fee your face, and you (haU fee I am not that van- 
quifhcd Don ^ixote you imagine. 

Then, cutting fhort the di^urfe, they mounted, and Don 
^ixote wheeled Rozinante about, to take as much ground as 
was convenient for encountering his opponent ; and he of the 
looking-glajfes did the like: but Don ^ixote was not ^ne 
twenty paces, when he heard bimfclf called to by the knight of 
the looking-glajfes: fo meeting each other half way, he of th^ 
looking'glaffes faid : Take notiee, fir knight, that the condition 
of our combat is, that the conquered, as I faid before, (hall 
remain at the difcretion of the conqueror. I know it, anfwered 
Don ^ixote, provided that what is commanded and impofed 
on the vanquiflied (hall not exceed, nor derogate from, the 
laws of chivalry. So it is to be underflood, anfwered he of the 
looking-glaffes. At this jun£ture the fquire's ftrange nofe pre- 
fented itfelf to Don ^ixote's fight, who was no lefs furprifed 
at it th2in Sancho, infomuch that he looked upon him to be fome 
monfter, or fome ftrange man, fuch as are not common now 
in the world. Sanchoy feeing his mafter fet forth to take his 
career, would not ftay alone with long-nofe, fearing, left one 
. gentle wipe with that fnout acrofs his face ihould put an end to 
his battle, and he be laid fprawling on the ground either by the 
blow or by fear. Therefore he ran after his mafter, holding 
by the back guard of Rozinante's fa^dle; and, when he thought 
it was time for him to face about, he iaid : I befcech your wor^ 
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ihip, dear fir, that, before yoa turn about to engage^ you wU 
be fo kj|id as to help me up into yon cork-tree, from whence I

l^ncounter you ire abc^ to hav^ Xvith that knight.. 
^""^ Rrfo„ jquoth;I>tf« ^iwete^ you iiavc mor^ mind to 
unt a rcaffold, tofee thebullTfpDris without danger, 
the tru^V ^» anfwcted Sancbo^ the prodigious 
quire afloniihes and fiUs nae with dread, and { 
i;' near him. Intnith, iaid Dm ^ixotii'iiM -' 
tf^^ware I not who I am, I fliould be afraid my- 
ore come, and I tvill help you tip. 
'\^mx^e.vFZ$ bufiectin helping Sancho up into the 
) of the hoGng-fgUffii^ ^k as laipe a compafs as 
isSkr^j and bdieving tbat Don fixate had done the 
waiting for found of trumpet, or any other fignal^ 
bout b|8 faofie, who yras not a whit more aaive, 
ij>n|ifing, than Jtovunante; and at his beft fpeed, 
a middling trot, he advanced to encounter his 
r- feeing him ; employed in helping up Sancho^ he 
reineflH^vfieedy and flopped in the midft of his career; for 
iKirfe wasmoft thankful, being not able to ftit any 
tfen^^ixMe^ thinking his^ enemy was coming full 
|t 'him; clapped fpurs to Rmnanie's lean flaqks, and 
}Jb beftir himfelf, that, as the hiftor}r relates, this 
was M^ity'time he was known to do fi^mething like run* 
^ningjgKi^ all others a. downright trot was all;, and with. this 
unfpwme'fiiry he foon came, up where he of tbe l^ing-glaj/is 
ibod^m^ing his fpurs up to the very rowels in his Aeed, with* 
out bap'i|b]e to make tiim ftir a^hg6r*s length from the place, 
whei^Hpiade the full fbuid in his careen In this good time, 
ind ^mis. juncture, I>d» J^iV^/^ found his adverfary embar-r 
iafle<^Pttii iiis horfe, and encumbered With his launce; for 
either ^Ite 'did not know bow, or had not time to fet it in its 
left. JBhn ^mxchy who heeded none of thefe inconveniences, 
with 4l^fety, and without the leaft danger, attacked him of the 
koking-^Jfes with fuch force^ that, in fpite of him, he borQ 
him to tie ground over his horfc's crupper ; and fuch was his 
&U, .tiuct he lay jnotionlefs, without any figns of life* Sancb$ 
no foorier faw him fallen, than he Aid down from the cork- 
tree, and in all hafle ran to his mailer, who, alighting from 
Rozinante, was got upon him of the heking-glaffisy and un- 
lacing his helmet, to fee whether he was dead, or to give him 
air, if perchance he was alive ; when he faw — - but who can 
exprefs what he faw, without caufing admiration, wonder, and 
terror in all that hear it? He faw, lays the hiftory, the very 
face, the very figure, the very afpeft, the very phyfiognomy, 
the very cffi^es and pifturc of the bachelor Sampfgn Carrafco j , 
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and as foon as he faw him, he cried out: Come hither, Sancho^ 
amd behold what you muft fee but not believe: make hafle, 
fen, and obferve, what magic, what wizards and enchanters 
can do 7. Sanchc approached, and, feeing the bachelor Samp- 
fin Carrafc^^s face, he began to crofs and Mcfs himfelf a thou- 
sand times over; and aU this while the demoliibed cavalier 
Ihewed no figns of life; and Sancho faid to Don fixate: I am 
of opinion, fir, that, right or wrong, your worfliip fhould 
thruft your fword down the throat of him, who feems fo like 
the bachelor Sambftm Carrafco: perhaps in him you may kill 
fome one of thoie enchanters your enemies. You do not fay 
amifs, quoth Don ^ixote ; for the fewer our enemies are, tlw 
better: and drawing his fword to put Sancho*s advice in execu- 
tion, the fquirc of the looiing-glaffis drew near, without the 
nofe that made him look fo fright^l, and cried aloud : Have a 
care, Signor Don ^ixoU^ what you do; for he, who lies at 
your feet, is the bachelor Sampfon Carrafco jrour friend, and I 
am his fquire. Sancbo^ feeing him without that former ugli- 
iie(s, faia to him : And the noie? To which he anfwered ; I 
have it here in my pocket : and putting in his hand he pulled 
out a pafie-board nofe, painted and varnifhed, of the Miion 
we have ^ready defcribed : and Sancbo^ eying him more and 
more, with a loud voice of admiration, faid : Blefled virgin de- 
fend me! Is not this Tom Cecial mjr neighbour and g3ffip? 
Indeed am I, anfwered the unnofed fquire; Tom Cecial I am, 
goffip and friend Sancho Pan fa ; and I will inform you pre- 
tently what conduits, lies, and wiles brought me hither : in the 
mean time beg and intreat your mafter not to touch, maltreat, 
wound, or kill the inight of the looking-glajes now at his feet; 
for there is nothing more fure than that he is the daring and ill- 
advifed bachelor, Sampfon Carrafco^ our countryman. 

By this time he of the looking-glajfes was come to himfelf; 
which Don ^ixote perceiving, he clapped the point of his 
naked fword to his tnroat, and faid: You are a dead man, 
knight, if yoa do not confefs, that the peerlefs Dulcinea del To- 
b'ofi excels m beauty your Cafildea de Vandalta s ; and farther 
you muft promife, if you efcape from this confiidl and this fall 
with life, to go to the city of Tobofo^ and prefent yourfelf be^

head, fays aloud to him. Knight, confefs that your miilrefs is nothing in 
iMiuty to tfan princefii OM«/ii, elfe you di^; 

fore 
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fore her on my behalf, that ihe may difpoTe of you as (he fliall 
think fit, and/ if fhe leaves you at your own diipofal, then you 
fliall return, and find me out (for the track of my exf^its 
w31 ferve you for a guide, and condu£l you to my prefence) to 
tell me what pafles between her and you; thefe conditions 
being entirely conformable to our articles before our battle, and 
not exceeding the rules of knight-errantry. I confefs, iaid die 
fallen kn^ht, that the lady Dukinea del Tobrfoh torn and dirty 
flioe is preferable to the ill-combed, though clean, locks of Ca« 
Jildea ; and I promife to go and. return from her prefence to 
yours, and give you an exa£l and particular account of what 
you require of me. You muft likewife confefs and belie\^ 
added Dm ^txotCj that the knight you vanquifhed was not^ 
and could not be Don fixate ae la Mancha^ but fomebody 
elfe like him; as I do conlefi and believe, that you, though, in 
appearance, the bachelor Sampfon Carrafcoj are not he, but 
fome other, whom my enemies have purpofely transformed intd 
his likenefs, to ref^in the impetuolity of my chder, and make 
me ufe with moderation the glory of my conqueft. I confefs, 
judge of, and allow ever jr thing, as you believe ; judge of, and 
allow, anfwered the digointed knight: Suffer me to rife, I be- 
feech you, if the hurt of my^ fall will permit, whjch has left 
me fordy bruifed. Don ^ixote helped him to rife, as did his 
fquire Tom Cecialj firom oflF whom Sancho could not remove 
his eyes, asking him things, the anfwers to which convinced 
him evidently of his being really that Tom Cecial he faid he 
was. But he was fo prepoflefTed by what his mafter had faid 
of the enchanters having changed the knight of the looking-glaffes 
Into the bachelor Sampfon Carrafco^ that he could not give cre- 
dit to what he faw with his eyes. In (hort, mafter and man 
remained under this mifbke; and he of the looking-glaffes^ with 
his fquire, much out of humour, and in ill-plight, parted from 
Don ^ixote and Sanchoy to look for fbme convenient place, 
where he might fear-cloth himfelf and fplinter his ribs. Don 
fixate and Sancho continued their journey to Saragoffa^ where 
the hiflory leaves them, to give an aocount who the knight of the 
hiking'glajfes and his nofy-xquire were. 

N^ C H A P. XV. 

Giving an account^ who the knight of the looking^glafles and 
*his fquire werem / 

EXCEEDINGLY content, elated, and vain-glorious 
•■-* was Don ^ixote^ at havin| gained the vidory over fo va- 
liant a knight, as he imagined him of the looking-glajfes to be; 
from whole knightly word be hoped tp learn^ whether the en- ^ 
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ehantjnfcnt of his miftrefs continued, the faid knight being un* 
der a neodlity of returning, upon pain of not* oeing one, to 

B'vc him an account of what fliQuld pafs between her and him. 
ut Don ^ixote thought one thing, and he of the looking' 
gtaffis another ; who, for the prefent^ thought no farther than 
of finding a place, where he might phifler himfelf, as has been 
already iaid. The hiftory then tells us, that, when the bachelor 
Sampjon Carrafco adviiea Don^ixote to refume his intermitted 
exploits of chivalry, he, the priell, and the barber, had firft con* 
fulted tc^ether about the means of perfuading Don ^ixofe to 
ilay peaceably and quietly at home, without diftta£ting himfelf 
any more about his unlucky adventures; and it was concluded 
by general vote, and particular ooinion of Carrafco^ that they 
ihould let Don ^ixote make another fally, fince it feemed im« 
poffible to detain nim, and that Sampjfon Ihould alfo fally fordi 
like a knight-errant, and encounter him in fight (for an oppor- 
tunity could not be long wanting) and fo vanquifli him, which 
would be an eafy matter to do ; and that it Oiould be covenanted 
and agreed, that the conquered ihould lie at the mercy of the 
conqueror; and fo, Don ^ixote being conquered, the badielor 
knight ihould command him to return home to his village and 
houfe, and not ftir out of it in two years, or till he had re- 
ceived farther orders from him: all which,- it was plain, Don 
^ixote, when once overcome, would readily comply with, 
not to contravene or infringe the laws of chivalry ; and it might 
fo fall out, that, during his confinement, he might forget his 
follies, or an opportunity might ofj^ of finding out fome cure 
for his malady. Carrafco accepted of the employment, and 
Tom Cecial^ Sancho Panfa^s goffip and neighbour, a pleafant- 
humoured, Shallow-brained, ralew, offered his fervice to be the 
fquire. Sampfon armed himfelf, as you have heard, and Tom 
Cecial fitted tne counterfeit paile-board nofe to his face, that he 
might not be known by his goffip when they met ;. and fo they 
took the fame road that Don ^ixoio had taken, and arrived 
almofl time enough to have been prefent at the adventure of 
death's carr. But, inihort, they lighted on them in the wood, 
where befel them all that the prudent has been reading. And 
had it not been for Don ^ixotis extraordinary opinion, that 
the bachelor was not the bachelor, Signor bachelor had been 
. incapacitated for ever from taking the degree of licentiate^ 
not finding fo much as nefts, where he thought to find birds. 
Tom Cecial^ feeing how ill they had fped, and the unlucky 
ifTue of their expedition, faid to the bachelor: For certain, 
Signor Sampfon Carrafco^ we have been very rightly ferved. It 
is eafy to dengn and bc^in an enterprize, but very often difficult 
to get through with it. Don ^ixote is mad, and we think 
wriclves wife : he gets off found and laughing, and your worfhip 
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remains fore and forrawful. Now, pray» which is the -greater 
mad-man, he who is fo bccaufe he cannot help it, or te who 
is fo on purpofe ? To which Samp/on anfwered : The diffe- 
rence between thefe two forts of mad-men, is, that he, who 
cannot help being mad, will always be fo, and he, who plays 
the fool on purpofe, may give over when he thinks fit. ' If it 
be fo, quoth Tom Ceciaij I was mad. when I had a n^nd to be 
vour worfliip's fquire, and now I have a mind tcfc be fo no 
longer, and to get me home to'mylioufe. It is fit you fliould, 
anfwered Sampfon^ but to think that I will 'return to mine; 
*till I have foundly banned this feme Don ^ixote^ is to be 
griatly miftaken; and it is not now the defire of curing hini 
of his madnefs that prompts me to feek him, but a defire of 
being revenged on him ; for the pain of my libs will not let me 
entertain more charitable confiderations* Thus they two went 
on difcouffing, 'till they came to a village, where they luckily 
met with a bone-fetter, who cured the unfortunate Samffon^ 
Tom Cemal went back and left him, and he ftaid behind medi- 
tating revenge } and the hidory fpeaks of him again in due time> 
not omitting to rejoice at prefcnt vfithDon ^ixote. 

CHAP. XVI. 

Of what hefd Don Quixote with a difcreet genthman of 
i La Mandia. 

r\ O JST 9UIX0 TE purfued his journey with the plea- . 
^^-^ fure, fatisfa£Hon, and felf-conceit already mentioned, 
imagining, upon account of his late viftory, that 4^ was the 
moft valiant knight-errant the world could Doaft of mThat age. 
He looked upon all the adventures, which fhould befal him 
from that time forward, as already finiflied and brought to a 
happy conclufion: he valued not any enchantments or enchan- 
ters : he no longer remembered the innumerable battings, bd 
had received, during the progrefs of his. chivalries, the ftoning" 
that had demolifhed half his grinders, the ingratitude of the 
galley-Haves, nor the boldnefe and (hower of pack-ftaves of the 
Tanguejiah carriers. In fhort, he faid to himfelf, that, could 
he but hit upon the art or method of difcnchanting his lady 
Dulcinea^ he fiiould not envy the greateft good-fortune, that 
the moft fucccfeful knigbt-crrant of paft ages ever did, or could 
attain to, ' 

He was wholly taken up with thefe thoughts, when Sancho 
faid to him : Is it not ftrangc, fir, that I ftill have before my 
eyes the monftrous and unmeafurable nofe of my goffip Tom 
Cecial? And do you really believe, Sancho^ faid Don ^ixote^ 
that the knight oi the lookinz-glafTes was the bachelor Samp/bn 

VoL.ir ' ^^Q^ ' ' Carrajco, 
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Carrafco^ and his fquire Tom dcial your goffip? I know not 
what to fay to that, ^nfweiedSanebo; I only know, that the 
marks he gave me of my houfe, wife, and children, could be 
given me by no body elfe but himfdf ; and his face, when the 
nofc was off, was Tom CeciaPs own, as I have feen it very often 
in our village, next door to my houfe; and the tone of the voice 
was alfo the very fame. Gome on, replied Don ^ixote; let 
us reafon a little upon this buiinefs. How can any one imagine, 
that the bachelor Samffon Carrafco fhould come knight-errant- 
wife, armed at all points, to fight with me? Was I ever his 
enemy ? Have I ever given bim occafion to bear me a grudge ? 
Am I his rival ? Or does he make profeffion of arms, as en- 
vying the faflle I have acauired by them ? What then fliali 
we fay, fir, anfwered Sanchoy to that knight's being fo very 
like Sampfon Carrafco^ be he who he would, and his fquire fo 
like Tom Cecial my goffip? And, if it be enchantment, as 
your worfbip fays, were there no odier two in the world they 
could be made to refemble i The whole is artifice, Aifwered 
Don ^ixotiy and a. trick of the wicked magicians, who per- 
lecute me; who, forefeeing that I was to confie off vanquiiher 
in the conflid, contrived, that the vanquifhed knight fliould 
have ^the face of my friend the bachelor, that the kindnefs I 
have for him might interpofe between the edge of my fword, 
and the rigour of my arm, and moderate the juft indignation 
of my breaft, and by this means he might efcape with his life, 
who, by cunnbg devices and falfe appearances, fought to 
take away mine. For proof whereof, you already know, O 
Sanchoy by infallible experience, how eafy a thing it is for en- 
chanters to change one face into another, making the fair foul, 
and the foul fair; fince, not two days ago, you beheld with 
your own eyes the beauty and bravery of fie peeriefs DuUinea 
in their hi^hefl perfedion, and at the fame time I faw her un- 
der the plainnefs and deformity of a rude country wench, with 
catarads on her eyes, and a bad fmell in her mouth : and if the 
perverfe enchanter durfl make fo wicked a transformation, no- 
wondcr if he has done the like as to Sampfon Carrafco and your 
soffip, in order to fnatch the glory of the viftory out of my 
hands. Neverthelefs I comfort myfelf ; for, in fhort, be it un- 
der what (hape foevcr, I have got the better of my enemy. God 
knows the truth, anfwered Sancbo ; who, wdl knowing that 
the transformation of Dulcinea was all his own plot and device, 
was not fatisfied with his mafler's chimerical notions, but would 
make no reply, left he fhould let fidl fome word that might dif- 
cover his cheat* 

While they were thus difcourfing, there overtook them a 
man upon a very fine flea bitten mare, clad in a furtout of fine 
fg9stK clo^hf &ced with murry-coloured velvet, and a hunter's 

cap 
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cap of the fame: the mare's furniture was all of the fiddL and 

Spnet-fafliion, murry-coloured and green. He haji a Moortjh 
ci/netar hanging at a flioulder-belt of green and gold ; and his 
buskins wrought like the belt. His fpurs were not gilt, but 
varniflied with green, fo neat and poliflied, that they fuited his 
dothes better than if they had been pf pure gold. When the 
craveller came up to tHcm,.he faluted them courteoufly, and 
Iburring his mare, and keeping a little off, was paffing on. But 
Don fixate called to him : Qnirteous fir, if you are going our 
way, and are not inhafte, I fliould take it for a fiivour we 
might join company. Truly, fw, anfwered he witH the mare, 
I had not kept off, but for fear your horfe fliould prove unruly 
in the company of my mare. Sir, anfwered Sanchoy if that w 
all, vou may lafely hold in your marc; for ours is the fobereft 
and ocft-conditioned horfe in the world : he never did a naughty 
tbiw; in his life, upon thefe oa»$ons, but once, and then my 
maftcr and I paid for it feven-fbld. I fay again, your worfliip 
may ftop if you pleafe; for , were ftc fervwl up betwixt two 
diflies, he would not, I affure you, fo much as look her in the 
lace. The traveller checked bis mare, wondering at the air 
2nd countenance of Don ^ixote, who rode without h^ helmet j 
which •Sjwi^ carried, like a dokc-bag, at the pon^mel of his 
ais*s pannel. And if ,the gcndeman ui green gazed mucH at 
Don ^ixfitfy Dm ^xcte fbircd hp Icfs at him, taking him to 
iejome per^n of, a>nfequcnce.. He icenied to be about fifty 
years of age; had J?ut few gray hairs; his vife^ aquiline } lu« 
afpedl between merry and ferious : in a word his mien and ap- 
pearance fpoke hiih to be a nian of worth. What hie in green 
thought of Dm ^ixoie^ wm, that he had never feen fudi a^ 
figure of a man before : he :winired at the length of his l}orfe« 
tbe tallnefs of his ftature, the nieaeprnefs pf his afpe£i, his ar- 
mour, and hia deportment; the whole, fuch an odd figure, a9 
had not been (een in that country for many years pad. 

Dm ^ixoti took good notice how the traveller furyeycd 
him, and, reading his defire. in his furprife, and being thq 
pink of courte(y, and ibnd of oleafing every body, before the 
traveller could ask him any quettion^ he prevented him, fiiying : 
This figure of mine, which your worfhip fees, being fo ocw^/ 
and fo much out of the way of what \^, generally in fiilliion^'. 
I do act wonder if you areTuq>rifed at it : l>ut yoa willoeaieito 
befo, when I tell you, as I do, that I am one of thofe knights^ 
whom pepplc call Jiekers tf adventurei. I left my country,' 
mortgaged my.el(ate» qui;to3 i^y eafe.and pl^afurcs,. and threw 
myfelf into the arnpks of fortune,' to\ carry me lyhithcr ffie 
{Jeafed. I hacl 4 mind to revive the lopg-deceafi^ fhivalryi^ 
su\d, for fome time paft, ffiimblihg here ,and^(umbfing t^^ 
fallmg headlong in one place, and gettinji up again iti another,' 
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I have accojnplifhed a great part of my defignj fuccouriog wi- 
dows, protefling damiels, aiding married women and orphafis ; 
the natural and proper office of knights-errant. And thus, by 
many valorous and chriftian exploits, I have merited the ho- 
nour of being in print, in all, or moft of the nations of the 
world . Thirty thoufand copies are already publiflied of my hiftory, 
and it is in the w^y of coming to thirty thoufand thoufands more, 
if h^ven prevent it not. Finally, to fum up all in few words, 
or in one only, know, I am Don ^ixote de la Mancha^ othtr* 
wife called the knight of the forrowful figure: and though felf- 
praifes depreciate, I am fometimes forced . to publiih my own 
commendations J but this is to be underftood, when no body 
cUe is prefent to do it for me. So that, worthy fir, neither 
this horfe^ this launce, this fliield, nor this fquire, nor all this 
armour together, nor the wannefs of my vifage, nor my 
meagre lanknefs, ought from henceforward to be matter of 
wonder to you, now that you know who 1 am, and the profcf- 
iion I follow. 

Here Don ^ixote was filent, and he in green wais fo long 
before Kc returned any anfwer, that it looked as if he could not 
hit upon a reply j but, after fome paufe, he faid : Sir knight, 
you judged right of my de fire tv my furprife; but you have 
not removed the wonder raifed m me at feeing you: for, fup- 
pbfing, as you fay, that my knowing who you are might have 
removed it, yet it has not done fo: on the contrary, now that 
1 know it, I am in greater admiration and furprife than before. 
What! is.it poflible that there are knights-errant now in the 
world, and that there are hiftories printed of real chivalries ? I 
never could ha^vef. thought there was any body now upon earthy 
Who relieved widows, fuccoured damfels, aided married women, 
or protei^led orphans, nor fhould yet havje believed it, had I not 
k^ it in your worfhip with my own eyes. Bleiled be heaven! 
for this hiftory, which your worfliip fays is in print, of your 
" exalted and true atchievements, muft have can into oblivion 
the.numberlefs fables of fiftitious knights-errant, with which 
the world was filled, fo much to the detriment of good morals, 
and the prejudice and difcredit of good hiftories. There is a 
great deal to be faid, anfwered Don fixate, upon this fubjcft, 
whetter, the hiftories of knights-errant are fiSitious or not; 
lyiiy, is there ^ny one, anfwered he in green, that has the 
leafliibifpicion that thofe hiftories are not felfc? I have, quoth 
\Don ^iixoie; bui p6 m6re of thatj for, if we travel any time 
together, I hope in god to convince you, fii^, that you have 
done amifs in fuffering vourfctf to be carried away by the cur- 
rent of thofe, who taW Jt for granted they "are not true. 
Fr6m,tljef(^ laft words of jpp« J^wiVc/^, the traveller began to 
iufped he oiuft be fome madman, and ^raited for a ferther con- 
J - « . firmation 
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Urmation of his fufpicion : but before they fell into any other 
difcourfe, Don ^ixote defired him to tell hiai who he was, 
fince he had given him foaie account of his own conditio^ 
and life. 

To which he in the green riding-coat anfwered : I, fir knight 
of the forrowful figure^ am a gentleman, native of a village, 
where, god willmg, we fliall dine to-day. I am more than in- 
different^ rich, and my name is Don Diego de Miranda, I 
fpend my time with my wife, my children, and my friends; 
my diverfions jare hunting and fifhing; but I keep neither 
hawks nor gray-hounds, only fome decoy partridges, and a 
ftout ferret. I have about fix dozen of books, fome Spanijh, 
fome Latiny fome of hiftory, and fome of devotion : thofe of 
chivalry have not vet come over my threfliold. I am more in- 
clined to the reaJing of prophase authors, than religious, pro- 
vided they are upon fubjeS^ of innocent amufcnrient, the lan- 
guage agreeable, and the invention new and furprifing, though 
indeed there are but very few of this fort in Stain. Sometimes 
I eat with my neighbours and friends, and iometimes I invite 
them: my table is neat and clean, and tolerably furniflied. I 
neither cenfure others myfelf, nor allow others to do it before 
me. I inquire not into other mens lives, nor am I (harp- 
fighted to pry into their aftions. I hear mafs every day : I fliare 
my fubftance with the. poor, making no parade of my good^ 
works, nor harbouring in my breaft hypocrify and vain -glory, 
thofe enemies, which fo flily get pofleffion of the beft-guarded 
hearts. I endeavour to make peace between thofe that are at 
variance. 1 devote nryfelf particularly to our blefled lady, and 
always truft in the infinite mercy of gbd our lord. 

Sancho was very attentive to the relation of the gentleman's 
life and converfation ; all which appeared to him to be good and 
holy : and, thinking that one of luch a charaiSter muft needs 
iw[ork miracles, he flung himfelf ofF his Dapple^ and running 
haflily laid hold of his right ftirrup ; and, with a devout heart, 
and almoft weeping eyes, he killed his feet more than once. 
Which the gentleman perceiving, faid : What mean you, bro- 
ther? What kifles are thefe? rray, let me kifs on, anfv^^red 
Sancho ; for your worfhip is the firft faint on horfe-back I ever 
faw in all the days of my life. I am no faint, anfwered the 
gentleman, but a great finner: you, brother, muft needs be 
very good, as your fmiplicity demonftrates. Sancho went off, 
and got again upon his pannel, having forced a fmile from the 
profound gravity of his mafter, and caufed frefh adn^iration in 
Don Diego, 

Don ^ixote then asked him, how many children he had, 
telling him, that one of the things, . wherein the ancient philo- • 
fophcrs, who wanted the true knowledge of god, ^'^^ed the 
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fupreme happixie(s, was, in the gifts of nature and fortune, i« 
iiaVing many friends, and many good children. I, Signor Dim 
J^hotif anfwcred the gentteman, have one fon j and, if I had 
him not, perhaps, I fhould think myfelf happier than I am, 
not becaul^ he is bad, but becaufe he is not fo good as I would 
have hiiij: He is eighteen years ddj fix he has been at Sala- 
m^;;ftf, learning the Latin znd (?r/^i^ languages, and, when I 
was deiirqus he fliould ftudy other fciences, I found him fo 
over head ^nd ears in poetry (if that may be called a fcience) 
that there was no prevailing with him to look into the law, 
.Whibh wias what I would' have had him ftudied; nor into di- 
vinity, the queen of all fciences. I was deiirous^ he ihould be 
the crown and honour of his family, Cnce we hve in an age, 
in which our kings highly reward ufcful and virtuous literature ; 
ibr letters without virtue ate pearls in a dunghil. He paflcs 
ivhofe days in examining, whether Homer ex^rcffed himfdf 
■^^cll in fifch a vcrfe of the Iliad; whether Martialy in fucH an 
epigrain, be obfcenie or not; whether fuch a vcrfe in Virgil \% 
to bc'Underftood this or that way. In a word, all his conver- 
fatioii 2s with the books of the aforefaid pbets, and with thofe 
of Horace J Perftus^ "Juvenal^ and Tthullus. As to the niodem 
Spaitl/h authors, he makes no' great account of them ; though, 
riotv^^ithftanding the antipathy he feems toliave to Spanijh poetry, 
his thoughts are at this very time entirely taken up with making 
41 glofs upon four verfes, fent him from Salamancoiy which, I 
think, Ivere defigned for a fchqlaftic prize. 

To all which Don Quixote anfwered: Children, fir, are 
pieces of the bowels of their parents, and, whether good or bad, 
jnuft be' loved and cheriihed as parts of ourfelves. It is the duty 
of parents to triin them up from their infenc^ in the paths of 
virtue and good manners, and in good principles and c]iriftian 
difciplirtc, that, when they are grown up, they may be the ftafF 
of their parents age, and an honour to their pofterity. As to 
forcing thfem to this or that fcience, I do not hold it to be 
right, though I think there is no harm in advifing them ; and 
when thqre is no need of ftudying merely for bread, the ftudent 
beihg fo happy as to have it by inheritance, I fbould be for in- 
dulging him in the purfuit of that fdence, tp which his genius 
is moft inclined. And though that of poetry te lefs profitable, 
than delightful, it is not one of thofe that are wont to difgrace 
the poffeffor. Poetry, good fir, I take to be like a tender vir- 
gin, very young, and extremely beautiful, whom divers other 
virgins, namely, all the other fciences, make it their bufinefs 
to enrich, polim, and adorn ; and to her it belongs to make ufii 
of them all, and on her part to give a luftre to them all.' But 
Ihis fame virgin is not to be rudely handled, nor dragged through 
ih^ ftreet^ nor cxpofed in the turnings of the markct-pkcc. 
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nor pofted on the corners or gates of palaces. She is formetf of 
an alchymy of fuch virtue, that he, who knows how to ma- 
nage her, will convert her into the pureft gold of ineftimable 
price He, who poflefles her, {hould keep a ftrld hand over 
her, not fuflering her to make excurfions in obfcexie fatires, or 
lifeleis fonnets. She muft in no wife be venal ; though (he need 
not rqeS the profits arifing from heroic poems, mournful tra- 
gedies, or pleafant and artful comedies. She muft not be 
meddled with by buflbons, or by the ignorant vulgar, incapable 
of knowing or efteeming the treadires locked up in her. . And 
think not, fir, that I dve the appellation of vulgar to the 
common people alone : all the ignorant, though they be lords 
or princes, ought, and muft, be taken into the number. He 
therefore, who, with the aforefaid qualifications^ addi& him<* 
felf to the ftudy and practice of poetry, will become famous, 
and his name be honoured in all the polite nations of the worh). 
And as to what you iay, fir, that your fon does not much 
eflcem the ^anifi) poetry, I am of opinion he is not very right 
in that; andtfae reafon is this: the great Homer did not write 
in Latiny bccaufe he was a Greek % nor Virgit in Greeks bc- 
caufe be was a Roman. ItK fl)ort, all the ancient poets wix>te 
in the language they fucked in with their mothers milk, and 
did not hunt after foreign tongues, to exprefs the fublimitv of 
their conceptions. And, this being fo, it is fit this cuttom 
ihould take place in all nations ; and the German pott fllould' 
not be difcfteemed for writing in his own tongue, nor the Ctf- 
Jiilian, nor even the Bifcainery for writing in his. But youf 
ion, I (hould imagine^ does not dlflike the Spantjh poetry, but 
the poets, who arc merely Spani/hy without any knowledge of 
other languages, or iciences, which might adorn, enliven, and 
affift tt^ir natural genius: though even in this there may be a; 
miftakjei for it is a true opinion, that the poet is bom one; the 
meaning of which is, that a natural poet comes forth a poet 
from his mother's womb, and, with this talent given him bf 
heaven, and without ferther ftudy or art, compofes thingi 
which verify the faying. Eft deus m mbis^ &c. Not but that 
a natural poet, who improves himfelf bj^ art, will be a much 
better poet, and have the advantage of him, who fias no other 
title to it but the knowledge of that art alone: and the reafon 
is, becaufe art cannot exc^ nature, but only perfed it ; fo that 
art mixed with nature, and nature with art, form a complete 
poet. To conclude my difcourfe, good fir ; let your fon follow 
the diredion of his ftars: for, being fo good a fcholar, as he 
muft needs be, and havinz already happily mounted the firft 
round of the ladder of the iciences, that of the languages, with 
the help of thefe, he will by himfelf afcend to the top of hn* 
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man learning, which is no lefs an honour and an ornament to 
a^gentleman, than a mitre to a bifhop, or the long robe to the 
learned in the law. If your fon writes fatires Injurious to the 
reputation of others, chide him, and tear his performances: but 
if he pens difcourfes in the manner of Horace^ reprehending 
vice in general, as that poet fo el^ntly does, commend him, 
becaufe it is lawful for a poet to write againft envy, and to 
brand the envious in his verfes ; and fo of other vices, but 
not to finglc out particular charafters. There are poets, 
who, for the pleafure of faying one fmart thing, will run 
the hazard of being baniflied to the ifles of Pontus 9. If the 
poet be chafte in his manners, he will be fo in his verfes: the 
pen is the tongue of the mind ; fuch as its conceptions are, 
fuch will its prcdu£tions be. And when kings and princes fee 
the wonderful fciehce of poetry employed on prudent, vir- 
tiious,. and grave fubjefts, they honour, efteem, and enrich 
the poets, and even crown them with the leaves of that tree, 
which the. thunder-bolt hurts not, fignifying, as it were, that 
no body ought to offend thofe, who wear fuch crowns, and 
whofe temples are fo adorned. 

The gentleman in green admired much at Don ^ixot^s 
difcourfc, infomuch that he began to waver in his opinion 
as to his being a mad^man. But in the midft of the con- 
verfation, Sanchoy it not being much to his tafte, was gone 
out of the road to beg a little milk of fome ihepherds, who 
were hard by milking fome ewes. And now the gentle- 
man, highly fatisfied with Den ^ixote's ingenuity and good 
fenfe, was renewing the difcourfe, when on a (udden Don 
^ixoie^ lifting up his eyes, perceived a carr, with royal 
banners coming the fame road they were going, and, be- 
lieving it to be fome new adventure, he called aloud to Sancho 
to come and give him his helmet. Sancho hearing himfelf 
called, left the Ihepherds, and in all hafte, pricking his Dapple^ 
came where his mafter was, whom there befel a moft dreadfiil 
and flupendous adventure. 
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CHAP. XVIL 

1 

Wherein is fet forth the laji and higheji foint^ at which tbi 
unbeard'of coarngt pf Don Quixote ever did, or could^ ar-^ 
rive ; v)ith the happy conclufion of the adventure of the lions. 

THE hiftory relates, that, when Don ^ixote called out to 
Sartcbo to bring him bis helmet, he was buying fome curds 
of the ihepherds ; and, being hurried by the violent, hafte his 
mafier was in, he knew not what to do with them, nor how 
to beftow them ; and that he might not lofe them, now thejr 
were paid for, he bethought him of clapping them into his 
maftet^s helmet; and with this excellent fliift oacfc he came to 
learn the commands of his lord, who faid to him : Friend, 
give mc the helmet ; for either I know little of adventures, or 
that, which I defcry yonder, is one that does and will oblige 
mc to have rccourfe to arms. He in the green riding-coat, hear- 
ing this, caft his eyes every way as ftr as he could, and dit 
covered nothing but a.carr coming towards them, with two or 
three fmall flags, by which he conje£lured, that the faid Qirr 
was bringing fome of the king's money ; and fo he told Don 
^ixote: but he believed him not, always thinking and ima- 
gining, that every thing that befel him muft be an adventure, 
and sudventures upon adventures ; and thus he replied to the gen-& 
tleman: Preparation is half the battle, and nothing is loft by 
being upon one's guard. I know by experience, that I have 
enemies both vifible and invifible, and I know not when, nor 
from what quartei:, nor at what time, nor in what fliape, they 
will encounter me : and turning about, he demanded his helmet 
of Sancboj who, not having time to take out the curds, was 
forced to give it him as it was. Don ^ixote took it, and^ 
without minding what was in it, clappw it haftily upon his 
head ; and as the curds were fqueezed and prefled, the whey be- 
gan to run down the face and beard of Don ^ixote ; at which 
he was fo ftartled, that he faid to Sancho: What can this 
mean, Sancho? methinks my skull is foftening, or my brains 
melting, or I fweat from head to foot ; and if I do really fweat, 
in truth it is not through fear, though I verily believe, I am 
like to have a terrible adventure of this. If you have any thing 
to wipe withal, give it me; for the copious fweat quite blinds 
my eyes. Sancho faid nothing, and gave him a cloth, and 
with it thanks to god that his mafler had not found out the 
truth. Don Quixote wiped himfelf, and took off his helmet, 
to fee what it was that fo over-cooled his head ; and, feeing 
fome white lumps in it, he put them to his nofe, and fmelling 
to them faid: By the life of my lady Dulcinea del Tobofoj they 
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are curds you have clapped in here, vile traitor, and inconfide- 
rate fquire ! To which Saneho anfwered^ wUh great fiegm and 
diffimulation : If they are curds, give me them to eat : but the 
<fevil eat tHem for me; for it muft be he that put them there. 
What ! I ^fier to foul your worflup's belmet ? In feitb, lir, 
by what god gives me to underftand, I ^oo have my enchanters, 
who perfecute me, as a creature and member of your worihip, 
^nd, I warrant, have put that filthinefs there, to iKr your pa- 
tience to wrath a^inft me, and provoke you tq bang mv fides 
9»s you ufed to do. But truly this bout th^y liave miiTed their 
Vim; for I truft to the candid judgment of my matter, who 
will confider, that I have neither curds, nor cream, nor any 
thing like it ; and that, if I had, I Chould looner have put them 
into my ftomach, |:han into your honour's^ helinet. It may be 
fo, quoth Don ^i^ou. All this the gentleman iaw, and faw 
^ith admiration, specially when Dm ^i^oUy after having 
wi^d bis head, faoe, beard, aiid helmet, clapping it oo, and 
fixmg bimfelf firm in his flirnips, then trying^ the eafy draw- 
is>g of his fwordf and gr^fping his launce, faid : Now come 
what wi]l ; for here au^ I prepared to encounter Satan hijoiilelf 
inpcrfon'. 

By this time %ht cajrr with the flag^ wits come up, and no 
body with it but the caipter upofi one of the mules, and a man 
fitting upon the fore-part. Don ^mxoU planted himfelf juft 
iefore them, and faid : Wbither go ye, brethren ? what carr is 
this? what have you in it ? and what bamiers are tbofe? To 
ii^hich the carter ^nfwered ; The ^rr is mine, and in it arc 
two fierce lions, lyhich the seneral pf Ortin i^ fendipg to court 
as a prefent to his ma]efiy ; the flags belong tq our liege the king, 
4q ihew that what is in the carr is \ii&. And are the lion«^ large? 
jdemanded Don ^ixote. So large, replied the man u]^ the 
Ipi^e-part of the carr, that larger never came from Afric into 
S^in: I am their keeper, and have had charge of feveral, but 
never of any fo laige as thefe : they are a male and a female ; 
t):^ male is m the firfl cage, and the female in that behind : at 
prefent they are hungry, not having eaten to-day, and there- 
lore, fir, get out of the way ; ibr we mufi make hafle to tlie 
olace where we are to feed them. At which Don ^ixoU^ 
(miling a little, (aid: To me your lion-whelps! your lion~ 
ij^iidps to mic ! and at this time of day ! By the living god, 
tijofe;, who fent them hither, fiiall (ee whether I am a man to 
be feared by lioixsu Alight, honef^ friend, and, fince yoi^ are 
their keeper, open the cages, and turn out tbofe beafts; for

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ui the midft of this field will I make them know who Dm 
^ixoti de la Mancha is, in fpite of the enchanters that fent 
them to me. Very well, quoth the gentleman to himfelf, our 
good knight has given us a (pecimen of what he is: doubtIe($» 
the curds have foftened his skull, and ripened his brains. Then 
Sanebo came to him, and faid : For god's fake. Sir, order it fo» 
that my mafter Don Quixote may not encounter thefe lions ; 
for if he does, they wilT tear us all to pieces. What then, is 
your matter really fi> mad, ajnfwered the gentleman, tluit you 
iear and believe he will attack fuch fierce animals? He is not 
mad, suifwered Sancboy but daring. I will make him defift^ 
replied the gentleman ; and going to Dm ^ixote^ who was 
luftening the keeper to open the cages, he faid : Sir, knights- 
errant {hodd undertake adventures, which promife good fuccefi^ 
and not fuch as are quite defjperate ; for the valour^ which bor- 
ders too nea^ upon the connnes of raflmeft, has in it more dt 
madnefs, than fortitude : befides thefe lions do not come to afliiil 
your worfhip, nor do they fo much as dream of any fuch thing: 
they are going to be prefented to his majefty ; and it is not 
proper to detain tfaem, or hinder their journey. Sweet Sir, an^ 
fwered Dm ^ixote^ go hence, and mind your decoy partridge 
and your ftout ferret, and leave every one to his own bufinds. 
This is mine, and I know whether thefe gentlemen lions come 
againft me, or no. And, turning to the keeper be faid: I vow 
to god, Don rafcal, if you do not inftantW open the cag^ with 
this launce will I pin you to the carr. The carter, feeing the 
refolution of this armed apparition, faid : Good Sir, for charity^s 
fake, be pkafed to let me take off my mules, and get with theni 
out of danger, before the lions are let loofe; for ihiould my 
cattk be kiUed, I am^uidone fpr all the days of my life, having 
no other livelihood hut this carr and thefe mules. O man 5 
little faith ! anfwered Dm ^uixote^ alight and! unyoke, and do 
what you will; for you (hsu! quickly tee you baifb laboured ia 
vain, and might have faved yourfelf thb trouble. 

The carter alighted, and unyoked in great hafle ; and the 
keeper faid aloud : Bear witnds, all here preient, that, against 
my wilU and by compul{ion> I open the cages, and let loof<p 
the lions ; aiid that I enter my proteft againft this gentleman, 
that all the harm and mifchief thefe beafb do fhall fiand and he 
placed to his account, with niv (alary and perquifites over and 
above: pray» gentlenien, ihifl for yburfelves before I Ojpen; fbr^ 
as to m^felf, I ain fure they will do me no hurt. Again ttjie 
gentleman prefied Dm ^ixoie to defift from doing fo mad a 
thing, it being to tempt god, to undertake fo extravaeaiit an 
aftion. Dm ^usxcte rcnpa^d^ tha,t be knew what he did. The 
gentleman rqpiried,* bidding him conftder well, of it, for hewu 
^i^trtain b^ d^eivcd himfelf. Nay, Sir^ replied Dm ^ixitej it 
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you do not care to be a fpc£lator of what you think will prove 
a tragedy, fpur your Flea-bitten^ and fave yourfelf. Sancho^ 
hearing this, befought him with tears in his eyes to defift from 
that enterprife, in comparifgn whereof that of the wind-mills, 
and, that fearful one of the fulling-n;iill-hammers» in fhort, all 
the exploits he Had performed in the whole courfe of his life, 
were mere tarts and cheefe-cakes. Confider, Sir, quoth Sanchoj 
that here is no enchantment, nor any thing like it : for I have 
jTeen, through the grates and chinks of the cage, the claw of ^ 
true lion ; and I gucfs by it, that the lion, to whom fuch a claw 
belong, is bigger than a mountain. However it be, anfwered 
Don ^uixote^ . fear will make it appear to you bigger than half 
the world. Retire, Sancho^ zxidi leave roe 5 and if I die here, 
you know our old agreement : repair to Dulcinea ; 1 fay no 
more. To thefe he added other expref&cfns, with which be. cut 
off all hope of his defifting from his extravagant defign. He: in 
green would fain have oppofed him, but found himfelf unequally 
inatched in weapons and armour, and did not think it prudent 
to engage with a mad-man; for fuch,' by this tinie, he took 
Don fixate to* be in all points: who haftening the keeper, 
and reiterating his menaces, the gentleman took occafion to clap 
fpurs to his mare, Sancho to Dapple^ and the carter to his mules, 
all endeavouring to gjt as far from the carr as- they could, be7 
fore the lions were let Icofe. Sancho lamented the death of his 
. mafter, verily believing it would now overtake him in the paws 
of the lions : he curfed his hard fortune, and the unlucky hour 
when it came into his bead to ferve him again: but for all his 
tears and lamentations, he ceafed not punc±king his Dapple^ to 
get far enough from the carr. The keeper feeing that the fu- 
gitives wejre got a good way off, repeated his arguments and 
intreaties to Don^ixote^. who anfwered, tliat he heard him, 
and that he^fhould trouble himfelf with no more ai^uments 
nor intreaties, for all would fignify nothing, and that he mufl: 
make hafte. 

* Whilft the keeper delayed opening the firft grate, Don ^ixote 
confidered with himfelf, whether it would be beft to fight on 
footer on horfe-back: at laft he determined to fight on foot, 
left Rozwanie fhould be terrified at fight of the lions *• There- 
upon he leaped from his.horfe, flung afide his launce, braced 
on his fhield, and drew his fword 5 and marching flowly,, with 
iriaryellous intrepidity and an undaunted heart, he planted him- 
felf before the carr, devoutly conimendlng himfelf, firft to god, 
. and then to his miftrefe Dulcinea, ' . , 

a So prince Spberamfnd, going to attack the ferpent at the gate of the chief 
•ity of Fartbig, alights fr«m his borfc, left he fliouid be frighted and unruly. 

Amadit de Gaul, b, 18. ch. 35. 
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Here it is to be noted, that the author of this faithful hiftory^ 
coming to this paflage, falls into exclamations, and cries out : 
O ftrenuoiis, and beyond all expreflion courageous, Don fixate 
de la Mancha ^i thou mirrour, wherein all the valiant ones of 
the world may behold themfelves, thou fecond and new Don 
Manuel de Leon^ who was the glory and honour of the Spanijb' 
knights ! WithVhat words (hall I relate this tremendous ex- 
ploit ? ^v what arguments fliall I render it credible to fucceed- 
ino; ages r Or what praifes, though above all hyperboles hyper- 
bolical, do not fit and become thee? Thou alone on foot, in- 
trepid and magnanimous, with a finglc fword, and that none 
of the (harpeft, with a ftidd, not of the brighteft and moft' 
(hining fteel, ftandeft waiting for and expefting two of the 
fierceft lions, that the forefts oi Africa ever bred. Let thy own' 
deeds praife thee, valorous Manchegaf^ ! for. here I muft leave 
off for want of words, whereby to enhance them. Here the 
author ends his exclamation, and refumcs the thread of the 
hiftory, faying. 

The keeper, feeing Don ^ixote fixed in his pofture, andT 
that he could not avoid letting loofe the malfc-lion, on pain of 
falling under the difpleafure of the angry and daring kni|ht, 
fet wide open the door of the firft cage, where lay the lion^ 
which appeared to be of an extraordinary bignefs, and of a 
hideous and frightful afpeft. The firft thing lie did, was, to 
turn himfelf round in the cage, reach t)ut a paw, and ftretch 
himfelf at full length. Then he gaped and yawned very lei- 
furely ; then licked the duft off his eves, and waihed his face, 
with fome half a yard of tongue. This' done, he thruft his 
head out of the cage, and ftared round on all fides with eyes of 
fire-coals: a fight and afpeft enough to have ftruck terror into 
temerity itfelf. Don ^ixote only ofcfervcd him with attention^ 
wifliing he would leap out from the carr, and grapple with 
him, that he might tear him in pieces : to fuch a pitch of ex- 
travagance had his unheard-of madnefs tranfported him. But 
the generous lion, more civil than arrogant, taking no notice 
df his vapouring and bravadoes, after having ftared about himf 
as has been faid, turned his back, and {hewed his pofteriors tp 
Don !^ixote, and, with great flegm and calmnefs, laid him- 
felf down again in the cage. Which Don ^ixoU perceiving,^ 
he ordered the keeper to give him fome blows, and provoke him 
to come forth. That I will not do, anfwcred the keeper ; for, 
(hould T provdke him, I myfelf (hall be the firft he will tear 
in pieces. Be fatisfied, Signor cavalier, with what is done,' 
which is all that can be faid in point of courage, and do no^ 
tempt fortiin^ a fecortd time. The lion has the door open, an* 
it is in his choice to come forth or not : and fince he has not 
yet come out^ he v/Jl not come out all this day. The greatncfsf 
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of your worfhip's courage is already fufficiently {hewn : no brarcr 
combatant, as I take it, is obliged to more than to challenge 
his foe» and expefl: him in the neld ; and, if the antaeonift does 
not meet him, the infamy lies at his door, and the expeSant gains 
the crown of conqueft. That is true, anfwered Dm ^mxoU: 
ihut the door, friend, and give me a certificate, in the beft ibrm 
vou can, of what you have feen me do here. It is fit it £bouId 
be known, how you opened to the lion \ I waited for him i he 
came not out; I waited for him again; again he came not out; 
and again he laid him down. I am bound to no more; en- 
chantments avaunt, and god help right and truth and true chi- 
valry : and fo fhut the door, while 1 make a fignal to the fugi- 
tive and abfent, that they may have an account of this exploit 
from your mouth. 

The keeper did fo, and Dm ^ixote^ clapping on the point 
of his launce the linen doth, wherewith he had wiped the tor- 
rent of the curds from off his face, began to call out to the 
reft, who ftill fled, turning about their heads at every ftep, all 
in a troop, and the gentleman at the head of them. But Sanche, 
chancing to efpy the fignal of the white doth, faid : May I be 
hanged ^f my mafier has not vanquilhed the wild-beafts,^ fince 
Iw odls to us. They all halted, and knew that it was Dm 
Suixotfj who made the fign; and, abating fome part of their 
mr^ they drew nearer by d^rees, till they came where they 
could di&in&ly hear the Words of Don ^ixote^ who v^ calling 
to them. In ihort, they came back to the carr, and then' Don 
^ixote faid to the carter: Put to your mules again, brother, 
and continue your journey; and, Sanchoy ^ive two gola crowns 
to him and the keeper, to make them amends for my having 
detained them. That I will with all my heart, anfwered 
Sancho: but what is become of the lions? Are they dead or 
alive? Then the keeper, very minutely, and with proper paufes, 
irelated the fucce& of the confliA, exaggerating, the beft he 
could, or knew how, the valour of Dm ^txote^ at fight of 
^hom the abafhed lion would not, or durft not, ftir out of the 
^age, though he had hdd o^n the dbor a good while ; and upoa 
his.,reprefenting to the knight, that it was tempting god to pro«t 
voke the lion, and to make him come out by force, as he would 
l^ve h^d him done, whether he would or no, and wholly. a^nft 
his will, he had fuf&red the cage door to be fliut. What think 
you of this, Sancho? quoth Don^xoU: can any enchant*^ 
iQjenti prevail againft true courage? With eafe may the en- 
^^la^ters, deprive me of good-fortune; but of courage and re(p- 
^tjon they never can. Sancho gave thejn:>ld crowns ; tt^e carter 
put to;' the keeper kifled i)«;f ^iW/s hands for thjc iavoiir. 
received, and* promifed; him to relate this i^rous cjg^<gl to 
(& king~ lumTelf, virKeii he* cam to court. I^ perchance,' his\ 

jnayofty. 
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majefty, faid Don ^uixote^ Jhoald enquire who performed it» 
tell him, the knight sf the lions : for fiom henceforward I re- 
folve, that the title 1 have hitherto born of the knight of thi 
forrtwful fiptre ihall be changed, trucked, and alter^ to thisj^ 
and herein I follow the antient pra£i:ice of knights-errant, who 
changed their names when they had a mind, or whenever it 
fcrved their turn. 

The carr vwnt on its vraj, and Don S^ixote^ Sancho^ and 
he in the grtien fuTtout, purmed their journey. In all this time 
Dm Di^o de Miranda had not fpoken a word, being all at- 
tention to obferve atid rendatrk the anions and W(»rds of Don 
^ixotej taking him to be a fenfible madman, and a madman 
bordering upon goodfenfe. The firft part of his hiftory had 
not yet come to his knowledge; for, had he read that, his- 
wonder at Don S^i^te*s words and a^ons would have ceaied, 
as knowing the nature of his madnefi: but, as he yet knew 
nothing of it, he fometimes thought him in. his fenfes, and 
fomedmes out of fKem ; becaule what he fpoke was coherent, 
degant, and well faid, arid what he did was txtravagant* rafhy 
and iboliib : for, (aid he to himfelf, what greater madnefs can 
there bie, than to clap on a helmet full of curds, and perfuade 
one's felf that enchanters have melted oile's skull ; and what 
greater raflinefs ahd extravagance, thaii to refolve to fight 
with fidrts? 

D&rf ^ixote Avitxtti thefe imaginations, and this,foliloquy» 
by (aying : D^ubtleis, Signor Don Diego de Miranday in your 
opinion I muft needs pafs for an extfava^Bht madman ; and na 
wonder it ihould be' fo : for my a£Hons indicate no lei^. But, 
for all that, I Would have you know, that I am not fo mad^ 
nor fo Ihallow, a^ 1 may have zpj/mcA to be. A fine appearance 
makes the gallant cavalier, in ihining armour, prancing over the- 
lifts, at fome joyful tooriiament, in fight of the ladies. A fine 
appearance make^ th^ knight, when, in the midflof a large 
fquare, before the eyies of his pfrince, he transfixes a furious buU« 
And a fine appearSirice msdce thofe knightk, who in military ex- 
ercifes, or the like, entertain, enliven, and, if we niky fo fay, d^^ 
honour to their pritKe's court. But, above all thefe, a much finer 
appearance makes the knight-errant, who, through defatts aifd 
folitudes, through crofs^ways, through woods, and over moun-^ 
tains, goes in quefl of jperilous adventures, with defign to bring 
them to a happy and fortunate condufion, only to obtain a 
glorious and immortal fiime. A knight-errant,. I fay, makes 
a finer appearance in the ad of fuccouring fome widow in % 
defert place, than a knight-courtier in addreffing fome damfel 
in a dty. All cavaliers have their proper and |)eculiar exerdfet. 
Let the courtier wait upon the ladies ; adorn his prince's court 
4irich rich liveries j entertain the poorer cavaliers at bb fplendid 

tabk 
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table ; order jufts ; mapage tournaments ; and (hew himfelf great^ 
liberal, and magnificent, and above all a eood chriftian: and 
in this manner will he precifely comply wi|th the obligations of 
his duty. But let the knight-errant fearch the remoteft corners 
of the world ; enter the moft intricate labyrinths ; at every fiep 
aiTail impoffibilites ; in the wild uncultivated deferts brave the 
burning rays of the fummer's fun, and the keen inclemency of 
the winter's froft : Let not lions. daunt him, fpe6lres ailright 
him, or dragons terrify him : for in feeking thefe, encountering 
thofe, and conquering them all, confifts his principal and true 
employment. It being then my lot to be one of the number 
of knights-errant, I cannot decline undertaking whatever I 
imagine to come within the verge of my profeflion ; and there- 
fore encountering the lions, as 1 juft now did, belonged to me 
direSly, though 'I knew it to be a moft extravagant raftmefs. 
I very well know, that fortitude is a virtue placed between the 
two vitious extremes of cowardife and raOmefs : but it is better 
the valiant (hould rife to the high pitch of temerity, than fink 
to the low point of cowardife: for, as it is eafier for the pro- 
digal to become liberal, than for the covetous, fo it is much 
eafier for the raih to hit upon being truly valiant, than for the 
coward to rife to true valour : and as to undertaking adventures, 
believe me, Signor Dm Diego, it is better to lofe the game by 
a card too much than one too little: for it founds better in the 
ears of thofe that hear it, fuch a knight is raih and daring, than, 
fiich a knight is timorous and cowardly. 

I fay, Signor Don ^ixoUy anfwered Don DiegOy that all 
you have faid and done is levelled by the line of right reafon 5 
and I think, if the laws and ordinances of knieht-crran try Ihould 
he loft, they might be found in your worinip's breaft, as in 
their proper dcpofitory and regiftcr. But let us make haftc, for 
it grows late ; and let us get to my village and houfe, whers 
you may repofe and refrefli yourfelf after your late toil, which, 
if not of the body, has be^n a labour of the mind, which often 
alfe(Sb the body too, I accept of the offer as a great favour and 
kindnefs, Signor Don Diego, anfwered Don ^ixote : and fpur* 
ring on a litue more than they had hitherto done, it was about 
two in the afternoon, when they arrived at the village, and the 
houfe of Don DiegOy whom Don ^ixote called The knight of 
the grem riding-coat. 
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CHAPTER L 

Of what lefel Don Quixote in the caftle or htufe of the knight 
of the green tiding-coat^ with other extravagant matter $. 

\ O N ^XJIXb fE found, that Don Diego^s houfe 
was fpacious, after the couiitry faOiion, having the 
arms of the faniily curved in rough ftone over the 
great gates j the buttery in the court-yird, the 
cellar under the porch, and (evefal Earthen ^ine-' 
jars placed round about it; which, being of iht 
ware of Tohyk^ renewed the merhory of his enchanted and mc- 
Umorphofed Duldnea ; and, without confidering what he faidi 
or before whom, he fighed, and cried : O fweet pledges, found 
Oow to. my forrpw ; fweet and joyous, when heaven woulfl hav6 
it fo 3 f O ye Tobcftan jars, that have brought back to my te- 
membrance the fweet pledge of my greateu bittemefs ! Thi^ 
was over-heard by the poetical fcholar, Don Dlego\ fon^ who, 
with his mother, was come out to receive him ; and both mother

who, alighting from Rozhante^ very courteoufly defirdf leave 
to kifs the lady's hands ; and Don Dtego (aid : Receive, n^am^ 
with your accuftoiiied civility, Signor Don S^ixote de la Man- 
cha here prefent, a knight-errant, and the moft valiant, and 
moft ingenious perfon in the world. The lady, whofe name 
was Donna Cbrijiina, received him with tokens of much af- 
feftion and civility, and Don ^ixote returned them in difcrect 
and courteous expreffions. l^he ^me kind of compliments paifel 
between him and the ftudent, whom by his talk Dan ^tuxote 
took for a witty and acute perfon. 

Here the author fets down all the particulars of Don Diego^t 
houfe, defcribing all the furniture ufually contained in the man- 
lion of a gentleman that was both a farmer and rich. But the 
tranflators of the hiflory thought *fit to pafs over in iilence thefe, 
and fuch like minute matters, as not fuiting with the principal 
fcope of the hiflory, in which truth has mor^ force than cold 
and infipid digreffions 4. 

Don ^ixote was led into a hall: Sancho unarmed him^ be . 
remained m his 'wvit.tFaloon breeches, and in a Shamois double^ 
all bettaie^ted with the mft of his armour: his band was of the 
college-cut, without ftarch and without lace : his buskins were 
date-colourcd, and his ihoes waxed. He girt on his trufly 
fword, which hung at a belt made of a fea-wolf *s skin : for it is 
thought he had b^ many years troubled with a weaknefs in 
his loins ^ Over thefe he had a long cloke of good grey cloth. 
But, firA of all, with five or fix -kettles of water (for there is 
feme <HH^rence as to the number) he wafhed his head and face; 
and ftill the water continued of a whey-colour, thanks to San- 
fboh gluttony, and the purchafe of the nafty curds, that had 
made his mafter fo white and clean. With the atforefaid acr 
coutrements, and with a genteel air and deportment, Don ^ixoti 
walked into another hall, where the (hident was waitine to en- 
tertain him till the cloth was laid; for the lady Dvnna (JbriJiinM 
would (hew, upon the arrival of fo noble a gueft, that £he knew 
how to resale thofe, who came to her hou(e. 

While Don ^ixote was unarming, Don Lorenzo (for that 
was the name of Don Diego's ion\ had leifure to (ay to his 
father: Pray,. Sir, who is this gentleman you havebrotight us 
home? for his name, his figure, and your tdling us he is a 
knight-errant, hold my mother and me in great fu(pen(e. I 
know not how to anfwer you, fon, replied Don Diego: I can

the pulie of his underAanding ; and, fince you have difcem*- 
ment enough, judge of his difcnstion, or diftradion, as yotf 
(hall find; though, to fay the truth, I rather take him to b^ 
mad, than otherwife. 

Hereupon Don Lorenzo went to entertain Dm Quixote, as 
has been faid ; and among other difcourie, which pailed between 
them. Dm fixate (aid to Dm Lwenzo: Signor Dm Diego d$ 
Miranda^ your fether, iir, has given me fome account of your 
r^re abilities, and refined judgment, and particularly that you ^ 
are a great poet. A poet, perhaps, I may be, replied Don \ 
Lorenzo \ but a great one, not even in thought. True it is, I ! 
^m foa\ewhat tond of poetry, and df readine the good poets 3 ' 
but in no wife fo as to merit the title my fa&r is pleafed to 
l)efiow upon me. I do not diflike this modefty, anfwered Don. 
^ixofe'y for poets are ufually very arrogant, each thinking 
• hia^df the gteateft in the world. There is no rule without a« 
exception, anfwered Dm Lorenzo^ and fuch an one there may 
be, who is really fo, and does not think it. Very few, ad- 
IWered Dm ^ixote: but pleafe to tell me, fir, what verfes ace 
thofe you have now in hand, which, your father (ays, make 

irou fo unea()r and thoughtful: for if it be fome glofs ^, I kno^ / 
bmewhat ot the knack of gloffing, and (hould be glad to (ee 
it: and if they are defighed for a poetical prize, endeavour ti> 
obtain the (econd ; for the firft is always carried by favour, or 
by the great quality of the perfon : the fecond is beftowed ac- 
cording to merit; fo that the third becomes th« fecond, and 
the firft, in this account, is but the third, according to the U- 
berty commonly taken in your univerfities. But, ibr all that, 
the name of firft makes a great figure* 'Hithetto, (aid Din 
Lorenzo to himfelf, 1 cannot judge thee to be mad : tet us pro* 
ceed; fo he faid to him: Your worfliip, I prefume, faasifro- 
quented the fchools: what fciences haveyoii nudied? That cf 
knight-errantry, anfwer^ Don &uixoU^ which is as mod aB 
your poetry, yea, and two little angers breadth beyood it I 
know not what fcience that is, relied Don Lormzo, and lii- 
tberto it has not come to fny knowledge. It is a fcieno^ j»^ 
plied Dm ^ixotiy which include in it aD, or indft of j())c 
other fciences. of the worjd. JPor he, who profefies it, ihuft he 
a lawyer, and, know the laws of diftributive and commutativis 
juftioc, in order to give every one what is his own, ahd'.that 
which is proper for him. He muft be a divine, to \ik aUe Jtb 
give a reafon for the chriftian faith he {HrofelTeSf clearly and 

^ A kind ^f parapfaraft or comment, mu^h In vfc in that aga . 
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diftm£Uy, whenever it is required of him. He muft be a phy» 
fician, and efpecially a botanift, to know, in the midft of wil- 
dernefles and deierts» the herbs and fimples, which have the 
virtue of curing wounds; for your knight-errant muft not at 
every turn be running to look for fomebody to heal him. He 
muft be an aftronomer, to know by the ftars what it iso'clock» 
and what part or climate of the world he is in. He muft 
know the mathematicks, becaufe at every foot he will ftand in 
need of them : and, fetting afide that he < muft be adorned with 
all the cardinal and theolc^cal virtues, I defcend to fonie other 
minute particulars. I fay then, he muft know how to fwim 
like him people call Fijh Nicholasy or Nicholao f. He muft 
know how to fhew a horfe, and to keep the faddle and bridle 
in repair: and, to return to what was faid above, he muft pre- 
ferve his faith to god and his miftrefs inviolate. He muft be 
chaftei in his thoughts, modeft in his words, liberal In good 
works, valiarlt in exploits, patient in toils, charitable to the 
needy, and laftly a maintainer of the truth, though it fhould 
coft him his life to defend it. Of all thefe great ^nd fmall parts 
a good knight-enrant is compofed.^ G)nfider then, Signor Don 
Lorenzo^ whether it be a fnotty fcience, which the knight, 
who profeiles it, learns and ftudies, and whether it may not be 
equalled to the flatclieft of all thofe that are taught in your col- 
leges and fchools. If this be fo, replied Don Lonnzoj I main- 
tain, that this fcience is preferable to all others. How ! if it 
be fo! anfwered Don ^uixoU. What I mean, fir, quoth Don 
Lorenzo^ is, that I queftion, whether there ever have been, or 
now are in being, any knights-errant, and adorned with fo 
many virtues. I have often faid, anfwered Don ^ixoie^ what 
I now repeat, that the greateft part of the worJ3' are of opi- 
nion, there never were any knights-crrant ; and, becaufe I am 
of opinion, that, if heaven does not in fome miraculous man- 
ner convince them of the truth, that there have been, and are 
fuch now, whatever pains are taken will be all in vain, as I 
have often found by experience, I will not now lofc time in 
bringing you out of an error fo prevalent with many. What 
1 intend, is, to beg -of heaven to undeceive you, and let you 
fee how ufeful and neceflary knights-errant were in times paft, 
-and. how beneficial they would be in the prefent, were they 
again in fiifliion: but how, through the fins of the people, floth, 
idlenefs, gluttony, and luxury triumph. Ourjgueft has broke 
loofe, qooth Don Lorenzo to himfelf; but ftill he is a whimCcal 
kind pf a madman, and I fliould be a weak foaly if I did not 
believe fa ? 

7 AUudins. to ft fabuloui ftory in the Tbiatn of tbi G9di. 
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Here their difcourfe ended; for they were called to fupper. 
Don Diego asked his Ton, what he had copied out fair of the 
genius of his gueft. He anfwered : The ableft doftors> and 
beft pen-men in the world, will never be able to extricate him 
out of the rough-draught of his madnefs ». His diftradion is 
a medley, full of lucid intervals. To fupper they went, and 
the repaft was fuch, as Don Diego had told them upon the road, 
he ufed to give to thofe he invited, neat, plentiful and favoury. 
But that, which pleafed Don ^ixote above -all, was, the mar- 
vellous filence throughout the whole houfe, as if it had been a 
convent of Carthufians. 

The cloth being taken away, grace, faid, and their hands 
walhed, Don Quixote earneflly intreated Don Lorenzo to re- 

?at the verfes defigned for the prize. To which he anfwered : 
hat I may not be like thofe poets, who, when defired, re- 
iufe to repeat their verfes, and, when not asked, fpew them 
out, I will read my |lofs, for which I exj^A no prize, having 
done It only to cxcrcife my fency. A friend of mine^ a very 
ingenious perfon, anfwered Don ^mxote^ was of opinion, that 
no body fhould give themfelves the trouble of gloffing on verfes: 
and the reafon, he faid, was, becaufe the glofs could never 
come up to the text, and very often the glofs mifhikes the in- 
tention and defjgn of the author. Befides, the rules of glofSng 
aretooftri£l, fuffering no interrc^tions, nor faid he* s'^ nor Jhafl 
I fafs^ nor making nouns of verbs, nor changing the Tcnfe, 
with other ties and reftriflions, which cramp the glofTers, as 
your worlhip mufl needs know. Truly, Signer Don ^ixote, 
quoth Don Lorenzo^ I have a great defire to catch your worfhip 
tripping in fome falfe Latin^ and cannot j for you flip through 
my fingers' like an eel. I do not underfland, * anfwered Don 
^ixote^ what you mean by my flipping through your fingers. 
I will let •you know another time, replied £>an Lorenzo: 
at prefent give attention to the text and the glofs, which are 
as follows.

When Don Lorinzo had made an end of reading his glofs, 
Don ^ixote ftdod up, and, holding Don Lorenzo feft by the 
right handy cried ont, in a voice fo loud, that it was next to a 
fquall: By the highm heavens, noble youth, you are the beft 
poet in ibc univerfe, ahd deferve to Wear the laurel, not of Cy- 
frusy nor of Gattay as a certain p6et faid, whom god forgive, 
but of the univerfitie^ ^ AtBen^^ttz they now in beings dnd 
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of thofe that now fid>(ift, of Paris^ Bohgno^ and Salamatua. 
Heaven grant, that the Judg^ who fhall deprive you of the 
iirft prize, may be transnxed by the arrows of Apollo^ and that 
the Mu[€$ may never crofs the threihold of their doors. Be 
pleaied, fir, to repeat fome other of your verfes, in the greater 
kinds of poetry ; for I would thoroughly feel the pulfe of your 
admirable genius. Is it not excellent that Don Lorenzo fhould 
be deliehted to bear himfelf praifed by DQn ^ixote^ whom he 
deemed a madman ? O force of flattery, how far doft thou 
extend, and how wide are the bounds of thy pleafing jurifdip- 
tion ! This truth was verified in Dm Lcrenzo, who complied 
with the requeft and defire of Dm ^uixoti^ repeating this foa- 
nct on the fable or ftory of Pyramus and ThUbt.

The nfmphy who Pyramus with love inJjnreJ^ 
Pierces the walij with equal pajjim fired : 
Cixpid from, Jijlant Cyprus thtt her flies ^ 
And views tbefecret breach with laughing gj^es,

Now god be thanked, quoth Don ^ixote^ having heard 
Don Lorenzo's fonnet, that, among the infinite number of po^s 
now in being, I have met with one fo abfolute in all refpe£b, as 
the artifice of your worihip's fonnet ihews you to be. 

Four days was Dm ^ixote nobly regaled in Don Diego^i 
houfe; at the end whereof he be^ed leave to be gone, telling 
him, he thanked hiip for the ravour and kind entertainment 
he had received in his family : but, becaufe it did not look w^II 
for knights-errant to give themfelves up to idlenefs and indul- 
gence too long, he would go, in compliance with the duty of 
hb fundlion, in queft of adventures, wherewith he was in- 
formed thofe parts abounded ; defigning to employ the tim^ 
thereabouts* 'tin the day of the jufts at Saragoffa, at which he 
refolved to be prcfent : but in the firft place he intended to vifit 
the cave of Monkfinos^ of which people related fo many and 
iHch wonderful thmgs all over that country; at the fame time 

H 4 enquiring 
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enquiring into the fourcc and true fprings of the fcven lakes, 
commonly called the lakes of Ruydera. Don Diego and his fon 
applauded his honourable refolution, defu-ing him to furnifh him- 
felf with whatever he pleafed of theirs ; for he was heartily wel- 
come to it, his worthy perfon and his noble profei&on obliging 
N^hem to make him this offer. 

At length the day of his departure came, as joypus to Dm 
^ixotey as fad and unhappy for Sancho Panfa^ who liked the 
plenty of Don Diego^s houie wondrous well, and was loth to re- 
turn to the hunger of the forefts and wilderneflcs, and to the 
penury of his ill-provided wallets. However he filled and fluf- 
fed them with what he thought moft* neceffary: and Den 
^ixotfj at taking leave of Don Lonnzo^ faid : 1 know not 
whether I have told you before, and, if I have, I tell you 
again, that, whenever you fliall have a mind to fhorten your 
way and pains to arrive at the inacceiBble fummit of the temple 
of Fame, you have no more to do, but to leavie on one fide 
ithe path of poetry, which is fomewhat narrow, and follow that 
of knight errantry, which is ftill narrower, but fufficient to 
make you an emperor before vou can lay. Give me thofijiraws. 
With thefe exprefEons Don ^ixote did, as it were, nnifii and 
fliut up the procefs of his madnefs, and efpecially with what he 
added, iaying:' God knows bow willingly I would take Signor 
J)on Lorenzo with me, to teach him how to fpare the humble, 
and to trample under^foot the haujghty 9, virtues annexed to 
the funflion I profefs: but fince his youth does not require it, 
nor his laudable exercifes permit it, I content myfelf with put- 
ting your worfliip in the way of becoming a famous poet; and 
that is, by* following the opinion and judgment of other men 
rather than yoyr ovvn ; for no fathers or mothers think their 
own children ugly \ and this felf-deceit is yet ftronger with re- 
fpeft to the offepring of the mind. The father and foh ad- 
mired afrefh at the intermixed difcourfes of Don i^heoie, 
fometimes wife and ibmetimes wild, and the obftinacy^ with 
yrhich he was bent upon the fearch of his mifadventurous ad- 
yentures, the fole end and aim of all his wiihies. Offers of fer- 
yice and civilities were repeated, and, with the good leave of 
the lady of the caflle, they departed, Don Quixote upon RotJ^ 
vanie, and Sancho upon Dapple.

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CHAP. IL 

JVherein Is related the adventure of the enamoured Jhepherd^ 
with other ^ truly pleafant accidents, 

DO N ^UI^OTE was got but a little way from Dof$ 
Dieg&^s village, when he overtook two perfons like eccle- 
iiaftics or fcholars, and two country fellows, all four mounted 
updn afles. One of the fcholars carried behind him, wrapped 
up in green buckram like a portmanteau, a fmall bundle of 
linen, and two pair of thread-ftockings : th? Qther carried no- 
thing but a pair of new black fencing-foils, with their buttons. 
The countrymen carried other things, which ihewed that they 
came from fome great town, where they had bought them^ 
and were carrying them home to their own village. Both the

He told them, his proper name 
was Don ^ixote de la Mancha^ and his appellative the knight 
pf the lions. AJl this to the countrymen was talking greek or 
gibberifli ; but not to the fcholars, who foon difcovered the foft 
part of Don ^ixotis skull : neverthelcfs they looked upon him 
with admiration and refpe£b, and c»ie of them faid : If your 
worflijp, fir knight, be not determined to one particular road, 
a thing riot ufual with feekers of adventures, come along with 
us, and you will fee one of the greatefl and richeft weddings 
that to this day has ever been celebrated in La Mancha^ or in 
jnany leagues round about. Don Quixote asked him, if it was 
that of (bqie prince, that he extolled it fb much ? No, an- ^ 
fwered the fcholar, but of a farmer and a farmer's daughter ; 
he the wealthieft of all this country, and {he the beautifuUeft 
that ever eyes beheld. The preparation is extraordinary and 
new J for the wedding is to be celebrated in a meadow near the 
village, wb^rp tl^c bride lives, whom they call, by way of pre* 
eminence, ^iteria the fair, and the bridegroom Camacho the 
rich; {he of the age of eighteen, and he of two-and-twenty, ^ 

both equally matched ; tho' fome nice folks, who have all the 
pedigrees in the world in their head^, pretend that the family^ of 
^iteria the fair has the advantage of Camacho' 5 : hut novw* 

fi-d^ys 
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I'days that is little regarded ; for riches are able to folder up 
abundance of flaws. In fliort, this fame Camacbo is generous, 
and has taken into hb head to make a kind oi arbour to cover 
the whole meadow over-head^ in fuch manner, that the fun 
itfelf will be put to fome difficulty to vilit the green grafs, with 
which the ground is covered. He will alfo have morice-dances, 
both with fwords and little bells ; for there are fome people in 
his viUage, who jingle and clatter them extremely well. I fay 
nothing of the (hoe-dancers and caperers s fo V^^ >^ ^^ 
luimber that are invited. But nothing di all that I have re- 
peated, or omitted, is like to make this wedding fo rcmark- 
able, as what, Lbdieve^ the flighted Baftlius will do upon this 
occaflon. 

This BafiUus is a neighbouring fwain, of the fame village 
with ^iteria : his houfe is next to that of ^iterta*s parents, 
with nothing but a wall between them ; from whence Cupid 
took occaflon to revive in the world the long-forgotten loves of 
Pyramus and Thishe: for Bafilim was in love with ^iteria 
from his childhood, and (he anfwered his wilhes with a thou- 
fand modeft favours, infomuch that the loves of the two chili- 
dren, Baftlius and ^iteria^ became the common talk of the 
village. When they were grown up, the fether of ^iteria 
refolyed to forbid Bafilius the ufual accefs to his &mily ; and, 
to fave himfelf from apprehenfions and fufpicions, he purpofed 
to marry his daughter to the rich Camacho^ not choofing to 
match her with Bafitius^ who is not endowed with fo many 
gifts of fortune, as of nature ! for, if the truth is to be told 
without envy, he is the moft afiive youth we know ; a great 
pitcher of the bar, an extreme good wrefller, and a great 
]^layer at cricket; runs like a buck, leaps like a wild goat, 
imd plays at nine-pins as if he did it by witchcraft ; fing^ like 
a lark, and touches a guitar that he makes it fpeaki and, 
above all, he handles the fmall-fword like the moft accom- 
plifhed fencer. For (bis excellence alone, quoth Dm ^ixott 
immediately, this youth deferves to marry, not only the fair 
J^itfria,- but queen Ginehra herfelf, were (he now alive, in 
fpite of Sir Lancelot^ and all oppofers. To my wife with that, 
quoth Sancho Pan^a (who had been hitherto filent and lifien- 
ing) who will have every body marry their equal, according 
to the proverb. Every (heep to its like. What I would have, 
is, that this honeft Bejilius (for I begin to take a liking to him) 
(hall marry this fame lady ^uheria ; and heaven ii^d them 
good luck, and god's bleffing (he meant the reverfe) on thoie 
who would hinder people that love each other, from marrying.

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If all, who love each other, were to be married, faid Don 
^i*9t£^ it would deprive parents of the privilege and autho- 
rity of finding proper matches for their children. If the choice 
of husbands were left to the inclination of daughters^ feme thet« d 

ire, who would choofe their fathers fervant, and others fome 
pretty fellow thcv fee pafs along the flreets, in their opinion, 
gented^ and well-made, though he were a beaten bully ; for 
kive and afiedion eafily blind the eyes of the ufiderftandiilg, fo 
abfolutdy neceflary for choofing our ftate of life; and that of 
matrimcmy is greatly expofed.to the danger of a miftake, and 
there is need m great caution^ and the particular fiivour of hea- 
ven, to make it nit right. A jperfon, who has a mind to take 
a long journey, if he be wife, before he fcts fptward, will look 
out for fome fafe and agreeable companion. And ihould not he 
do the like, who undertakes a journey for life, efpecially if his 
fellow-traveller is to be his companion at bed and board, and 
every where elfe^ at the wife is with the husband? The wife 
is not a commodity, which^ when onte bought^ you can ex* 
change^ or fwap, or return; but is an infeparable acceflbry^ 
which lafts as longs as life itfelf. She is a noofe, which, wheli 
once thrown about the neck^ turns to a Gordian knot,* and 
cannot be unloofed 'till cut afunder by the fcythc of death* I 
could fey much more upon this fubje^, were I not prevented ^ 

by the defire I have to know^ whether Signor the Uo^ntiate hal 
any thtng.more to fay concerning the hiltory of Bajilius. To 
which the fcholar, bachelor, or licentiate, 2i^ Don Quixote 
call^ him, anfwered: Of the whole I have no more to fay, 
Imt that^ from the moment Baftlius heard of ^ittria's being 
to be married to Camacbo the ricb^ he has never been feen to 
fmile^ nor fpeak coherently, and is always penfive and fad, and 
talking to himfelf; certain and dear indications of his being 
difhaSed. He eats and fleeps but tittle; and what he does eat 
is fniit; atld when he fleeps, if he does fleep, it is in the fidds, 
upon the hard ground, like a brute beaft. From time to time 
he tiirows his eyes up to heaven ; now fixes them on the ground , 
with fuch ftupefedion, that he feems to be nothing but a ftatue 
clothed^ whofe drapery is put in motion by the air. In fhort, 
he gives fudi indications of an impaifioned heart, diat we all 
take it for granted, that to-morrow ^tteria^s prqnouncil^ ^e 
fatal T^s will be the fentenice c^ hi^ death. 

H^vtn will order it better, quoth Sancho ; for god that ^ves 
the Wound, faids the ctore: no hody krtow* what is to come : 
thefe Use a great many hours between this and to-morrow ; and 
in ont hour) yea, in one moi^ent, down falls the houfe: I 
have feen it rain, and the fun ihine, both at the fame time : 
fuch an one goes to bed found at night, and h hot able fo ftir 
i*3ct morftlftg: and fdtl ritfe, Caftiafiy bodjr br^j; tf havtag driven 
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a nail in Fortune*s wheel ? no certainly ; and, between the YIfs 
and the No of a woman, I would not venture to thruft the 
point of a pin j for there would not be room enough for it. 
• Grant me but that ^iteria loves Baftlius with all her heart, 

and I will give him a bag-full of good- fortune : for love, as I 
have heard fay, l<x)ks through fpeSacles, which make copper 
appear to be gold, poverty to ie riches, and fpecks in the eyes 
pearls. A curfe light on you, Sanehoy what would you be at ? 
quoth Dm ^ixou: when you begin ftringing of proverbs and 
tales, none but Judas^ who Pwim had you, can wait for you. 
Tell me, animal, what know you of nails and wheels, or of 
any thing clfe? O! replied Sancho^ if lam notunderftood, no 
wonder that what I fay paffcs for nonfenfe : but no matter for 
that; I underftand myfelf; neither have I faid many foolifh 
things : only your worfhip is always cricketifing my words and 
a6lions. Criticifing, I fuppofe, you would fay^ quoth Don 
S^ixotej and not cricketifing, thou mifapplier of good language, 
whom god confound. Pray, fir, be not fo fliarp upon me, an- 
fwered Sancho; for you know I was not bred at court, nor 
have ftudied in Salamanca^ to know whether I add to, or take 
a letter from my words. As god (hall fave me, it is unreafon* 
able to expeft, that the Saf agues ^ fliould fpeak like the Tole* 
dans ; nay, there are Toledans^ who are not over nice in the 
bufinefs of fpeaking politely. It is true, quoth the licentiate ; 
for how fhould they fpeak fo well, who are bred in the tan- 
yards and in Zocodover ', as they, who are all day walking up 
and down the cloifters of the great church ? and yet they are 
all Toledans. Purity, propriety, elegance, and perfpicuity of 
language, are to be found among difcerning courtiers, though 
born in Majdlahonda. I fay difcerning, becaufe a great many 
there are, who are not fo, and difcernment is the grammar of 
good language, accompanied with cuftom and ufe. I, gentle- 
men, for my fins, have ftudied the canon law in Salamanca^ 
and pique myfelf a little upon expreffing myfclf in dear, 
plain, and fignificant terms. If you had not piqued yourfelf 
more upon managing thofe unlucky foils you carry, than your 
tongue, faid the other fcholar, you might by this time have 
been at the head of your clafs i whereas now you are at 
the tail. 

Look you, bachelor, anfwered the licentiate, you are the 
moft miftaken in the world in your opinion touching the dex- 
terity of the fword, if you hold it to be infignificant. With 
me, it is not barely opinbn, but a fettled truth, replied Cw- 
thuelo'f and if you have a mind I fhould convince you by ex-

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perience, you carry folk, an opportunity offers, and I have 
nerves and ftrengtn, that, backed by my courage, which i& 
none of the leaft, will make you confefs that I am not de- 
ceived. Alight, and make ule of your meafured fleps, your 
circles, and an^es, and fcience ; for I hope to make you fee 
the fiars at noon-day with my modern and ruftic dexterity ; in 
which I truft, under god, that the man is yet unborn, who 
Ihall make me turn my back, and that there is no body In the 
world, whom I will not oblige to give ground. As to turning 
the back or not,* I meddle not with it, replied the adept, tho* 
it may happen, that in the firft foot you fix your foot on your 
grave may be opened ; I mean, that you may be left dead there 
for defpiluig the noble fcience of defence. tVe (hall fee that 
prefently, anfwered Corchuelo ; and, jumping haftily from his 
beaft, he fnatched one of the foils, which the licentiate carried 
upon his afs. It muft not be fo, cried Don ^ixote at this in- 
ftant ; for I will be matter of this fencing-bout, and judge of 
this long- controverted queftion : and alighting from Rozinanie, 
and grafping Lis launce, he planted himfelf in the midft of the 
road, juft as the licentiate, with a graceful motion of body, 
and meafured (lep, was making toward Corchuelo^ who came 
at him, darting, as the phrafe is, fire from his eyes. The two 
countrymen, without difmounting, fervcd as fpeftators of the 
mortal tragedy. The flafhcs, thrufts, high ftrokes, back- 
firokes, and fore-firokes, Corchuelo gave, were numberlcfs, and 
thicker than hail. He fell on like a provoked lion; but met 
with a fmart tap on the mouth from the button of the licen- 
tiate's foil, which flopped him in the midft of his fury, making 
him kifs it, though not with fo much devotion, as if it had 
been a rellck.

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and have learned by experience a truth I could not otherwife 
have believed : and getting up he went and embraced the Kcen- 
tiate, and they were now better friends than before. So, being 
unwilling to wait for the fcrivener, who was gone to fetch 
the foil, thinking he might flay too long, tbcy determined to 
make the heft of their way, that they might arrive betimes at 
^iteria's village, whither they were all bound. By the way, 
the licentiate laid down to them the excellencies of the ndolt 
fcience of defence, with fuch folfevident reafoxis, and fo inany 
mathematical figures and demonftrations, that every bpdy was 
convinced of the ufefulnefs of the fcience, and Corchuilo efitirely 
brought over from his obftinacy. 

It was juft night-fall: but, before they arrived, they all 
thought they faw, between them and the village, a kind of 
heaven full of innumerable and lefplendent fkirs. They heard 
^Ifo the confufed and fweet founds pf various inftruments, as

SCARCE had the fair Aurora given bright Phcpbus loonit 
with the heat of his warm rays, to dry up j^hct liquid pearls 
#n his golden hair, when Don ^ixote^ (bakmg off' llotb from 
^ bis 
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his dmwfy members, got upon his fioet, and called to his fquirr 
Sofubo Pancdj who ftill lay fnoring ; which Dm ^ixote per^ 
ceiving^ betore he would awake him, he iaid: O happy thou 
above adi that live on the face of the earth, who, neither envy-^ 
ing, nor being envied, ileepeft on with tranquillity of foul} 
neither do enchanters pertecute, nor enchantments afFrigbt 
thee. Sleep on, I fay again, and will fay a hundred times 
more, fleep on ; for no jealoufies on thy lady's account keep 
thee in perpetual watchings, nor do anxious thoughts of paying 
debts awake thee, nor is thy reft broken with the thoughts of 
what thou muft do to«morrow, to provide for thyfelf and th]r 
little family. Ambition difquiets thee not, nor does the vain 
pomp of the world difturb thee; for thy defires extend n6t be- 
yond the limits of taking care of thy afs: for that of thy pec- 
fon is laid upon my flioulders, a counter-balance and burden 
that nature and cufiom have laid upon mafters. The fervai^ 
fleeps, and the mafter is waking, to confider how he is to 
maintain, prefer, and do him kindnefles. The pain of feeing 
the obdurate heaven made, as it were, of brafi, and refufing 
convenient dews to refnelh the earth, ^\St& not the fervant^ 
but the mafter, who is bound to provide, in times of fterility and 
famine, for him, who ferved him in times of fertility and abun- 
dance. To all this Saneh^ anfwered not a word; for be was 
afleep, nor had awaked fo foon as he did, but chat Dm ^uiieai^ 
jogg^ him with the but-end of his launce. At laft he awaked^ 
drowfy and yawning^; and, turning his face on all fides, he 
.faid: From yonder Ihady bower, ff I miftakenot, there comos 
a fieam and fmell, rather of broiled rafbers of bacon, than of 
thyme or rufhes: by my fiuth, weddings, that begin thus fa- 
vourily, muft needs be liberal and abundant. 

Have done, glutton, quoth Dm ^ixote, and let us go and 
fee this wedding, and what becomes of the difdained Bafilkts.

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the bravcft pitch of the bar, or the clcvcreft pufli of the foJI: 
^ abilities and graces that are not vendible, let the Count DirJot 
hzve them for me: but when they light on a man that iaii 
wherewithal, may my life ihew as well as they do; Upon a 
good foundation a good building may be raifed,- and ^ beft 
bottom and foundation in the. world is moneys For the love of 
god, Sanchcy quoth Don ^ixote^ have done with your ha- 
rangue: I verily believe, were you let alone to go oa as you 
begin, at every turn, you would have no time to eat^ or deep, 
but would fpend it all in talk. If your worfhip had a gopd me- 
mory, replied Sanchoy you would remember the articles of our 
agreement, before we fallied from borne this lafl: time ; one of 
which was, that you were to let me talk as much as I pleafed, 
io it were not any thing ag^inft my neighbour, or againft your 
worfhip^s authority, and hitherto I think I have not broke that 
capitulation. I do not remember any fuch article, Sancbs, an- 
swered Don ^ixote; and though it were fo, it is my pleafurc 
•you hold your peace, and come along j for by this time the 
inufical inftruments we heard laft night begin again to chear 
Ahc vallies, and doubtlefs the efpoufals wul be celebrated in 
the cool of the morning, and not put off 'till the heat of 
the day. 

Sancho did as his mafier commanded him 9 and faddling Ro- 
%inante and pannelling Dapple^ they both mounted, and- march- 
ing foftly entered the artificial {hade. The firft thing that 
prefented itfelf to Sancho's fight, was a whole bullock fpitted 
upon a large elm. The fire it was rofted by was compofed of 
a middling mountain of wood, and round it were placed fix 
pots, not caft in common moulds^ for they were half Jars, 
each containing a. whole fliamble of flcfli; and entire fheep 
rwere funk and 1 wallowed up* in them, as comnuxlioufly as lif 
they were only fo many pigeons. The hares ready cafed, and 
the fowls ready plucked, that hung abput upon the branches^ 
, in order to be buried. in the cauldrons, were without number. 
.Infinite was the wild fowl andvenifon hanging about the trees, 
that the air might cool them. &ancho counted above threc- 
fcpre skins, each of above twenty-four quarts, and all, as ap- 
peared afterwards, full of generous wines.

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taider. The fpices of various tstids feemed to have been bought, 
not by the pound, but by the hundred, and ftood free for 
every /body in a great cheft. In fiiort, the preparation for the 
wedding was all ruftic, but in fuch plenty^ that it was fufficieflt 
to have feafted an army. 

Sancbe beheld all, coniidered all, and was in love with every 
thing. The firft that captivated and fubdued hi$ inclinations 
were the fle&pots, oiit of which he would have been ^d to 
have filled a nioderate pipkin.

I 
fee none, zxdwisxti Sancba* Stay, quoth the cook, goa forgive 
Bie, what a nice and good-for-nothing fellow muft you be! 
And fo faying, he laid hdd of a kettle, and, fowfing it into 
one of the half jars, he fifhed out three pullets, and a couple . 
of geefe, andfiiid to Sancho: Eat, friend, and mak6 a breakfaft 
of this fcum^' to fby your flomach 'till dinner-time. I have 
nothing, to put it in, anfwered Sancho, Then take ladle and 
all, quoth the cooki for the nches and fdicity of Catnacho fup^ 
ply every thing. 

While Samho was thus employed, boH ^ikoti ftood ob- 
ferving, how, . at one fide of the fpacious arbour, entered a 
dozen" Qountry-men upon, as many beautiful mares, adorned 
with rich and gay caparifons, and their furniture hung round 
with little bells. They were clad in holy-day apparel, and in a 
regular troop ran fundry careers about the meadow, with a joy- 
ful moorlfh cry of. Long live Camacho and ^iuria^ he as 
rich as fhe fair> and flic the faireft of the world. Which Don 
^mxoti hearing faid to himfelf : It is plain thefe people have not 
feen my Dulctnea del Tobofo ; for, had they feen her, they 
would have been a little more upon the referve in pfaifmg this 
^mteria of theirs. A little while ^fcer, there entered, at divers 
parts of the arbour, a great many different dances; among 
which was one confifting of four-and-twenty fword-dancers, 
handfom, fprigbtly, fwains, all arrayed in nne white linen, 
with handkerchiefs ^wrought with feveral cdours of fine filk*.

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One of tbofe upon the mares asked a youth, urbo led tbe twoti* 
danccp whether any of his comrades were hurt. As yet, god 
be thanked, quoth the youth, no body is wounded; we arc all 
whole : and prefently he twined himfelf in among the reft of his 
companions, with fo rnapy turns, and fo dextroifly, that dio*^ 
Don ^ixete was accufiomed to fee fuch kind dt dances, he 
never Irked any fo well as that. There was another, whidi 
ple^fed him mightily^ of a dozen moft beautiful damftls, fa 
young, that none of them appeared to be under fourteen, nor 
any quite eighteen years old, all clad in green fluff of CuitifOy 
their locks partly plaited, and partly loofe, and all (b yellow, 
chat they might rival thofe of the fun itfelf $ with mlands of 
jefamine» rofes, and woodbine upon their heads. They were' 
Jed up by a venerable old nian and an ancient matronf but 
more nimble and airy than could be expeded from tbeir years.* 
A bae-pipe of Zqmora ^ was thrir mufic; and thejr^ caffrying 
. modefty in their looks and eyes, and li^tneft in thor fteC, ap* 
proved themfelves the beft dancers in the world. 

After thefe, there entered an artificial dance, oompofed cf 
eight nymphs, divided into two files. The god Otpid fasd 
one file, and lKa*ER£ST the other; the former adorned with 
. wings, bow, auiver, and arrows ; the other apparelled with rich 
and various colours of gold and filk* The nymphs, attendants 
on the god of love, had their names written at their backs on 
white parchment, and in capital letters. Poetry was the 
title of the firft ; Discretiok of the fecond ; Good-fa- 
mily of the third; and Valour of the fourth. The fid* 
lowers of Interest were diftinguifhed in the fame manner. 
The title of the firft was Liberality j Donation cf the 
iecor^d; Treasure of the third; and that of the fbonh 
Peaceable-possession. Before them all came a wooden 
caftle, drawn by favages, clad in ivy and hemp dyed eieen, fb 
to the life, that they almofl frighted Sanch. On Uk front, 
and on 231 the four fides of the machine, was written, Tbe 
cqftk of Rtferve s. Four skilful mufidans played on the tabor 
and pipe. Cii^iV began the dance, and, after two movements, 
he lifted up.his eyes, and bent his bow againft a damiel that flbod 
between the battlements of the caflle, whom he adlreftd after 
this manner.

In this ikanher all the figures of the two partiei xdyinced 
and retreated, and each made its movement, and recited i& 
verfesy fome elegant, and fome ridiculous; of wludi Dm 
^mxoti^ who had a very good memory, treafuied up the fore* 
going only. Prefently they misrod all together, in a kind of 
country-cuuice, with a genteel grace and caAr freedom: and 
ilirhai Cupid pafTed before the caftle, he IhorhM arrows aloft; 
but Intereft flung gilded balls againft it. In condufion, after 
having danced fome time, Intirefl drew out Si large purfe of Ra- 
man cat-skin^ which feemed to be full of money ; and throw* 
ing it at the caftle, the. boards were diqointed, and tumbled 
down with the blow, Icaviing the damfel expofed, and without 
any defence at all. Then came Intirtft With his followers, and^ 
clapping a ^reat golden chain about her neck^ they feemed to 
take her prifbner, and lead her away captive; wbidh Lmto and 
his adherents perceiving, they made a fhew as if thev would 
refcue her: and all their feeming eflbrts were a^uflea to the 
found of the tabors. They were parted by the uvae^ who 
with great agility rqoined the boards, and reinflated theofUe^ 
and the damfel was again indofed therein as before: and fo the 
dance ended, to the great fads&ftion of the fpedators. 

Don ^uixoti asked one of the nymphs, who it was that had 
contrived and ordered the fhew? She anfwered, a beneficed 
clergyman of that village, who had a notable headoiece for fuch 
kind of inventions. I will lay a wager, quoth Jbon ^mxoti^ 
that this bachelor or clergyman is more a friend to Camacho 
Aba to Bafilius^ and underfbnds fatire. better than vefpers: for 
he has ingenioufly interwoven in the dance the abilities of £«- 
fiisus with the riches of Camacho, Sancho Panfa^ who liflened 
to all this, fsud: The king is my cock; I hold with Camacho. 
In fhort, quoth Don ^ixotty it is' plain you are an arrant 
bumpkin, and one of tbofe, who cry,, ix)ne live the conqueror! 
I know not who I am one d*, anfwered Sancho: but I know very 
WcUt I ihall never get fuch el^ant foim from Safiiu/s pots. 
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tt 1 kave done finom Camatbft. H^re he fliewed cbe cauldron 
fidl a gotk and hens; and, laying hold of one, he beam to 
cat with notable ecxxl^huniour and appetite, and &id : A ng for 
B^fiSufy abilitietTibr, you air worth juft as much as you &ve» 
and you have jiift as mudi as you are worth. There are but 
two ramilies in the world, as my |randmotber ufed to foy $ tb^ ^ 
Havi$ and l&neHevi^ne^s^ and.fiieihick to the former; and 
now-a-days, maftfer Dm ^ixati^ people are more inclined to 
fed the paUet>f JEfw/ than of Know. An aft with golden fori* 
mture makte a better figure than a horfe with a pack-faddle: 
fe that I tdl you again, LhoU with C4;9|0^^« this abundant 
foam of whofe pots are gede and hens, hares and coneys^ whilft 
that of BafiltMs^ty if ever it comes to hand, muft be mere di(h- 
water. Have you finfflied your harangue, Sdncb^f quoth p0n 
^uix9te. I miml have done, anfwered Sancbo^ beoauTe I p^ceive 
your worfliip b going to be in a paffion at what I am %ira; 
for were it not ibf that, there was work enoueli cut out foe 
tfaiee days. .God grant, iieplied /)^ir.^wr^,U niAy fee you 
dumb bdbre I die. At the rat? we gt> on^ anfwered Sanch^ 
before you die, I ihall be mumbling cold clay; and then per- 
haps I may be fo dumb, that- 1 may -not fpeak a word till the 
end of the world, or at leaft till doomfday. Though it (houM 
£dl out fo, anfwered Dm ^x^tj your filence, O Sancbo^ will 
never rifo to the pitch of your talk» pal^, prefent, and to come:

And To fajira, be laid hold 
on his truncheon, which was ftuck in the ground, and drawbz 
out a (hort tuck that was concealed in it, and to which it ienred 
as a fcabbard, and fettihg what may be called the hilt upon the 
ground, with a nimble fpringand determinate purpofe, he threw 
himrelf upon it;' and in an inftant half the Uoodjr pcint ap- 
peared at his back, the poor wretch lying along upon the 
' ground, weltering in bb blood, and pierdcd through with his 
own weapon. \ 

His friends ran prefently to hb affifiance, grieved at hb mi-' 
fery and deplorable difitfler ; and D&m^uhtoity quittim Rmnanii^ 
ran alfo to affift, and took him. in hb arms, and ^nd be bad 
ilill life in him.

which could have no other oonfequence than the pronouncing 
the word, fince the nuptial-bed of thefe efpoufals muft be the 
grave. Camacho heard all thb, and was in fufpence and con* 
fufion, not knowing what to do or fay; but fo importunate 
were the cries ofB^Uush friends, defiring him to confent, that

]uiclf, muttcring'th^ iiatfii 'bf ^iteria^ and giving tokens of 
ying more like a heathen than a chriftian. At hit ^iteria^ 
kneenng down by him, nriside (igns to him for his band. Ba^ 
filius undofed bis eyes, and, fixing them ftedfiiftly upon her, 
faid:- O ^uitma\^ you relent at a tiyne, when your pity is a 
fwbrd to finifli the taking away bf my life: for now I have 
not endugh left to bear the ^ly you give me in making me 
yoiif!^ nor to fufpen^d the pam, which will prefently cover my 
eyes nwth tlic dreadful fliadow of death. What I beg of you 
is, O iatal ftar hi mine, that the hand yon require and give, 
be not out of compliment, or to deceive 'me afrelhj but that 
you would oonfefi and acknowledge, that you beftow it with- 
out any force laid upon your wifi, and give it me, as to your 
lawfel husband: for it is not reafenable, thai, in this extre- 
niity, you fliodd iiiipojfe upon me, or deal falfly with him, 
who h^ deilt fo' feithfully and fmcerely with you. At thcfc 
words he was ieised with iiich a fainting-fit, that all the by- 
ibinders thbught his foul was jiift departing, ^teria^ all mo- 
defly and baflifiilnefs, taking BafiUmh right hand in hers, faid : 
No force would be fufficiciit to bias my will; and therefore, 
with all the freedom I have, I give you my hand to be your 
lawfol wife^ arid* receive yours, if you give it roe as freely, and 
the dUan^ityyou have brought yourfcll into by your precipi- 
tate refolutK^ does not dimirjj or binder it.

And I to be your wife, anfwcred ^iteria, whe- 
ther you live many years^ or are carried from my arms to the 
grave. For one fo much wounded, quoth Sancho Panpa at this

Bafilius and ^itma bein^ thus with hands joined, the ten«- 
der-hcarted prieft, with tears in his eyes, pronounced the bene-

not corneal la fliort, the prieft, Camc^ss, and the reft ctf the 
^y^fian&rs, found they were impo&d upon, and deceived* The 
bride (hewed no fiens of being tonry for the triclp: oalbc con* 
trary, hearing it laid, that the majri^^ as being fraudiiloit, 
was not valid, ihe laid, (be confirflofid it anew: irom whence 
every body concluded the bufineTs was concerted withtbeluiow* 
ledge and privity of both parties ^ af which Comach^ apd Us 
abettors were fo confounded, that they tiaiisferred their cevenge 
to their hands, and, unfheathiiw; abundance c^ fwords,. they 
fell upon BafiUuf^ in whofe behalfas many nmre were inftant^ 
drawn. . Dm ^ixou^ leading the van on horfe^-badc, vfiih. his 
launce upon his arm, and well covered with his fhield, noiaije 
them all give way* Sancba^ who toeifc no pleafore in Aieh kind 
c^ frays, retired to the jars, out of i^^iich he had ffftien his 
charming skimmings, that place feemcpg. tP fain^ to be iacred, 
said therefore to be revered. i>«« ^msoU crM alpiid: lioid> 
fi^y bold: for it is not fit to take revenge for the injuries done 
us by love: and pray, confider, that love and war are f xa^y 
alike; and as, in war, it is lawfol andcuftom^iry to empkqr 
cunning and ftratagems to defeat the enem^, fo, in amoroiis 
ctmflids and rivaMhip, it is allowable to put in pra£^ioe tricks 
and flights, in order to compais the defued end, provided thrr 
he not to the prejudice and difhonou^ of the putv bdoved. 
^iterta was Bafihus% and Bafilm ^titirui% by tne Jllft and 
favourable difpoittion of heaven. Camacb$ is rich, and nuj 
purchafe his pleafure when, where, and how he pleafes. Bap^ 
/uf/ has but this one ewe-lamb, and no one, how powerfiil i>- 
ever» has a right to take it from him ^ } for thofe, whom god 
hath joined together, let no man put afunder: and whoever ihatt 
attempt it, muft firft pfs the point of this launce. Then he 
brandifhed it with fuch vigour and dexterity, that he ftruck ter^ 
for into all that did not know him. 

But ^iuria*s difdain took fuch faft hold of the imaginatiott 

pf Camach9^ that it prefently blotted her out of his memory % 

and fo the perfuafions of the prieft, who was a prudent and 

. well*rneaning man, had their efied, afid G^mecho and thofe ^ 
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\u$ bBioB mmdmi fttcifind and cukned : in tokm whtroci 
they iNtt m tbur fwmb «^in in jthtir CcabbaKb, blmning la. 
thor the fickkoeft of ^ari^^ tluui the cunnifi^ of Bafitius. 
Ctfn^fi^ttftibned with iiiittfe)f> tlvit, tf J^ifif^rtflov^ Uafilm 
vteii Ae w«8 a wgia, Ac wqmM love bi4» jllfo i9^h9» Ae w^ 
aan$«dt- and that he h^ 0K)f€ mfon |o da^nk heaven for io 
gocrf a riddance^ tbas to fcpina at the k)r8 of her. Camach 
and his fidlcvwers faein^ ihus pa^ififd and €Oiafori:ed» thofe oi 
B^Ummtot (Qti90\ aodite richC^mfitip^ tp Ibsw he dki not 
mnt tbfi txkk pit upon hi0, oor viduc k at all» womM have 
the ]dSytttEoiis and eittmajmnent go w, as if he had beefli 
^ wilf aucmd: but neilJier Bafilim^ nor h« fpoufe, nor tbeic 
Mfcmtas, would partake of tfafms- «ad £> they w^mt h^me to 
Af/Mm^s houfe: for the poor Aian» who is viftuous and di& 
cmt» hu tbofo that f<dkyw, liOnoHT^ and ftand by him» as wdl 
as the rich has his attendants and fiati^rers. They took Pcm 
^netf with jdidn, elieerttHig him to be a perfon of worth and 
bfayerj^ Only jStft»f£/8 fold was cloudy and overcaft, finding 
it imfBOUit Sox him to iby aod partake of CffnMcbo's fple ndid 
tntertainment and Aftiv^ which lafted 'till night; and thua • 
dnxfing aad &d he foHoWed his asafter^ who went off with 
Ba/pimrs tmop/ ie«rin| bebiod him the flefh-ppt^ of Mgypt^ 
which imrerer he earned in his «und« the skimmings of the 
kettle, now alaioft confiuned and fpeot, reprefonting to him 
the glory and ahundanee of the good he had loft ; and fo^ 
anxious aad penfive, though not hungry, and without alighting 
fnm Daffle^ he followed the track et Rmnante.

WhiTttn is r/hud tb$ grfind adventure of the cave «/"Montc* 
fino^s ^*V ^^ ^^ ^^^* rf ^ Mancba } to which the valorous 

THE new^narrkd couple made exceed!^ much of yPewf 
^ix9iij faeii^ oUigad by the roadioeb he had fb^wed in 
dt&nding their oaufe : and they efteemed his dircfetk>n in equal 
dfsp9c with his valovr, acoouatii^ him a Cid s in arms, and 
a Cutro in eloquence. Three days honeft Sfincbo folacad himr 
feif at the exppnce xxf ^ brUb aiMl bridegroom i from whom it 
was known, that the feigned wounding bimfelf waa not a trick 
commted with the £ur J^tfrU^ hut an invention of ffaflius's 
own, hoping from it the very fuccefs, which fell out. True it 
it, he confe&d, he had let fome' of bis friends into the fecret^

that 
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ttiat they might fin^pur his defign, and fiipport his deceit. D$n 
J^ixcte affirmed, it could not, nor ought to be caOed deceit^ 
which aims at virtuous ends, and that the mlrriage'of -loven 
was the moft excdlent of attends : obferving by the way, that 
hunger and condnud neceffity are the greatdH enemies to love; 
for love is gaiety, mirth; andcontetit^ especially when the lover 
is in adual poftefSon of the perfon Moved, to which necdfity 
and poverty are oppofed and declared enemies. Att this he fiiid 
with defign to ^fuade BaJiHu$ to quit the exerctfeof diofe abi- 
lities, wherein he fo much excelled; for, though they ptDCtind 
him ^me, they got him no money; and that now Jie~ flioiiM 
apply htmfelf to acquire riches by uwful and induftrious means^ 
which are never wanting to the prudent and diligent. .The ho« 
nourable poor man ^if a poor oian can befaid to have honour) 
poflefles a jewd in having a bsautifiil wife; and whoever deprives 
hin> of her, deprives him of his hdnoor, and al it wen kms it. 
The beautiful iind honourable woman, whole husband is p6or« 
deferves to be crowned with laurels and psdms of vidoryand 
triumph. Beauty^ of stfelf alone, attiads the indinations of 
all that ^hold it, and the royal eagles and other towering birds 
ftoop to the temptii^ lurei But if liich beautv be attended 
with poverty and a narrow fortune, it is befiegeo bj kites and 
vultures, and other birds of prey ; and flie, who ftands firm 
again ft (b many attacks, may wdl be called the crown of her 
husband. Obferve, difcreet Bafilius, added Don ^ix&tfj that 
it was the opinion of a certain fage* that there was but one 
good woman in all the world; and he gaveit.ay hi^ advice, 
that every man fhould think, and believe, flie w^ falkn to hb 
lot, and fo he would live contented. 1 for my part am not mar- 
ried, nor hayp J yet ever thought of being fo : yet would I venr 
ture to give my advice to any one, who'(hould ask it of me, 
what method he fhould take to get a wife to his mind. In the 
£rft place, I would advife him to lay a greater ftrefs upon cfaa- 
radbr than fortune; for a good woman does not acquire a good 
name merely by being good, but by appearing to be to; for pub- 
lick freedoms' and liberties hurt a woman's reputation much 
more than fecret wantonnefs. If you bring a woman hcmeft 
to your houfe, it is an eafj^ matter to keep her fo, and even 
to make her better, and improve her very goodnefs: but if 
you bring her naughty, vou will have much ado to mend 
her ; for it is not very feafiole to pafs from one extreme to ano- 
ther. I do not fay, it is impoffible ; but I take it to be extremely 
difficult. 

• All this Sawho liftened to, and faid to himfelf : This mailer 
of mine, when I fpeak things pithy and fubftantial, ufed to fay, 
I mii^ht take a pulpit in my hand, and go about the world preach- 
ing ^nc things; and I fay of him, that, when he begins firing- 
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iflff of finteoees^ and giving advice, be. may not only take a 
pdpit in hb bandy but two upon each finger, and flroli about 

Sfflarfcet-pbimy crying, Moutb, what would you have i 
devil tak^ thee for a. knight-errant that knows every 
thing! I bdieved in. my heart, that he only knew what be* 
koged Jto his chivalries; but he pecks at every thing, and 
thnifls his fpooi^ into every di(h. Sancbo muttered this ib loud, 
that fats mafter, over-hearing it, faid to him : Sanchoy what is 
it you mutter? I neither fay, nor mutter any thing, anfwered 
Sottcba: I vfas only faying to myfelf, that I wi&ed I had 
heard your worfhip preach this do£trine before I was married ^ 
tlxn perhaps I ihould have been able to fay now. The ox that 
iikxife is beft licked. Is your T^reja^ then, fo bad, Sancbof 
quoth i>^ ^mxoti. She is not very bad, anfwered Sanchi 
but flie is not very 03od neither, at leaft not quite fo good as I 
would have her. You are in the wrong, Sancho^ faid Dm 
^X9te^ to fpok ill of your wife, who is the mother of your 
children. We are not in one another's debt upon that fcore, 
vdvraed Sanch% for £be fpeaks as ill of me,, whenever the 
bxdj takes her, eipeciaily when fhe is jealousy for then Satan 
himfelf cannot bear with her, 

Finally, three days they flayed with the new-married couric, 
where they were ferved and treated Uke kings in perfon. Don 
^W^/^defured the dextrous ftudent to furnifh him with a ^uide^ 
to btii^'him to the cave of Montefims^i for he had a mighty 
deiireto godown into it,. and fee with his own eyes, whether 
the wondo^ related of it in all thofe parts were true* The flu- 
dent told him, he would procure him a coufm of his,, a famous 
fcholar, and much addifbd to reading books of chivalry, who 
would very gladly carrv him to the mouth of the cave itfelf, 
and alfo fhew him the lakes of Ruydiraj famous all over La 
Mancba^ and even all over Spain ; telling, him, he would be a 
very entertaining companion, beirig a. young man, who knew 
how to write books for the prefs, and d^icate them to princes. 
In fliort, the coufin came, mounted on, an afs big with foal, 
whofe pack-faddle was cdvered ' with a doubled piece of an 
oU carpet or fackine. Sancbo laddled Rozinante^^ pannelled 
Dafpliy and reploiimed his wallets > ancf thofe of the fcholar 
were as well provided : and fo cQmmendirig themfelves to the 
proteAipn of god, and ukjing leave of every body, they fet 
out, bending their courile dire^^ly towards the famous cave of 
Montifinos* « 

Upon the road, Don ^Ixoto asked the fcholar, of what kind 
ind quality' bis exercifes, profef&on, and ftudies' were. To 
which he anfwered ; That his profei&on was the fludy of hu- 
manity; his exercife, compofing of books for the prefs* all of 
great u(e, and no fmall entertainment to the common-wealth ; 

that 
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fhae one of them ifv^ ihtitM jf ftMiA tf Iryirtn^ MMk^ 
feven hundred and three liveries, with tneir eotoois, motto^ 
and cyphers ; from whence the cavalier cdurtiers: flaif|iit pkk and 
choofe to thtw minds, for feafts and rqdciiigs, widbovt Wm 
liehoMen to others, or beating their own brains to iAvekit and 
contrive them to their humour or deri|ni for, fiud be^ I zis^ 
them to the jealous, the difdained, the forgertcn^ and tU Metk^ 
fo properly, that more Will hit thali mifs^ I b0v« atf>anotha: 
book, which I intend to eaH The mefamorfbffts of Sfm^ OvU 
of a new and rare invention ; for therein, tmitMiiig Ovid in a 
burlefque way, I (hew, who the GiraUa (^ Sivit was, aai who 
the angel of La Magdatenai what the contfak^ of V^ca^iunt, 
6{ Cordova; what the bulls of Guifando; ^ fitblemoutttaiii; 
the fountains of Leganitos^ and the Lavaphs tn Madridy not 
forcing the Piojo^ that of the golden p^, and dnt of the 
Prtora: and all thefe, with their fisVera} allegories^ liPttapliQts, 
and transformations, iiK fuch a mannflei^ as^ to del^^^ forpri^ 
tttd inftrud at the fame time. I have aiMther book, which I 
can a Suppiement to Pdljdore FirgiU t^eelting (rf die Inirentiea of 
things ; a work of vaft erudition and ftudy, btfomfe therein I 
make out feveral material things omitted by Fotfitn^ and exr 
plain them in a fine ftile; Virgil forgot to tdl us^ who was the 
firft in the world that had a coM. and who the firft that to 
fluxed for the French difeafe; thefe points I refok« to z motitr^ 
and cite the authority of above five and fwenly aatliorB Jor 
them : fo that youi* worfliip may fee whether I have takcRtnie 
pains, and whether fuch a performance is^not lifcdy to be veiy 
iifeful to the whole world. 

Sancbo, who had been attenthre to the fludent^s difoenife, fiud: 
Tell me, Sir, fomay god fend you good luck i^ the printing 

I oar booksy dm you lefohre me (for Iknow you can, finee yoa 
now every thing) who was the firft that feraschel bb beaii 
I for my part am of opinion, it muft be our iltft fMkUt Adam. 
Certainly, anfwered the foholar ; for there is^n&doubt but JUam 
had a head and hair, and, this befaig granted, and he bebi^ Ac 
firft man of the world, he muft needs hove fcraicheii bis Mad 
one-time or another. So Ibelieve, anfwc^red Sa»ihS: but tiB 
me now, who was the firft tumUer in the world f Tniy^ 
brother, anfwered the foholar, I cannot determine that peint till 
I have ftudied it ; and I will ftiudy it as feon as I retur» te ch| 
place where I keep my books, and wilt £iMyy9u w<6in wt 
lee one another again ; for I hope this will Qot be the laft ttflie. 
Look ye. Sir, replied Sanchd^ take nd pains aljout this ntatlers 
for I have already hit upon the anfwer to niy queftion: Know 
then, that thef firft tnmbter was Lueifer^^ when he was o^ or 
thrown headlone from heaven, and came tumbKng down to 
the loweft abyfi. You are in the rightj fmnd^ qootfv ^ 

fcbolar. 
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midbr. poft Sfusx9te ^i This^ticffioh and anrwer are not 
your own» Sand^\ you have heard them liom fomebody elfe. 
Say no more. Sir, fepGed Sancbc; far, in good faith, if I faB to 
queftiontng and anfwering, 1 flmll not have done between tfaia 
and to-morrow momine: for llbolifli quefiiona and ridiculous an^ 
fwen, I need not be obliged to any of my neighbours. Sanch^ 
quoth Dm ^uix^ij you have faid more than you are aware 
of $ for feme there are, who tire themfelves with examining 
into, and explaining tilings, which, after they are known aid 
explained^ fignify not a farthing to the underftanding or tte 
jnemory. 

In tbefe, and other plea&nt difcourfes, they palled that day, 
and at night they lodged in a fmall village, from whence, the 
fefaolar toM Dtn ^mxote^ there were but two les^ues to the 
cave of Mmtifinos^ and that, if he continued his rdoiution to 
enter into it, it would be necelB^y to provide himielf with rope 
to tw and let himfelf down into its depth. Don ^mx9te faid« 
if it reached to die abyis, he would fee where it ftopped ; and 
ib they bought near a hundred iath)m of cord i and, about two 
Wk the afternoon following, thev came to the cave, the mouth 
of which is wide and fpacious, out full of briars, wild fig-tree^ 
and thorns, fo thick and intricate, that diey quite blind ami 
cover it When they arrived at it, the fcholar, Samboy and 
Dm ^mx9te alighted : then the tvro former bound the kni^

hofe,' which muft needs be worfe than any dun|CQn. Tie on, 
and talk not, anf we r ed Dm ^ixott ; for (ucn an enterprixe 
as this, friend Sancbo^ was referved for me alone. Then the 
guide (ad: I befeech your worihip, S^nor Dm ^ixou^ to 
take goodlieed, and lo» about you with an hundred eyes, and 
cxplc»e what is below: perhaps there may be things proper to 
be infcrted in my book of metamorphofes. The drum is in a 
hand that knows full yjr^ how to ratde tt, anfWerod Sancb$ 

Tfab being faid, and the tying of Dm fixate (not over his 
armour, but his doublet) finifbed, Don ^xotiiaxi : We have 
been verjr cardeis in negle£Hng to provide a little bdl, to be tied • 
to me wfdi this rope; bv the tinkling of which you might hear 
me fttS defcending, ana know that I vtras alive : but fijnce that 
is now imp^Ue, be the hand of god my guide. And imme* 
dtately he kneded down, and» in a low voice, put up a pray^ 
to heaven for affifiance and good fuccefs in this feemingty peri- 
lous and ftrange adventure : then of a fudden, in a bud voice, 

he . 
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be raid : O miftrefs of my adions and motions, inof illiifirioia 
and peerlefs DulciiM dd Tobofi / if it be pebble thaf tbe pmyera 
and requefts of this tby adventiuous lover reach thy can, I be- 
feech thee, for thy unheard-of beautv's fake, hearlden to them; 
for all I b^ of thee is, not to refuw me thy fiivour and pro* 
te^uuiy now that I fo much nce4 it. I am juft going to pre- 
cipitatey to inoulph, and fink mvielf in the profound abyf^ here 
heSoce me, omy to let the worla know, that, if thou favpufeft 
me» there is no impoffibility I will not undiertake and accom- 
pliih. And* fo faying, he drew near to the brink, and iaw he 
could not be let down, nor ^t at the entrance of the cave, but hj 
mere force, and cutting his waV through: and fo, hiying his 
band to his fword, he began to ls»y about him, and hew Somn 
the brambles and bulhes at the mouth of the cave;; at which 
noife and ruilling, an infinite numfier of huge ravens and daws 
flew out fo thick and fo faft^ that they^beat Don ^ixote to the 

f round ; and had he been as fuperfiitknis, as he was catholic, 
e had taken it for an ill omen,, and forborn (hutting bimfelf 
up in fuch a place. At lengtji he got upon his legs, and feeing 

% no more ravens flying out, nor ouier night-birds, fuch as bats, 
(feme of which likewife flew out among the ravens) the fchcdar 
and Sancho^ giving him rope, let him down to the bottom of 
the fearful cavern : and, at his goine in, Sancbo^ giving him 
his bleiSng, and making a thoiuand crofles over nim, (aid: 
God, and the rock of France^ tether with the trinity of 
Gaiiay fpeed thee, thou flower, and cream, and skimming of 
knights-errant! There thou mA,'^e£ior of the world, heart 
of fteel, and arms of brafs ! Onl|r Inore, god guide thee, and 
fend thee back fafe and found, '^^^out deceit, to the li^ht of 
this world, which thou art forla||^g, to bury thyfelf, m this 
obfcurity. The fchokr. uttered niuch ihe iame prayers and 
intercefEons. 

Don ^ixoti went down, calling, for. more and more lope, 
which they ^ave him by little and little; and when the voice, 
by the windings of the cave, could be heard no longer, and the 
hundred fethom of cordage was all let down« they were of opi- 
nion to pull Don ^ixou up aeain, fince they could give him 
no more rope. However they aelayed about half an bour, and 
then they ^^n to gather up the rope, which they did very 
eafily, and without an)r weight at all; from whence they con- 

. k^lured, that Don ^taxote remained in the cave; and Sancho^ 
believing as much, wept bitterly, and drew up in a great hurry, 
to know the truth: but, coming to a little above eighty n- 
thom3, they felt a weight, at which they rejoiced exceedingly. 
In (hort, at about the tenth fathom, they difcerned Don^ixoie 
very diftindly; to whom Sancbo called out, laying: Welcome 
back to us, dear Sir ; for we bqgan to think you had ftaid there

to breed. But Don ^ixote anrwered not a word ; and, pulling 
him quite out, they perceived his eyes were (hut, as if he was 
alleep. They laid him along on the ground, and untied him ; 
yet ftill he did not awake. But they fo turned, and jogged, 
land returned, and {hook him, that, after a good while, he came 
to himfelf, firetching and yawning juft as if hie had awaked 
out of a heavy and deep fleep : and gazing from fide to fide, as 
if he was amazed, he faid : God forgive ye friends, for having 
brought me away from the moft pleafing and charming life and 
fight, that ever mortal faw or lived. In fhort, I am now 
thoroughly fatisfied that all the enjoyments of this life pafs away 
like a Siadow or a dream, and fade away like the flower of the 
field. O unhappy MmUjinos! O defperately wounded Duran-' 
darie! O unfortunate nelerma! O weeping Guodiana! And 
ye unlucky cfetughters of Ruydera^ whole waters {hew What 
floods of tears ftreamed from your fair eyes ! The fcholar and 
Sancho lifiened to Don SuixoU*9 words, which he fpoke, as if 
with immenfe pain he fetched them from his vciy entrails. 
They intreated him to explain to them what it was he had been 
faying, and to tell them what he had feen in that hell below. 
Hell <k) you call it? faid Don^ixote: call it fo no more; for 
it does not <]eferve that name, as you {hall prefently fee. He 
defired, they would give him fomething to eat j for he was very 
hungry. They fpread the fcholar's carpet upon the green grafs; 
they addrefied themfelves to the pantry of his wallets, and being 
all three feated in loving and focial wife, they coUationed and 
fupped all under one. The carpet being removed, Don ^ixote 
de la Mancba faid: Let no one arife, and, fons, be attentive 
to me. . • 

C tt A P. VI. 

Of ihe wonderful things^ which th^ unixampied Don Qiiixotc 
de la Mancha declartd he had feen in the deep cave of Moni- 
tefmos, the greatmfs and imp^tbility cf which make this ad- 
venturt pafs for apocryphal. 

IT was about four of the clock in the afternoon, when the 
fun, hid among the clouds^ with a faint light and temperate 
rays, gave Don^uixote an opportunity, without extraordinary 
hwtor trouble, of relating to his two illuftriou? hearers, what 
he had feen in the cave of Montefinos\ and he began in the fol- 
lowing manner. 

About twelve or fouftcen fathom in the depth of this dun- 
geon, on the right hand, there is a hollow, and fpace wide 
enough to contain a large waggon mules and all : a little light 
makes its way into it, through fome cracks and holes at ^ 
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diflanoe in the furface of the earth. This hdlow and open 
foace Ifaw, juft as I bc^n to be weary, and out of humour to 
find my felf pendent and tied by the rope, and journeying through 
that dark region below, without knowing whither I was going: 
and fo I determined to enter into it, and r^ a little. I callei 
out to you aloud, not to let down more rope till I bid you : but| 
it feems, you heard me not. I gathered up the cora you had 
kt down, and, coiling it up into a heap, or bundle, X fat me 
down upon it, extremely penilve, and coimdertng what method 
1 {bould take to deicc nd to the bottoci, having nothing to fu]^ 
port my weight. And being thus thouditful^^ and in confuiion, 
ea a fudden, without any endeavour ornine, a deep fteep &S 
upon me ; and, when I leaft thought of it, I arwaked, and found 
myfelf, I knew not by whs$ meaAs^ in thrnSidibof thefineft, 
^ea^ntfifli, and mofl delightful meadow^ that natuie GOold create, 
or the raoft prc;gnant &ncy imagine. I ru&bfiid my eyes^ wiped 
dicm^ and perceived I was. not alleep, bat reafiy awake : but 
jbr aA that Ifeil ta feslia^ ny head and ]btreaft> to be^ affiired 
whetbefi iit was I mytsKj who was there, or f(Hne empty and 
counterfeit iUuiiQa: but deling, (enTatioa, and the coherent dif« 
courfe I made to myielfs, convinced me» that I was then there 
^ fame perfbn I am now here. Immediat^y a royal and 
fplendid p^ace or caftle preiented^ itfidf to my view ; the walls 
and battlements wheroof ieemed to be built dP dear and tranC* 
parent cryflal: from out of which, through apair of great fold*- 
yig doors, that opened of their own accord, 1 faw come forth, 
and advance towards me, a venerable old m^, clad in a long 
mourning cloke of purple baysy which trailed upon the grounds 
Over his (hoiilders and breaft he wore a kind of collegiate tiopet 
of green fatin: he had a black Milan cap on his he^, and his 
hoary beard reached below his girdle. He* carried no weapons 
at all, only a rpfary of beads in his hand, b)gg<:r than middling 
V^akiuts, and ever^ tenth bead like an ordinary oftrich egg. Hii 
^nien, his gate, his gravity, and his goodly prefeoce, each by 
itfelf, and ail tc^isther, furprifed and amazed me» He came up 
to me, and the nrft thing he did, was to embrace me dofe i and 
then he faid : It is a long time, moft Valorous knight Don 
J^ixofe de la Mancha^ that we, >Vho are fbut upand enchanted 
in thefe folitudes, have hoped to fee you, that the world by yen 
may be informed what this deejp cave, commonly called the 
cave of MonteJin65^ inclofes and conceals ; an exploit rdferved 
for your invincible heart and ftupendous courage. Come ak>ng 
with me, illuflrious Sir, that I may fhcw you the. wonders con- 
tained in this tranfparcnt caftle, of which I am warder and per- 
petual guard J for 1 am Mwteftnos himfelf, from whom this cave 
derives its name. Scarce had he toM me he was Mentefinos^ 
3vhen I aaked him> whether it was true> which was reported in 

the 



the world abovc^ diat with a link da^r he b^taloen out th^ 
li^rt of his great friend- Duraniiarte^ and carried it to his lady 
Bderma^ as he had deftred him at the point of dtoth. He re^ 
plied, all was trqe, excerpting as t& the dagger^ for it was neither 
t d^er> nor little, but a bright p^iiard marper tha^i an awL 

That poniard, interrupted Sancboj muft have been made bf 
Raymond de Hozes of SeviL I do not know, continued Dtfti 
fixate: but, upon fecond thoughts, it could not be of faia 
making; for Raymond de Hozes hved but the otfactr dary^ and 
the battle of Roncefvalles^ where this misfortune happened, was 
fought many years ago. But this oljeAion is of no iniiportancCf 
and neithefr diforders nor alters the truth and connexion of the 
flory. True, anfwered the fcholar; pray go on, ^gnor Don 
^fxote^ for I liflejti to you with the greateft pleafure in thft 
world. And I tell it with no Iefs» anfwered Don ^mxote^ and 
fo I fay : 

THe venerable Montejinos conduced me to the cryfialino 
{ialace, where, iix a lower hall, extremely cbbl, andail of ala^i 
bafter, there fiood a marble tomb of exqtiifite workmaolhip^ 
whereon I faw^ laid at full length, a cavalier^ not of brafs^ oc 
marble, or j^fper, as is ufual on other monumehtSy but of puns 
fldh and bones.

Merlwi that Preneh enchanter^ ke^ 
him here enchanted, as he does me, and manv others; of bothi^ 
fexes. It is faid,.he is the Ton of the devil jtnough I do not^ 
believe him to be the deviFs fon, but only, as the faying is^. 
that he knows one pcnnt more than the devil hifif>fel£ Ifew^ 
(sr why, he enchanted us, no body knows: but time will bringj* 
it to light, and I fancy it will not be long firft. What I ad-^ 
mire at, is, that J am as fure, as it is now day, thzt, Duran^i 
darte expired in my arms, and that!, after he was deady I pulled- 
out his heatt with my own hands ; and indeed it could not weigh 
lefs than two pounds: for, according to the opinion of natura** 
lifb, he who has a large heart, b endued with more courage^ 
than he, who has a fmall one. It being then OBritaifi, that this 
cavalier really died, (faid I) how comes it to pafs, that he com* 
plaids every now and then, and fighs, as if he were alive? 

This was no fboner faid, but the wretched J)«^tf«flter/^ cry* 
ins out ^ud^.faid : O my dear coufin MonteftnosJ the lafl thing 
I Oefiredof you, when I was dying, and my foul departing, Was^ 
to carry my Heart, ripping it eut of my breaft with a dagger 
or poniar-d, to Bdtrma, The venerable Monujinos^ hearing^ 
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. this, threw himfelf on hts knees before the complaining cava- 
^, atidi with tears in hi? cycs^ faid to faim: Lmg ffnce,. O 
my dearcftxoufin Durandartey^ I did what you enjoined me in 
that bitter ;d%y of our lofs : I took out your heart, as well as I 
could, witboat leaving the leaft bit of it in your breaft ; I wiped 
it with a flacc-handkerchiqf, took it, and went ofF fall ffjeed 
with h for Franfey having firft laid you in^the bofijm of the 
earthy (bedding. a» many, tears as ifufficed to wafli my hands, 
and clean away the blopd, which ftuck to them by Vaking in 
youT, entrails. By the fame token, dear coufm of my 'foul, in 
the firft place I lighted upon, goijigi&-om RoncpfualUi^ I fprinkled 
a little fait over your hoart, that it might not ftink, an4ipight 
keep, if not frefli, at leaft dried up, till it came to thfc lady 
Belermay who, together y;ith.you and me, ^"^ yoiii; iqaire 
Guadiana, znd tht ^H^nmiRuydera, and her /even daughters, 
and two neiccs, with fevcral others of your friends and acquain- 
tahcej have been kept hefe ehchanted by the fage Merlin^ thefe 
many years paft ^ 5 and though it be above five hundred years 
ago« not one of us is dead: only Ruyd^ra znd her daughterly fnd 
neices are gone, whom, becaufe of their weeping, Merlw^^.ovLt 
of cpmpaiBbp, turned intofo many lakes, whichj at, this time, 
in the world of the living, and in the province of LaMikmhoy 
^rc called the lakes of Rw/derq. ;The feven fitters belong tq[:^he 
kings of iSptfm, and the tv^ro neices to the knights of a vcryiply 
order, called the knights of faint /fi>A«* Guadiana zUoj'^your 
fquire, bewailing ypur misfortune, was changed: into a river of ' 
his .own name; who, arriving at the furface of the earth, and 
* 'feing the fun of another sky, was fo grieved at the thought of 
forfaking you, that he plunged again into the howek of the 
eanb : but, it being imppflibje to avoid taking the natural coin:ie» 
be rifes now and then, ant;! (hews himfelf, where. d&:|Si^. and 
people may fee him. The afore(aid lakes fupplj him fjnS^^ir . 
waters, with which, and feveral others that join hfrns^'l^'iaim^ . 
ftately and great into Pprti^al. Neveithelefi, whitberiSScr 
he goes, he difcovers his grief and melancholy]^ breeding *in, bis 
waters, not delicate and coftly £&,. but only coarfe ahd Mn- 
favoury ones, very different from thofe of the golden Toms. 
And what I now tell you, O my dearcft couiin, I havi^.wen 
tgld you before, and, fince you make me no aiifwer, I fiinfy, 
you do not beiiqve me, or do not hear me ; which, god kno;vvs, 
affljiSls me very much. One piece of news however I will 
tell you, which, if it ferves not to alleviate your grief, will in 
no wife increafe it. Know then, that you have here prefent

whom the fage Merlin prophefied fo many things^ that Don 
^ixote de la Mancha, I fay, who, with greater advantages than 
in the ages paft, has, in the prefent times, reftored the long 
forgotten order of knight-errantry ; by whofe means and favour, 
we may, perhaps, be difenchanted : for great exploits are rcfcrved 
for great men. And though it -fliould fall out otherwife, an^ 
fwered the poor Durandarte with a feint and low voice, though 
it (hould not prove fo, O coufin, I fay, patience, and {hume 
the cards '^ : and, turning himfelf on one fide, he rdapfed into 
his accuftomed filcnce, without fpeaking a word more. 

Then v/ere heard great cries and waitings, accompanied, with 
profound fighs and difirefsful fobbings. I turned my head about, 
and faw through the cryftal walls a procefSon in two files of 
moft beautiful damfels, all clad in mourning, with white tur- 
bans on their heads after the Turkijh falhion ; and laft of all, in 
the rear of the files, came a lady (for by her gravity fhe feemed 
to be fuch) clad alfo in black, with a white veil, fo long, that 
it kiflfed the ground.

tVith this fatis&Aion given me by tne ^eat Mtmtefmns^ my 
lieart was delivered fnom the furprife it was in at beariog m 
miftreis compared with BeltrmA. And I too admire* quotn 
Sanchdy that your worfhip did not &I1 up(»i the 6ld follow, and 
bruife his bones with kicking, and pluck his beard for bim, tHl 
you had not left him a hair in it No, friend SanAc^^ aofwered 
Dm ^ixdUy it did not become me to do fo; for we are aU 
l)0und to refped old men, though they be not knights, and 
specially thofe wfap are fuch, and endlumfed into the baigaki. 
J know very well, I was not at all behind-hand with him in 
Several other queftions and anfwers, which pa£ed between us; 

Here the fohobo: faid : I cannot imagine, iStgnor Dm ^ixtUj 
how your woribip in the fiiort fpace of time you have been tlKse 
below, could foe 10 many things, and talk and anfwer fo mudb. 
How long is it fince I went down? quoth Dm ^ixou. A 
little above an hour, anfwered Sancho. That cannot -bej re- 
plied Don ^ixote:^ for night came upon me there, and then it 
l^w day ; and then night came again, and day ^ain, Ihree 
times fucoeffivdy ; fo that by my account I muft have been three 
days in thofe parts, fo remote and hidden from tnir fight. My 
mafter, faid Samho^ muft needs be in the right ; for, as every 
4;hing has happened to him in the way of enchantment, what 
ieems to us but an hour, may foem there three days and three 
nights. It is fo, anfwered Dm ^axoU. And has your wor- 
(hipj good Sir, eaten any thing in all this time? quoth the fohcdarv 
j have not broken niy faft with one mouthfol,. anUwered Dm 
^ixHtj nor have I been hungry, or fo much as thought of it 
alfthe while. Do the enchaiited eat? Taid the foholar. They 
do not eat^ anfwered Dm ^ixoU^ nor are they troubled wim 
the greater excrements, though it is a common opinion, ,that 
their nails, their beards, and their hair grow. And, Sir^ do 
the enchanted fleep? quoth Samh§, No truly, anfwered D^m 
^ixotfi at leaft, jn the three days that I have been amongft 
them, not one of them has clofed an eye, nor I neither. Here, 
.quoth Sanchoy the proverb hits right. TeU me your company^ 
»ft4 1 wiU tell yo^ what you are, Jf yow worftip k^ps com- 
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ftoiy with thole, who &fi amd watch, what wondef is it that 
you lieit^ c;at nor fle^ whiJI^ you a,re with them ? But pardoa 
nie» g^ qiailler of npiine^ if I teU yoar worfiufs that, of aQ 
ypu.ha^c b^n faymg,, god take me (I was going to fay the devil) 
if I belieue one word. How fo? faid the fcholar: Signoc Dm 
^h(^ thqan mMft have lyodi ^b% if he bad a mind to it, k» 
Bet had time to imagine and conxpofe fucfa a hea^i of lies. I do 
iiot helieve niy mafter lyes». a^fwered ISan^hv. If not,, what do 
yott h4i^ve? qM^tli Dm ^^tmot^^ I believe, anfwercd Sanct^ 
thafit that f^mcr J^irlin^ oir thof«i Decromancers, who eQchaate^i. 
all the cxi^w yoiur wori}]^ iay^. you iaw and conyerfed with there 
|)dpw^ \sLff.e crammi^ intQ yi^vk ifn^inatiofi or memory all this 
fiuff yoi^ hay & already told us^ or. that remains to be told, ^

this her ca[>tive fervant and bewildered knight. Tell her, that, 
when file feaft thinks of it, fhe will hear it faid, that I have 
made an oath and vow, like that niade by the marquis of ^^xi- 
/»<7, to revenge his nephcvf Valdovinos, when he found hiiti 
ready to expire in the midft of the mountain j which was, not 
to eat bread upon a tableTcloth, with the other idle whims he 
tbeii addicd, till he had revenged his death. In like manner will 
I take no reft, but traverfe the feven parts of the tiniverfe, with 
more punduality than did the infante Don Pedro of Portugafl^ 
till flie be difenchanted.

But \tit 
d)ts neft *4Ql^ oiprts oonvenient feafon, and let us now cohfider, 
where ^e ib^U hi» to-night. Not far from Jience, anfwer^ 
the ftbcrilar, is mlltrmif^g^i in which Uves. an hermit, wix\ 
tbeyCiy, has bcm a f<ddier, and has the reputation of being n 
|odd cbrifti^n, and very difcreet, and charitable withal. Adr 
joining t9 tbf tUrmitfigf he ba$ a little houfe. Built at his own 
coft; but, though fmall, it is large enough to rebeive guefts^ 
Has' this fame hermfe any poultry? quoth Sancbo. Few her- 
mits ^re without, anfwered Dm ^i^oU; for thoTe in fafliion 
Bow-a^ys are not like thofe in the deferts of Egypt, who 
Wer^ ctod with leaves of the palm-tree, and lived upon roots of 

the 
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the. earth. I would not be undefffood, as if, by fpeaking urell 
of the latter, I rcfleded upon the former : 1 only mean, that 
the penance of our times do not co'me up to the aufterities and 
ftridnefs of thofe days. But this is no reafon why they may 
not be all good : at leaft I take them to be ib ; and, at the worfr, 
the hypocrite, who feigns himfelf good, does kfs hurt than the 
undiiguifed (inner. ' 

While they were thus difcourfing, they perceived a man on 
foot coming towards them, walking very feft, and fwitching 
en a mule, loaden with launces and halberds. When he came 
up to them, he (aluted them, and pa(&d on. Don ^iicote faid 
to him : Hold, honeft friend; methinks you go fafter than is 
convenient for that mule.

He carried a fword upon his (houlder, and upon 
It a roll or bundle, feemingly of hisdothes, in all likelihood 
breeches or trouzers, a cloke, and a fhitt or two.

To which the youth 
anfweced: My walking fo airily is occafioned by the heat and 
by poverty, and I am going to the wars* How by poverty ? 
demanded Don ^ixote: by the heat it may very eafily be. 
Sir, replied the youth, I carry in this bundle a pair of velvet 
trouzers, fellows to this jacket : if I wear them out upon the 
roady I cannot do myfelf credit with them in the city, and I 
have no money to buy others ; and for this reafon, as well as for 
coolnefs, I go thus, 'till I come up with fome companies of foot, 
which are not twelve leagues from hence, where I will lift my- 
felf, and fhall not want baggage-conveniences to ride in, *till 
we come to the place of embarkation, which, they fay, is to be 
at Carthagena : befides, I choofe the king for my mafter and 
lord, whom I had rather ferve in the war, than anv paltry fel- 
low at court. And, pray, fir, have you any poft? faid the 
fcholar. Had I ferved fome grandee, or other perfon of di- 
ftindion, anfwered the youth, no doubt I fhould ; for, in the 
fervice of good mafters, it is no uncommon thing to rife from * 
the fervant's hall to the poft of enfign or captain, or to get fome 
good penfion : but poor 1 was always in the fervice of ftrolling 
fellows or foreigners, whofe wages and board-wages are fo mi- 
ferable and (lender, that one half is fpent in paying for ftarch- 
ing a ruflF; and it would be looked upon as a miracle, if one 
page-adventurer in a hundred (hould get any tolerable prefer- 
ment. But, tell me, friend, quoth Don ^ixoie; is it poflible, 
that, in all the time you have been in fervice, you could not 
procure a livery ? I nad two, anfwered the page : but, as he, 
who quits a monaftery before he profefles, is ftripped of his ha* 
bit, and his old clothes are returned him, juft fo my mafters 
did by me, and gave me back mine ; for, when the bufmefs 
was done, for which they came to court, they returned to their 
own homes, and took back the liveries they had given only for' 
ihow. 
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A not'aWe Efptlorcheria *, as thie 'Italiant fay, quoth Do/Sr 
^ixote: however, look upon it as an earneft of good-fortune, 
that you have quitted the court with fo good an i^itention j for 
. there is nothing upon earth more honourable or more adv^nta- 

ijeous, than firft to ferve god, and then your king and nati^ral 
ord, efpecially in the exercife of arihs, by which' one acquires 
at leaft more honour, if not more riches, than by l«tcrs^ as I 
have often laid : for t^hough letters have founded more great fa- 
milies than arms, ffill Siere is. I know n<^ what thjrt exalts 
thofe, who follow arms, above thofe, who follow letters, with 
1 know, not what, fplendor ^attending them, which- ftts U^m 
above all others. And Bear in mind this piece of advice, which 
will be of great ufe to you, and matter of confolatioh in voux 
diftrefTes; and that is, not to think of what adverfe accia^bfits 
^ay happen; for the worftthat can happen is death j and^ 
when death is attended with honour,, the beft that can hap^n 
is to die. That valorous Roman emperor, yulius Cafar^ oeing 
asked, which was the beft kind of death, anfvfered, that which 
was fudden, unthought oif, and unforefeenj^^ atid though he an- 
fwered like a heathen, and a ftranger tb the knowliedg^ of the 
true god, ncverthelefs, with refpeft to human infirmity, lie faid 
well. For, fuppofing you arc killed, ii> the firft skirmifli or 
gftion, either by a cannon^fliot, or the blotvine-up of a mine« 
w,hat does it Iknify? all is but dying, and the bufinefs is done. 
Accordingjto Terence^ the foldier m^fs a better figure .dead in 
battle, thafli alive and fafc in flight j and the. good foldier gains 
j,uft as much reputation, as he mews obedience to his cabtains,^ 
and to thofe who have a right to command him. And take 
notice, fon, that a foldier had better fmell of gunpowder than 
,cf musk; and if old age overtakes you in this noble profeflion, 
though lame and maimed, and full of wounds,, at leaf!: it will 
riot overtake you without honour, and fuch honour as poverty 
itfelf cannot deprive you of; efpecially now that care is taking 
to provide* for the maintenance of old and difabled fpldiers, who 
ought not to be dealt with, as many do by their Negro flaves, 
when they are old, and paft fervice, whom they difcharge and 
let at liberty, and, driving them out of' their houfes, under 
jiretence of giving them their freedom, niake them flaves to 
Hunger, from which nothing but death can deliver them- 
At prefent I will fav no more: but, get up behind me upon 
this horfe of mine, till we come to tne inn> and there you 
Ikall fup with me, and to-morrow morning^purfue your jour- 
ney, and god give you as good fpeed as your good intentions 
deferve.

rf the pi^et-fJayeTp an4 the memorable divinations of the 
divining ape* * 

rvOiSr ^UI^OTE'b cafce was dough, as the laying is, 
4-^ 'till he could hear and learn the wonders promifea to b© 
^d hinoi by the condu^bor of the arms ; and therefore he went 
in ^ft d hm wheite the innkeeper told him he was; aiid> 
having found him, be deiixtd him by ail means to tdl fatm^ 
wha( he had tp fay as to what he had enquired of him upon 
the rood. The man anfwered : The account of my wonders^ 
itiuft be taken mpie at leifure, and not on foot : fufier me, gcxxl- 
fir» to make an ei^d of taking care of my beaft, and I wiU tell 
you thin^ which will amaae you. Let not that be any htn« 
qera^yce, anfwer^d Don ^ixotey for I will help you: and fo . 
be dkt, winnowing the barley, and cleaning the manger ; a 
piece of humility, which (Miged the man readily to ten him, 
whit he d^fired : and feating nimfelf upon a floae bench with-"- 
out the inn-door, and Don ^ixote by his fide, thcfehokir, the 
page, Sancho Panca, and the inn-keqper,- ferving as his fenate 
and auditory, he began in tbb manner. 

You muft und^ttand, gentlemen, that, in a town four 
toigues and a half from this inn, it happened, that an alder- 
man, through the artful contrivance (too long to be toM) of a.

If you have a 
mind we ihould both go to feek hin^, let me but put up this afs 
at home, and I will return inftantly. You will do me a great 
pleafure, quoth he of the afs, and I will endeavour to pay you 
m the fame coin. With all thefe cir<:umftances, and after the 
very lame manner, is the ftory told by all, who are thoroughly 

acquainted with the truth of the af&ir. 

In fliort, the two aldermen, on foot, and hand In hand, went 
to the mountain; and coming to the very place where they 
thought to find the afs, they found him no^ nor was. he to be 
feen any where thereabouts, though they feafched diligently af- 
ter him.

jum^ on fh^ ground, attd priefehtly mafler Peter ran and 
kneded befo^ Don ^mxotty zni^ embracing his' legs, faid:. 
Thdc kgs r cmbiraod, jufl a^ if* I embraced the twd pillars of 
Hereukiy O ihuftrious revivier of the lotrg^fbrgottcri ^otder' of 
chivali-y ! O'nifiVer fufficiently extolkd knight, pon ^ixote de 
in Manaha ! Thou fpirit to the feint-heartcd, flay to thofe that 
are faflihg^ arm tb thofe that art akeady fallen; fiafF and com- 
fort to all that are ilnfOTtunate 1 ' Dan^^ixtai!' vr^s tharide'r- 
^ruck^ ^iificho in fufyeticti, the' fcholar furprifcd, th6 page aflo- 
nifhed, th*e braylng-man in a gaze, the inn-keeper' confound- 
ed, and, laftly, all amazed that heard the cxprefflons of the 
pupp'et-pteyer, wbiO' proceeded, faying: And thou, O good 
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Sancbo Panfaj the beft fautre to the beft knight in the worU, 
x^ioe, that thy good wife Terefa is well» and this very hour 
is dreffins a pound of flax ; by the fame token that (he has by 
her left fide a broken-mouthed pitcher, which holds a pretty 
(cantling of wine, with which (he cheers her fbirits at her 
work* I verily .Mieve it, anfwered Sancbo; for ine is a blef- 
fed one, and, were (he not a little jealous, I would not change 
her for the giantefs Andandona^ who, in my mafter^s opinion, 
was a very accomplifhed woman, and a fpecial houfe-wife; 
and my Tirefa b one of thoie, who will make much of them* 
> felves, though it be at the expence of their heirs. Well, quoth 

Dm ^uixotii he who reads much and travels much, fees much 
and knows much. This, I fay, becaufe what could have 
been (uflkient to perfuade me, that there are apes in the world 
that can divine, as I have now feen with my own eyes? Yes, 
I am that very Don ^ixcti de la Mancba^ that this good ani- 
mal has faid, though he has expatiated a h'ttle too much in 
my commendation. / But, be I as I will, I give thanks to hea- 
ven that endued me with a tender and compaflionate di(po(i- 
Cion of mind, always inclined to do good to every body, and 
hurt to no body. If I had money, faid the page, I would 
ask mafter'ape what will be&l me in my intended expedi- 
tion. To which mailer Peter^ who was already got up from 
kneeling at Don ^ixote'a feet, anfwered : I have already told 
you, that this little beaft does not anfwer as to things future : 
but» did he anfwer fuch queftions, it would be no matter whe- 
ther you had money or not; for, to fcrve Signor Don fixate 
here prefent, I would wave all advantages in the world, 
^d now, becaufe it is my duty, and to do him a oleafure 
befides, I intend to put in order my puppet-(hew, and enter- 
tain all the folks in the inn ^r<7//V. The inn-keeper hearing 
this, and above meafure over-joyed, pointed out a convenient 
place for fetting up the (hew 5 which was done in an in- 
ftant. • 

Don fixate was not entirely fatisfied with the ape's divina- 
tions, not thinking it likely that an ape (hould divme things ei- 
ther future or.paff: and lo, while mafter Peter was preparing 
his fh^, Don fixate drew Sancbo afide to a corner of the 
fiable, where, without being over-heard by any body, he (aid 
to him : Look you, Sancboy I have carefully confidered the 
flrange ability of this ape, and, by my account, I find that 
mafter Peter bis owner muft doubtlefs have made a tacit or 
exprefs pad with the devil. Nay, quoth Sancbo^ if the pack 
be exprefs from the devil, it muft needs be a very footy pack ; 
but what advantage would it be to this fame mafter Peter to 
have fuch a pack? You do not underftand me, Sancbo^ faid 
Dm^iixGte: I only mean, that he muft certainly have made 

feme 
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fome agreement with the devil to infufe this ability ihto the 
ape, whereby he pets his bread ; aad, after he is become rich, he 
will give him his foul, which is what the univerfal enemy of 
manlund aims at. And what induces me to this belief, is^ 
finding that the ape anfwers only as to things paft or prefent^ 
and the knowled^ of the devil extends no farther: fcr he 
knows the future only by conjeQure, and not always that ; 
for it is the prerogative of god alone, to know times and fea« 
fons,' and to him nothing is paft or future, but every thing 
prefent. This being fo, as it really is, it is plain the ape tallu 
in the ftyle of the devils and I wonder be has not been ac- 
cufed to the inquifition, and examined by torture, 'till he con- 
fefle^^ by virtue of what, or of whom, he divines: for.it is 
certain this ape is no aftrdc^r ; and neither his mafler nor he 
know how to raife one of thofe fij^ires called judiciary, which, 
are now fo much in faftion in Spain^ that yoii have not any 
fervant*maid, page, or cobler, but prefumes to raife a fijnire; 
as if it were a koavc of cards from the ground 9 ; thus drfroy- 
ing, by their lying and ignorant pretences, the wonderful 
truth of the icience. I knew a certain lady, wlx)* asked one 
of thefe figure-raifers,, whether a little lap-dog flie had would 
breied, and how many, and of what colour the puppies would 
be. To which mauer aftrologer, after raifing a ligure, an- 
fwered, that the bitch would pup, and have three whelps, one 
^een, one carnation, and the other mottled, upon condition 
fhe (hould take dog between the hours of eleven and twelve at 
noon or night, and that it were on a Monday or a Satutday. 
Now it happened, that the bitch died fome two days after of a 
furfeit, and mafler figure-raifer had the repute in the town of 
being as confummate an-aflrobger as the reft of his brethren. 
But for all that, quoth Sancboy I ihould he glad your worfhip 
would defire mafler P^//r to ask his ape, whether all be true, 
which befel you in the cave of Mmujinos^ |)ecaufe, for my 
own part, b^ing your worfhip's pardon, I take it to be all 
(ham and lies, or at leafl a dream. It may be fo, anfwered 
Don ^ixote: but I will do what you advife me, fince I my« 
felf begin to have (bme kind of fcruples about it. 

While they were thus confabulating, mafler Peter came to 
look for Dm ^ixdtey to tell him fee Ihew was re^dy, dc- 
liring he would come to fee it, for it deferved it. Don ^IxoU 
communicated to him h'ls thought, and defired him to ask his 
ape prefently, whether certain things, which befd him in the 
cave of Monujinoij were dreams or realities; for, to his think-

But, alae 
poor lady! the border of her under-petticeat has caught hold on 
one cf the iron rails of the balcony, and there (he hangs dang* 
ling in the air, without being aUe to reach the ground. But 
fee how merciful heaven fends rdfef in the ^reatdft diftrefles: 
for now comes Don 'Ga)^osj and, without regarding whether 
the rich petticoat be torn, or not, lays hold of her, and brings 
her to the ground by main force; and then at a fpring lets her 
behind him cm his horfe aftride like a- man, bidding her hxAd 
very iaft, and clafp her arms about his (boulders, till they crofs 
and meet ovor his bieaft, that (he may not fall ; becauie the 
lady Mdifmdra was not uTed to that way of riding.

See, maflcr Petery what you muft have for the 
damaged figures, and I will pay it you down in current and 
lawful money of Ca/Hle. Maiter Peter made him' a low bow, 
faying: I expelled no lefs from the unexampled chrifUanity of 
the valorous Don ^ix9te de la Mancba, the true fuccourer and 
fupport of all the needy and diffaeffid : and let mafter Inn- 
. heper and the great Sancho be umpires and appraifers, between 
your worfhip and me, of what the dcmolifhcd figures are or 
might be worth. 
• The inn-keeper and Sancho faid they would ; and then mafler 
Peter ^ taking yx^Marfilio king oiSaragoffa^ without a head, faid : 
You fee how impoflible it is to reftore this king to his priftine' 
itate, and therefore I think, with fubmiffion to better judgments, 
you mufl award me for his death and deftruiSion four reals and 
a half. Proceed, quoth Don ^ixote. Then for this that is 
deft from top to bottom, continued mafler Peter^ taking up the 
emperor Charlemagne^ I think five reals and a quarter little 
enough to ask. Not very little, quoth Sancho. Not very much, 
replied the inn-keeper : but fplit the difference, and fet hihi down 
five reals. Give him the whole five and a quarter, quoth Dm 
^ixote; for, in fuch a notable mifchanoe as this, a quarter 
more or lefs is not worth fbmding upon: and make an end, 
mafter Peter; for it grows towards fupper-time, and I have 
fome fymptoms of hunger upon me. For this figure, quoth 
mafter Peter, which wants a nofe and an eve, and is the 6ir 
Melifendra, I muft have, and can abate nothing of, two reals 
and twelve maravedis. Nay, faid Don ^ixote, the devil muft 
be in it, if Melifendra be not, by this time, with her husband, 
at leaft upon the borders oi France: fbr methought the horfe 
they rode upon feemed to fly rather than gallop; and therefore 
do not pretend to fell me a cat for a coney, fhewing me here 
MeBJendra nofe-lefs, whereas, at this very infhnt, prc^Nibly, 
fhe IS folacing herfelf at full ftretch with her husband in France. 
God help every one with his own, mafltr Peter, let us have 
plain-dealing, and proceed. Mafter Peter, finding that Don 
Quixote b^n to vrarp, and was returning to his old bent, had 
no mind he fhould efcape him fo, and therefore faid to him: 
^ow I think on it, this is not Melifendra, but one of her 
waiting-maids, and (o with fixty maravedis I fiiall be well 
enough paid, and very well contented. Thus he went on, fit- 
ting a price upon tte feveral broken figures, which the arbi- 
trators afterwards moderated to the fatisfa£Hon of both parties. 
The whole amounted to forty reals and three quarters : and over 
and above all this, which Sanchd immediately disburfed, mafler 
Peter demanded two reals for the trouble he (hould have in 

catching 
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catchiag fab ape. Give him them, Sancbo^ &id Don ^ixoti^ 
not for catching the ape ?, but to drink. I would give two 
hundred to anv one that could tell me for certain, that Derma 
Melifendra and Signor Don Gajferos are at this time in France^ 
and among their friends. No body can tell us that better than 
my ape, faid mafler Peter: but the devil himfelf cannot catch 
hira now; though I fuppoie his afie£Hon for me, or hunger, will 
force him to come to me a£ night ; and to-morrow is a new 
day, and we (hall fee one another again. 

In conclufion, the buftle of the puppet-fhew was quite over, 
and they all fupped together in peace and good company, at 
the ezpenoe of Dw ^ixote^ who was liberal to the laft d^ee. 
He who carried the launces and halberds went oflF before dav, 
and, after it was light, the fcholar and the page came to take 
their leaves of Don^ixote^ the one in order to return home, 
and the other to puruie his intended journeys and Don ^uixoti 
save him. a dozen reals to help bear his cha]^. Mafier Peter 
had no mind to enter into any more tell me*s and / will tell 
you*s with Don ^ixote, whom he knew perfeSly well; an4 
therefore up be got before the fun ; and, gathering up the frae^ 
ments of his ihew, and taking his ape, away he went in queft 
of adventures of his own. The inn-keeper, who knew not 
Don ^uixote^ was eoually in admiration at his madnefs and 
liberality. In ihort, Sancboy by order of his mafier, pa^ed him 
very well; and about eight in the morning, bidding him fare- 
wel» they left the inn, and went their way, where we will 
leave them, to sive pbce to the rdating feveral other things 
neceflary to the netter underftanding this £tmous history.

sifleep upon his back, marking trfe of the fame trick and ^yiW 
diftt Brunelp did, who. While Saeripante by at the fi^ 6f Jl* 
tracay ftole his hoi^fe from between his legi; and, tfkfW^rd^ 
oifHeBo rocorered' him, as has been already related. jTtn^ Ghiis 
tiien (being afraid of filing into the hands of juffiod; Whidi 
was ill ponuit of him, m order to chaflife him for bis ttttttihdt* 
le6 rogueries and crimes^ Whid^ were fc matiy and fo ttagritttf^ 
that he himielf wrote a large volume of them) refbtved to psk 
over to the kingdom of Arragon^ and, coveting bis lieft eye*, thcSL 
up'tiie trade of puppet-playing and' legerdemfatn, both of Which 
he perfe^ undemood. It m\ dat, that, lighting upoh fome^ 
chriflian ffsves redeemed fn)m Barkuff, he bouj^t iiiSt a^, 
which he taught, at a certain fignal, to leap up on his fliroridef, 
and mutter fomething, or feem to do fo, in hb ear. Thi^ ddhe, 
before he entered any towtv tb which he was- gemig WiUt hbr 
(hew and his ape, he informed himfelf in the next village, or . 
where he beft could,. What [firtiolilar thiti^s had happened in 
fuch and fuch a place, and to whom ; and bearing them care- 
fully In bis memoiy, tlie fifit thing he didy wa^-> to exkHrir hir 
Ibaw,:. which vras fometimes of one Aory, and (bntotttiles' of 
another, but all pleafant, gay, and generally known, l^he iheW 
ended, he ufed to propound the abnities ot his ape, telling' the 
peopley be divined all that was paft and j^efent ;« but as tori^iiar 
was. to come, lie did not pretend to any skill therein.

at them too much, and beyond what was fitting for good neigb- 
boiirs*. D^n ^uixoti advanced towards them> to tlM no fmall 
'^concern of Sanch^ who never loved to make one in theie kind 
cf expeditions. Thofe of the iquadron received him amongft 
them, taking him for fome one of their partv. Dm ^uixHiy 
lifting up his vizor, with an eafy and gracefol deportment, ap- 
proadied the afs^hanner, and all the chieft of the army gathered 
about him to look at him, betne ftruck with the fame admira- 
tion that every hody was the mft time of feeing him. Dm 
^uixotej feeing them fo intent upon kx>king at hum without 
any one's fpeaking to him, or asking him any queftion, lefolved 
to take advantage of this filenoe, and, breakuig his own, he 
nifed his voice, and faid. 

Good gentlemen, I earneftly intreat you not to interrupt a 
difcourfe I ihall make to you, till you find it di%ufls and tires 
you: for, if that happens, at the leaft fign you (hall make, I 
will clap a feal on my lips, and a gag upcm my tongue. They 
all deiired him to fay what he plealed \ for they would hear 
- him with a very good will. With, this licence. Den ,^ixsti 
proceeded faying: I, g^tlemen, am a knight-errant, whofe 
cxercife is .that of arms, and whofe profeffion that of fucoouring 
thofe, who (land in ne^ of fuccour, and relieving the diftreffed. 
Some days ago I heard of your misifortune, and the caufe-that 
induces you to take arms at every turn, to revenge yourfelves 
on your enemies. And, having often pondered your bulinefs in 
my mind, I find, that, according to tne laws of duel, you are 
miflaken ]fi thinking yourfelves aSronted : for no one penbn can 
affront a whole town, unlefs it be by accufing them of treafon 
conjointly, as not knowing in particular who committed the 
treafon, of which he acoutes them. An example of this we 
have in Don Diego Ordonmz de Lara^ who challenged the whole 
people of Zamora^ becaufe he did not know, that Veltido Dolfos 
sflone had committed the treafon of killing his king; and there* 
fore he challenged them all, and the revenge and anfwer be* 
knged to them all : though it is very true, that Sigdor Don 
Diego went fomewhat too &r, and greatly exceeded .the limits 
of challenging ; for he needed not have challenged the dead, 
the waters, the bread, or the unborn, nor feveral other parti- 
cularities mentioned in the challenge. But let that pafs$ for, 
when choler overflows its dam, the tongue has no £ither, go- 
vernor, nor bridle, to reftrain it. This being fo, then, that a 
ijngle perfon cannot affror.t a kingdom, provmce, city, xepub- 
lick, or a whole town, it is clear, there is no reafon for your 
marching out to revenge fuch an affront, fince it is really none. 
Would it not be pretty indeed, if thofe of the watch*makinff 
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bufinefi * (hould endeavour to knock every body's brains ouU 
who calls them by their trade? and would it not be picafant, if 
the cheefe-mongers, the coflar- mongers, the fifh-mongers, and 
fope-boilers^ with thoTe of fevend other names and appellationss* 
which are in every boy's mouth, and common among the vul^ 
gar; would it not be nne indeed, if all thefe notable folks fliould 
be aihamed of their bufin«fles, and be perpetually taking re^ 
venge^ and makii^ fackbuts of their fwords upon every quarrel^ 
though never fo trivial? No, no, god neither permits nor wills 
it. Men of wifdom, and well-ordered commonwealths, ought 
to take arms, draw, their fwords, and hazard their lives .and for* 
tunes, upon four accounts: Firft) to defend the catholic faith ; 
fecondly, to defend their lives, which is agreeable to the natural 
and divink law ; thirdly, in defence of their honour, family, or 
eihte; and fourthly^ in the fervice of their king, in a Jufl war: 
and, if we may add a fifth (which may be ranked with the 
fecond) it i$, in the defence of their country. To thefe five 
capital caufes feveral others might be added, very juA, and very 
reafonaUe, and which obligp us to take arms. But to have re- 
courfe to them for trifles, and things, rather fubjeSs for laughter 
aad paftime, than for affronts, looks like a3ing againft com- 
mon fenfe. Befides> taking an unjuft revenge (and no revenge 
can be jufl) is a<5ting direSly againfl the holy religion we pro- 
fefsk whereby we are commanded to do good to our enemies, 
and to love thpfe that hate us j a precept, which, though feem- 
ingly difficult, is really not fo, to any but thofe, who have lefs 
of god than of the wc^ld, and more of the flefh than of the 
fpirit: for Je/us Cf^tft^ true god and man, who never lyed, nor 
could, nor can lye, and who is our legiflator, has told us, his 
yoke is eafy<^ and his burden light : and therefore he would not 
command us any thing impofSble to*be performed. So that, 
gentlemen, you are bound to be quiet and pacified by all laws 
both divine and human. 

The devil fetch me, quoth Sancho to himfclf, if this mafler 
of mine be not a tolc^ue 9 5 or, if not, he is as like one, as one 
egg is like another. Don ^txote took breath a little; and, 
" perceiving that they ftili flood attentive, he had a mind to 
proceed in his difcourfe, and had certaixily/ done fo, had not 
Sancbo^s acutenefs interpofed: who, obferving that his mafler 
paufed a while, took up the cudgels for him, faying : My mafler. 
Dm ^ixfite de la Mancha^ once called the knight oftheforrow- 
fid figure^ and now the knight of the lions^ is a fag» gentleman,

blame if youdoaAllfs: befKks, you are but jafttdid^ howibcdilh 
it is to be aibamed to hear one bray. I remember, when I 
was a boy, I brayed as often as I pleafed, without any body's 
hindering mCj and with fuch grace and jkropriety, that, whcn- 
e^rer I brayed, all Xht alT^ of the town brayed: and for all that 
I diditot eeafe to be the fonbf my parentSi who were very honeft 
jl^eople ; arid, though for this rare abtHty I was envied by mors 
^ ihzn a few of the proudeft oif my neighbours, I canfd not two 
fetthii^, Anfd to convince you^ that 1 fpeak the truth, do but 
ftay am and hearken: for this fcieriCe, like thatof fwimming, 
dnqc ieadied, is nc^er forgotten. 

Thtn, layingbishand&to hj^n&ftrils, he tegafr t» bray fo 
ftrenudtifly, that the adjaceht vdleys fefounded a^^/ • Biit one 
of thofe, vlrho flood clofc by hiftj, believing he w«s fliaking a 
hiock of; them, .lifted up a pole he had iri his hand, And gavi 
hxiti fucH a polt with it, asTbrbu^t SUntha Pan^a to the ground. 
Dm^txoie^'{t€xti%ZQhcho fo evil entreated, made at ikit ftrikcr 
^ith his feuttce: bat fo many interf)ofed, thrit it wai impoffible 
for him to be tevenged: c5ri the coritrary, finding a flKwrer of 
ftones come thick upon him, and a thoufand crof^boWs pre- 
fented, and as many guns levdled at him, he turned RoziHatfii 
iabout, and, as fall ^s he could gallop, got out fit>m among 
them, recommending himfelf to god with all his heart, to de^ 
liver himTlfrom this dartger, feiring, at every ftep, leftfomc 
bullet fliouIS enter at his back and eonfie out at his breaft s an4 
at every moment he fetched his breath, to try whether it &ilcd 
him or not. But thofe of the fquadron were fatisfied with feeing 
, . him fly, and did not, fcoot. after him. As fotSancho^ they fet 
him again upon his afs^, fcarce come to himfelf, and fu^cd 
him to follow his ttiafter: not that he had fenfe to guide him;

WHEN the valiant flies, it is plain he is overmatched ; for 
it is the part of the wife to refcrve themfelves for better oc- 
cafions. This truth was verified in Don ^ixote^ who, giving Way 
to the fury of the people, and to the evil intentions of that refent- 
ful fquadron, took to his heels, and,, without bethinking him of 
Sanebo, or df the danger in which he left him, got as far ofF 
as he deemed fufficicnt for his.fafety.

To the muftc 
of braying what counter-point could you expciS but that of a 
cudgel? Give god thanks, Sancho, that inftead of crolSng your* 
back with a culg^l, they did not make the fign of the crols on 
you with a fcimetar. I am not now in a condition to anfwer, 
replied Sartcho j for methinks I fpeak through my fhoulders : let 
us mount, ahd be gpne from this place : as for braying, I will 
have done with it ; but I ihall not with telling, that knights- 
errant fly, and leave their faithful fquires to be beaten to pow- 
der by their enemies. To retire is not to fly, anfwcred Don 
^ixotei for you muft know, Sancho, that the valour, which 
has not prudence for its bafis, is termed raflinefs, and the ex- 
ploits of the rafli are afgribed rather to their good fortune, than 
their tourage. I tonfefs 1 did retire, but not fled -, and herein 
I imitated lundry valiant perfons, who have referved themfelves 
for better times; and of this hiftories are full of examples, 
which, being of no profit to you, or pleafure to 'me, I omit at 
prefent. 

By this time Sancho was mounted, with the affiftance of Don 
^ixote^ who likewife got upoa Rozinante; and fo fair and 
fotUy they took the way toward^ grove of poplar, which they 
difcovered about a quarter of a league ofF.

ing your worfhip through roads without a road, and patUefi 
paths, drinking ill, and eating worfe. Then for fleeping, mea^ 
fure out, brother (quire, feven foot of earth, and, if that is not 
fufficient, take as many more: it is in your own povirer to dtfli 
up. the mefs, and ftretch yourfelf out to your heart's contQ||% 
I wifh I may fee the firft, who fet on foot knight-erraiKN& 
{)urht to liflies, or at lead the firft that would needs be fquite'lS-' 
fuch idiots as all the knights-errant of former times mufl bav^ 
been, I fay nothing of the prefent; for, your worfliipbeii 
of them, I am bound to pay them refpedr, and becaufe I 
your worfliip knows a point beyond the devil in all you 
and think. 

I would lay a good wager with you, Sancho, quoth 
^txotey that, now you are talking, and without interrui 
you feel no pain in all your body. Talk on, my fon, al

fds, Sancha^ quoth Don ^ixote^ that all you fay is 
bw much think you I ought to give you more than 
CarrajcQ gave you?

But tdl mc, pcrverte of 
the fquirely ordinances of knight-errantry, wher6 have you fccn 
or read, that any fouire to a knight-errant, ever |>refumed to 
article with his mafter, and fay, fo much and fo much pir 
month you muft give me to (crvc you ? Lanch^ lanch out, 
cut-throat, fcoundrel, and hobgoblin (for thou art all there) 
lahch, I fay, into the mare magnum of their biftorics, and, if 
you can find, that any fquire has faid, or thought, what yott 
have now faid, I will give you leave to nail it on rty forehead, 
and over and above to write fool upon my face in^ capitals. 
Turn about the bridle, or halter, of Dapple^ and begone home j 
for one fiftgle ftep farther you go not with me. O bread ill 
befiowed ! O promifes ill placed ! O man, that baft mor^ of 
the beaft than of the human creature! Kow when I thought of 
fettling you, and in fuch a way, that in fpite of your Wife, you 
Ihould have been ftiled your lordjhipy do you now leave me f 
now are you for going, when I have taken a firm and eftechial 
rcfolution to make you lord of the beft ifland in the world ? 
But, as you yourfclf have often faid, honey is not for an afs's 
mouth. An afs you are, an afs you v^ill continue to be, and 
an afs you will die ; for I verily believe, your life will reach 
its final period, before you will perceive or be convinced that 
you are a beaft. 

Sancho looked very wiftfully at Don ^ixotezW the whdc he 
was thus rating hi^n: and fo great was the compunflion he felt, 
that the tears flood in his eyes, and, with a doleful and feint

twinkliog of an eye, thev carry Wm, through the air, or over 
the &a, whither they lift, aod where his afliftance is wanted. 
Sp that, O Sanchof this bark muft be placed here for the felf- 
fame purpofe : and this ,is as true, as that it is now day ; and, 
before it be fpent, tie Dapple and RozJnanU togetbar, and the 
band of god be our guide ; tor I would not faiil (to embark, though 
barefooted friars them&lves fhould intreat me to the contrary '•

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Since it is fo» anfwcrcd Sancho^ and that your worihip will crery 
fbp be running into thefe fame (how fliall I call'them I) extra- 
vagancies, ^there is ho way but to obey, and bow the head, 
giving heed to the proverb: Do what your mafter bids you^ and 
fit down by him at table. But for all that, as to what pertains 
to the difcharge of my confcience, I muft warn your worihip, 
that to me this fame boat feems not to belong to the enchanted, 
but to fome fifliermen upon the river j for hsxt they catch the 
beft {hads in the world. 

All this Sancho faid while he was tying the cattle, leaving 
them to theprotedion and care of enchanters, with fufficient 
grief of his foul. Don fixate hid him be in no pain about 
forfeking thofe beafts; for he, who was to carry themfelves 
through ways arid regions of fuch longitude, would take care to 
feed them. I do not underftand your logitudes, feid Sancho^ nor 
have I heard fuch a word in all the days of my life. Longitude, 
replied Don ^ixote^ means length, and no wonder you do not 
underftand it \ for you are not bound to know Latin ; though 
fome there are, who pretend to know it, and are quite as igno- 
rant as yourfelf. Now they are tied, quoth Sancho^ what muft 
we do next ?

And, ftandbg up in the. boat, be b^aii to 
threaten the milieus aloud, faying: 111 led and worfe advifed 
Icpundrels, fot at liberty and n-ee the perfon you keep under q)- 
jM-effion in this your fortre& or prifon, whether of high or low 
df^ree: for I am Dm ^ixoti deJa Mancba^ otberwife cafied. 
the inight of the Umu^ for whom, by order of the hieh heavens, 
the putting an happy end to this adventure is referved. And, fb 
faying, hedapppd hb hand to his fword, and began to fence 
with it in the air ^inft the millers, who, hearing^ but not 
finderfianding, thcfe Kxdifli flouriChes, fet themfelves with dieir 
poles to ftop the boat, which was juft entering into the ftreatn 
and eddy of the wheels. Sancho fell upon his knees, and prayed 
to heaven devoutfy to deliver him from fb apparent a danger ; 
Yrhi^h it ^id by th§ diligeng? and agility of th^ millers, who. 
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fettlng their poles againft the boat, flopt k^ though not fo dex* 
teroufly, but that they overiet it, and tipped D0n ^xrte and 
Sancbo into the water. It was well for Von ^ixotCy that he 
knew how to fwim like a goofe ; neverthelefs the weight of 
his armour carried him twice to the bottom 1 and bad it not 
been for the millers, Who threw themfelvcs into the river, and, 
as it were, crained them both up, they mud: have inevitably 
periflied s. 

When they were dragged on Qiore, more wet than thirfty* 
Sancboy kneeling, with hands joined and eyes uplifted, befeecbea 
god) in a long and devout prayer, to deliver him thenceforwar<i 
from the daring defires and enterprifes of his mader. And now 
cam^ th* fifliermon, owners of the boat, which the mill-wbcel$ 
had cru&ed to pieces; and, feeing it broke, the^ faegsm to ftrip 
Sancbo^ and demand payment for it of Don ^ixote^ who, witli 

!;rcat tranquillity, as if nothing had befallen him, told the mil- 
ers and the fifllermen, he would pay for the boat with all his 
heart, upon condition they fhould deliver up to hini^ free and 
without ranfom, the perfon, or perfohj, who lay under oppref- 
fion in their c^ftle. what perfons, or what cafHe do you mean, 
madman ? anfwered one of the millers : would you carry on 
thofe, who come to grind their corn at otir mills? Enough, 
thought Don fixate to himfelf, it will be preaching in th* 
defert, to endeavour, by intreaty, to ptevail with fuch mob to 
do any thing that is honourable: atid, in this adventure, two 
able enchanters muft have engaged, the one fruftrating virbat 
the other attempts, the ont providing me a bark, and the other 
overfetting it: god help us! this world is nothing but machi- 
nations and tricks quite oppofite one to the other: I can. do no 
more. Then, looking towards . the mills, he raifed hfe voice, 
and faid : Friends, whoever you are that are inclofed in this 
prifon, pardon me, that, through my misfortune and yours, X 
cannot deliver you from your afflidion ; this adventure is kept 
and referved for fotne other knight. Having faid this, he com- 
pounded With the fiQiermen, and paid fifty reals for the b<»t, 
which Sancbo disburfed much againft his will, faying: A couple 
more of fuch embarkation* vriu fmk our whole capital, ihift 
fifliermen and millers flood wondering at thefe two figures, fo 
out of the falhion and fenibl^ncte ^ other men^ not bemg abte 
to comprehend what Don j^ixote drove at by his quefttons, and 
the difcourfe he held with them : and, looking upon them a$ 
madmen, they left them, and betook themfdves to their mills, 
and the fifhermen to their huts. J>on ^x0^ and S^ncbo^X^

CHAP. XIIL 
Of what hefil Don Quixote with a fair huntrefs. 

SU F F I C I E N T LY melantholy,* and out of humour, ar^ 
rived at their cattle the knight and fquire; efpecially Sancho\ 
^ who was grieved to the very foul to touch the capital of the 

money, all that was taken from thence feeming to him to be 
fo much taken from the very apples of his t.y^. In conclufioHt 
they mounted, without exchanging a word, and quitted the 
famous river \ Don fixate buried in the thoughts of his love, 
jtnd &anho in thofe of his prefermenf* which be thought, for 
the prefent, far enough off: for, as much a blockhead as he was, 
he law well enough, that moft, or all of his matter's a£tioii8 
were, extravagancies, and waited for an opportunity, without 
coming to accounts or difcharges, to walk offfome day or other, 
and march home. But fortune ordered matters quite contrary 
to what he feared. 

It fell out then, that the next day, about fun-fet, and at 
going out of a wood, Don ^ixote caft his eyes over a green 
meadow, arid faw people at the farther fide of it : and drawing 
near, he found they were perfons taking the diverfion of hawk- 
ing. Drawing yet nearer, he obferved among them a gallant 
lady upon. a palfrey, or milk-white pad, with green furniture, 
and a fide-faddle of cloth of filyer. The lady herfelf alfo was 
^rrayed in green, and her attire fo full of fanfy, and fo rich, 
that fanfy ^herfelf feemed transformed into her. On her left 
band (he carried a hawk ; from whence Don ^ixote conjee? 
tured, fhe muft be a lady of great quality, and miftrefs of all 
thofe fportfmen about her, as in truth (he was : and fo he faid 
to Sancbo: Run, fon Sancho, and tell that lady of the palfrey 
and the hawk, that I, the knight of the lionsj kifs the hands of 
Jier great beauty, and, if her highnefs gives me leave, I will 
wait upon hep to kifs them, and to ferve her to the utmofl of 
^y power, in whatever her highnefs (hall command: and take 
lieed, ^anchp^ how you fpeak, and have a qire not to interlard 
your embafly with ^ny of your proverbs. You have hit (upon 
the interlarder, q\ioth Sancho:. why tjfiis to me ? as if this were 
the firft time I had .carri^ a m^flagp to high and mighty ladips

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in my life. Excepting that to the lady Dukiruay replied Doh 
^ixotey I know of none you have carried, at Icaft none from 
me. That is true, anfwered Sancho \ but a good pay-mailer 
nedb no furety ; and where there is plenty, dmner is not long 
a dieffing: I mean, there is no need of advifing me ; for I am ^ 
prepared for all, and have a fmattering of every thing. I be- ^ 
lieve it, Sancho^ quoth Don ^ixote: go in a good hour, and 
god be your guide. . 

Sancho went off at a roimd rale, forcing Dapple out of hk 
ufualpace, and came where the fair huntreis was ; and alight- 
ing, and kneeling before her, Ke faid: Beauteous lady, that 
kmght yonder, called the knight of the lions^ is my mailer, and 
I am his (quire, called at home Saneho Panax. This fame 
kmght tf the limsy who not long ago was callea he fo the for- 
rffwfulfigure^ fends by me to deure your grandeur would be 
pleafed to give leave, that, with your liking, good-will, and 
confent, he mav approach and aceompliih his wiihes, which, 
as he fays, and I believe, are no other, tha^ to ferve your 
high-towering falconry and beauty; which, if your ladyihip 
grant him, you will do a thing that will redound to your gran- ' 

deut's advant^e, and he will receive a moil iignal favour and 
iatisfa<dion. 

Truly, good fquire, anfwered the lady, you have delivered 
your meilage with all the circumilances, which fuch embaifies 
require: rife up; for it is not fit the fquire of fo renowned a 
knight as he of t\\t forrowful figure (of whom we have already 
heard a great deal in thefe parts) (hould remain upon hi3 knees: 
rife, friend, and tell your mailer, he may come and welcome; 
for I, and the duke my fpoufe, are at his fervice in a country* 
feat, we have here hard by. Sancho rofe up, in admiration as 
well at the good lady's beauty, as at her great breeding and 
courtefy, and efpecially at what ihe had faid, that ih^ had fome 
knowledge of his mailer the knight of the forrowful figure i arid, 
if ihe did not call him the knight of the lions y he concluded it 
was, becaufe he had affumed it fo very lately. The duchefe 
(whofe title isnot yet known) faid to him : Tell me, brpther 
fquire, is not this mafler of yours the perfon, of whom there 

gcs about a hiftory in print, called, The ingenious gentleman 
on Quixote de la Mancha ^ who has for miitrefs of his affec- 
tions one. Dulcinea delTobofo? The very fame> anfwered 
Sancho \ and that fquire of his, who is, or ought to be, in that 
iame hiftory, called Sancho PanfOy am I, unl^fs I was changed 
in the cradle, I mean in the prefs. I am very glad of all this, 
quoth the duchcfs: go, brother Panfa, and tell your mafter, 
he is heartily welcome to my eftates, and that nothing could 
i^happen to me, which could give me greater pleafure. With 
this agreeable anf\ver> Smchs^ infinitely delighted, returned to 
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his mailer, to whom he recounted dl that the great lady had 
iaid to him, extolling, in bis mftic phrafe, her beauty, her 
godd^huitiour, and her courteTy, to the skies* Dm ^ixau^ 
putting on his beft airs, feated himidf handfomly ia his foddky 
ai^uftra his vixor, enlivened Rn^hanu't mettfe, and with a 
genteel aflfurance advanced to kifs the duchefs's hand; who, 
having cauied the duke her husband to be called, had b^n tel- 
ling him, while Don fixate was coming up, the purport of 
Sgnehifs mefliige: and they both, halving read the fir ft part of 
this hiftory, and having learned by it the extravagant humour 
ef Don ^ixm^ waited for him with the greateft pleafurc, ajad 
defire to be acquainted with him, > and a purpofe of carryti^ on 
the humour, and giving him his own way, treating him like 
a knight-errant, all the while he fliould Aay with them, widi 
idl the ceremonies ufual in books of chivalry, which they had 
read, and were alfo very Ibnd of. 

By this time Don ^mxote was arrived, with his bever up ; 
and making a &ew of alighting, Sancho was haftening to liold 
his ftirrup, but was fo unlucky, chat, in ^tting off froiti 
Dapple^ his fodt hung in one of the rope-ilirrups, in fuch maa- 
jier, that it was impofiibie for him to difentangle hiirifelf ; but 
he hung by it with his face and breaft on the ground. Dan 
^ixou^ who was not ufed to alight without having his ftirrup 
held, thinking Sancho was come to do his office, threw his bo- 
dy off with a fwing, and carrying with him RminaKte's faddlr, 
which wasill girted, both he and the faddfe cametpthe ground, 
to his rto fmall fliame, and many a heavy ourfe muttered, be- 
tween his teeth on the unfortunate Sancho, who ftill had his leg 
in the flocks. The D|ike commanded fome of his fpor^fmen 
CO help the knight and fquire; who raif^ up Dm ^uixatg in 
fli plight through this fall : and limping, and as well as he 
could, he made fhift to go and kneel before the lord and lady. 
But the duke would by no means fufier it: on the contrary, 
alighting from his horfe, he went and embraced Don ^tdxott^ 
faying:"! am very forry, fir knlgbt of the forrowful fiptre^ that 
your lirft arrival at my eflate (hould prove fo unlucky: but the 
carelefnefs of fquires is often the 6cca(ion of worfe mifchances. 
It could not be accounted unlucky, O valorous prince, anfwered 
Dm ^txote, though I had met with no ftop 'till I had fellen 
to the bottom of the deep abyfs : for the glory of having fecn 
your highnefs would have raifed me even from thence. My 
fquire, god's curfe light on him, is better at letting loofe his 
tongue to fay unlucky things, than at fattening a faddle to 
make it fit firm : biit whether down or up, on foot or on horfe- 
back, I (halt always be at your highnefs's fervice, and at my 
lady duchefs's your worthy confort, and worthy miiltefs o( all 
beauty, and univcrfal princefs of courtefy. Softly dear Si«ior 
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JDm ^mxot€ di la Mancba, auoth the duke; for where my 
lady Donna DuIdnHn dtl Tobtft i^ it is not xeafonable other 
beauties (hould be praifed. 

Sancho Pan fa wa$ now ^ free from the noofe; and hap- 
pening to be near, before his mafter could anfwer, he faid : It ' 
c^miQt be denied, but muft be aiSrmed, that my lady Dukinea 
del T§bofo is very beautiful : but where we are loift aware, them 
ilarts the hare. I have heard (ay^-that what they call nature ii 
like a potter, who makes earthen veflels, and he, who makes 
xnat huidfom vef&l, may alfo make two, and three, and a hun- 
dred. Thb I fay,- bec^ufe, on my faith, my lady the duche£i 
CQincs not a whit behind my miftrefs the lady Dukinea dd 
T9Ma. Don ^ixote turned himfelf to the duchels, and faM : 
I aOfure you, madam, never any knight-errant in the world had 
a more prating, nor a more merry-conceited fquire, than I 
have; and he will make my words good, if your highnefs is 
pleafed to make ufe of my fervioe for fome days. To which 
die duchels anfwered : I am glad to hear that honeft Sancho is 
pkafant: it is a fign he is.difcrete; for pleafantry and good-hu* 
mour, Signor Don ^ixote, as your worfhip well knows, dwdl 
not in d^ noddles; and fince Sancho is pleaiant and witty^ 
from henceforward I pronounce him difcrete. .And a prate* 
apace^ added Don ^ixote. So much the btfter, quoth the 
duchels ; for many good things cannot be exprelled in fevr 
words, and, that we may not throw away all our time upon 
them, come on, great knight of the forrowful figure. Of tin 
U§HSj your highnefs (hould fay, quoth Sambo -^ the forrowful fi* 
^r^ is no more. Of the lions then let it be, continued the 
doke : I fay, ornie on. Sir knight of the HoHSy to a caiUe of 
mine hard by, where you Ihall te received in a manner fuitable 
to a perfon of fo elevated a rank, and as the duchefs and I are 
wont to receive all knights-errant, who come to it. 

By this time Sancho had adjufted and well girted Rozinante*$ 
faddfe, and Don ^ixote^ mounting upon him» and the 'duke 
upon a very fine horfe, they placed the duchefs in the middle* 
and rode towards the caftle. The duchels ordered Sancho to 
be near her, being mightily delighted with his conceits. Sancb$ 
wto eafily prevail^ upon, and, winding himfelf in aoiong the 
three, made a fourth in the converfation, to the great fatis^toft 
of the duke and duchefs, who looked upon it as a notaUe piece 
ef rood-fortune, to entertain in their canlefuch a knight>ernmfi^ 
and ftidi an err^*fqutre. 
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Which treats of many und gnaf things, 

EXCESSIVE was the joy, which Sancbo conceived, 
to fee himfelf, iti his thinking, 1 faYOUrite of tfaeducfae&^s; 
expelling to find in her cattle the fame as at Don Ditgifs; or 
BafiUusht for he was always a lover of good chear, and confe- 
fpiently took every opportunity of regaling hin^df by the fiirc** 
lock, whefe,'and whenever it prcfented. Now the hiftory re- 
lates, that, before they came to the pleafure-houfe, or caftle, 
the duke rode on before, and gave all his fervants their cue, in 
what manner they were to behave to Dm J^ixote; who ar- 
riving with the duchefs at the caftlc-gate^ immediately there if-* 
. f«ed out twa lacqueys or grooms, clad in a kind of morning- 
gowns of iine trimfon fatin down to their heels; and taking 
' Don ^ixote in their arms, without bebg obferved, faid to 
him: Go, great fir, and take our lady the duchefs. oiF her 
hor^. Don ^ixote did fo, and great compliments pafled be^ 
tween them thereiipon. But in feort the duchefs's pofitivenefs 
got the better, and flie would n^t alight^ nor defcend from her 
palfrey, but into the duke's arms, laying, fhe did not think 
hcrfelf worthy to charge fo grand a knight with fo unproikarbb 
a burden. At length the duke came out, and took her off 
her horfe; and at their entering into a lame court-yard, two 
beautiful damfels came, and threw over Dm ^ixoti^s (boul- 
ders a large mantle of the fined fcarlet, and in an infiaiit all 
the galleri^ of the court-yard were crowned with men and wo^ 
men-fervants, belonging to the duke and duchefs, crying aloud: 
Welcome the flower and cream of knights-errant ! ana all or 
moft of them fprinkled whole bottles of fweet-fcented waters 
upon Don ^ixote^ and on the duke and duchefs; at all which 
Don'^ixote wondered, and this was the firft day that he was 
thorougl^y convinced of his being a true knight-errant, and not 
an imagi^a.ry one, finding himCdf treated juft as he had read 
knights-errant were in former times. 

Santho^ abandoning Dapple^ tacked himfelf dofe to the 
duchefs, and entered into the cattle: but, his confcience foon 
pricking bim for leaving his afs alone, he approached a reve* 
xend Duittna^ who, among others, came out to receive the 
duchefs, and faid to her in a whifper : Miftrefs Gonzalez^ or^ 
what is your duennafliip's name? Donna Rodrigues de Gri^ 
jaha^ anfwered ih^ Duenna: what would you pleafe to have 
with me, brother ? To which Sancho anfwered : Be fo good, 
fweet heart, as to flep to the cattle gate, where you will find 
a dapple afs of mine; and be fo kind as to order him to be put, 

or 
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or put him yourf^f, into the ftablci; for the poor thing is a little 
timorous^ and cgnnot abide to be < alone by any means in the 
world. If. the matter be as difcrete as the man, anfwered the 
Dttenna^ we are finely thriven. Go, brother, in an evil hour 
for you ^d him that brought you hither, and make account, 
you and your beaft, that the Duennas- o^ this houfe are not ac- 
cuflomed to &cb kind of- offices. Why truly, anfwered Sanchoy 
I ha,ve heard my matter, who is the very mine- finder ^ of 
hiftories, relating the ftory of Lancelot^-^v/hoa he from Britain 
came, &y, that ladies took care o£ his perfoa, and Duennas 
of hi^i horfe; and, as to the particular ,of my afs, I would not 
chang(^ him for Signor Lancelot' $ fteed. If. you are a.buiFoon^ 
brother, replied tlw Duenna^ keep your jokes for fome place 
where they may make 1 a better figure, .and where you may be 
paid'for them^ for from me you will get nothing out a fig for 
them* That is pretty well however, f^nfwev^dSancbo ; for I am 
fuic then if .will be a ripe oney there being no danger of your 
lofing the game of your years for; want of a trick <. You fon 
of a whore, cried the Duennay all on fire with rage, whether 
I am old or no, to god I am to give an account, andnot to you» 
rafcal, g^rlick-eatiAg flinkard« This ihe uttered fo loud, that 
the ducbef^ heard it, and turning about,' and feeing the Duenna 
foxliiftvffbed, and her eyes red as blood, asked her with whom 
(he. was fa angry ? With, this good man here, anfwered the Dur 
ennoy who has deiked me in good earneft to go and fet up an 
a(s of rhis. ths^t ttands at the amc gate ; bringing me for a prer 
cedenty.tbat the fame thing was done, I know not where, by 
one Lantehty and telling me how certain ladies looked after him« 
and certain Duennas alter his tteed ; and to mend the matter, 
in iBannerly terms called me old woman. I fliould take that: 
for the.greatett affront that could be offered me, anfwered the 
duchefs ; and, fpeakir^ to Sanchoy flie faid : yBe aiTured, friend 
Sancho^ that Donna KodrigueTi is very young^ and wears thofe 
veils more for authority and the fafliion, than upon account of 
her .ji^ears. May the remainder ©f thofe I have. to live never 
profpei) anfwered -S^izrAfl, if I meant her ajny ill : I only faid it, 
becaufe the tendernefs I have for say afs is fo great, that I 
thought I could not recommend him to a more charitable pcr- 
fon< tbaa to Signor a Donna Rodriguez. Don ^ixote^ who 
over-heard all, laid: Are thefe difcourfes^ Sajuhoy fit for thia 
place? Sir, anfwered Sancho^ every one mutt fpeak of his wants,

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be he where he will. Here I bethought me of Dapple^ and here 
I fpoke of him ; and if I had thought of him in the ftable, I 
had fpoken of him there. To which the duke faid: Sancbojs 
very much in the right, and is not to be blamed in any thing: 
Dapple (hall have provender to his heart's content; and let 
Sancho take no farther care, for he fliall be treated like his own 
perfon. 

With thefe difcourfcs, pleafing to all but Don ^ixofej they 
mounted the flairs, and conduaed Don ^ixote into a great 
hall, hung with rich tiffue and cloth of gold and brocade. Six 
damfels unarmed him, and ferved hito as pages, all inftrufted 
and tutored by the duke and duchcfs what thejr were to do, 
and how they were to behave towards Don fixate, that he 
might imagine and fee they ufed him like a knight-errant. Don 
^ixotey being unarmed, remained in his ftrait breeches and 
fhammy doublet, lean, tall, and ilifF, with his jaws meeting, 
and kifling each other on the infide : fuch a figure, that, if the 
damfels who waited upon him, had not taken care to contain 
^ themfelvfes (that being one of the orecife orders given them by 
their lord and lady) they had burft with laughing. They de- 
fited he would fufter himfelf to be undreffed, and put on a clean 
Oiirt; but he would by no means confent, faying, that modefty 
was as becoming a knight-errant as courage. However he bade 
them give Sancho the Siirt ; and Ihutting himfelf up with him 
in a room, where flood a rich bed, he pulled ofF his clothes, 
and put on the fhirt; and, finding himfelf alone with Sancho^ 
he faid to him: Tell me\ modern buffoon, and antique block- 
head, do you think it a becoming thing to diflionour and affiront 
Z' Duenna fo venerable and fo worthy of refpcft? Wals that a 
time to think of Dapple ? Or are thefe gentry likely to let our 
beafls fare poorly, who treat their owners fo elegantly? For 
the love of god, Sancho^ refrain yourfelf, and do not difcover 
the grain, left it (hould be fcen of how coarfe a country web 
yOu are fpun. Look you, finner, the matter is fo much the 
' more efteemed, by how much his fervants are civiler and better 
bred ; and one of the greateft advantages great perfons have 
over other men, is, that they employ fervants as good as them- 
vfelves. E>o you not confider, pitiful thou, and unhappy me, 
that, if people perceive you are a grofs peafant, or a ridiculous 
fool, they will be apt to think I am fome cheat, or fome knight 
of the iharping order? No, no, friend Sancho^ avoids avoid 
thefe inconvertiencics; for whoever fcts up for a talker and a 
rallier, at the firft trip, tumbles down into a difgraced buf- 
foon. Bridle your tongue, confider, and deliberate upon your 
words, before they go out of your mouth ; and take notice, we 
arc come to a place, from whence, by the help of god, and 
the valour of my arm, we may depart bettered three or even 

five- 
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five-foW 9 in fortune and reputation. Sancho promiCed him &ith- 
fully to few up his mouth, or bite his tongue, before he fpoke a 
word that was not to the purpofe, and well confidered, as he 
commanded him, and that he need be under no pain as to 
that matter, for no difcovery fliouid be made to his prejudice 
by him. 

Ddn ^ixote then drefled himfelf, girt on his fword, threw 
the fcarlet mantle over his (boulders, put on a green fatin-cap, 
which the damfels had given him, and thus equipped marched 
out into the great faloon, where he ibund the damfels drawn 
up in two ranks, as many on one fide as the other, and all of 
them provided with an equipage for waihing his hands, which 
they adminiftred » with many reverences and ceremonies^ Then 
came twelve pages, with the gentleman-fewer, to ccnducSt him 
to dinner, where by this time the lord and lady were waiting 
for him. They placed him in the middle of them, and, with ; 
great pomp and majeftv, conduced him to another hall, where 
a. rich table was fpreaa with four covers only. The duke and 
duchefs came to the hall-dopr to receive him, and with them 
a grave ecdefiaftic ^ : one of thofe, who govern great mens 
houfes; one of thofe, who, not being princes born, know not 
how to inftruA thofe that are how to demean themfelves as 
fuch; one of thofe, who would have the magnificence of the 
great meafured by the narrowncfe of their own minds; one of 
thofe, who, pretending to teach thofe they govern to be frugal, 
teach them to be muers. One of this fort, I fay, w^s the 
grave ecdeilaftic, who came out with the duke to receive Don . 
^ixote. A thoufand polite compliments pafled upon theoccafion ; 
and, uking Don ^ixote between them, they went and fat down 
to tabi& The duke oiFered Don fixate the upper-end, and, 
though he would have declined it, the importunities of the duke 
prevailed upon him to accept it. The ecclefiaftic feated him- 
felf over-againft him, and the duke and duchefs on each fidf^. 
Sancho was prefent all the while, furprifed and aftoniihed to fee 
the honour thofe princes did his maifer, and, perceiving the 
many intreaties and ceremonies, which paiTed between the duke, 
and Don ^ixoU, to make him fit down at the head of the 
table, he. faid : If your honours will give me leave, I ^ill tell 
you a (lory of a paflage that happened in our town concerning 
places.

Msi^ny fucb years, quoth' Sdmbif^ m«y y«ur holilx^* 
live, for the -good c^inion you titvt of mej though it b net in ' 
me: But the tafe I wouM tell is thfe.

The duke and duchefs difTembied their 
laughter, that Don Quixote mtgi^t 90t be quite abaflied, he 
havmg underflood 5^»r^0's flinefs: and, to wave the difcourfe, 
and Prevent Sanfhoh runAiogc inta mpse impertini^ncifs, the 
duchefs asked Don ^ixote, what news he had of the tadv 3uU 
€inea^ and whether he had lately fent her any prefents of giants 
4Mr caUils, fmce he, muft certainly, have. vafi^iiihed a great many. 
To. which Don^xoU. anfwered: Mjf misfbrtMnqs, m^dan^ 
thpiigb they haiie! hajd a b^noinng^ 'will; never have an end.^ 
Giants I Imp, qosmimd, and caitiC^ and have fent fover^l ; but 
where fliwld they find her, i£0»e.be'^ifclianted, andtripsfprrtied; 
into the uglieft <;ounp:y-vfend|i tbat pai^ be imagined i I know 
not, qfM>tb SambojPanfa-f to m^: ihe a{)p(pared the mott. beauti- 
^1 ciea.^ure in th^ worjd : 21 leaC ia a<Sbivity, or a certain fpring 
fha 1^ with her^ I am fure ihe will not yield the advantage to 
a tumbleiu I^ gpodv faith, lady ducheis, ihe bpunces from the. 
^raood uppa an a& as if (be were. a. qit Have you feen her 
enchaotedt Sapchf f quotif the. duke. Seen her ? anfwered San^ 
che: who the devil but 1 was the firft that hit upon the bufinefs 
of her enchantmient ? She is as much^ench^Atodasmy^fither. 
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The eccIefiafiiC) when he heard- talk of giants, caitifs, aini 
enchantments, began ^to fufpcd, that this muft be Den fixate 
de la Mancha^ whofe hiflory the duke was commonly reading; 
and he had as frequently reproved him for fo doing, tdiing him 
it was extravagance to read fuch extravagancies: and, being 
aiTured of the truth of his fufpicion, with much choler he faid 
t^the duke: Your excellency. Sir, (hall give an account to god 
for what this good man is doing. This />«» ^mx9Uy or Don 
Coxcomb^ or how do you call him, I fanfy, can hardly be fb 
great an idiot as your excellency would have him, laying occa- 
nons in his way to «> on in his follies and extravagancies And, 
turning the dt(courle to Dm ^ixote, he faid : And you, ftupid 
wretch 4, who has thruft it into your brain, that you are a 
knight-errant, and that you conquer giants and feize caitifs ? 
Be gone in a good hour, and in fuch this is faid to you ; return 
to your own noufe, and breed up your children, if you have 
' any ; mind your afialrs, and ceafe to ramble up apd down the 
world, fucking the wind, and making all peof^le laugh that 
know you, or know you not. Where, with a mifchief, have 
you ever "found, that there have been, or are, kni^hts-errant ? 
Where are there any giants in Sfain^ or caitifs in La Mancba^ 
or Dulcinea*s enchanted, or all the rabble rout of follies that are 
told of you? Don fixate was very attentive to the words of 
this venerable man ; and, finding that he now held his peace, 
without minding the refpedi duejo the duke and duchefs, with 
an ireful mien, and difturbed countenance, he ftarted up, and 
faid But his anfwer deferves a chapter by itfelf. 

C H A P. XV. 

0/ iheafifwer Don Quixote gave to hi$ reprtruir^ with othor 
grave and plea font events. 

DON^^VIXOTEj then, {landing up, and trembling 
from h^d to foot, as if he had quickfilver in his joints, 
with precipitate and difturbed fpeech, faid: The place where I 
arn, and the prefence of the perfonages before whom I ftand, 
together with the refpcft I ever had, and have, for men of your 
profefSon, retrain and tie up the hands of my iuil indignation: 
and therefore, as well upon the account of what 1 have faid, 
as being cohfcious of what every body knows, that the weapons 
of gownmen are the fame as thofe of women, their tongues, 
I will enter with mine into equal combat with your reverence, 
from whom one rather ought to have expeded good counfels, 
than opprobrious revilings. Pious and wdl-meant reproof de-

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jnands another kind of behaviour and language; aC lead the . 
reproving me in public, and fo rudely, has pailed all the bounds 
of decent reprehenfion : for it is better to oegin with mildnefs 
than afperity, and it is not right, without Knowledge of the 
feult, without more ado to call the offender madman and idiot. . 
Tell me, I beieech your reverence, for which of the follies you 
have feen in me, do you condemn and revile me, bidding me 
get me home, and take care of my houfe, and of my wife and 
children, without knowing whether I have either ? What, is 
there no more to do but to enter boldly into other mens houfes, 
to govern the mafters; and (hall a poor pedagogue, who never 
law more of the world than what is contained within a diftri£l; 
of twenty er thirty leagues," fet himfelf at random to prefcrlbc 
laws to chivalry, and to judge of knights-errant? Is it, then,. 
an idle fcheme, and time thrown away, to range the world, not 
feeking its delights, but its aufterities, whereby good men afpire 
to the feat of. immortality ? If gentlemen, if perfons of wealth, 
birth, and quality were to take me for a madman, I fhould look 
upon it as an irreparable affront: but to be efteemed a fool by 
pedants, who never entered upon, or trod the paths of chivalry, 
I value it not a farthing. A knight I am, and a knight I will 
die, if it be heaven's good- will. Some pafs throu^ the fpa- 
cious field of proud ambition ; others through that of fervile and 
bafe flattery,; others by the way of deceitful hypocrify; ard 
fome by that of true religion : but I, by the influence of my 
ftar, take the narrow pa& of knight-errantry, for the exercife. 
whereof I defpife wealth, but not honour. I have redrefTed 
grievances, righted wrongs, chaflifed infolenci^s, vanquifbed 
giants, and trampled upon hobgoblins : I am in love, but only 
becaufe knigbts-errant muil be fo; and, being fo, I am no vi- 
cious lover, but a chafte PJatonie one. My intentions are always 
direfl:ed to virtuous ends, to do good to all, and hurt to none* 
Whether he, who means thus, aSs thus, and lives in the prac- 
ticeof all this, deferves to be called a fool, let your grandeurs 
judge, moft excellent duke and duchefs. 

Well laid, i'feith ! quoth Sancho : lay no more in vindication 
of yourfelf, good n(iy lord and matter ; for there is no more to 
be faid, nor to be thought, nor to be perfevered in, in the world : 
and befjdes, this gentleman denying, as he has denied, that there 
ever were, or are, knights-errant,, no wonder if he knows no- 
thing of whet he has been talking of. Peradventure, quoth the 
ecclefiaftic, you, brother, are that Sancho Panfa they talk of, 
to whom your matter has promifed an illand. I am fo, an- 
fwered Sancho^ and am he who deferves one as well as any other 
be whatever. I am one of thofe, of whom they fay, AfTociate 
with good men, and thou wilt be one of them ; and of thofe, 
of whom it is faid again ; Not with v^hom thou wert bred, but 
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with whom thou haft fed j and. He that Icaneth agamft a good 
tfce, a good flidter findeth he; I have leaned to a goodntafteri 
and have kept him company thefe manv months^ and fliaH be 
juch another as hei if it be gpd'sgood pleafure j andif he lived, 
afifd I livci neither Ihafl he want kingdoms to rule, nor 1 iflands 
to govern. That you fhal! not, ivittiA'Saneho^ 'faid the dukey 
fdr, in the name of Signor Dm fixate I promife you the go* 
vbrnment of one of mine, now vacant, and of iro tAcohfiderabte 
value. Kneel, Sancho^ faid Don^ixote^ and fcifi his excel- 
lehcy's feet for the favour' he has done you; Sancho &d fo. 
Which theecdefiaftic feeing, he got up from tabte in af^ great 
p6t, feying: By the habit I 'vi^ar, I could find in rtiy heart to 
fey, your excellcrtcy is as fimpfe as thefe finnerst what vrohder 
if they are mad; fince wife men authorife their foHite? Your 
tjccellcncy may ftay with them, if you' ^ileafe; bat; while they 
affe in the houfe, I willffay in iriy own, and fave itiyfelf the 
trouble of reproving what I cannot reniedy. And, Without fay- 
ing a word, or eating a bit more, 5away he went, the intreaties 
<5f^he duke and duchcfs not availing to flop' him; though in- 
deed the dake faid not much, through laughter, occafioned by 
hfs impertinent pailion. ' . 

* The laugh being over, he faid to Don ^ixoU: Sir knight of 
the lions, you have anfwered fo well for yourfcif, that there re-^ 
ihain^ nothing to demand fatisfaQiaii for in this cafe : for, though 
it has the appearance of an affront, • it is by nb means fuchV 
lince, as women cannot give an affront j foileither Can eccle^ 
fiaftics, as you better know. It is trut, knfSfrereiDon^ixc^fty 
^d the reafon is, that whoever cannot be affrontecfi tieither 
ean he giVe an affront to any body. Women, children, and; 
churchmen, as they cannot defend themfelvfes, thoii^they are 
offended j fo they dannot be affronted, becaufe, as your excel* 
lency better knows, there is this diflfererice b^iwcen an injury 
. ^nd an affront: An affront comes from one, Whor Cart give it, 
does give it, and then maintains it;, an injury m^y cojhe froin 
any hand, v^ithout afii^onting. As for example; A perfoA ftands' 
carelefly in the ftreet: text others ^rmcd fiill upoii him, and beat' 
hini: he daps his hatnd to his fword, as'heourfit'to do: but 
the number of his adverfaries hinder him fr6m efeHilg his in-* 
tention, which is to revenge himfelf: thisperfoniiinljiired, but 
not affronted. Another example will confirm the fame thing ; 
A man ftands with his bafck turned: another coihes and ftrikes 
him with a cudgel, and runs for it When hehas done: the man 
purfucs him, and cannot overtake him: he, 'who received tb*' 
blows, received an injury, but no affi-ont, becaitfe the affront* 
ihuft be maintained. If he, who ftruck him^ though he did 
it bafely arid unawares, draws his fwbrd afterward, and (lands; 
firm, facing his enemy, he, who was,flfuck,''i$ both injured and 
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affifontcd; injured, becaufe he was ftruck treacheroufly, and 
fronted, becaufe he, Who' ftruck hiinVnlaintitiiieiti What he h33 
done bjr ftahding-'hfe groiindi and M' ftifritig a'foot.' Alid'fherei 
fore, according to the tftafelHhed hv^s if luel; t msty ht iii- 
jfbred, but ndt affrbnted : for women arid children (Jannot refenti 
iior can thiy ffy, hbi* ftartd their ground; ^The^fame'may 1^ 
£iid of men corifecrated td holy orders: for thefe three Ibrts <$ 
A«>ple want oflfenfive and defenfive weapons ; and, thou^'they 
are naturally bound to' deferid themfelves, yet ^fe they rtot tc| 
dBfend any body. ' So that; though* I laid before,!' was injafecli 
^nbw fey, m no wife; for he, who cannot receive 2fn affroh^ 
il:an iftuch lef? give one. For which teaforis 1 neither ought, n6r 
id refent what thatgoorf man' faid to ihe: dnly I coiild havg 
wilheJhe Had' ftaid ia little linger, tliat I niight haVe c6fivince4 
Km of His err6r' in ttnnkrng and fayingi' that ''there are nd 
Jtnights-errant 'ribw, nor ever were any In tli6 World: for hai 
jfmddis, x>r any bni' of his numerdus defcendants, heard this, % 
am fterfuaded,it would not have fared Over W611 with his reye- 
f^nce. That I vWH'fWear, quoth San'cho: fliey would have given 
Rim fuch a flafH, as would haVc cleft' him from tofi to bottom^ 
lik^ any pomegranate of oVer-ripe nielon: they were not folks 
to be jefted; with iri that manner. By 'my beads, I am Very 
certain j had. Riynaldosdf Monfahan heard thc^ lUtle |entiemaii 
falk at that rate, he woifld have given him fdch a gag," 'that he ^ 

fhottld not have fpoken *i wotd more in three y^rs: Ay,^ay^ 
let him meddle with'^them, and fee hoW he will efcape but of 
their hantis: ' The duchefs T^as ready to die with laughter atj 
Bearing Sancbo talk; andj* in *her opinion, ftc took him to be 
mote rididtiteus ahd more' mad than ' his mafler, anil there werd 
fcveral others at that <ime of the ftme rhind, • • ' ' " 

At Iaft'i>j7«^«/W^^^as calm, and dinner ended: and, at 
fakfng away the clotfa*, thire entered four dimfels j one with i 
filvtr ewer,' another with'^a bafoii of Tilver' alfo, a third wittf 
l?wo fine clean towels bVet her ftouWer, and the fobrth tuckecf 
lip to her elbows, and in her ^hite hands (for'doubtlefs thej^ 
i^rere white) a waih-ball of \W:7/>7^i-fope. 'She y/ith the bafotf* 
difew near, and, wit'h a genteel atr and aflTurarice,' clapped it un- 
der Don "^ixoti^s beard J Who,' Without fpeaking a word, afid* 
Wondering at the ceremony^ Believed it to be the cuftom of thai? 
country to waflf beai'dfe hluead of hands, and therefore ftretchejf 
6ut his own sfe far iS ne coilld : a'nd ift'ftantlv th^ ^er began ttf 
rain upon^him; knd'thrf wafljiball-damfel' hurried ovfcr his beard? 
with great dexterity of h^nd*, raifiiig great flakes of fnow (fo^^ 
tfce'lathefihg Wsis not fefs V^hite) not only over the 'beard^ but 
dver the Vvhole face ind ey^, of thrf obedient knight, infbmuch' 
that it made hini'lhuttherii whether he would dr nd. The* 
duke and duchefs, who kn^W ijiothing 6t 41 ihis, were in ex-^ 
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Deflation what this extraordinary lavation would end in. The 
barber-damfel, having raifed a lather a handful high, pretended 
the water was all fpent, and ordered the girl with the ewer to 
fetch more, telling her, Signor Don ^ixote would ftay till Ihe 
came back. She did fo, and Don fixate remained the ftrangeft 
and moft ridiculous figure imaginable. All that were prefent, 
being many, beheld him, and feeing him with a neck half an 
cU long, niore thaii moderately fwarthy, his eyes (hut, and his 
beard all in a lather, it was a great wonder, and a fjgn of great 
difcretion, that they forbore laughing. The damfels concerned 
in the jell held down their eyes, not daring to look at their lord 
and lady ; who were divided between anger and laughter, not 
knowing what to do, whether to chafiife the girls for their 
boldnefs, or reward them for the plcafure they took in beholding 
D&n ^ixote in .that pickle. At laft the damiel of the, ewer 
came, and they made an e;nd of wa(hing Don ^ixote^ and then 
fide, wlio carried the towels, wiped and dried him with much 
deliberation; and all (our at once, making him a profound re-v 
verence, were going off. But the duke, that Don ^ixote might 
not fmell the jeft, called the damfel with the bafon, faying: 
Come, and warn me too, and take care you have water enough. 
The arch and diligent wench came, and clapped the bafon to 
the duke's chin, as (he had done to Don ^ixote\ arid very 
expeditiouily wafhed and lathered him well, and leaving him 
clean and ory, they made their curtfies, and away they went. 
It was afterwards known, that the duke bad fworn, that, had 
they not wafhed him, as they did Don ^ixote^ he would have 
puniflied them for their pertnefs, which they had difcreetly made 
amends for by ferving him in the fame manner. Sancho was 
very attentive to the ceremonies of this wafhing, and faid to 
himfelf: God be my guide! is it the cuftom, trow, of this 
place, to wafli the bear<fe of fquircs as well as of knights ? On 
my confcience and foul, I need it much ; and, if they fliould 
give me a ftroke of a razor, I fliould take it for a ftill greater 
favour. What are Jkou faying to yourfelf, Sancho? quoth the 
duchefs. I fay, madiam, anfwered Sancho^ tHat in other pruiccs 
courts, I have always heard fay, when the <doth is taken away, 
they bring water to wafii hands, and not fuds to fcour beards ; 
and therefore one muft live long, to fee much : it is alfo faid, 
Ke who lives a long life, muft pafs through many evils $ though 
one of thefe fame fcourings is rather a pleafure than a pain. 
Take no care, friend Sancho, quoth the duchefs ; for I will or- 
der my damfels to wafli you too, and lay you a bucking, if 
need be. For the prefent, I fliall be fatisfied, as to my b^rd, 
^nfyffcxti Sancho : for the reft, god will provide hereafter. Hark 
you, fewer, faid the duchefs, mind what honeft Sancho defjres, 
and do precifdy as he would have you. The fewer anfwered, 

that 
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that Signer Sancbo (hould be pun£hiall/ obeyed ; and fo away 
he went to dinner, and took Sancho with him^ the duke and 
duchefs remaining at table with Don Quixote, difcourfing of fun- 
dry and divers matters, but all relating to the profeffion of arms 
and knight-errantry. - ^ 

The duchefs intreated i)^» ^i>tf/^, fince he feemed to have 
fo happy a memory, that he would delineate and defcribe the 
beauty and features of the lady Didcinea del Tobo/o; for, ac- 
cording to what fame proclaimed of her beauty, {he took it for 
granted^ (he muft be the faireft creature in the world, and even 
in all La Mancha, Dm S^uixote iighed at bearing the duchefs's 
requeft, and faid : If I could pull out my heart, and lay it be- 
fbre your grandeur's eyes here upon the table in a di(h, I might 
fave my tongue the labour of telling what can hardly be con- 
ceived : for there your excellency would fee her painted to the 
life. But why ihould I go about to delineate and defcribe, one 
by oncy the perfeftions of the peerlefs Dulclnea^ it being a bur- 
den fitter for^ other {boulders than mine, an enterprife worthy 
to employ the pencils of Parrhaftusj Timantes, and Apelles^ and 
the graving-tools of Lyjippus^ to paint and carve in pidures, 
marbles, and bronzes j and Ciceronian and Demofthenian rhe- 
toric, to praife them. What is the meaning of Demofthenian, 
Signor Don ^ixote ? quoth the duchefs : it is a word I never 
heard in all the days di my life. Demofibentan rhetoric, an- 
fwered Don ^iixote^ is as much as to fay, the rhetoric of £>/- 
moftbenes^ as Ciceronian of Cicero ; who were the two greate{l ora- 
tors and rhetoricians in the world. That is true, faid the duke, 
and you betrayed your ignorance in asking fuch a que{lion : but 
for all that, Signor Don ^ixote would give us a great deal of 
pleafure in painting her to us; for though it be but a rough 
draught or sketch only, doubtlefs {he will appear fuch as the 
mo{t beautiful may envy. So {he would moft certainly^ an- 
fwered Don ^ixote, had not the misfortune, which lately beH 
her, blotted her idea out of my mind ; fuch a misfortune, that' 
I am in a condition rather to bewail, than to defcribe her: for 

{our grandeurs mufl know, that, going, a few days ago, to' • 
ifs her hands, and receive her benedidion, commands and li- 
cence for this third fally, I found her quite another perfon than 
her I fought for. I found her enchanted, and converted from 
a princefs into a country wench, from beautiful to ugly, from 
an angel to a devil, from fragrant to peiliferous, from courtly 
to ruftic, from light to darknefs, from a fobcr lady to a jumping 
yoan ^ ; and, in fine, from Dulcinea del Tobafo^ to a clowni{h 
wench of Sayago ^. God be my aid, cried the duke at tbb

they cannot pra£tife their wicked artifices upon my perfon, re- 
Tcnge themfelves upon what I love beft, and have a mind to 
take away my life by evil entreating Dulcinea^ for whom I 
Kve: and therefore I am of opinion, that, when my fquire car- 
ried her my mcflfage, they had transformed her into a country-

All this I have faid, that no ftrefs may be laid upon what 
Sancho told of Dulcinea's fifting and winnowing ; for fince to

^im. Dukinea is well-bom, of quality, and of the genteel (a- 
milies of Tobofoy which are many, ancient, and very good ; 
and no doubt the peerlefs Dulcinea has a large (hare in them, 
for whom her town will be famous and renowned in the ages to 
come, as Tray was for Heletiy and Spain has been for Cava 7, 
though upon better grounds, and a jufter title. On the other 
hand, I would have your grandeurs underftand, that Sanchs 
Panfa is one of the'.moft ingenious fquires that ever (erved 
knight-errant : he has indeed, at times, certain fimplicities fo 
acute, that it is no fmall pleafure to confider, whether he has in 
him moft of the fimple or acute: he has roguery enough to 
pafs for a knave, and negligence enough to confirm him a 
dunce: he doubts of every thing, and believes every thing: when 
I imagine he is falling headlong into (hipidity, he outs with fuch 
fmart fayings as raife him to the skiea. In (hort, I would not 
exchange him for any other fquire, though a city were given 
me to hoQ^ : and therefore I am in doubt, whether I (hall do 
well to fend him to the government your grandeur has favoured 
him with ; though I perceive in him fiich a fitiiefs for the bu- 
(inefs of governing, that, with a little poli(hing of his under-

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Ibnding, he would be as much mafler of that art, as the king 
is of his cuftoms. Befides^ we know by fundry experiences, 
that there \is no need of much ability, nor much learning, to 
be a governor; for there are a hundred of them up and down 
that can fcarcely read, and yet they govern as fharp as fo many 
hawks. The main point is, that their intention be g;ood, and 
that they defire to do every thing right, and there will never be 
wanting counfellors to advife and direft them in what they arc 
to do; like your governors, who, being fword-men, and not 
fcholars, have an afliftant on the bench. My counfel to him 
would be. All bribes to refufe, but infift on his dues ; with 
fome other little matters, which lie in my breaft, and fliall out 
in proper time, for SanMs benefit, and the good of the ifland he 
is to govern. 

, Thus far had the duke, the duchefs, and Don ^txote pro- 
ceeded in their difcourfe, when they heard feveral voices, and a 
great noife in the palace^ and prefently Sancho came into the 
hall all in a chafe, with a di(h-clout for a flabbering-bib ; and 
after him a parcel of kitchen-boys,' and other lower fervants.

be higher than the other; for, when we come to the grave, 
we muft all (hrink and lie clofe, or be made to (brink and lie 
clofe in fpite of us ; and fo eood night: and therefore I fay again, 
that, if your lady(hip will not give me the ifland, becaufe I 
am a fool, I will be lo wife as not to care a fig for it ; and I 
have heard fay. The devil lurks behind the crofs; and. All 
is not g^d that glitters ; and Bamba the husbandman was taken 
from among his ploughs, his yokes, and oxen^ to be king of 
Spain ; and Roamgo was taken from his brocades, paftimes, 
and riches, to be devoured by fnakes, if ancient ballads do not 
lye. How (hould they lye ? faid then the Duenna Rodriguez^ 
who was one of the auditors; for there is a ballad which 
tells how king Roderigo was (but up alive in a tomb flill 
of toads, fnakes, and lizards, and that, two days after, the 
king faid from within the tomb, with a mournfiil and low voice. 
Now they gnaw me, now they gnaw me, in the part by which 
I finned niod : and according to this, the gentleman has a great 
deal of reafon to fay, he woSd rather be a peafant than a king, 
if fuch vermin muft eat him up. 

* The duchcfs could not forbear laughing to hear the fimplicity 
of lier Duenna^ nor admiring to heair the reafonings and proverbs 

of 
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of Sancho, to whom flie faid : Honeil Sancho knows full weH, 
that, whatever a knight once promifes, he endeavours to perforra 
it, though it coil him his life. The duke, my lord and husband, 
though he is not of the errant order, is neverthelefs a knight, 
and therefore will make good his word, as to the promifed ifland, 
in fpke of the «ivy tind the wickedncfs of the world. Lcjt 
Sancho be of good cheer 5 for when he lead thinks of it, he fl^all 
find bimfelf Seated in the chair of flate of his ifland and of hi^ 
•territory, and fhall fo handle his government, as to defplfe for 
it one of brocade three ftory hidh. What I charge him is, to 
take heed how he governs his vauals, remembring that they arp 
' all loyal and well born. As to governing them well, anfwcrc^ 
Sanchoy there Is no need of giving it me in charge; for I am 
naturally charitable and companionate to the poor, and. None 
will dare the loaf to fteal from him that fifts and kneads the 
meal \ and, by my beads, they (hall, put no falfe dice upon me : 
1 am an old dog, and undei:fiand tus ius * , and know how to 
IhuflF my eyes in proper time, and will not fufFer cobwebs to get ' 
into my eyes; for I know where the (hoe pinches. All this 
I fay, that the good may be' furc to have of me both heart 
and hand, and the bad neither foot nor footing: and, in 
my opinion^ as to the bufmefs of governing, the whole lies in 
the beginning; and perhans, when I have been fifteen days a 
governor, my fingers may itch after the oflice, and I may know 
more of it than of the labour of the field, to which I was bred. 
You are in the right, Sancboy quoth the duchefs ; for no body 
is born learned, and bifhops are made of men, and not of fioncs, . 
But, to refume the diicourfe we were juft now upon, concern- 
ing the enchantment of the lady Dulcinea ; I am very certain, 
that Sancho's deiign of putting a trick upon his niafter, and 
making him believe that the country-wench was Dulcinea^ and 
that, if his mafter did not know her, it; muft proceed from hqr 
being enchanted, was all a contrivance of feme one or other of 
the enchanters, who perfecute Don fixate: for really, acd in 
truth, I know from good hands, that the wench, who jumped 
upon the afs, was, and is, Dulcinea del Tobofo^ and that hone(t.

the world: and believe me, Sancho^ the jumping- wench was, 
and is, Dulcinea del Tobofo^ who is enchanted juft as much as 
the mother that bore her ; and, when we leaft think of it, we

All this may very well be, quoth Sartcbi Poftfa^ and now I 

begin to believe what my mafteif told of Monteftms^ cave, where 

he pret(!*nds he f^w the lady Dukima M Tokoji in the very fame 

drefs and garb I fdid I had feen her in, when I enchanted her 

for pny own pleafufe alone s whereas, as your lady&ip fays^ all 

r this muft have been quite otherwife:. for it cannot, and muft 

»^ not be prefumed, that my poor invention fhould, in an inftant» 

f flart fo cunning a device, nor do I believe my mailer is fuch t 

. ^ madman, a$ to credit fo extrav^nt a thing, upon no better a 

voucher than myfelf. But, madam, your goodnefs ought not 

^ therefore to look upon me as an tll-defigning peribn ; for a dunce, 

like me, is not obliged to penetrate into the thoughts and crafty 

intentions of lacked enchanters, I invented that fiory tocfcape 

the chidings of my nfiafter,. and not with defign to o^d hiBi: 

and, if it ha§ fallen out otherwife, god ift in heaven, who Judges 



the heart. That is true, quoth the duchefe: but tell me, hamti^ 
what is it you were faying of Mmtefinos*s cave i I (houkl be 
glad to know It Then S^ncbo related, with all its circumo- 
nances, what has been faid concerning that adventure. Which 
the duchefs hearing, fhe faid : From this acci&nt it may be4n- 
fcri'ed, that, fmce the great D^n ^ixoti fays he faw the verjr 
fame countr/-wench, whom Sanch faw coming out of T^^j, 
without doubt it is Dulcinea^ Sind that the enchanters hereabouts 
are very bufy, ?ind exceffively curious, . But I fay, quoth Sambo 
Panga^ if my lady Dulcinea 4d Tihfo is endianted, fo much 
the Worfe for her; and I do not think myfelf bound to engage 
with my matter's enemies, who muft needs be many and matt- 
cious: true it is, that fhe I faW was a country- wench: for fuch 
I took her, and fuch I judged her to be ; ana, if fhe was />«/- 
€inea^ it is not to be pla^ to m]^ account, nor oijght it to 
lie at hxy door. It vin^uld be fine indeed, if I muft be called 
in qiieftion at every turn, with, Sancha (aid it, Sanch» did it, 
Sancbo came back, and 'Saticbo returned ; as if Saticbo were who 
they would, and not that very Sancbo Panfa^ handed about in 
^Hnt all the world over, as ^ampfm Corrafco told me, who is 
at leaft a candidate to be a bachelor at SaUttnanea ; and fud) 
perfons cannot lye, excepting when they have a mind to it, or 
when it tu»ns to good actount: fo that there is no reafon wh3r 
any body fhould fall upon me, fmce I have a good name; 
land, as I have heard my mafler fty, a good name is better 
than great riches: cafe me but in this fame ^government, and 
you will fee wonders; for a good iquirt will make a good 
governor. 

All that honeft Sancbo has now faid, quoth the duehe^ are 
C^tman fcntcnc^j or at leaft extra^ed from the very marro«e-

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frf Miclmel VerinQ » \axrStAll -""r^florentibts ccddit anms: in 
fliort, to fpeak in his own way, A bad cloke often covers a good 
drinker. Truly, madam, anfwered Sancbo^ I never in my 
^ife drank for any bad purppfe : for thirft it may he I have ; 
for I am no hypocrite: I drink when I have a mind, and when 
J have no minq, and when it is given me, not to be thought 
fhy or ill-bred; for, when a JFriend drinks to one, who can be 
fo bard-hearted as not to pledge him ? But though I put on the 
0ioes, I do not dirtv them. Befides, the fquires of knight^** 
errant mod commonly drink water; for they are always wan« 
dering about woods, forefis, meadows, mountains, and craggv 
JOcks, without meeting the pooreft pittance of wine, though ^ 
they would give an eye for it. I believe fo too, anfwered the 
duchefs: but, for the prefent, Sancho, go and repofe vourfelf, 
and we will hereafter talk more at large, and oroer (hall 
fpeedily be given about cafing you, as you call it, in the go* 
yernment. 

Sancbo again kiQed the duchefs's hand, and be^ed of her, as 
a favour, that good care might be taken of his Dapple^ for he 
was the light of hb eyes.

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than I y/ould poniard myfclf : for, though mj mailer fays, that, 
in complalfance we fbould raiher lofe the game by a card too 
much th^ too little, yet, when the bufinefs is altes and ey^^ 
we (houldgp with compafs in hand, and keep within meafurcd 
bounds. Carry him, Sancho^ quoth the duchefs, to your go- 
vernment, and there you may regale him as you pleafe, and let 
him free from further labour *. Think not, my lady ducheis, 
you have (aid much, quoth Sancbo; for I have leen more than 
two aflfes go to governments, and, if I (hould carry mine, it 
woulc} be no fuch new thing. Sambo's reafonings renewed the 
duchefs^ laughtpr and fatis&6tion ; and, difmiffing him to his 
rcpofe, ihe went to give the duke an account of what had pafled 
between them, and they two agreed to contrive and give order

C H A P. II. 

Giving an account of the method prejcrihed for difenchanting the 
peerlefs Dulcinea del Tobofo; which is one of the moftfamotes 
adventuret of this hooi. 

GREAT was the pleafure the duke and duchefs received- 
from the converfation of Don ^ixote and Sancho Pan fa ; 
and, perfifting in the defign they had of playing them fome 
tricks, which (hould carry the femblancc and face of adventures, 
they took an hint from what Don ^ixote had already told them 
of Montejinosh cave, to drefs up a famous one.

to the fevere exercife of arms, and that he could not carry ward* 
robes and fumpters about him. But Sancho took what was 
given him, with defign to (ell it the firft opportunity he (hould 
have.

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The expeded day being come, Den ^X9ie armed bimrdf, 
and Sancho put on his new fuit, and mounted Dapple^ whom 
he would not quit, though they ofiered him a horfej and fo he 
thnift himfelf amidft the troop of hunters. The duchefs iffued 
forth magnificently dreflcd, and JD^» ^ixote, out of pure politenefs 
andcivilityy hdd the reins of her palfrey, though the duke would 
hot confent to it.* At laft they^came to a wood; between two 
very high mountain^, where poftins themfelves, in places where 
the toils were to be pitched, and AU the company havine taken 
their different ftands, the hunt began with a great hollowing 
and noife, infomuch' that they could not hear one another, as 
well for the cry of the hounds, as the winding of the horns* 
The duchefs alighted, and, with a boar-fpear in her hand, took 
her fland in a place where Ihe knew wild boars ufed to pafs. 
The duke and Don ^uxote alighted alfo, and placed themfelves 
by her fide. Sancho planted himfelf in the rear of them all« 
without alighting from Dapple^ whom be durft not quit, left 
fome mifchance ihould befal him. And fcarcely were they on 
foot, and ranged in order, with feveral of their fervants round 
them, when they perceived an enormous boar, purfued by the 
dogs, and followed by the hunters, making towards them, grind* ' 

ing his teeth and tusks, and tofling foam from his .mouth. Don 
^ir/W#, feeing him, braced his ibield, and, laying bis hand to 
his fword, flepped before the reft to receive him. The duke 
did the like, with his javelin in his hand, fiut the duchefs 
would have advanced before them all, if the duke had not pre- 
vented her. Only Sancho, at fight of the iiefrce animal, quitted 
Dappki and ran the beft he could, and endeavoured to climb 
up into a tall oak, but could not: and, being got about halfway 
up, holding- by a bough, and ftriving to mount to the top, he 
wa& fo unfortunate and unlucky, that the bough broke, and, in 
tumbling down, he remained in the air, fufpended by a fnag of 
the tree, without coming to the ground : and, finding himfdf 
in this fituation, and that the green loofe coat was tearing, and 
confidering that, if the furious animal came that way, he ihouM 
he within nis reach, he began to cry out b loud, and to call 
for help fo violently, that all who heard him, and did not fee 
him, thought verily he was between the teeth oif fome wild beaft. 
In fl^ort, the tusked boar was laid at his length by the points of 
the many boar-fpears. levelled at him ; and D^n^ixoU^ turning 
his head about at Sancho's cries, by which he knew him, faw 
him hanging from the oak with his bead downward, and clofe 
by him Dapple^ who deferted him. not in his calamity. And 
Ctd Hanute Benengeli fays, he feldom faw Sancho Panfa with- 
out Dapple, or Dapple without Sancho 'y fuch was the amity 
and cordial love maintained between them two. Don ^uixcte 
went 4nd difeng^iged Sancho^ Who» finding himfelf freed and 

wpoq 
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upon the ground, fell a viewing the rent in tbe hunting-finty and 
It grieved him to the fouU for^ be fanded.be pofleikd in tb^t 
. fui an inheritance in fee fimple. 

They laid the mighty boar acrofs a fumpter-muk, and, a>- 
vcring it with branches of rofcmary and myrtle, they carried it, 
aa the fpoils erf" victory, to a large field-tent, erected in tbe 
middle of the wood ; where -they found th^ tables rapged in 
order, and dinner fet out fo fumptuous and grand, that it eafily 
difcovered tbe greatnefs and magnificence of the donor, Sancbc, 
&ewing the wounds of his torn garment to the duchefs, faid : 
Had this been a hare-hunting, or a fowling for fm$iU birds, my 
coat had been (afe from the extremity it is now in: ) do not 
underftand what pleafure there can. be in waiting for a beaft« 
who if he reaches you with a tusk, i£ may coft you your life. 
I remember to have heard an old ballad fung to this purpofe; 

May Fabila'i fad doom be ihtney 
And hungry bears upon thee dine. 

He was a Gothic king, iquoth Don ^xHe^ who, going to hunt 
wild beafts, ws^ devoured bv a bear. What I fay, anfweredl 

. Sancho^ is, that I would not have princes and kings run them- 
felves into fucb dangers, merely for their pleafure ; which me- 
thinks ought not to be io, fince it confifis in killing ^ creature 

> that has not committed any fiiult. You are miftaken, Ssneho; 

. it is quite otherwife, anfwered the duke: for the exercife of 
hunting wild beafts is the moft proper and necefiary for kings 
and princes of any whatever. Huntii^ is an image of war: in 

' it there are ftratagenfis, artifices, and ambufcades, to overcome 
your enemy wtth^t hazard to your perfon : in it you endure 
j^inchjng coU^ and intolerable beat; idlenefs and fleep are con* 
temned.} natural vigour is corroborated, and tbe members of the 
bodv made a^ive: in (hort, it is an exercife, which may be 
ufed without pr^dice to tuny body, and with pleafure to many; 
and the heft of it is, that it is not for all people, as are all other 
country fports, excqpcing hawking, whurh is alfo peculiar to 
kin^ and great pertans. And therefore, Sancho^ change yogr 
opinion, and, ythea you are a governor, exercife yourfelf in 
liunting, and yon wiU find your -account in it. IWot fo, an* 
fwered Sancho; The geod governor, and the broken I^, ibould 
keep at home. It would £ fine indeed for people to come fa- 
lisucd about bufinefs, to feek him, while he is in the mountains 
following his recreations: at that rate the government might go 
to wreck. In good truths Sir, hunting and paftimes are ratl^r 
for your idle compamons, than for governors f . What I defign

lee whether I can bite or no. The curfe of god and of all his 
fsunts light on thee, accurfed Sanchdy quoth Dvn ^ixoU: when 
will the day oome, as I have often faid, that I (hall hear thee 
ntter one current and coherent fentence without proverbs? I 
feefeech your grandeurs, let this blockhead afone : he will erind 
your foitis to death, not between two, but between twoSxxi^ 
iand proverbs, introduced as much to the purpofe and as wdl ^ 
timea, as I wi£h god may grant him health, or me if I defirt 
to hear them. Sdncbo Panfo's proverbs, quoth the duche6» 
though they exceed in number thofe of the GreeJi commentator \ ^ 

fet are th«y not to be lefs valued for the brevity of the fentences. 
'or my part, I muft own, they give me more pleafure than 
any others, though bencr timed and better applied. 

With tfaefe and the like entertaining difoourfes, they left the 
tent, and went into die Wood, to vifit the toils and nets. The 
day was foon fpent, and night came on not fo clear nor fo 
caim as the feafon of the year, which was the midft of fummer, 
required, but a kind of clare-obicure, which contributed very 
much CD hdp forward the duke and duche6's deftgn. Now, 
night coming on, foon after the twilight, on a fudden the wood 
fcemed on fire from all the four quarters! and prefently were 
heard, on all fides, an infinite number of cornets^and ether 
jnftruments of war, as if a great body of horfe was paffing 
through the wood.

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The duke was in aftonilhmcnt; tbc dbchefs in a fr^ht, D(fH 
^ixote in amaze, and Sancho Panfa m a fit of trembKng: in 
(hort, even they, who were in the fccrct. Were terrified, and 
conftcrnation held them all in filence. A poft^boy, habited like 
a devii, paftcd before them, ii^inding, inftead of a comet, a 
monftrous hollow horn, which yielded a hoarfe and horrible 
found. So ho, brother courier, quoth the duke, who are you? 
whither gp you? and what foldiets are thofe, who fcem to be 
croffing this wood? To which the courier anfwered in a hoarfe 
and dreadful voice: I am the devil, and am going in queft of 
Don fixate de la Mancha : the jjeople you enquire about arc 
fix troops of enchanters, who are conducing the pecrlefe Dul* 
€inea del Tehofo in a triumphal chariot: (he comes enchanted, 
with the gallant Fnnchman Montefinos^ to inform D(m ^tixou 
how that fame lady is to be difenchanted. If you were the 
devil/"as you fay, and as your figure demotes you to be,' quoth 
DoH ^ix9ie^ you would before* now have known that fame 
knight Don ^ixote de la Mancha^ who {lands here before you. 
Before god, and upon my confcience, replied the devil, I did 
not fee him ; for my thoughts are diftra£led about fo many 
things^ that. I forgot the principal bufineis I came about. Doubt- 
lefs, quoth Sancho^ this devil muft needs be a very honeft fel- 
low, and a good chrifiian ; elfe he would not have fworn by 
god and his confcience: now, for my part, I verily bdieve there 
are fome good folks in hell itfelf. Then the devil, without 
alighting, direfting his eyes to Dm ^ixote^ faid: To you^ 
knight ^ the lions (and may I fee you betvpwn their paws) the 
unfortunate, but valiant, knight Montejims fends me, com- 
manding me to tell you from him to Wait for him in the very 
place 1 meet you in ; for he brings with him her, whom they call 
Dulcinea del Tobofo^ in order to inftru<9: you how you. may dxt- 
enchant her: and this being ail I came for, I muft (lay no 
longer. Devils like me be with you, and good angels with this 
lord and lady. And fo faying, he blew his monftrous horn, 
and turned his back, and away he went without ftaying for an 
anfwer from any body. Every one admired afrelh, e^cially 
Sancho and Don ^ixote; Sancho^ to fee how, in fpite of truth, 
Dulcinea muft be enchanted ; and Don ^ixotij for not being 
fure of the truth of what had happened to him in Montefinos\ 
cave. While he ftood wrapped up in thefe cogitations, the duke 
faid to him : Does your worfliip, Signor Don ^uixote^ de%a 
to wait here? Why not? anfwered he: here will I wait in- 
trepid and courageous, though all hell fhould come to aflault me. 
Now, for my part, quoth Sancho^ I will no more ftay here, to 
fee another devil, 'and hear another fuch horn, than I woul4 
in Flanders. 

Now 
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Now the night grew darkeri, and numbcrlcfi lights began to 
mn about the wo(5, like thofe dry exhalations' from the earth, 
which, glancing along the sky, feem, to our fight, as fliooting 
ftars. There was heard likewife a dreadful noife, like that caufed 
by the ponderous wheek of an ox- waggon, from whofe harlh 
and continued creaking, it is faid, wolves and bears fly away^ 
if there chance to be any within hearing. To all this com- 
buftion, was added another, which augmented "the whole ; 
which was, that it feemed, as if there were four engage** 
ments, or battles, at the four quarters of the wood, all at one 
time: for here fbunded the dreadful noife of artilfery; there 
were difcharged infinite vollies of fmall {hot ; the fliputs of the 
combatants feemed to be near at hand; thp Motirtjh Lelilies 
were heard at a diftance.

who ^all hereafter be told it. Cafl, miferable and hard-hearted 
animal, caft^ I fay^ thpfe huge go^e ' eyes of thine upon the 
balls of itiine^ compared to ^Uttering ftam, and you will fee 
them wep, drop after drop, and fiream after fiream s making 
fur«oWs» tiacks,. and paths down the beauteous fields of my 
cheeks. Rdent, fubtile and ill-intentioned monfter, at my

bo Wy.4r<(Eiqidd <^ any fucfa thing as lafhes in the world: th4 
cither i$» tlsMlt .fce Jbewshimfelf in it vexy CQVc^tovis ; «nd I would 
not tiaye hifia begrijungj for, Avarice,burils the1);^g, and> The 
tovetQus gev^rnor. does ungdvemed jullice* That, is not mf 
faesning» . madMa^ anfwered Sancho ; and, if ^our ladyihi^ 
tbinlis.thi^ lett^ 4<^ not run as it ihould do, it is but tearing 
st^ and writing a .new one, and perhaps it may prove a worle. 
if it be JWit to m% noddle, ^o, no, replied the duchefs, this ii 
a very good one, ^nd 1 will have the duke Jee it. ^ 

Hereupon they wei^t to a garden, where, they were to dine 
tiiait day» and the duchels Aewed ^^nr^^'s letter to the dukei^ 
who was hi^ly diverted with it. The/ dined, and, after th(; 
doth was tal^n away, and they had entertained themfelves a 
good while with Sancho^s reliifhins converfation,^ on a fuddea 
they heard ihe difmal fouqd of a fife, and alfo that of a Iioarlei 
and unbraced drufn*. They all difcovered fome furprife at thQ 
confufed, martial, and doleful harmony; efpecially Don^ixote^ 
who could not contain bimi^lf in his leat through pure emotion.

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burft wifH laughing at all this, as kncw'mg the drift of thif 
adventure ; and commend^i, in their thoughts, the fmartne6 
and diffimulation of the Trtfatdi^^ who, fttumhig to her feat^ 
laid. 

Of the famous kingdom of Candaya^ which lies between the 
grtat Taprcbaha and thi Smith^Seay two leagues beyond Capi 
Comorirty was queen Donna Maguhcia^ widow of king Arcm^ 
piila her lord and husband ; from which marriage fprung the 
it^anta Awtonomajta^ heirefe of the kingdom; which Infanta 
AfUmmmtjia was educated under ifiy care and inftrudion, as 
being the moft ancient Dttenna\ and of the beft quality, among 
thofe that waited upon her mdther. Now, in procefe of time^ 
d^ youHg Antmomafia arrived to the age of fourteen, with 
fudi perfi^ion of beauty, that nature could not raife it a pitch 
bt^r: and, what is more, difcretion itfeff was but a child td 
lier; for file was as difcrete as fair, and (he was the fiiireft 
creature in the' world, and is fe ilill, if envious fates and hard* 
heutcd deftinies have not cut fliort her thread of life.

AT cveiy wordi S«ii^i&« fppke, the duchef$ was in a$ high de^ 
lights asr i>an \^iiix^4 wsas at his wit'^ end ; who cpm* 
nandtng htm to hold hi^ pea<;e^ the JMi&id went on faying: 
In fiiort, alter many pr^'s and c(m\ v^i^Inf^nfa ihading {tiM.% 
to her eng^meaty without varying or departing fronvhe^iirft 
de^n^kMs^ the vicar pronounpKl fentenoo in iskvom of Dsm 
Clamj^ and ^ve her to bina to wi^: at which the queen 
DwmtM Me^uMcia^ mother to the Irtfanta Ammnutfrn^ wasi fo 
much difturbed, thai vee buried her in three days cin^e. She 
died then, I fuppofe, qupth Sambo. Moft aifuredl.y, anfwere4 
TrifaUin ; fedr in Canda^a thev dp not. b^ry the living, but the 
dead. Mailer f()uire, replied Qmchff^ k ha&happesoed ere now, 

that 
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Cbat a perfon in a fwoon has been ifliried Cx deadt and^ in my 
opinion, queen Maguncia ought to have fwooncd aWajr ramr 
than have died; fof, white thfere is life there i^hope; and the 
Infanta*^ tranfgreffion ^i^s not fo great, that (he fliouM by it (o 
much td heart. Had the hdy matried one of her pagiss, or any 
other fervant of the fitmily, sA many others have done^ as 1 
have been told^ the mifchief had been without remedy i bnt| 
' fbe having made choice of a cavalier, b much a ^entltaman^ 
and of fuch parts^ as he is here painted to us^ verdy, verily^ 
though perhaps it Was foolifli, it was not b vtry much To m 
fome people tnink : for, accordmg to the rules of my mailer* 
who is here prefent, and will not let me lye^ as biihops are 
made out of learned men, fe kings aademperors may be made 
out of eavali^rs,' efpecially if they are errant. You are in the 
right, Samboj (aid Dm ^ucsH ; for a kn%ht*errant, give him 
but two inches of gdod luck, is nejct oars to being the greateft 
lord in the world. But let madam Afii&t4 proceed ; for I 
fiincy the bitter part of this hitherto fweet flory is ftill beUmL 
The bitter behind ! atifwered die countels : ay, and fo hitler^ 
that, in comparifon, wormwood is fwcet^ and rue &voury* 

The queen bethg now dead, and nocfwodn^ away^ we bct^ 
fted her; and fcarcely had we covered her with earth, and pro- 
nounced the laft fiuiewel, when, ^di talUfgmU tmpiret a k* 
arymis ? upon the queen*s fepulchre smeared, mounted on a 
wooden horfe, the ^ant Malamhrumy ner opufin-gprman, who^ 
befides being crud^ is an enchanter alfo. Tfab giant, in re* 
venge of his coufin's death, and in chaftifement of the bold<' 
nefs of Don Clavijo^ and the fbUy of Amnumdi^^ left thedi 
both enchanted by his art upon the very fepulchre; her con* 
verted into a monkey fX bra&, and him into a foaiftil crocodile

IN reality and truths all, who delight in fuch hiftories as 
this, ought to be thankfiil to its.origmal author Cid Hamete, 
for hb curious exadnefs in recording the minuteft circumftaAces 
thereof, without omitting any thing how trifling foever^ but 
bringing ever)r thing diftin£Uy to li^ht. He paints thoughts, 
difcovers imaginatioos, anfwers the filent, clears up doubti^, re* 
iblves ailments; and, laftly, manifefts the leaft atoms of the 
moft in(|uifitive defire. O moft celebrated author! O happy 
Don ^uixotet O &mous Dulcinea! O facetious Sancho Panca! 
Vfi.. II. d Live 
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Live each jointly and feverally infinite ages, for the general 
pleafure and jpaftune of the living! 

Now the ftory fays, that, when S^iTuho faw the Affi^td fiiint 
away, he faid : Upon the faith of an honeft man, and by the 
blood of all my anceftors, x^tPan^as^ I fwcar, I never heard or 
faw, nor has my mafler ever told me, ncu: did fuch an adven- 
ture as this ever enter into his thoughts. A thoufand devils take 
thee (I would not curfe any body) for an enchanter, and a giant^ 
Malamhruno! couldeft thou find no other kind of punifliment to 
inflid upon thefe fmners, but that of bearding them ? Had it not 
been better (I am fure it had been better for tnem) to have whipt 
oiF half their nofes, though they had fnuffled for it, tfian to have 
clapped them on beards? I will lay a wagpr, they have not where- 
with to pay for fhaving. That is true. Sir, anfwered one of the 
twelve \ we have not wherewithal to keep ourfelves clea:n \ and 
therefore, toChift as well as we can, fomeof us ufefticking plaifters 
of pitch ; which being applied to the face, and pulled off with 
a jerk, we remain as fleek and fmooth as the bottom of a Aone 
mortar : for, though there are women in Candaya^ who go 
from houfe to houfe, to take off the hair of the body, and (hape 
the eye-brows, and do other jobs pertaining to women, we, who 
are my lady's Duennas^ would never have any thing to do with 
them ; for moft of them fmell of the procurefe^ having ceafed 
to be otherwife ferviccable ♦ : and, if we are not relieved by 
Signor Den ^ixote, with beards (hall we be carried to our 
graves.

By this time the Trifaldi was come to herfdf, and Uid : The 
murmuring found of that promtfe, valorous knight, in the midft 
of my fwoon, reached my ears, and was the occafion of my 
coming out of it, and recovering my fenfes : and fo once again 
I befeech you, tUuftrious errant, and invincible Sir, that your 
gracious promifes may be converted into deeds.

^governed b}r at pin be has in his forehead, wbiefa ferves for a 
brtdk ; and he nife tbrou|h the air with fuch fwiftnefe, that one 
would think the devil hnhfelf carried him. 7^hi$ fame horfe^ 
according to ancient tradition, was the workmanfliip of the fage 
MtrHfty who lent him to Petety who was hid friend ; upon which 
he took great journeys, and ftole, as has been faid, the 6ir Ma-- • 
galonoy cairyinff her behind htm through the air, and leaving 
all, diat beheld nim froih the earthy flaring and aftonilhed : dnd 
he lent him to none but particuhr friends, or fuch as paid him 
a handfom price. Since the grand Piter to this time, we know 
of no body that has been upon his hack. Afalambrftno procured 
him by his art, and keeps him in his power, making ufe of 
him in the journeys he often takes through divers parts of the 
world: to-day h^ is htrc, to-rfiorrow in Fr^w^, and the next 
day in Ptxtoji: and the heft of it is^ that this fame horfe neither 
eats nor fleeps, nor wants any Ihoeing, and ambles fuch a pace 
throi^b tb: air, without wims, that his rider may carry a difli- 
ful of water m his hand, without fpilling a drop^ he travels fo 
fmooth and eafv : which made the fair Magalcna take gricat de- 
i^t in Tiding nim. 

To this Sdncba faid : For fmooth and eafy goings, commend 
me to my Dapple^ though he goes not through the air; but by 
hnd, I will match him againft all the amblers in the worlds 
This iet the company a laughing, and the Affiiitd proceeded. 
Now this horfe, if Malan£runo intends to put an end to our 
misfortune, will be here with us within half an hour after it is 
dark; for he tdd me^ that the fign, by which I fhould be 
affiired of having found that knight I fought after, fhould be 
the fending. me the horfe to the place, where the knight was, 
with conveniency and fpeed. And, pray, quoth Sanchoy how 
many can ride upon this fame horfe t Two perfons, anfwered 
the Affile td\ one in the faddle, and the other behind on the 
crupper : and generally thefe two perfons are the knieht and his 
fquire, when there is no ftolen damfel in the cafe.

called Orelia^ tne horfe, which the unfortunate RoderigOy the 
laft king of the Goths in Spain, mounted, in that battle, wherein 
he loft his kingdom and life. I will venture a wager, quoth 
Saneho^ fince t&y have given him noiie of thofe ^mous and 
well known names, neither have they given him that of my

winged \ which name anfwers to his tfting of wood, to the peg 
in his fbiiehead, and to the fwiftnels of his motion ; fo that, in 
refpeA of his name, he may very weH come in compedtibn 
with the renowned Rozinanti, I diflike not the imme, replied 
Sancho: but with what bridle, or with what halter, is he guided ?

Jt^riguez^ who^will not conlradiiEl me« Your excellenqr may 
iky what you ^eafe, ^uoth Rodriguez ^ for god knows the truth 
of every thing, and, good or bwi, horded or fmooth^ fuch as 
we are our mothers brought us forth, like other women ; and 
•iince god cail us^into the world, he knows for what ; and I rely 
«poa his mercy, and not upon any body's beard whatever. 

Enough, hiiilrefs Rodriguez^ quoth Don ^ixaie'^ and, madam 
'Trifaldi and ^company, I trufl in god, that he will look upon 
-your diflrefies with an eye of gpodnefs; and as for Ssncho^ he 
jfliall do what I command him. I .wifh Ciavihno were once 
come^ and &isxMalambruno and I were at it ; for i am confi* 
Aaat^ no razor wi^iild more eafdy.fliave voUr ladyfliips beards^ 
than my fword ihall (have off Malamprunf^s bpad from his 
Aoaiders:^ for,, though god permits the wicked to proTper, it is 
bit for a tinie. . Ah ! quoth the Jffli^ed^ at this juncture, valo- 
jous knig^, mav all the fbns of tlie celedial regions behold 
jour worfhip witn eyes of benignity, .and infttfe into your heart 
iill profperity and courage, to he the ibield and refuge of our 
reviled ani dqedbd order, abom'mated by apothecaries^ mur- 
mured at by fquires, and fcoffisd at by pages. Ill betide the 
wretch, who, in> the flower of her age, does jnot rather profeis 
lierfelf a nun, than a Duenna, Unfortunate .we the Duennas! 
though we dcfoended in a dired male-line from HeSior of Troy^ 
our miflrefles will never forbear thouing us, were they to be made 
queens for it. O ghnt Malambrunoy who, though. ji;bou art an 
enchanter, art .Very, punctual in thy promifes, fend us now the 
incomparable Clavilenoj that our misfortune may have an end ; 
for, if the heats come on, and thefe beards of ours continue, 
woe be to us.' The Trifaldi uttered this with fo deep a concern, 
that Ihe drew tears from the eyes of all the b)^-ftanders, and 
even made SanMs overflow ; and he purpofed in his heart to 
accompany his mafter to the farthefl part of the world, if on that 
depended the clearing of thofe venerable faces of their wool.

more to do, but to fcrew^the pin he has in his forehead, and he 
will bear them through the air to the place .where Mahmhruno 
expe£b them : But left the height and fublimity of the wav 
ihould make their- heads fwim,> their eyes.mufi be covered, tiU 
the horfe lieighs, which is to be the fignal of hisheing arrived 
at his journey's end. This &id, leavii^ CleviUmyTmsAi courteoofi 
demeanour they returned by the way^they came^ • 

As foon as the-^^J^iiikf^efpied the hone,., afaipft: with: tcao, 
ihe faid to Don fixate: Valorous knightj\ Malambruno has 
kept his word ; here is the horfe ; our beafds are.incoeafing, and 
every one of us, with evec>}rl)air of them,'hefeech.you.to fliave 
and Cheer Us; fmce there is no more for you to do, hut*tp mount, 
with your fquire behind- you, and fo give^ a. happy begtnhii^ to 
your new journey. That I will, with all my hearty and moft 
willingly, madam Trifaldi, quoth Don ^uiifois,. withaat flay- 
ing to procure a cuihion, or put on my ipuxs, to avoid delay 3 
fo great is the defire I have to fee your ladyfliip and all thefe 
Duennas (haven and clean. That will not I, quoth Sasubo^ 
with a bad or a good will, or any' wife ; and^ if this fliaving 
cannot be performs without my riding behind, kt my mafter 
feek fome other iqutre to bear him company, and thefe madams 
feme other way of fnKX)thing their £ices; for I am no wizard 
to delight in travelling through the air: befides, what. will my 
iflanders fay, when they hear that their governor is taking the

three thoufand leagues from hence to Candaya^ if the horfe fhoulS 
tire, or the giant be out of humour, we (hall be half a dozen 
years in coming back, and by that time I (hall have neither ifland 
nor iflanders in the world, that will know me: and, fmce it is 
a common faying that, The danger lies in the delay, and. When 
they give, you a heifer, make hafte with the halter, thefe wintle- 
womens beards muft excufe me: Sdint Peter is well at Komei 
I mean, that I am very well in this houfe, where they make 
much of mp, and from the mailer of which I expeft fo. great 
a benefit as to be made a governor. To which the duke laid: 
Friend Saticho^' the ifland f have promifed you is not a floating 
one, nor will it run away : it is fo faft rooted in the abyfs of 
the earth, that it cannot be plucked up, nor (tirred from the 
place where it is, at three pulls : and fmce you knovtr, there is 
no kind of office of any confiderable value, but is procured' by 
fome kind of bribe, more or lefs, what I cxpeft for this govern-

ITn/aldi anfwered : You may pray to god, Sancho^ or to whom 
you will ; for, though Malambruno ht an enchanter, he is a 
chriftian, and performs his enchantments with much fagacity, 
great precaution, and without difturbing any body. Come on 
then, quoth &ancho\ God and the moft holy trinity of Gaeia ^ 
help me ! Since the memorable adventure of the fulling- mills, 
faid Don ^ixote^ I never faw Sancho in fo much fear as now ; 
and, were I as fuperftitious as other people, his pu(illanimity 
.would a little difcourage me: but, come hither, Sancho i for, 
with the leave of thefe noble perfons, 1 would have a word or 
two with you in private. 

Then going afide with Sancho among fome trees in the ear- 
den, and taking hold of both his hands, he faid to him: You

god* quoth qanfhoy your wprlhip is Sark mad : This is juft the 
laying; You fee I am in hafte, and you charge me with a 
inaidenhead : now that I am juft gobg to fit upon a bare bcmrd, 
would you have me gall my buttocks? verily , verily, your wor- 
Piip is in the wrone; let us now go and trim thefe Duennar^ 
;tnd, iat my return, 1 promife you I will make fuchdifpatch to 
get out of debt, that your worfnip (hall be contented, and I fay 
po more. Don fixate anfwered : With this promife then, 
honeft Sanchof I am fomewhat comforted, and believe you will 
perform it; for, though you arc not over-wife^ you are true- 
blue., I am not blue, but brown, quoth Sanchoi but, though 
l.>i^cre a mixture of both,. I. would make good my promife. 

Upon this they came back, in order to mount ClaviUnoy 
^d, at ^tting up, Don ^ixote iaid : Sqncho^ hood^wink your- 
felf, and get up/ Sancbo; for "^lioevtr he be that fends for us 
from countries fo remote, he cannot furely intend to deceive us, 
coniidering the little glory he will get by deceiving thofe who 
fconfide in hiip: but, (uppofe the very r^verfe of w&t we ima- 
gine fhould happen, no malice can obfcure the glory of having 
attempted the explpit. Let us be going. Sir, quoth Sancbo$ for 
the beards and te^rs pf thefe ladies have pierced my heart, and 
t fhall not eat a bit to do me good, till I fee them reftored to. 
their former fmoothnefs. Mount you. Sir, and hood-wink firfl; 
for».if I am to ride behind, it is plain, he, who is to be in 
the faddle, mufl get up firft. That is true, replied Don ^ixote, 
, and, pulling ^ handkerchief out of \\]s pocket, he defu-ed the 
. Affli^ed to cover his eyes clofe : which being done, he unco- 
vered thfem ag^in, apd fald : If I remember right, I have read 
in Firgil that ftory of the Palladium of Trey, which was a 
wooden horfe, dedicated by the Greeks to the goddefs Pallas j 
and filled with armed knights, who afterwards proved the finat 
deiiru£lion of Troy\ and therefore it will not be amifs to fee 
firft what Clavilmo has in his belly. There is no need of that, 
faid thje Affi£ied\ for I am confident that Mahmbruno has 
nothing ofthe trlckfter or traitor in him : your worihip, Signor 
Don ^ixotCy inay mount without fear, and upon me be it^ 
if anyharm happens to you. Don ^ixpte conudered^ that to 
talk any more of his fecurity would be a reflexion upon his * 
courage; and fo, without farther contef(, he mounted Clavi^ 
knoy and tried the pin, which fcrewed about very eafily : and 

having 
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liavtngno ftirrups, and hislc^ dangling down, he looked lite 
a figure in a Roman triumph, painted or woven in fome antique 
piece of Fltmjh tapeftry. 

By little and little, and much, againft his will, Sancho got up 
behind, adjufting himfelf the beft he could upon the crupper ;

office for them iri the like extremity. To which Don ^txoU 
faid: Thief, are you upon the gallows, et at the laft gafp, that 
you have recourfe to fuch doleful prayers f Are you not, poor- 
Spirited and dafiardly creatune, in the fame place which the ^ir 
Magahna occupied, and from which fhe defcended, not to the 
grave, but to be queen of France^ if hiflories lye not ? And I ? 
who fit by you, may I not vye with the valorous Peter ^ who 
prefled this very feat that I now prefs ? CoVer, cover your eyes, 
lieartlefs animal, and fufler not your fear to efcape out of your 
mouth, at leafl in my prefence. Hbod-wink me dien^ anfwered 
Sancho^ and, fince you have no mind I ihouM commend myfelf 
to god, nor that others do at for me, what wonder if I am afraid 
left fome legion of devils may be lurking hereabouts, to hang us 
firfl, and try as afterwards K 

They were now hood- winked, and Dim ^uixote^ perceiving 
he was fixed as he (hould be, began to turn the p^; and foarce 
had he put his fingers to it, when all the Duennas and the 
ftanders-by lifted up their voices, faying; God be your guide, 
valorous knight; god be with you, intrepid fquire: now, now, 
you mount into the air, breaking it with more fwiftnefs than an 
arrow ; now you begin to furprife and aftonifh all who behold 

Jou from the earth: fit fafl, valorous Sancho \ for you totter: 
eware left you fall ; for your (all will be worfe than that of the 
jdaring youth, who afpired to rule the chariot of his father the

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fon. Sancho heard the voices, and, neftling cloier to his maftBr^ 
and embracing him with his arms, faid: How can they (ay^ 
Sir, we are got fo high, when their voices reach us, and they 
fcem to be talking here hard by us? Never mind tteit, Sancho^ 
quoth Don ^mxote \ for^ as thefe matters, and thefe flights, are 
out of the ordinary courfe, you may fee and hear any thing a 
thotifand leagues ofF: but do not fqueeze me fo hard ; for you 
will tumble me down : and, to fay the truth, I do not fee why 
you are fo difturbed, and frighted ; for I can fafely fwear, I 
, never was upon the back of an eafier-paced fteed in all the days 
of my life : methinks we do not fo much as ftir from our place. 
Bani(h fear, friend ^ for, in (hort, the bufinefs goes as it Ihould^ 
and we have the wind in our poop. That is true, anfwered 
. Sancho y for, on this fide, the wind, blows fo ftron^ that a 
thoufand pair of bellows feem to be fannii^ me. And fa indeed 
it was$ ibr they were airing him with feveral huge, pair of bel- 
lows ; and fo well was this adventure concerted by the duke, 
the duchefs, and the ileward, that nothing was wanting to make 
it complete. Don ^ixoU now, feelii^ the wind, f^id : With- 
out all doub^, Sancho^ we muft by this time have reached the 
fecond region of the air, where the hail and fnows are formed : 
thunder and lightning. are engendered in the third region; and, 
if we go on mounting at this rate, we (hall foon reach the re- 
gion of fire ; aqd I kiJ^ow not how to ^lanage this |)eg, fo as not 
to mount where we. (hall be fcorched. 

While they wefe thus difcourfing, fome flax, fet on fire, at 
the end of a long <cane, at fome diuance, began to warm their 
faces. Sancho, filing the heat. Taid; May I be hanged, if we 
are not already at tW fame ni;e-place, or very near it; for it 
has finged a great part of my beard;;. iaAd, Sir, I am juft going 
to peep out, and. fee whereabouts we j^re, By no means, an- 
fwered Don ^ixote: remember the true dory of the licentiate 
Torraha, whom the devils carried throi^h the air, riding on 
a cane, with his eyes (hut ; and in twelve hours he arrived at 
Rjonuy and alighted on the tower of t^ona, which is a ftreet 
^of that city, and faw all the tumult, aflault, and death of the 
conftable of Bourbon ; and the next morning he returned to 
Madrid^ where he gave an account of all he had feen. He faid 
likewife, that, during his paifage through the air, the devil bid 
him open his eyes ; and fo he did, and found himfelf, to his 
thinking, fo near the bodv of the moon, that he could have. laid 
hold of it with his hana ; and that he durft not look down 
towards the earth for fear of Jieing giddy. So that, Sancho, we 
muft not uncover our faces; for he, who has taken upon him 
the charge of us, will give an account of us ; and perhaps we 
are now making a point, and foaring aloft to a certain height, 
to come fowfe down upon the kingdom of Candaya^ like a 
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Swk upon a heron. And though to us it does. not feem more 
an hau an hour fince we left the ^urden, believe me, we muft 
have noade a great d^of v^ay. I know nothing as to that; 
anfwcred SatuiM Pa^fa; I can only iay, that, if madam* i/n^ 
gallanis^ot Magalona was contented, to ride upon this crupper, 
faer flelh nauft not have been* of the teadereft. 

All this difcourfe of the two heroes was over-heard by the 
duloe and duchris, and all that were in the garden; with which 
they v^te extremely, delighted: and being now willing to put 
an end to this ftrange and well-concerted adventure, they clap*- 
ped fome lighted flax to ClavUenoh tail;. and that infiant hp^ 
being full of fquibs and crackers, blew up with, a firanae noife^ 
and threw to the ground Dsn ^ixoU and Sancbo^ half iinged. 
By thk time the frifiaJdiyWiAi die whole bearded iquadron of 
Dtamas, weie vammed, and all that reni^uned. in the ^den;

7bi* rifoewned knight Don Quixote tie la Mancha has finijhei 
and ^^biived'the advtnturg of the ^0»«/yL Trifaldi, otherwifi 
caHalAbC' affii&ed matron,' jand company^ only by attempting it^ 
Malambnmo is entirehf fati^ed^ and deftres na mon ; the chins 
fftbe Duennas are fmooth and clean^ end Don Clavijo and An* 
tonomafca have recawnd their P^jft^^^ ejiau: and when the 
hmrdy wlnpfing Jhall be dcGompHjhed^ the white dove Jhall be 
de&futrtdfrom the cruelpoances of the hawks that pur jue her ^ and 
ftkill find herfelf in the. arms of her beloved turtle : for fo it is 
$rdmned'by the^fage. Meriia the prince of enchanters. 

Don fixate, having, read the iafcription on the parchment^ 
underflood plainly, that it fpoke of the difcnchantment of Dul^ 
einea^ and, giving abundance of thanks to heaven for his having 
atchieved lb great an exploit,- with fo little danger, reducing 
thereby the venerable faces of the Duennas to their former com-* 
pleTcion, he went where the duke and duchefs lay, being not 
yet come to themfelves; and, pulling the duke by the arm, he 
faid: Courage, courage, good my lord; the adventure is over 
without damage to the bai^, as yon r^ifler plainly fhews. The 
duke, by little and little, like one awaking out of a found fleep, 
came to bimfelf> and in like manner the duchefs, and all that 

were 
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vmt in the garden, widi fueh fbew of la^ondar and affiright^ tbaf 
what they l^d fo well aAed, in jeft. Teemed almoft to themfdvea 
to have happened' in earned.. The ^dkike read the fcioU witH 
his eyes half (hut, and prefendy, ' wit^ open arms, embraced 
J^cn^ixote^ .zfRmng him he wasthebraveft knight that ever 
lived. Sancho looked up and down for. the AffliSfid^ to iat 
what kind of face fhehad now ibe was faeardle», and whether 
file was as handfom without it, as her gallant prefeoce fixmed 
to promife: but he was told, that as Clavileno cauate flaming 
down through the.air, and tumbled upcm the ground, the whole 
fquadron o( Duennas j with -the Trifaldiy difappeared; and their 
beards vaniihed, roots and all. . .'1 **^'\ , 

. The duchefs. enquired oi Sancho^ haw it farad with him in 
that loi^ Voyage? To .which .S^r^aanrwered: Fperceived^ 
madam, as mf laafter told me, that we. were paffii^ by the 
region of fire, and I had a mighty mind to peep aditSe; and^ 
though my maRei:,,wh6fe leave I asked, .wpuldrnot QQnfi^t to 
it, I, who have I Jmow not .what fpicejofxiinofity, and a de^ 
iire of.knowing what Is foi^bidden and: dented me, fbftly, and 
wthoi4 being perceived l^ aaybody,.J9soved'dp the kerthief near 
3iiy;i)oftrils, and thence looked down^toward the earth; andme- 
tbotight it wajs no bigger than a ^^ih of mufhrd-feed, and the 
men that walked upon .it little iA^x than hazle-nuts: judge 
you, madam,.how high we mufl have been then. To this quo& 
the duchefs: Take care, friend Sanch§y what you fay; for it is 
plain you faw not the earth, but the men only that* walked 
iupon it ; for, if the earth appeared but Kke a grain of ixHiflardv 
iesd, and each man like a hazle-nut, one man alone mikil needs 
cover the whole earth. That is true, anfwered Sancb9\ b«it^ 
for all that, I had a fide view of it, and faw it all. Take heed, 
Sancho^ faid the duchefs ; for, by a fide view^ one does not iee 
the whole of what one looks at. J do not underfbnd thefe kind 
ef views, replied Sancho: I only know^ it is fit your ladyihip 
fhould under (land, that, fince we flew by encbmtmeht, by 
enchantment I might fee the whole: earth, and all the. men, 
whichever way I looked : and, if you do not believe this, nei- 
ther will your ladyfbip believe me, wten I tell you, that, thmft- 
ing up the kerchief clofe to my eye-brows, I found myfelf (o 
near to heaven, that from me to it was not above a fpan and 
half; and I can take my oath, madam, that it is hugeous big: 
and it fo fell out, that we pa(Ied by where the feven little (be- 
goats are 9 • and, upon my confcience and foul, having been in 
my childhood a goatherd in my own country, I no fooner faiv 
them, but I had a longing defire to divert myfelf with them a 
while, and, had I ndt done it^ I verily Aink I fliould have

As thefe and the like accidents, are out of the order of nature, 
no wonder Sancho feys what; he .docs:; for my own part, I can 
fay, I neither looked up nor down,, and faw neither heaven nor 
earth, nor fca nor fands: It is very true, I was fenfible that I 
pafled though the region of the air, and even touched upon 
that of fire; but, that we pafled beypnd it, I cannot believe:

and Don ^ixote^^ coming to Sancho^ whifpered him in the ear, 
faying; Sancho j fmce you would have us believe all you have feen 
in heaven, I exped you fliduld believe what I faw in Mmtefin9€% 
caves I fay no more. 

CHAP. X. 

Of the injlruaiom Don Quixote gave Sancho Fan^a, hifor$ bi. 
went to govern the ifland} with other matters well confidered. 

THE duke and duchefs were fo iatisfied with the happy and 
glorious fucceis of the adventure of the Affli^ei^ that the7 
refold to carry the jeft ftill farther, feeing how fit a fubjed 
they had to pais it on for earnefi : and fo, having proje3ed thtf 
fcheme and given the necefiary orders to their fervants and raf- 
fals, how they were to behave to Sancho in bis government of 
the promifed ifland, the day fdlowing Clavileno*s f^ht, the 
duke bid Sancho prepare, and get himfelf in readinefi to go td 
be a pernor ; for his iflanders already wiflied for him, as foU 
rain m May, Sancho made his bow, and faid: Ever fince my 
defcent from heaven, and fince from its lofty fummit I beheld 
the earth, and oblerved it to be fo fmall, the great defire I had 
of being a governor is, in part, cooled : for what grandeur is it 
to command on a grain of muflard-feed, or what dignity or do- 
minion is there in governii^ half a dozen men no bigger than 
hazle-nuts, for methought the whole earth was nothing more^ ? 
If your lordfhip would be pleafed to give me but fome fmali 

rirtion of heaven, though it were no more than half a league, 
would accept it with a better will, than the biggeft ifland in 
the world. Look you, friend Sancho^ anfwerexi the duke, I 
can give away no part of heaven, though no b^er than one's 
nail ; for god has reierved the difpofal of thofe &vou^ and graces 
in his power. But what I can give you, I give you; ana |ha€ 
is, an ifland r^y made, round and found, and well propor- 
tioned, and above meafure fruitful and abundant, where, if you 
manage dexteroufly, you may, with the riches of the earthy 
purchafe the treafures of heaven. Well then, anfwered Sancho^ 
let this ifland come; for it fhall eo hard but I will'be fuch a go- 
vernor, that, in fpite of revues, I fhall so to heaven : and think 
not, it is out of covetoufneis, that I forfake my humble cottage^

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and afpire to ^^eater things, but for the defire I have to taite 
kow it relifiies to be a governor. If once jou tafie it, Sancho, 
i^uoth the duke, you will eat^your fingers after it, fo very fwect 
a thing it is to command, and be obeyed. Sure I am, when 
your -mafter comes to be an emperor (for doubtlefs he will be 
one, in the way his af&irs are) no one will be able to wreft it 
from^im, and it will grieve and vex him to the heart, to have 
been fo k>ng a time without being one. Sir, replied Sancho^ I 
am of opinion, it is good to command, though it be but a flock 
of iheep. Let me be buried with you, Sancho, for you know 
IcMZiething of every thing, anfwerea the duke; and I doubt not, 
you will prove fuch a governor, as your wit feems to promife. 
Let this fuffice for. the prefent ; and take notice, that, to-mor- 
row, without fail, you {hall depart for the government of the^ 
ifland, and this evening you fball be fitted with' a convenient 
garb, and wi^ all things ncceflary for your departure. Let 
ttiem drefe me, quoth Sanchy how they will; for, howfoever I 
go clad, 1 ihall ftill be Sancho Fanca. That is true, faid the 
duke ; but our drefs mufl be fuitable to the employment or dig- 
nity we are in : for it would be prepoflerous for a lawyer to be 
habited like a foldier, o^ a foldier like a {»:ieit. You, Sancho^ 
mufl go drefled partly like a fcholar, and partly like a captain; 
for, in the ifland I ;^ve you, arms are as necef&ry as letters, 
and letters as arms. Letters, anfwered Sanchj I know but 
little of; for I can fcarce fay the J^B, C. but it is fufficienit to 
have the Chn/ius ^ to be a good governor : and, as to arms, I 
ihall htodle kich as ^e given me *till I fall, and god be my 
g;uide. With fo good a memory^ quoth the duke, Sancbo can 
never err. 

By this tinw Don ^mxoti came up, and, learning what had 
pafled, and how l\xAdKr\y Stmcho was to depart to his govern- 
ment, with the duke's leave, he took him by the hand, and 
carricxl him with him to his chamber, porpofing to give him 
advice how to behave himfdf in hi^ employment. Being come 
into the apartment, he ihut the door after him, and, almofl by' 
force, made Sancbo fit down by him, and, with a compofed 
V(H9e, faid to him: Infinite tramks ghre I to heaven, friend 
Sanchoy that, firfl, and before I have met with any good-luck 
myfelf, good-fortune has gone forth to meet and receive you. I, 
who had made oyer my future good fucoefs, for the payment of 
your paft fervices, find myfelf (till at the beginning of my ad- 
vanoeiAem, whilft you, before the due time, and a^infl all 
juk of reafonable expectation, find yourfelf ir^ full foSeffion of 
your wiihes. Others bribe, importune, folicit, attend early,

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pnty^ pcrflft, and yet do not obtam what they aim at : another 
comes, and, without knowing how or which way, carries that 
employment or office againft all other pretenders. And this 
makes good the faying; In pretenfions luck is all. You, who^ 
in refped to me, without doubt are a blockhead, without rifing 
early, or fitting up late, and without taking any pains at all, by 
the air alone of knight-errantry breathing on you^ fee yourfelf, 
without more ado, governor of an ifland, as if it were a matter 
of nothing. All thi& I fay, O Sancho^ that you may not afcribe 
the favour done you to your own merit, but give thanks, iirft 
to heaven, which difpoles things fo fweetly, and, in the next 
place, to the grandeur inherent in the profeffion of knight- 
lerrantry. Now, your heaft being difpoled to believe what I 
have been faying, be attentive, ion, to me yoax Cato^ who 
will be your couniellor, your north-fiar and guide, to conduA 
and fteer you fafe into port, out of that teoupcfiuous iea» 
wherein you are going to be ingulphed ^ ; for offices and great 
employments are nothing elfe but a profound gulph of con* 
fufions. 

Firji^ My fon, fear god; for, To fear him is wifdom, and^. 
being wife, you cannot err. 

Sicondiy^ Confider who you were, and endeavour to know 
yourfdf, which is the moft difficult point of knowledge ima- 
ginable. The knowledge of yourfelf will keep you firom puf*^ 
fing yourfelf up, like the frog, who ftrove to equal ^erfelf to 
the ox ; for the confideration of your having been a fwine*-herd 
in your own country will be, to the wheel of your fortune, 
like the peacock's ugly feet t. True, anfwercd Sancbc^ when 
I w&s a boy, I kept fwine ; but afterwards, when I ^rew to* 
wards man, I looked after g^fe, and not after hogs. But this« 
methinks, is nothing to the purpofe ; for all governcMis are not 
defcended from the loins of kings. Granted, replied Don ^ixoU 9 
and therefore thofe, who are not of noble defcent, ihould ac- 
company the gravity of the office they bear with a kind of gentle 
fweetnefs, which, guided by prudence, exempts them from 
that ill-natured murmuring, which no ftate of life can well 
ffcape. 

Value yourfelf, Sanchoj upon the meannefs of your family, 
and be not afhamed to own you defcend from peaiants; to,

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vrhen people fte, that you yourfdf are not afhamed* no body 
elie will endeavour to make you fo; and think it greater merit 
to be a virtuous mean man, than a proud fmner : mfinite is the 
number of thofe, who, born of low extradion, have rifen to 
the higheft dignities, both papal and imperial ; and of this truth 
1 could produce examples enough to tire you. 

Look you, Sanchoj if you take virtue for a mean, and value 
yourfelf upon doing virtuous actions, you need not envy lords 
and princes; for Uood is inherited, but virtue acquired j and vir- 
tue has an intrinfic worth, which blood has not. 

This beii^ fi>, as it ireally is, if peradventure one of your kin- 
dred comes to fee you, when you are in your ifland, do not de- 
fpiie nor affront hjm, but recenre, cberiih, and make much of 
him ; for, in fp doing, you will pleafe god, who will have no body 
defpife his workmanibip; and you will a£l agreeably to nature 
well diipofed. 

If you take your wife along with you (and it is not proper for 
thoie, who govern, to be long without one) teach, inftru£l, and 
poliih her from her natural rudenefs ; for, many times, all that • 
a difcrete governor can acquire, is diffipated and loft by an ill* 
bred and foolifli woman. 

If you chance to become a widower (a thing which may hap- 
pen) and your ftation entitles you to a better match, feek not 
fuch an one as may ferve you for an hook and angling-rod, or a 
frier's hoo^to receive alms in s: for, believe me, whatever the 
judge's wife receives, the husband muft account for at the general 
judgment, and fhall pay fourfold after death for what he made 
no reckoning of in his life. 

Be not governed b^r the law of your own will, which is wont 
to bear much fway with the ignorant, who prefume upon being 
difcerning. 

Let the tears of the poor find more compafSon, but not more 
jufiice, from you, than the informations of the rich. 

Endeavour to fift out the truth amidft the prefents and promife$ 
of the rich, as well as among the fighsand importunities of the 
poor. 

When equity can, and ought to take place, lay not the 
whole rigour ot the law, upon the delinquent; for the rcputatiojv 
of the rigorous judge is not better than that of the compaf- 
Jionateone. 

If perchance the rod of jufiice be, warped a little, let it not be 
by the weight of a gift, but by that of mercy.

Let not private afieAton blind you in another man's cauft^ 
for the errors yon ihall commit therehv are often without re- 
medy, and, if there fhould b^ one, it win be at the expence both 
of your reputation and fortune. 

If a beautiful woman comes to demand juftiee, turn away your 
eyes froin her tears, and your ears from her fighs, and con- 
iider at leifure the fubftance of her requeft, unletb you have a 
mind your reafonihould be drowned in her tcare, and your ia- 
tegrity in her fighs. 

Him you are tb punifh with deeds, do not eviMntreat trith 
words ; for the pain df the pnnifhment is enough for the wretch 
to bear, wkhout the addition of ill language. 

In the criminal, who f^ls under your jurifdidion, cofk^SHt 
the miferable man, fubjeift to the condition df our depraved na-^* 
ture^ and, as much as in you lies, without in^*""*"? **^ <Joh- 
trary party, fhew pity and ckmency ; for, though the attri* 
butes of god are all equal, that of his mercv k more pleafing 
and attraaive in our eyes, than that of his)anice. 

If, Sanchoy you obierve thefe preeepts and thefe mles, your 
days will bfe long, and your feme eternal, your recompcnce feH^ 
and ybur felicity unfjpeakable. You (hall match your dhildHMk 
as you pleafe ; they, and 3rour grand-children, flidl inherit titles ^ 
you fhall live in peace, and in fevonr with all men ; and, at 
the end bf your l?fe, death fiiall find you in a fwett and mature 
old age, and your eyes Oiall be clofed by llhe tenddr and {xout 
Jiands of your grand-children's chiMreft, 

What 1 have hitherto taught you, Sanch$y are documents far 
the adorning your mind: lifien now to thofe, which concent 
the adornments of the body. 

C H A ?. XI. 

Of thefeccni inpruSfiom Don Quixote ^«w/ Sancho Panp. 

WHO that had heard the foregoing difeourfe of Don ^yhf- 
6te\ but would have^aken hhn for a prudent and intel'^ 
Figent perfon I But, as it has been often faid in the progrefi df 
this grand hiftory, he talked fooliflily only when chivalry was 
the ful:ged, and in the reft of his conver&tibn fliewed himftiF 
mafier of a dear and agreeable underfianding ; infomuch that 
his adions perpetually bewrayed his judgment, and his jjudg* 
ment his anions* But, in tnefe fecond inftruiftions given to 
Sancho^ he fliewed a great deal of pkafantry, ^and {Hubed his 
4iftretion and his madneis t9 an high pitchy

In truth, Sir, quoth Sancbo, one of the 
counfels and inftnidions, I intend to carry in my memory, fhall 
be this, of not belching; for I am wont to do it very fi^uent- 
ly. EruSing, Sancbo, and not belching, quoth D^x j^>^/^. 
Eruding it (hall be henceforward^ and, in fiiith, I will not for- 
get it. 

Likewife, Sancboy intermix not in your difcourfe that mul- 
titude of proverbs yeu are wont : fen-, though proverbs are (hort 
fentences, you often drag them in fo by the head and fhoulders, 
that they feem rather crdTs purpofes, than fentences. God alone 
can remedy that, quoth Sancho ; for I know more proverbs than 
will fill 2l book, and, when I talk, they crowd fo thick into my 
mouth, that they juftle which fhall get out firft : but my tongue 
tofles out the firit it meets, though it be not always very pat. 
But, for the future, I will take heed to utter fuch as become the 

fravitv of my place: for. In a plentiful houfe fupper is ibon 
reflea ; and. He that cuts does not deal ; and. He that has the 
repique is fafe ; and. To fpend and to fpare, reciuire judgment. 
So, fo, Sancboy quoth Don ^ixcte; thruft in, rank, and 
ftring on your |[M:overbs ; no body is going about to hinder you* 
My mother whips me, and I tear on. I am warning you to 
abnain. from proverbs, and in an infiant you pour forth a litany 
of them, which fquare witji what we are upon as much as Over 
tbe bills and far away >. Look you, Sancboy I do not fay a 
proverb is amifs, when skilfully applied ; but to accumulate, and 
firing them at random* renders a difcourfe flat and low* 

When you are on horfeback, fit not leaningyour body back- 
Wards ov^ your faddle, nor carry your 1^ Om^ ftretched, and 
ftraddling from the horfe's belly: nor yet dan^e them fo, as if 
you were ftill upon Dapple-, for fitting a horfe makes lome look 
like gentlemen, others like grooms. 

Let your fleep be moderate; for he, who is not up with the 
fun, does not enjoy the day : and take notice, O Sanchoy that 
diligence is the mother of good-fortune, and fk)th her oppofite 
never reached the end of a good-wiih. 

.The laft Article of advice I fhall at this time give you, though 
it concerns not the adorning of the body, yet I would have you 
bear it carefully in mind ; for I believe it will be of no kfs uie ta 
you than thofe I have already given you. It is this: Never fct 
youf felf to decide contefts about families, at leaft by comparing 
them,' fince perforce one muft have the advantage ; and he who 
is poftponed will hate you, and he who is preferred will not re- 
ward you.

This is all that occurs to me at prcfent, by way of advice to 
you: as time goes on, and according to the occafions, fuch (hall 
my inftrudions be, provided you take care to inform me of the 
ftatc of your afiairs. Sir, anfwered Sancho^ I fee very well, 
that all your worihip has been faying is good, holy, and profit- 
able : but what good will it do me, if I remember nothing of it? 
It is true, I (halT not forget what you have faid about not letting 
my nails grow, and about marrying again if I may: but for 
your other gallimawfries, quirks, and quillets, I neither do, nor 
ever (hall remember any more of them, than of laft year's 
clouds ; and therefore it will be neceffary to give me them in 
wrriting; for, though I can neither read nor write, I will give 
them to my confeflbr, that he may inculcate them into me, 
whenever there fliall be need. Ah ! finncr that I am ! anfwered 
Don ^ixete j how ill does it look in a governor not to be able 
to read or write ! for you muft know, O Sanchoy that for a man 
not to know how to read, or to be left-handed, implies one of 
thcfe two things; either that hefprungfrom very mean and low 
parents, or that he was fo untoward and per\'erfe, that no good 
could be beaten into him. It is a very great defedl you carry 
with you, and therefore I would by all means have you learn to 
write your name, if poffible. I can fign my name very well j 
anfwered Sambo j for, when I was fteward of the brotherhood 
in our village, I learned to make certain charadcrs, like the 
marks upon a wool-pack, which, 1 was told, fpelt my name : 
but, at the worft, I can pretend my right hand is lame, and 
make another fign for me : foy there is a remedy for every thing 
but death ; and 1, having the command of the ftafF, will do 
what I pleafe. Befides, He whofe father is mayor, faff, you 
know J, and I, being a governor, am furely fomething more 
than mayor. Let them come and play at bo peep. Ay, ay, 
let them flight and back-bite me : they may come for a^ooI, 
and be fent back fhorn ; and. Whom God loves, his houfe 
fniells fayoury to him i and, The rich man's blunders pafs for 
maxims in the world j and I, being a governor, and confequently 
rich, and bountiful to boot, as I intend to be, no body will fee

To get out of my houfef what 
Svould you- have with my wife ? tlwre is no reply ; andy Whether 
the pi^ehcr hits the ftone, or the ftone the pitcher, it is bad for the 
pitcher : All which fit to a hair. Let no one conteft with his 
governor or his governor's fubftitutes ; for he will come ofF by the 
worft, like him who claps his finger between two eye-teeth : but 
t»hough they be not eye*tecth, fo they be teeth, k matters not. To 
'•irhat a governor fays, there is no replying ; for it is like, Get you 
out of my houfe, what bufm^fshave you with my wife? Then, 
as ta the ftone and the pitcher, a blind man may fee into it. 
So that he, who fees a mote in another man's eye, Ihould firft 
look to the beam in his own ; that it may not be faid of hifn» 
The dead woman was afraid of her that was fiayed : And your

.or another's; for knowle4ge is not a firiK^ure to be ere<9:ed upon 
fo &al]ow a foundation asi folly. And fo much for that, Sancbo ; 
fojr if you govern iU, yx^urs will be the fault, but the (hame wifl 
be mifie« B^t I comfert jnyfelf, that I hav^ done my duty in 
advilii^ you as feripufly and as difcretely as I poffibly could : and 
& I am acquitted both of .my obli^tion and my promife. God 
^^ced you, Sancha^ and govern you in your government, and 
d^liiver VRR from a fufpicion I have, that you will turn the wholis 
ifljmd topfy-tiurvy : wkich I might prevent, by letting the duke 
know what you are, and telling him, that all that paunch-gift 
i^nd little earcafe of thine is nothing but a fackful of proverbs 
Mid fly remarks. Sir, replied Sanchoy if your worihip thinks I 
9fn nQt fit for this government, I renounce it from this mo- 
ment i for I love the little black of the nail of my foul better 
than my whole body, and plain Sancbo can live as well upon 
i^CfA and onion, as governor Sancbo upon capon and partridge. 
Ssflde^f ^while we are afleeg, the |;reat and t^ fmall, the popr 
and the rieb, are ail equal. And if your worfhip refle<5is, you

- fjmti Sancho Pan^a was carried to bis government^ and of ibe 
Jlrangi euhentun v^lnch befel Don Quixote in the cajlle. 

WE are told, that, in the original of this hiflory, it is faid, 
Cid Hanuie coming to write this chapter, the interpreter 
did not tranflate it, as he nad written it: which was a kind of 
coQ^plaint ^be Moor made of himfelf, for having undertaken a 
hiflcry <b dry^ and fo confined, as that of Don ^ixote^ think- 
ing; b<e muft be always talking of him and Sancbo, without 
daring to laacb into digrefSons and epifpdes of more weight and 
^•Bt^rtfiunmipat. And be faid, that to bavVe his invention, his 
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hand, and his pen, always tied down to write upon one fubjeA 
only, and to fpeak by the mouths of few charafters, was an 
infupportable toil, and of no advantage to the author; and that, 
to avoid this inconvenience, he had, in the firft part, made ufe 
of the artifice of introducing novels, fuch as that of the Curious 
Impertinent^ and that of the Captive ; which arc in a manner 
detached from the hiftory ; though moft of what is related in 
that part are accidents, which happened to Don ^ixote himfelf, 
and could not be omitted. He alio thought, as he tells us, that 
many readers, carried away by their attention to Don^ixot/s 
exploits, could afibrd none to the novels, and would either run 
^hem over in hafte, or with difguft, not cohfidering how fine 
and artificial they were in themfelves, as would have been very 
evident, had they been publiflied feparately, without being tacked 
to the extravagancies of Don ^ixote and the fimplicicies of 
Sancho: And therefore, in this fecond part,, he would introduce 
no loofe npr inconnefled novels ; but only fomc epifodes, re*- 
fembling them, and fuch as flow naturaHy from fuch events as 
the truth offers; and even thefe, with great limitation, -and in 
no more words than arc fufficient to cxprcfs them : and, fince 
he reftrains and confines himfelf within the narrow limits of 
the narration, though with ability, genius, and uhderflanding, 
fufficient to treat of the whole univerfe, he defircs his pains may 
Kot be undervalued, but that he may receive applaufe, not for 
what he writes, but for what he has omitted to write: and then 
he goes on with his hiftory, faying. 

, Don ^ixotey in the evening of the day he gave the inflruc- 
tions to Sancho^ gave thenl him in writing, that he might get 
fomebody to read them to him : but fcarce nad he delivered theni 
to San(hoj when he dropped them, and they fell into the duke's 
hands, who communicated them to the ducbefs ; and fhey both 
admired afrefli at the madnefs and capacity of Don fixate; 
and fo, going on with their jeft, that evening they difpatched , 
Sancho with a large retinue to the place, which, to him, was 
to be an ifland. The perfon, who had the management of the 
bufinefs, was a ft^ward of the duke's, a perfon of pleaiantrv 
and difcretion (for there can be no true pleafantry without dii- 
cretion) and who had already perfonated the countefs Urifaidi^ 
with the humour already related; and v^ith. thefe qualifications, 
and the inftruflibns of bis lord and lady how to behave to San^' 
cho, he performed his part to admiration. Now it fell out, that 
Sancho no fooner caft his eyes on this fame fteward, but he 
fancied he faw in his face the very features of the Trifaldi\ and, 
turning to his mailer, he faid : Sir, either the devil fliall run 
away with me from the place where I ftand for an honeft man 
and a believer, or your worfliip (hall confefs to me, that the 
countenance of this fame fteward of the duke's is the very fame 

with 
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-Wfth that of die.i^V?^i. ,Don^ixot€ bcjicld hkn attentively, 
^and, having viewed him, faid to Sancho: There is no need of 
the devil's runing away with you, Sancho^ either as an honeft 
man, or a believer ; for, though I know not. what you mean, 
I fee plainly the Reward's fece is the fame with the Jffli£}id\ 
and yet tM fteward is not the Jffli^ed-y for that would imply 
a palpaUe contradidion. But this is no time to enter into tbefe 
enquiries, which would invdve us in an intricate labyrinth* Be- 
lieve me, jfriend, . we oo^t earxieftly to pray to our lord to do- 
liver lis from wicked wizards and enchanters. It is no jetting 
matter. Sir, replied Sancho $ for I heard him fpeak before, and 
methought the TrifaUi's voice founded in my. ears. Well, I 
fay no more j but I will- not fail to be upon the. watch hencch 
forward, to fee whether I can difcover any otlier iign, to confirm 
or remove my fufpicion. Do fo, Sancho^ quoth Don ^uixot^^ 
and give me advice of all you difcover in this affair, and all 
that happens to you in your government. 

At length Sancho fet out with a great number of followers 
He was habited like one of the gown, having on a wide furtout 
of murry-cokmredcamblet, with a cap of the £ime, and mounted 
a la Gineta 9 upon a mule. And behind him, by the duke's 
order; was led his Dapple^ with afs-like furniture, all of flaming 
fine filk. Sancho turned back his head every now and then 
to look at his afs, with whoie company he was fo delighted, 
that he would not have chang^ conditions with the emperor of 
Germany, 

At taking leave of the duke and duchefs, he kifled their hzxids, 
and begged his mafter's blefline, which he gave with tears, and 
Sancho received blubbering, rlow* loving reader, \t% honeft 
Sancho depart in peace, and in a good hour, and expe£i: two 
bufhels of laughter from the accounts how he demeaned himfelf 
in his employment i and, in the mean time, attend to what be- 
fA his mafier that night; which, if it does not make you. laugh, 
you will at leaft open your lips with the grin of a monkey: for 
the adventures of Dm ^ixote mull be celebrated either with 
admiration or laughter. 

It is related then, that, fcarce was Sancho departed, when Don 
^ixote b^n to regret his own folitary condition, and, had it 
been poflible for him to have recalled the commiflion, and taken 
the government from him, he would certainly have done it. 
, The duchefs foon perceived his melancholy, and asked him why 
he was fo/ad : If for the abfence of Sancho^ there were fquires. 
Duennas^ and damfels enough in her houfe, ready to ferve him 
to his heart's deiire. It is true, madam, anfwered Don '^ixtae, 
that I am concerned for Sancho* s abfence: but that is not the

I cannot imagine what moved the great Cordovan poet 
to ail thee a^boly^ tbanklrfs gifu I, tho(^ a Moir^ knew 
vay weU> by the intercourfe I have had with. the chriftkna^ 
that hdinds confifts in charity, humility, faith, obedience^ and 
poverty. ]^t for all that, I (ay, a man muft have a great ftace 
of ^e gmce of gody who can bring himielf to be contented 
with^JQverty, unlefs k be that kind <h it, of which one of thdr 
greateft. faints f|;>eak8, iaying: Ptjfrfs all things as notj^effing 
them. And this is called poverty m fpirit* But thou, O woond 
poverty (whidi b that I am fpeaking of) why doefl thou chooie 
to^eh gentlemen, and fuch as are wdl-born, rather than other 
people?

Wretched hcj I fay, 
whole skittifli honour is always ready to ftart, apprehcnfive that 
every body fees, a league off, the patch upon his flioe, the 
fMreating-through of his hat, the thread^'barenels of his cloke, 
and the hunger of his ftomach ! 

All thcfc melancholy reflexions^ recurred to Don ^ixote*s 
thoughts upon the rent in his ftocking * : but his comfort was, 
that Sanch had left behind him a pair of travelling-boots. Which 
he refolvcd to put on next day. Finally he laid himfelf down, 
peniive and heavy-hearted, as well for lack of Sancho^ as for 
the irreparable misfortune of his ftocking, whofe ftitches he 
would gladly have darned, though with fflk of another colour: 
which is one of the greatcft figns of mifcry a gentleman can 
give in the courfe of his tedious needinefs. He put out the lights: 
the weather was hot, and he could not fleep : he got out of bed, 
•and opened the cafement of a grate-window, which looked into 
a iine garden, and, at opening it, he perceived and heard (bme- 
body walking and talking in the garden. He fet himfelf to 
liften attentively ; and thofe below raifed their voices fo high, 
that he could diftinguifli thefe words. , Prefs me not, O Eme- 
rencia^ to fing; for you know, ever fince this ftranger came 
into this caitie, and my eyes beheld him, I cannot fmg, but 
weep. Befides, my lady fleeps not found, and I would not have 
her find us here for all the treafure of the world. But, fuppofc 
ihe ihould deep, and not awake, my finging will ftill be in 
vain, if thb new JEneas^ who is arrived in my territories to leave 
me forbrn, fleeps on, and awakes not to hear it Do not fancy 
fo, dear Altiftdora^ anfwered the other ; for doubtlcfs the duchefs, 
and every body elfe in the houfe, is afleep, excepting the mafter 
of your heart, and difturber of your rcpofe: for even now I 
heard him open his cafement, and, without doubt, he inuft be 
awake. Sing, my aflliSed creature, in a low and fwect voice^ 
to the found of your harp ; and, if the duchefs fhould hear us, 
we will plead the exceflive heat of the weather. That is not 
the point, O Emerencia, anfwered Altifidora^ but that I am 
afraid my fong (hould betray my heart, and fo I may be taken 
for a light longing hufly by thofe, who are unacquamted with 
the powerful efi^s of love. But come what will ; better a 
blufli in the face, than a blot in the heart. And prefently (he 
began to touch a harp moft fwcetly. Which Don ^ixote 
hearing, he was furprifed ; and, in that inftant, came into his

I (ay then, that Sancbo^ with sdl bis attendants^ arriMed at % 
town that contained about a thouiand inhabitants, and was^ne 
of the beft the duke had. They gave fakn to underibad, that 
it was called the ifland of Barataria^ either becaufe BarOkviee 
was leally the name of die pbes, or becaufe ht obtained the 
government of it at fo cheap a rate ^ At his arrival near the 
gates of the town> vf'bich was walled about, the magifirates, tn 
their formalities, came out to receive him, the bells rung, an< 
the peopk £^ve denoonftrations of ^ general joy, and, with a 
great deal of pomp, conduced him to the great church to give 
thanks to god. Pre&ntly after, with certsun ridiculous censmonieo^ 
they pre&nted him the k^s of the town, arid admitted him at 
pexpetnal governor of the ifhnd Barataria. The garb, thebeard^ 
the thickmefs and iboitnefs of the new governor, held in admt* 
ration all that were not in the fecret, and even 'thofe that wier^ 
who were not a few.

It is an ancient cuflom here, my lord governor, that he, who 
comes to take pofleffion of this famous ifland, is obl^^ to an- 
fwcr to a queftion put to him, which is to be fomewhat intricate 
and difficult ; and, by his anfwer, the people are enabled to feel 
the pulfe of their new TOvemor's underftanding, and, accord- 
ingly, are either glad or lorry for his comnig.

Ybur lord£hip, anfwered the fteward; for no 
other Panca^ befides him now in the chair, ever came into this 
ifland. Take notice, brother, quoth Sancho^ Don does not be- 
long to me, nor ever did to any of my family : I am called plain 
Sancho Pan fa 'y my father was a Sancho j and my grandfather 
a Sanchoy and they were all Pandas, without any addition of 
Dons or Donnas ', and I fancy there are more Dons than ftones 
in this ifland : but enough ; eod knows my meaning, and, per- 
haps, if my government lafts four days, I may weed out thefe 
DonSf that over-run the country, and, by their numbers, are 
as troublefom as gnats ^, On with your queftion, mafier fteward, 
and I will anfwer the beft I can, let the people be fbrry, or 
not fbrry. 

At this inftant two men came into the court, the one chd 
like a country-^Uow, and the other like a tailor, with a pair 
of ftieers in his hand ; and the tailor faid: My lord governor, 
I, and this countryman, come before your worfliip, by reafon 
this honeft man came yefterday to my fliop (for, faving your 

Erefence, I am a tailor, and have paflcd my examinati(»i, god 
e thanked) and, putting a piece of cloth into my hands, 
asked me ; Sir, is there enough of this to make me a cap? I, 
meafuring the piece, anfwered. Yes. Now he imagining, as I 
imagine (and 1 imagined right) that doubtlefs I had a mind to 
cabbage fome of the cloth, grounding his conceit ujpon his own 
knavery, and upon the common ill opimon had of^ tailors, bid 
me view it again, and fee if there was not enough for two. I 
giiefled his drift, and told him there wa3^ My gentleman, per-* 
lifting in his knavifli intention, went on increafing the number 
of caps, and I adding to the number of Yes's, till we came to 
five caps ; and even now he came for them. I offered them to 
him, and he refufes to pay me for the making, and pretends I

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&a11 either return him his clothe or pay him for it. Is all this 
fo, brother ? <fenaanded Sancha. Yes, anfwered the man ; but 
pray, my lord, make him produce the five caps he has made me. 
With all my heart, anfwered the tailor, and pulling his hand 
from under his cfcke, he {hewed the five caps on the ends of 
his fingers and thumb, faying : Here are the five caps this honeft 
man would have me make, and, on my foul and confcience, ' 

not a (bred of the cloth is left, and I fubmit the work to be 
viewed by sany infpefiors of the trade. All that were prefent 
laughed at the number of the caps, and the novelty of the fuit. 
Samho fet himfelf to confider a little, and faid: I am of opi* 
nion, tfae^e needs no great delay in this fuit, and it may be de- 
cided very equitably off hand j and therefore I pronounce, that 
the tailor lofe the making, and the countryman the fluff, and 
that, the caps be confifcated to the ufe of the poor; and there is 
an end of that. If the fentence he afterwards pailed on the 
park of the herdfman caufed the admiration of all the by-flanders, 
this excited. their laughter. Inibprt, what the governor com- 
manded was executed. 

The next that pre&nted themfelves before him, were two an- 
cient men, the one with a cane in his hand for a flaff; and he 
without a ftaff faid: My lord, fome time ago I lent this man 
ten crowns of gold, to oblige and ferve him, upon condition he 
(bould return them on demand. I let him alone a good while, 
without asking for tliem, becaufe I was loth to put him to a 
greater flrait to pay me, than he was in when 1 lent them* 
£ut at length, thinking he was negligent of the payment, I 
asked him, more than once or twice, for my money, and he not 
only rcfufes payment, but denies the debt, and fays, I never 
lent him any fuch fum, and, if I did, that he has already paid 
me : and I having no witnefles of the loan, or he of the pay- 
ment, I intreat your worfhip will take his oath \ and, if he will 
fwear he has returned me the money, I acquit him from this 
minute before god and the world. What fey you to this, old 
.gentleman with the fiaff? quoth Samho. To which the old 
fellow replied: I confefs, my lord, he did lend me the money j 
and, if your worfhip plcafes to hold down your wand of juftice» 
fince he leaves it to my oath, I will fwear I have really and 
truly returned it him. The governor held down the wand, and 
the old fellow g^vc the ftaff to his creditor to hold, while he was 
fwearing, as if it encumbered him ; and prefently laid his hand 
upon the crofs of the wand, and (aid, it was true indeed, he 
ksd lent him thofe ten crowns he asked for ; but that he had 
reftored them to him into his own hand ; and becaufe, he fup- 
pofed, he had forgot it, he was every moment asking him for 
them. Which the great governor feeing, he asked the creditor, 
what he had to anfwer to what his antagonift had alledged. He 
Vol, II. . S replied. 
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replied, he did not doubt but his debtor had faid the tnttb; 
for he took him to be an honeft man, and a good chriftian; 
and that he himfelf mufl have forgot, when, and lyhere, the 
money was returned ; and that, from thenceforward, he would 
never ask him for it again. The debtor took His ftaiF.again, and. 
bowing his head, went out of court. Sancbo feeing this, zsA 
that he was gone without more ado, and obfervine alio the 
patience of the creditor, he inclined his head upon his tnreafi, 
and, laying the fore-finger of his right hand upon his eye-brows 
and nofe, he continued, as it were, full of thought, a &ort 
fpace, and then, lifting up his head, he ordered the old man 
with the flafF, who was abready gone, to be called back. H« 
was brought back accordingly, and Sanchoj feeing him» faid : 
Give me that ftaiF, honefl fnend $ for I have occafion for it. 
With all my heart, anfwered the old fellow; and delivered it 
into his hand. Sancbo took it, and, giving it to the other old 
man, faid: Go about your buiinefs, in god's name, for you are 
paid. I, my lord ? anfwered the old man ; what ! is this cane 
worth ten golden crowns? Yes, quoth the governor, or I am 
the greateft dunce in the world ; and now it fhall appear whether 
I have a head to govern a whole kingdom. Straight he com- 
manded the cane to be broken before them all. Which being 
done, there were found in the hollow of it ten crowns in gold. 
All were ftruck with admiration, and took their new governor 
for a fecond Solomon. They asked him, whence he had colleded, 
that the ten crowns were in the cane. He anfwered, tjiat, upon 
feeing the old man |ive it his adverfary, while he was taking 
the oath, and fwearing that he had really and truly reflored 
them into his own hands, and, when he had done, -ask for it 
again, it came into his imagination, that the money in difpute 
mufl be in the hollow of the cane. Whence it may be gathered,

I was returning home, and 

by the vny I lighted upon this good dame, ^hd the devi], the 

author of all miS:hief, yoked us together. I paid her handfomly : 

but £he, not contented, laid hold on me, and has never let me 

go till file has draped me to this place: (he fays, I forced her: 

but, by the oath T have taken, or am to take, (he lyes^ and 

this is^the whole ,truth. Then the governor asked him, if he 

had any fdver money about him. He faid. Yes, he had about 

twenty ducats in a leathern purfe in his bofom. He ordered him 

to produce it, and deliver it juft as it was to the plaintifF. He 

did fb, trembling. The woman took it, and, making a thou-^ 

fand courtfies, after the Moorijb manner, and praying to god 

lor the life and health of the lord governor, who took fucn care of 

poor orphans and maidens, out of the court (he went, holding the 

purfe with both hands: but firft (he looked to feeif the moneys 

that was in it, was (Uver. She was fcarce gone out, when 

Sancbo fara to the herdfman, who was in tears, and whofe eyes 

and heart were gone after his purfe: Honeft man, follow that 

woman, and take away the purfe from her whether (he will or 

no, and come back hither with it. This was not fard to the deaf 

or the ftupid ; for inflantly he flew after her like lightning, and 

went about what he was bid. All prefent were in great fu^nce, 

cxpeSing the iffuc of this fuit ; and prefcntly after came in the

and the man ftruggling to take it from her, but in vain, fo 

tightly Ihe defended it, crying out; Juftice from god and the 

world ! fee, my lord governor, the impudence, and want of fear 

of this varlet, who in the midft of the town, and of the ftrcet, 

would take from me the purfe your wor(hip commanded to be 

given me. And has he got itf demanded the governor. Got it? 

anfwered the woman, 1 would fooner let him take away my 

life, than my purfe. A pretty baby I (hould be> indeed : other- 
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guiie Gits muft claw my beard, and not fuch pitifiil, fneaking, 
tools : pincers and hammers, crows and chtezels, fball not ^ 
it out of my clutches, nor even the paws of a lioh ; 'my foul and 
body ihall fooner part. She is in the right, quoth the man, tni 
I yield myfelf worfted and fpent, and confefs I have hot ftrength 
ienough to take it from her : and fo he left her. Th^n laid the 
governor to the woman : Give me that purfe, virtuous virago. 
She prefently delivered it, and the governor returned it to the 
man, and faid to the forceful, but not forced, damfel : Sifter of 
mine, had you (bewn the fame» or but half a^ nluch, courage 
and refolution, in defending your chaftity, as you jiave dohe in 
defending your purfe, the ftrength of Hercules could not have 
forced you. Be gone, in god's name, and in ^n ill hoiir, and 
be not tound in all this ifland, nor in fix leagues round about it, 
upon pain of two hundred ftripes : be gone inflantly, I fay, thou 
prating, fliamelefs, . cheating hufTy ! The woman was con^ 
found^, and went away, hanging down her head and difcon- 
tented; and the governor (aid to the man: Honeft man, go 
home» in the name of god, with your money, and from hence- 
forward, uhlefs you have a mind to lofe it, take care not to 
yoke with any body. The country-man gave him thanks after 
the clownifheft manner he cotild, and went his way i and the 
by-ftanders were in frefli adniiration at the decifions and fen- 
tences of their new governor. All which, being noted down 
by his hiftoriographer, was immediately tranfmitted to the duke, 
who. waited for it with a longing impatience.

On his wrift ne wore a large rofary 9, which 
he always carried about him^ And with great ftate and folem- 
nity he marched towards the anti-chamber, where the duke and 
duchefs, who were ready dreiled, expeded him : and as he [»i&d 
through a gallery, Mttfidora^ ^nd the other damfel her friend^ 
flood purpofely polled, and waiting for him. As foon as Alti^ 
fidara efpicd Dm ^ixote^ (he pretended to faint ayvay, and her 
companion catched her in her lap, and in a great hurry was 
unlacing her ftays. Don ^uixeie^ (edng it, drew near to them, 
and faid: I very well know, whence thefe accidents proceed, 
I know not from whence, anfwer^d her friend ; iot Jlttfidora is 
the healthieft damfel in all this family, and I have never heard 
fo much as an oh from her iince I have known her ; ill betide 
all -the knights-errant in the world, if they are all ungrateful. 
Leave this place, Signor Don ^ixote-, for the poor girl will not 
come to herfelf fo long as your w6rfljip ftays here. 1 o which 
Don ^ixoee anfwered : Be pleafed, madam, to give order that 
a lute be left in my chamber to night, and I wul comfort this 
poor damfel the beft I am able: for, in the beginnings of love, 
to be early undeceived is the readieft cure. And fo faying,, away 
he went, to avoid the obfervation of thofe, who might fee him 
there. He was hardly gone, when Alttfidora^ recovering from 
her fwoon, faid to her companion : fiy all means let him have 
the lute ; for doubtlefs he intQjpds us fome mufic, and it cannot 
be bad, if it be his. They prefently went, and gave theduchefi 
an account of what had pf^d, and of Don ^mxoU\ deiiring a 
lute; and fhe, being exceedingly rejoiced thereat, concerted 
with the duke and her damfels bow they, might p]ay him fome 
trick, which ihou^ be more merry than i^jfchievous.

Thus far Don ^axote had proceeded in his fong, to which 
1k^ attcintjv^ the duke and duchefs, Altifidora, ami almoft all 
the folks of the cadle, when, on a fudden, from an open gallery 
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<}ife£tly over Don ^ixoteh window, a rope was let down, to 
which above an hundred bells were fattened ; and immediately 
after them was emptied a great fackful of cats, which had 
fmaller bells tied to their tails. The noife of the jangling of the 
bells, and the mewing of the cats, was fo great, th^t the duke 
and duchefs, thoueh the inventors of the jeft, were frighted 
thereat, and Don fixate himfelf was in a panic: and fortune 
fo ordered it/ that two or three of the cats got in at thecafement 
of his chamber, and fcouring about from fide to fide, one would 
have thought a legion of devils was broke loofe in it.

With its claws and teeth ; the pain whereof made him roar as 
loud as he was able. Which the duke and duchefs hearing, and 
gueffing the occafion, they ran in all hafte up to his chamber, 
and, opening it with a mafler-key, they found the poor gentle* 
man ftriving with all his might to difenpge the cat from his 
face. They entered with lights^ and beheld the unequal combat. 
The Duke ran to part the fr^y, and Don ^ixote cried aloud : 
Let no one take him ofF; leave me to battle it with this demon, 
this wizard, this enchanter; for I will make him know the 
difference betwixt him and me, and who Don ^ixote de ia 
Mancha is. But the cat, not regarding thefe menaces, growled 
on, and kept her hold. At length the duke forced open her 
claws, and threw her out at the window. 

Don ^ixote remained with his &ce like a fieve, and his noib 
not over whole, though greatly diflfatisfi^ that they would not 
let him finiih the combat he. had fo toughly maintained againft 
that caitif enchanter. They fetched fome oil of Aparicio^ and 
Altifidera herfdf, with her lily-white hands, bound up his wounds ; 
and, while fhe was fo employed, (he faid to him in a low voice : 
All thefe mifadventures befal you, hard-hearted knight, for the 
fin of your fhibborn difdain : and god grant, that Samho your 
fquire may forget to whip himfelf, that this fame beloved Dul- 
iinea of yours may never be releafed from her enchantment, nor 
you cv^r enjoy her, or approach her nuptial bed, at leaft while 
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I live, ^o adore .you. To all this Don fixate returned nd 
other anfwer, than a profound figh, and then ftretched bimfelf 
at full length upon nis bed, humbly thanking the duke and 
duchefs for their affifianoe, not as being afraid of that qattifli, 
bell-ringing, necromantic crew, but as be was fenftble of their 
good intention by their readinefs to fuccour him. The duke and 
duche& left him to his reft, and went away, not a little con- 
cerned at the iU fiiccefe of their joke ; for they did not think this

THE hifiory relates, that they ^nAwSti^ASancho Pan fa from 
the court of judicature to a fumptuous palace, where, in a 
great hall, was fpread an elegant and fplendid table ; and as 
foon as Sancho entered the hall, the waits ftruck up, and in came 
four pages with water to wafh his bands, which Sancho received 
with great gravity. The mufic ceafed, and Sancho fat down at 
the upper end of the table : for there was but that one chair, and 
no other napkin or plate. A perfonage, who afterwards proved 
to be a phyncian, placed bimfelf, ftanding, on one fide of him, 
with a whalebone rod in his hand.

To which he of the waad replied: My 
lord governor, here mufi be no other kind of eating iHit fuch as 
is ufual and cuflomary in other ifian^, where there are gover- 
nors. I| Sir, am a phyfipan« and have an appointed fiiUry in

nefs is, to attend at his meals, to let him .eat' of what I think is 
moft proper for him, and to remove from him whatever I 
imagine will do him harm, and be hurtful to his flomach. And 
therefore I ordered the (Kih of fruit to be taken away, as being 
too mcH& ; and that other difb of meat I alfo ordered away,, as 
being too kot^ and having in it too much f{Mlce, which increafea 
tbirft ; for he» who drinks much, deftroys and confumes the 
radical moiftur«,in which life coniiils. Well then, q\x>thSancho ; 
yon plate of rofted partridges, which feem to me to be very well 
Jea,fotied, will they do me any harm ? To which the doSor 
aniWered: My lord governor (hall not eat a bit of them while I 
have life. Pray, why not ? quoth Sancho. The phyfician an- 
fwf red : Becaufe our mafler Hippocrates^ the north-ftar, and 
luminary of medicine, fays, in one of his aphorifms, Omnis 
faturatio mala, perdicis autem pejjima ; that is to fay, All reple- 
tion is bad, but that of partridges the worft of all. If it be fo, 
quoth Sancho^ pray fee, Signor do6lor, of all the dilhes upon 
this table, which will do me moft good, and which lead: harm, 
and let me eat of it without conjuring it away with your wand : 
for, by the life of the governor, and as god fhall give me leave 
to ufe it, I am dying with hunger; and to deny me my 
viduals, though it be againft the grain of Signor doSor, and 
though he ibould (ay as much more againft it, 1 fay, is rather 
the way to (horten my life, than to lengthen it. Your worfhip 
is in the right, my lord governor, anfwered the phyfician, and 
therefore I am of opinion, vou (hould not eat of yon ftewed 
coneys, becaufe they are a marp-haired food : 0f that veal, per- 
haps, you might pick a bit, were it not a-la-dobed\ but as it is, 
not a morfel. S7ivA\Sancbo : that great difli, fmoking yonder, 
I take to be an ella-podrida s 2md, amid ft the diverfity of things 
contained in it, furely I may light upon fomething both whole- 
fome and toothfome. Jbfit^ quoth the doctor ; &r be fuch a 
thought from us: there is not worfe nutriment in the world 
than your ollarpodridas : leave them to prebends, and re£lors 
of colleges, or for country- weddings ; but let the tables of go- 
vernors be free from them, where nothing but neatnefs and de- 
licacy ought to prefide j and the reafon is, becaufe fimple me- 
dtcines are more efteemed, than compound, by all perfons, and 
in all places ; for in fimples there can oe no mi (lake, but in com- 
pounds tihere may, by altering the quantities of the ingredients. 
Therefore what I would advife at prcfent for Signer governor's

thofc that arc Icarticd, prudent, and difcretc^ I fcall rcfpei^^nd 
honour them as divine perfonsv' And I fny again, \zt]l^dro 
ReiztQ quit my iprefence, or I'ijiall take this chair I fit-^on, 
and fltng it at Ijjis head; and, if I am called to an accoiii^ft fir 
n before the judg^, whdn I am out* of office, I will juftify^ja^fe] f 
by faying, I did god fcrvicc m killing a bad phyfician, th#^ng^ 
man of the public.

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that he may kt I am grateful bread ^; and, like a ^x)^ fecrt- 
tary, and a (bunch Sifcaittir^ you may add what you pl^, 
pr M^t will turn to Deft account: and^ pray, take s^way thp 
cloth, and give me (bmething to eat ; for I wiU deal well enough 
lyith all the fpies, murderers, and enchanters, that (hall attai;;k 
me, or my iuand. 

Now a page came in, and (aid : Here Is a countrymaa about 
buiinefs, who would fpeak with your lord(bjp concerning aa 
affair, as he fays, of great importance. A (trange cafe thi% 
quoth Sancho^ that thefe men of bu(ine<s (hould be fo fiUy, as 
not to fee, that fuch hours as thefe are not proper for lM4(t^i5! 
whitt ! belike, we, who govern, and are judges, are not n^de 
pf fie(h and bones, like other men? Are we made d* marble 
fione, that we muft not refrefla, at times, when neceifity re- 
quires it ? Before god, and upon my confcieaoe, if my go¥eri^ 
ment lails, as I have a glimmering it will not» I (hall hamper 
more than one of thefe men of bu(tnefs. Bid this honeft man 
come in, for this once ; but iirft fee that he be not one of the 
fpies, or one of my murderers. No, my lord, anfwered the 
yage ; he looks like a pitcher-foul'd (ellow ; and I know Uttle, 
or he is as harmkfs as a piece of bread. You need not fear, 
quoth the (leward, while we are prefent. Is it not poi&ble, 
fewer, quoth Sancho^ now that io8totPtdr& Rmo is not here, 
for me to eat fomething of fubflance ^nd weight, though it 
were but a luncheon of bread, and an onion ? To-night at fup- 
per, quoth the fewer, amends (hall be made for^he defedls of 
dinner, and your lord(hip (ball have no caufe to complain. God 
grant it, anfwered Sancho. 

Then came in the countryman, who was of a goodly pre* 
fence ^ and one might fee, a thoufand leagues o(F, that he was 
an honeft, good, foul. The firft thing he faid, was: Which 
* is the lord governor here ? Who (hould, anfwered the fecrctary,

What I de- 
iire, my lord, anfwered the countryman, is, that your lordihip 
WDuId do me the favour to give me a letter of recommendation 
ISO her father, b^ging his confentto the match, (ince we are 
prettv equal in our fortunes and natural endowments : for, to 
fay tne truth, my lordrgovernor, my fon is pofTefied, and there 
is fcarce a day, in which the evil fpirits do not torment him 
three or.foinr times; and, by having fallen once into the fire^ 
his face is as ihrivelled as a piece, of foorched parchment, and 
hi& eyes are fomewhat bleared and running : but he is as good- 
conditioned as an angd; and, did he not buffet, and give him- 
lelf frei^uent cufis, he would be a very £unt.

You are no 
native of Miguel Turra, but fome fcofier fent from hdl to tempt 
me. Impudent fcoundi^! I hav^ not yet had the government 
a day and half, and you would have me have ftx hundred du- 
cats? The fewer made figns to the countryman to go out of the 
hall, which he, did, hanging down his head, and feemingly 
afraid, left the governor fhould execute his threat; for the knave 
vo-y well knew how to play his part. 

But let us leave Sancho in his paflion, and peace be with him 
and company ; and let us return to Den ^ixote^ whom we left 

with 
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vrith his hce bound up, and under cure of bis cattiih wounds^ 
of which he Was not quite healed in eight days; in one of which 
there befd him what Cid Hamete promifes to relate, with that 
pun&uality and truth, with which he relates every thing bdong- 
ing to this hiflory^ be it never fo minute.

I am, yours I h^ve been, and yours I will remain. The con- 
clufion of thefc words, ' and the opening the door, were at the 
fame inflant. Up he flood upon the bed, wrapped from top to 
toe in a quilt of yellow fatin, a woollen cap on his head, and 
his face and muflachoes bound up; his face, becaufe of its 
fcratchcs, and his muflachoes, to keep them from flagging and 
falling down. In which guife he appeared the mofl extraordi- 
nary rantafm imaginable.

Don ^uixoti obferved her from his Watch-tower, and perceiving 
her figure, and noting her filence, he fancied fome witch or 
forcerefs was come in that guife to do him fome fhrewd turn, 
and began to crofs himfelf apace.

The 
bruifed Duenna^ hearing herfelf thus exorcifed, guefied at Don 
.J^vcotis fear by her own, and, in a low and dokful voice, an- 
, fwered : Signor Don ^ixote (if peradventure your worihip be 
Don ^ixote) I am no phantom, nor apparition, nor foul in 
. purgatory, as your wor(hip feems to think, but Uouna Rodri- 
guez. Duenna of honour to my lady duchefs, and am come to 
. your wor(hip with one of thofe cafes of neceifity, your wor&ip 
.18 wont to remedy. Tell me then, Signora Donna Rodriguez^ 
< quoth Don ^ixotsj does your lady(hip, peradventure, come in 
. quality of procurefs ? If you do, 1 give you to under(tand I am 
fit for no body's turn, thanks to the pedrlefs beauty of my 
miftrefs Dukinea del Tobcfo. In (hort, Signora Donna ^odri- 
guezy on condition you wave all amorou9 meilages, you mav 
go and light your candle, and returun hither, and we will dii- 
courfe of whatever you pleafe to command, with exception, as 
I told you, to all kiad of amorous incitements. I bring tacf- 
fages, good Sir 1 anfwered the Duenna : your wor(hip miftakes 
me very much: I am pot yet fo advancea in years, to be forced 
to betake myfelf to fo low an employment 5 for, god be praifed, 
-my foul is ftill in my body, and all my teeth in my head, cx- 
,cepting a few ufurped from me by catarrhs, (b common in this 
country of Arragon. But ftay a .littk. Sir, till I go and light 
my candle, and 1 will return indantly, to rehte my grie^ to 
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your worfhip, as to the redreflerdf all the grievances i« theworid. 
And, without flaying for an anfwer, Ihc went out of the room, 
leaving Don fixate in expe6tetion of her return. 

Straight a tfaoufand thoughts crowded into his mind, touching 
this new adventure, and he was of opinion, he had done ill> 
and judged worfe, to expofc himfelf to the hazard of breaking 
his plighted tfoth to his lady; and he faid to himfdf: Who 
knows but the devil,* who is fubtle and defigning, means to'de-> 
ceive me now with a Duenna, though he has not been able to 
cffeft it with emprefles, queens, duchefles, marchioneflfe, or 
countefles? Fori have often heard ingenious people fay, The 
devil, if he can, will fooner tempt a man with a flat-nofed, 
than a hawk-nofed, woman 9: and who can tell, but this foli- . 
t^ide, this opportunity, and this fil«ice, may awaken my defires, 
which are now afleep, and, in my declining years, make me 
£^11 where I never yet ftumbled ? In fuch cafes, it is better to 
fly, than ftand the battle.' But fure I am not in my right 
ienfes, to talk fb idly; for it is impoffible that a white*veiled, 
lank, and be-fpe£laded Duenna (hould move^ or excite a wanton 
thought in the lewdeft breaft in the world. Is there a Duenna . 
upon earth, that has tolerable flefli and blood ? Is there a Du* 
enna upcm ^e globle, that is not impertinent, wrinkled, and 
fqueamiih? Avaunt then, ye rabble of Duennas, ufclefs to any 
human pleafure ! O how rightly did that lady a£t^ of whom it 
is (aid, that ihe had, at the foot of her flate fopha, a couple of 
ilatues of Duennas, with their fpe£);acles and bobbin-cufhions, 
as if they were at work ; which flatues ferved every whit as well 
for the dignity of her ftate-room, as real Duennas? And, fo 
feying, he jumped ofF the b<:d, defigning to lock his door, and 
not let Signora Rodriguez enter. But, before he could fbut it, 
Sign(»a Rodriguez "WBS juft returned, with a lighted taper of 
i^hite wax ; and, feeing Dm ^ixote fo much nearer, wrapped 
up In his quilt, with his bandages, and night-cap, (he was again 
frighted, and, retreating two or three fteps, ihe (aid: Sir knight, 
am I fafe? for I take it to be no very good iign of modefly, that 
your worlhip is got out of bed. I fhould rather ask you that 
queftion, madam, anfwered Don ^ixote, and .therefore I da 
ask, if I am fafe from being aflaulted and raviflied ? By whom I 
and from whom, Sir knight, do you expert this fecurity ? an- 
fwered the Duenna. By you, and from you, replied Don ^ixote: 
for I am not- made of marble, nor you, I fuppofe of brafs ; nor 
is it ten o' clock in the morning, but midnight, and fomewhat 
more, as I imagine; and we are in a room dofer and more 
fecret than the cave, in which the bold and traiterous Mneas 
tn^yed the beautiful and tender-hearted Dido, But, madam^

veil infpires. Aim}, fo faying, he kifled his rightrhs^nd, and 
trith it tobk hold of hers, which flie gave him wish the fame 
osremony. 

Here Cid Hanute makes a paDcntheiis, and fwears by Ma^ 
hornet^ he would have given the better of his two vefis^ to have 
feen thefe two walking from tfad door to the bed-fidei handing 
and handed fo ceremontoufiy. . 

In (hort. Dm ^j^xoti got into bed, and Donna Rodriguez 
fat down in a chair at fome little diftance from it, without taking 
off her fpe£bcles, or fetting down her candle. Dm ^ix9tt 
covered htmfelf up dofe, all but his -face, and, they both having 
paufed awhile, the firft, who brdte filence, was Dm ^ixcU, 
faying: Now, Signora Donna Rodrigufz^ you laay unrip and 
unbofom all that is in yout careful heart and piteous bowds: 
for you (hall be heard by me with qbaAe ears, and affifted by 
compaffionate deeds. I bdieve it,.anfwerc^ the Duenna ; for none 
but fo chriftian an anfwer could be expeded from your wor- 
{hip's gentle and pleafing prefence. 

The bufinefs then is» S^or Dm ^ixpte^ that, though your 
worfhip fees me fitting in this chair, and in^the midttof the 
Idngdom oiJrragony and in the garb of a poor perfecuted Du^ 
enna^ I was born in the A/iurias of Ovied^,^ and of a femily 
^ied to fome of the beft of that provinoe. Bat my h^rd for* 
tune, and the negligence of my parents, which reduced them, 
I know not wbrch way, to untimely pdverty^ carried me to 
Ae court of Madrid^ where, for peace fake, and to prevent 
greater inconveniences, mv parents {uiaced me in the fervice of a 
great lady: and I would have your wor(hip know, that, in 
makii^ needle-ca&s. and plain-woik, I was never out^^dene by 
9nf body in all my life. My parents left me in feraee„ and 
neturned ta their own country ; and, in a: £bw yeajrs aft^,. I be- 
lieve, they went to heaven;, for they were very good and ca- 
tholic chnitians. I remained- an orphan, and ftioted tK> ttie:mt- 
ferable wages^ and fhort commoiti,. ufually given iii. ptat houfo 
to fuch kind of fervants. About ths^ time» without. my giving 
mf encouragement for it^ a. gentkman^uflieB of the homy Sm 
ia.k>ve with me; anmn in yeaxs,, with a fine b»rd^ and of a 
comely perfon,. and above all as ^yoi a gentlemaa as the king 
Wmfclf ; for he waa ai highlander. We did not carry on our 
amour fo (ecretly, but. it came to the notice of mylady,. who, 
without more adoy had us marsied in peace,, and in the^face d[ 
our holy mother the cathjolic A^htaii -church: from which mar* 
ciage fprung a daughter,, to fioifli} my good fortune, if I had 
any ; not that I died in child-bed (few: I went my fall time, and 
was fafely delivered) but btcauic my^ hwsbanddiM foon after of 
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% certain fright he took ; and had I but time to tell the manner 
how, your worfhip^ I Urn fiire, would wonder. 

Here ihe began to weep moft tenderly, and faid : Pardon ine, 
good Signor Von^rnxoU^ for I cannot command myfelf ; but 
as often as I call to mind niy unhappy fpoufe, my eyes are brim-> 
ful. God be my aid ! with what ftatclinefs did he ufe to carry 
my ladv behind him on a puiflant mule, Uack as the very jet ; 
for in thofe times coaches and fide-faddles were not in /amion, 
as it is faid they are now, and the ladies rode behind their fquires. 
Nevcrthelefs I cannot help telling you the following ftoryj that 
you may fee how well-bred j and how pundlilious my good huf- 
Sand was. At the entrance into faint James*^ ftreet in Madrid^ 
which is very narrow, a judge of one of the courts happened to 
be coming out with two of his officers before him, and, as foon 
as my gpod fquire faw him, he turned his mule about, as if he 
defigned to wait upon him. My lady, who was behind him, 
faid to him in a low voice : What are you doing, blockhead ? 
am not I here? The judge civilljr flopped his horfe^ and faid: 
Keep on your way, bir; for it is my bufmefs rather to wait 
upon my lady Donna Cafilda r that was my miftrefs*s name. 
My husband perfiftcd, cap in hand, in his intention to wait 
upon the judge. Which ray lady perceiving, full qf choler and 
indignation^ fhe pulled out a great pin, or rather, I believe a 
bodkin, and ftuck it into his hack: whereupon my husband 
bawled out, and, writhing his body, down he came with his 
lady to the ground. Two of her footmen ran to help her up, 
as did the judge and his officers* The gate of Guadalajara^ I 
mean the idle people that flood there. Were all in an uproar. 
My miftrefs was forced to walk home on foot, and my husband 
went to a barber-furgeon's telling him he was run quite through 
and .through the bowels. The courtcoufnefs and breeding of my 
fpoufe was rumoured abroad, infomuch that the boys got it, and 
teafed him with it in the flreets; and, upon this account, and 
becaufe he was a little fhort-fighted, my lady turned him away; 
the grief whereof, I verily believe, was the death of him. I 
was left a widow, and helplefs, with a daughter upon my hands^ 
who went on inc^reafing in beauty like the foani of the fea. 
Finally^ as I had the reputation of a good work- woman at my 
needle, my lady duchefs, who was then newly married to my 
lord duke, would needs have me with her to this kingdom of 
Arragcn^ together with my daughter, where, in procefs of time, 
fhe grew up, and with her all the accomplilhments in the 
world. She fings like any lark, dances quick as thought, capers 
as if fhe would break her neck, reads and writes like a fchool- 
mailer, and cafts account like any ufurer. \ fay nothing of her 
cieanlineis; for the running brook is not cl^ner: .And fhe is. 
now> if I reoiember right, fixteen years of s^e, five months, 
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and thrfec days, one more or Icfs. In a word, the fon of a very 
rich farmer, who lives not far off in a village of my lord 
duke's, grew enamoured of this girl of mine ; and, to be'fliort, 
I know not how it came about, but they got tether, and, 
under promife of being her husband, he has'fooled my daughter, 
and now refufes to perform it. And, though my lord duke 
knows the affair, and I have complained again and again to him, 
and begged him to command this fame young farmer to marry 
my daughter, yet he turns the deaf car, and will hardly vouch- 
(afe to hear me : and the reafon is, bccaufe the cozening knave's 
father is rich, and lends him money, and is bound for him on 
all occafions ; therefore he will not difoblige nor offend him in 
any wife. Now, good Sir, my defire is, that your worfhip take 
upon you the redrcfling this wrong, either by intreaty, or by 
force of arms ; fince all the world iays, your worfhip was born . 
in it to redrcfs grievances, to right the injured, and fuccour the 
mifcrablc. And be pleafed, Sir, to confider my daughter's fa- 
therlefs condition, her genteelnefs, her youth, and all the good 
qualities I have already mentioned : for, on my ibul and con- 
fcience, of all the damfels my lady has, there is not one that 
comes up to the fole of her flioe : and one of them, called Jl- 
iifidora^ who is reckoned to be the livcliefl and gracefullefl of 
them all, falls above two leagues fhort, in comparifon with my 
daughter: for, you muft know, dear Sir, that all is not gold 
that gli-fters, and this lame little Ahifidora has more felf-conceit 
than beauty, and more afTurance than modefly: befides, (he is 
none of the foundcft ; for her breath is fo flrong, there is no 
enduring to be a moment near her. Nay, even my lady 
duchefs herfelf but mum for that; for they iky, walb 

have, ears. 

What of niy lady duchefs? quoth Don ^ixote. Tell me, 
maAdim Rodriguez^ by mj life. Thus conjured, replied the 
Duenna^ I cannot but anlwer to whatever is asked me with 
all truth. Your worfhip, Signor Don ^ixote^ mnH have ob- 
fervcd the beauty of my lady duchefs; that complexion like any 
bright and polifhed fword; thofe cheeks of milk and crimfon, 
wim the fun in the one, and the moon in the other; and that 
ftatelinefs with which &e treads, or rather difdains the very 
ground fhe walks on, that one would think fhe went difpenfing 
health wherever fhe pafies. Let me tell you. Sir, fhe may thank 
god for it, in the firfl place, and next two. ifTues fhe has, one 
in each leg, which difchargp all the bad humours, of whidi the 
phyficians fay fhe is full. Holy Mary! quoth Don ^uixote^ k 
it poifible my lady duchefs has fuch drains: I fhould never have 
believed it, had the bare-footed friers themfelves toW it me j 
but, fince madam Donna Rodriguez fays it, it mufl needs be 
fo. But fuch iiTues, and in fuch places, muft diflil nothing but 
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liquid amber : verily I am now tonvinced, that this making of 
iilues is a matter of great confequcnoe in refpeft to health. 

Scarcely bad Don fixate faid this, when with a great bounce 
the chamber door flew open ; th^ furprife at which made Don- . 
na Rodriguez led fall her candle out of her hand, and the room 
remained as dark as a wolf's mouth «, as the faying is 5 and pre- 
fently the poor Dutnna found herfelf griped fo faft by the throat 
with two hands, that fhe could not ^uall, and another perfon, 
very nimbly, without fpeaking a word, whipped up her petti- 
coats, and with a flipper, as it feemed, gave her fo many flaps, 
that it would have moved one's pity : and though it did that

And 
his fear proved not in vain; for the filent executioaei:;s, leaving 
the Duenna^ who durft not cry out, well curried, came to 
Don ^ixotei and, turning down the bed^cloaths, they pinched 
him fo often and fo hard, that he could not forbear going to 
fifty<^cui{s in his own defence, and all this in marvellous filence. 
The battle laflied (bmc half an hour: the phantoms went ofF; 
Donna Rodriguez adjufted her petticoats, and, bewailing her 
misfortune, marched, out at the door without faying a word to 
Don ^ixoie, yvhb^ fad and forcly be-pinched, confufed and 
nenflve, remained alone : where we will leave him impatient to 
learn, who that perverfe enchanter was, that had handled him 
fo roughly.

ence, prefently they murmur and traduce him, gnawing his 
very bones, and calumniating him and his family. Fooliih'man 
of bufinefs, impertinent man of bufinefs, be not in fuch hafte; 
wait for the proper fcafon and conjunfture for negotiation : come 
not at dinner time, nor at bed time; forjudges are made of 
Sctti and blood, and muft give to their nature what their nature 
requires; except oply poor I, who do not-fo by mine, thanks 
to Signor doftor Pedro Rezio Tirtea/uera here prefent, who 
would have me die of hunger, and affirms that this kind of 
dving is in order to live : God grant the fame life to him and 
all thofe of his trFbe; I mean, pad phyfidans; for good ones 
deferve palms and laurels. All, who knew Sancho PancOy were 
in admiration to hear hthi talk fo d^antly, aod could iiot tell 
what to afcrflje it to, uplefe that offices and weighty employments 
quicken and- enliven fome underftandings, as they Vx)nfound and 
flupify others. In Abort, doSor Pedro Rezio Aguero de Tirtea'* 
fuera promifed he fliould fup that night, though it wer^ con- 
trary to all the iphorifms of Hippocrates. With this the go- 
vernor refted fatisfied, and expeaed with great impatience the 
coming of the night, and the hour of fupper ; and though time, 
to his thinking, ftood ftock-ftill, yet at l^gth the wdhcd-for 
hour came, and they ]gave him" fome cow-beef, hafbed with 
onions, and calves feet, fome what of the flaleft, boiltd. How- 
ever he laid about him, with more relifli, than if they had 
given tim Milan godvvlts, Roman [dieafants, veal of SorentOj 
partridges of Moron^ or geefe oi Lavajos\ and, in the midft of 
fupper, turning to the doflor, h^ faid: Lpol^ you, matter doftor, 
henceforward take no care to provide me your nice thii^ to 
cat| nor your tit-bits ; for it will be throwing my ftom^ch qui(e 
off the hinges, which is acciillomed to goats -flefh, cow-becfi 
^nd bacon, with turnips anci onions ; and if perchance you give 
it court kicklhaws, it receives them with fqueamifhnefs, and 
fometimes with loathing. What mailer fewer here may do, is, 
to get me fome of thofe eatables you call yout olla'podridasy and 
the ftronger they are the better » : and you may infert and ftuff 
in them v^hatever you will: for fo it be an eatable, I fhall take 
kTcindly, and v/ill one day make you amends: and let no body 
play upon me ; for either we are, or we are not : and let us all

I will govern thig 
ifland,* viritbdut lofing my own right, or taking away another 
inan*s, and t6t every one keep a godd look-out, and mind each 
man his own bnfinefs: for I would have them tp'know, the devil 
is in tfi^ w:ihd 3, and, if «hiey tnlt ime upon it, they (hall fet 
wtmdcrs. Ay, ay, make yotcrfHves honey, and the wafps will 
devour you. Certainly, iny lord governor^ quoth the fewer, 
there Is realcfh in all VxHir worfhi^ fays^ and I datt ttigage in the 
name of ^H theiflinders of this idand, that they wM fervc your 
wor&ip with all puridualky,- I^ve, a^ good-will ; fcH* your 
fweet way of govemirtg from th^ vtry firft leaves us no room to 
do, dr |0 think any things that may redound to the difiervice ' 
of yoar worihi^. I believe it> attfiwred Sarnh^ tand they wodd 
be (bob, if they did, or though* otherwife. Arid I tell yoU 
agaitt Id tike cAife fet my fufteWartce, and for my DappU$y 
which is what is moft imjpoitant iti this bulinefs: and when thtf 
hour comes* wc%ill go the rdund j fbt it is my intention to 
clear this ifland of all manner of filth, of vagabonds, idlers^ 
and Siarpers. For you muft underftand, friends, iteitidfeAnd 
lazy peopte in a bommohweakh.are the fame as drones in a bee^ 
hive^ -^Mch<«at the hohey that the indufh-ioiis bees- lay up in 
ftore. My tl^ign is to pro^a the p^ftihts^ preferve to thit 
gentry HifSf- privileges, reward ingenioiis artifts, and above all 
to have legaird to religion, ^d to thfe h^n(iur of the religk>us^ 
What think ye t)f this, my friends ? Dd I fay fomcthlng, dr do 
I cratk tt^ hra?n to no p^pofe*? My ford governor, ouoih thtf 
fteward, irpeaks fo well, that I l^bttd&r tb hear a man, id void of 
learning as yoUr woHhip, who, I believe, cannot fo much a» 
itsadj t^f t\x&i iind fo many lhin|s, aAd all fo ftantenttous and; 
infttuaive, (ind (b fai^ beyond all that could be^ expbded fmm^^ 
your Worihip'd fornii^r iihdarftahdiiig^ by thdfe who ient us»> 
and by us, Who are come hither, mt every day produces new 
things ; jells turn into eameft, ttnd Jbkers an: joked upojfi. 

Tne night caihe, and, the^overnor having fupped with the 
licence of Signor do6Jor Rexto^ they- pre^red fdr going the 
round, and he ,fct out, with the fecTetary, the fleward, the 
fewer, and the hifloriographfet, who had the care cf reebrding' 
his anions, together with feijeants and notaries, enough to 
have formed a middling battalion. In the midft of them marched 
Sancho, With his white rod of office; and hsivitig tfaveried a few 
flreets^ they heu-d the clafhifig of (Words. They haOed to the

Tiie.other, bis antagonift, faid : My, lord governor, 
I will briefty rtslate the matter : Your honour muft underftand, 
that this gendeman is jufl come from winningy in that gaming- 
honfe, yonder over the way, above a thoufand reals, and g«l 
knows how; and I, being prefenjt, gave judgment in his ^vour, 
in many a doiibtful j^int, againil^tbedidates of my confcience. 
Up he got with the winnings, and, when I expeded he would 
have given me a crown at leaft,.by way of prefent, as is the 
ufage and cuftom ameng g(»t}emen of diftin£tiOR, fuch as I 
am, . who fiand by, ready at all adventures to i;»ack unreafonaUe 
demands, and to prevent quarrels, he pocketed up his money, 
and went out of the houie.

$>r he was often giving him fomething^ and they, wbq expeA 
the benevolent^e"}^, (ho^d be qiannorly, and take with a cbear** 
fill countenance whatever is ^ven them,, and not ftand upon 
tcirms with the winners, unleis they know ^bem.fpr cext»in to he 
ibarpeffs, and that their winning were unf^ly gotten ; and, 
for demonfiration of his being an honeft man, and ;io. cheat, as 
the other aUedged, there could be noftronger Proof than his re- 
^fal to comply with his demand ; for cheats are always tribu- 
^ries to the. lookers op, who know them. That is true, 
quoth the fleward: be pleafed, my lord governor, to adjudge 
what (hall be done with tbefe men. What Qiall be done^ is 
this, anfwered Sancbo: You, mafter winner, good, bad, or 
indiiierent, give your haCkfter here immediately an hundred 
reals, and pay down thirty more for the ppQr prifoQ«?: and 
you. Sir,, who have neither office nor benefice; and live without

perfon keeps It, and what he iofes in the year is. beyond, com^ 
parifon more than what he gets by the cards. Your woriht{»

CID H J METE J the moft punaual fearchcr after th^ 
very atoms of this true hiftory, fays, that, when Donna 
Rodriguez went out of her chamlicr to go to Don ^ix9te\ 
another Duenna, -who lay with her, perceived it ; am, as all 
Duennas have the itch of liftening after, prying into, anrffmelRng 
out things, (he followed her fo Ibflly, that good Rodriguez diS 
tiot perceive it: and, as foon as the Duenna faw her enter Ehjs 
^ixote*s chamber, that fhe might not be wanting in the general 
humour of all Duennas^ which is, to be tell-tales, away £hc wicnt 
fhat inftanty to acquaint the duchefs, iA^t Donna Rodriguez was 
flien aftually in Don ^ixote*s chamber.

NOW appeared the day fucceeding the night of the gover- 
nor's round ; which the fewer pafled without fleeping, his 
thoi^hts being taken up with the countenance, air, and Ixauty 
of the difguifol damfel ; and the (leward fpent the remainder of 
it in writing to his lord and lady what Sancho Pan fa faid and 
did, equally wondering at his deeds and fayings; for hi^ words 
and actions were intermixed with ftrong indications both of dif- 
cretion and folly.

a^d a bunch of grapes. But, feeing it was more by foi;cp, th^a 

U J good- 
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good*willy he fubmitted to it with fufficient grief to his foul, 
and toil to his ftomach ; Pidro ReTuo making him believe, that, 
to eat but little, and that of flight things, ^ickened the ju^- 
ment, which was the propereft thing that could be for perfons 
appointed to rule and bear offices of dignity; in which there is 
npt fo much occafion for bodily ftreMth, as for that of the un- 
derftanding. By means of this fophiftry Sancho endured hunger 
to a degree, that inwardly he curfed the government, and even 
him that gave it. 

Hqiiirever, with his hunger and his conferve, he fat in judg- 
ment that day, and the firft thing that offered, was, a queftion 
propofed by a ftranger ; the ftcward and the^eft of the ailiftants 
being prcfent all the while. It Was this : My lord ; A main 
river divides the two parts of one lordlhip— pray, my lord, be 
attentive; for it is a cafe of importance, and fomewhat difficult, 
I fay then, that upon this river flood a bridge, and at the head 
of it a gallows, and a kind of court-houfe, for a feat of Judica- 
ture; in which there Were commonly four judges, whote office 
it was to give fentence according to a law enjoined by the 
owner of the river, of the bridge, and of the krdfhfp; which 
law was in this form : Whoever pafTes over this bridge, from 
one fide to the other, mufl firfl take an*oath, from whence he 
comes, and what bufinefs he is going about: and, if he fwears 
true, they fhall let him pafs ; but, if he tells a lye, he fball die 
for it upon yonder gallows, without any remiffion. This law, 
and the rigorous conditions thereof, being known, feveral per- 
fons pafled over ; for by what they fwore It was foon perceived 
they fwore the truth, and the judges let them pafs freely. Now 
it fell out, that a certain man, taking the oath, fwore, and faid, 
by the oath he had taken, he was gping to die upon the gallows, 
which flood there, and that this was his /bufinefs, and no other. 
The judges deliberated upon the oath, and faid: If we let this 
man paft freely, he fwore a lye, and by the law he ought to 
die; and if we Jiang him, he fwore he went to die upon that 
gallows, and having fwore the truth, by the fame law he ought 
to go free. It is now demanded of my lord governor, how the 
judges fhall proceed with this man : for they are flill doubtful 
and in fufpence ; and, being informed of the acutenefs and ele* 
vation of your lordfhip's underflanding, they have fent me to be- 
feech your lordfhip, on their behalf, to give your opinion in (b 
intricate and doubtful a cafe. To which Samho anfwered: For 
certain, thefe gentlemen, the judges, who fent you to me, might 
have faved themfclves, and you, the labour; for 1 have more of 
the Wunt than the acute in me: neverthdefs, repeat me the 
bufinefs over again, that I may underftand it; perhaps, I may 
hit the mark. The querifl repeated what he had faid once or 
twic?, and Sancho faid; In my opinion, this jiffiiir may be 

briefly 
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briefly refolved, and it is thus. The m^n fwfars he is going to 
die upon the gallows, and, if he is hanged, he fwore the truths 
and by the law efliblilhed ought to be free, and to pais the 
bridge ; and, if they do not hang him, he fwore a lye, and by 
the Tame law he ought to be hanged. It is juft as Signor |over« 
nor iays, quoch th6 nieilenger, and nothing more is wanting to 
the right ftating and ujrfderftanding of the cafe. I fay then, 
replied Sancboy that they let pafs that part of the man that fwore 
the truth, arid bang th^t part that fwore a lye: and thus the 
condition of the paSage will be literally fulfilled. If fo, Signor 
^vernor, replied the querift, it will beneceffary to divide the man 
mto two parts, the falfe and the true; and, it he is cut afunder, 
he muft neceilarily die, and fo there is not a tittle of the law 
fulfilled, an4 there is an exprefs neceffity of fulfilling the law. 
Come hither^ honed man, anfwered Sancbo: either I am a 
very dunce, or there is as much reafon to put this pafleng^ to 
death, as to let him live and pafs the bridge; for, if the truth 
ikves him, the lye equally condemns him; and this being fo, a« 
it really is, I am of opinion, that you tell thofe gentlemen, whQ 
ient you to me, that, fmce the reafons for condemning and 
acquitting him are equal, they let him pafs freely : for it is al- 
ways commendable to do good nuher than harm ; and thi^ I 
would give under my l&nd, if I could write: and, in this cafe, 
I fpeak not of my own head, but upon recolled^ion of a j>recept 

S'ven me, among many others, by my mafter Don ^ix^te, 
e night before I fet out to be governor of this ifland ; which 
was, that, when juftice happens tp be in the lead doubtful, I 
(hould incline and lean to the fide of i^ercy ; and god has been 
pleafed to make me remember it in the prefent cafe, in which 
it comes in fo pat. It does fo, anfwered the fteward, and, for 
my part, I think Lycurgus himfelf, who ^ve laws to the La^ 
ceoimoniansy could not have given a better judgment, than that . 
now given by the great Panca: and let us have no more hear- 
ings this morning, and I will sive order, that Signor governor 
(hall dine to day much to his (atisfadion. That is what I de* 
fire, and let us have feir play, quoth Sancho. Let me but dine, 
and bring me cafes and quenions never fo thick, I will difpatcb 
them in the fnuffing of a candle. 

The fteward was as good as his word, making it a matter of 
conTcience to ftarve fo difcerning a governor ; efpeciall]^ fince he 
intended to come to a conclufion with him that very night, and 
to play him the laft trick he had in commifiion. 

It fell out then, that, having dined that day againfl all the 
rules and aphorifms of dodor Ttrteafuera^ at taking away the 
cloth, a courier came in with a letter from Dm ^dxoie to the 
^vernor. Sancho bid the fecretary read it firft to himfelf, and, 
u there was nothing in it that required fecrecy, to read it aloud, .

to take care that there be plenty, fince nothing tsfo difcourapng to 
the poor as hunger, and dearnefs of provifions. Pidfiyb not many 
ediSfs, and, when you do, fee that they are good ones, and, above 
all, that they are well obferved; for edi£fs that are not kept are 
as if they bad not beep made, and ferve only to fiew, that 4he 
prince, though he had wifdom and authority fufficient to make them^ 
had not the courage to fee them put in execution: and laws that 
intimidate at their publication, and are not executed, become tike 
the log king of the frogs ^ which terrified them atfirfl ; but, in time^ 
they contemned him, and got upon his back.

if a confiimption were not a worfe mataefy than a fever. Inflyort^ 
he is murdering me by hunger^ and I am dsing of defpite i fer^ 
injiead of comtng to this government, to eat hot, and drink coot^ 
and to recreate ny bed/ between Holland Jheets, upon beds ef 
down, 1 am come t^ do penance, as if I were an hermit : and, as 
I do it againji my willy I verily thinky at Ae long ruuy the devil 
will carry me away. 

Hitherto I have touched no fee, nor taken any bribe ; emd I 
eannot imagine what it will end in : for here I am told, that the 
governors, who come to this ifland, before they fet foot in it, ufed 
to receive a good fum of money, by way of prefent or loan, from 
the people, and that this is the cuftom with thofe, who go to other 
governments, as well as with thofe, who come to this. 

One night, as I was going the round, I met a very handfome 
damfel in man*s cloaths, and her brother in woman*s. My fewer

I would not ivt/h you to have any crofs^recionings of SJguft wit6 
mtr patrons the duke and duchefs ; for^ if your worjhtp quarreb 
with tbemy it is plain^ it mujl, redound to my damage -, and^finee 
your worjhip advifed me not to he ungrateful^ it will not be proper 
you fhould he fo y our f elf to thofe ^ who have done you Jo many fa^ 
vours^ and who have entertained yoii fi generoufiy in their cajlle. 

The cat-hufinefs I under/land not^ but fuppofe it muji be one of 
thofe unlucky trtcks the wicked enchanters are wont to play your 
worjhip. I /hall know more when we meet. 

I -would 'Willingly fend your worjhip fomething or others but I 
cannot tell what ^ unlefrit be feme little cfyjier^ipes^ which they 
make in this ifland very cmrioujfy. ^ nty employment bolds^ I wia 
look out for fomething tofend^ right or wrong. If my wife Tciefii 
Ptoca writes to me^ be fo kind as to pay the peflagOy ar^ fend mg 
the tetter \ for I have a mighty defire to know the ejiate of my 
bmfe, my nvife^ and my children. And fo^ god deliver your «wr- 
Jhip from evil-minded enchanters^ and bring me fafe and found 
out of this government J which I doubt ; for I expe£i to wy ngf 
bones bere^ confidering how Do^or Pedro Rezio treats me.

The fecretary made up the letter, and dtfpatcbed the courier 
with it immediately.

He created an overfeer of the poor, not to 
perfecute them, but to examine whether they were fucb or no; 
for, under ' colour of feigned maimnefs, and counterfiat (bresy 
they are cftcn fturdy thieves, and hale drunkards. In ihort, he 
made fuch wholefome ordinances, that they are obferved in that 
town to this day, and are caHioif fie ctmftituiwu tftbignat 
gwemor Sancho Pan^a.

They thrutl his arms 
through certain holes they had made in them, and tied thena 
,Wtft wiA feme cord; inlomuch that he remained walled and 
(KMded op IRrarght like a-fpindle, without being able to bend his 
knees, or walk tme finglc ficp. They put a launce into hb hand* 
upon which he leaned, to keep himfelf upon his feet. Thus • 
accoutred th6y defired hrm to march, and to lead and encourage ,.. 
them all ; for, he being their north-pole, their lanthdrn, and 
then: morning- Ibr, therr affairs would have a pro'fpcrous ilTue. 
How (hould I march, wretch that I am, anfwered Sancho^ wherf' 
I cannot ftir my knee-pans ? for 1 am hindred bv thefe boards, 
which prefsfo dofe-and hard upon my flefc. Your only way 

X 2 is, , 
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is,, to carry me in your arms, and lay me athwart, or :fet me 
upright at feme poftern, which I will maintain, either with my 
launce or my body. Fie, Signor governor, quoth ^npther, it 
is more fear, than the tai]gets, that hinders your . marching. 
Have done, for (hame^ and beflir yourfelf ; for it is late, the 
enemy increafes, the cry grows louder, and the danger preiles. 

At which periuafions and reproaches the poor governor tried 
to ftir, and down he fell with fuch violence, that he thought 
he had da&ed Himfelf to pieces. He lay like a tortoife indofed 
and covered with his ihell, or like a flitch of bacon between two 
trays, or like a boat with the keel upwards upon the fands. 
And though they faw him fall, thofe jefting rogues had not the 
leaft conspaffion on him ; on the contrary, putting out their 
torches, they reinforced the clamour, and reiterated the alarm, 
with fuch hurry and buftle, trampling over poor Sancboj and 
giving him an hundred thwacks uipon the targets, that, if he 
had hot gathered himfelf up, and mrunk in hb head between 
the bucklers, it had gone nard with the jpoor governbr; who, 
crumpled up in that narrow compafs, (weatra and fwcated 
again, and recommended himfelf to god from the bottom of 
his heart, to deliver him from that danger. Some {tumbled, 
others fell over him ; and one there was, who, getting a top of 
him, ftood there for a good while, and from thence, as from a 
watch-tower, commanded the troops, and, with aloud voice, 
cried : This way, brave boys ; here the enemy chai^ thickeft ; 
guard that pofiern ; ihut yon gate ; down with thofe fcaling- 
ladders; this way with your cauldrons of rofin, jMtch, and 
burning oil ; barricado the ftreets with wool-packs. In fliort, 
he named, in the utmoil hurry, all the necdTary implements 
and engines of war, ufed in defence of a city aifaulted. The 
poor battered Sancho^ who heard, and bore all, faid to himfelf: 
O, if it were heaven's good pleafure, that this ifland were once 
loft, and I could fee myfelf, either dead, or out of this great 
ftrait ! Heaven heard this petition, and, when he leaft expeded 
it, he heard voices crying, ViQory, viflory, the enemy is 
routed : rife Signor governor, enjoy the conqueft, and divide the 
iboils taken from the foe by the valour of that invincible arm. 
Let me be lifted up, auoth the dolorous Sancho with a ddefiil 
voice. They helped him to rife ; and, when he was g^ upkR 
his legs, he faid : May all the enemies I have vanquimrabe 
nailed to my forehead:, I will divide no fpoils of enemies; but I 
jntreat and befeech fome friend, if I have any, to give me a 
«* draught of wine, for I am almoft choked ; and let me dry up 
this Tweat, for I am melting away, and turning into water. 
^Thcy rubbed him down ; they brought him wine ; they untied 
. the targets. He fat down upon his bed, ,and fwooned away 

with the fright, furprife, and feitiguc he had undergone. Thofe, 

who 
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who bad played liim tj^e trick, began to be fofry they hsCd laid 
it on fo heavily. But Sancha's coming to himfelf moderated 
the pain they were in at his fainting away. He asked what 
o'clock it was: they told him it was day-break. He held his 
peace, and, without faying any -thing more, he began to drefs 
himfelf, all buried in filence. They all flared at him, in ex* 
pedation what would be the ifTue of his dreffing himfelf in fiich 
hafte. ' 

In fine, having put on his xloaths, by little and little (for he 
was fo bruifed, he could not do it haflily) he took the way to 
the flable, every body prefent following him : and going to 
Dappkj he embraced him, and gave him a kiis of peace on the 
fore-head ; and, not without tears in his eyes, he faid : G)me 
hither; my companion, my friend, and partner in my fadgues 
and miferies. When I conforted with thee, and had no other 
thoughts, but the care of mending thy furniture, and feeding 
thy littlq carcafe, happy were my hours, my days, and my 
years. But, fince I forfook thee, and mounted upon the towers 
of. ambition and pride, a thoufand miferies, a thouiand toils^ 
^nd four thoufand difquiets, have entered into my foul. And 
while he was talking thus, he went on pannelling his a(s, with* 
out any body's faying a word to him. DapffU being pannelled^ 
he got upon him,, with great pain and heavmefs, and direSing 
his fpeech to the fteward, the fecretary, the fewer, and dodor 
Pfdro RiTuoj and many others that were there prefent, he faid : 
Give way, jgentlemen, and fufier me td return to m^ ancient 
liberty: lufler me to feek my pafl life, that I may rife again 
from this prefent death. I was not born to be a governor, nor 
to defend iflands, or cities, from tpenlies that af&ult them. I 
fetter underfland how to plow and dig, how to prune, and drefs 
vines, than how tb give laws, and defend provinces or king« 
doms; Saint Peter is well at Rome: I mean, that nothii^ 
hecoihes a m^n fo well, as the eitipioyment he was born for. 
In myhand» A fickle is better than a governor's fcepter. I 
had rather have my belly full of my own poor porridge ?, than 
be fubje£l to the mifery of an impertinent phyfician, who kills 
me with hunger ; and I had rather lay myfelf down under the 
jhade of an o^k in fummer, and equip myfelf with a doubk 
Iheep-skin jerkin in winter, at my liberty, than lye, under the 
flavery of a government, between hoUand fheets, and be cloathed 
in fables* Gentlemen, god - be with you ; and tell my lord 
duke, that naked was I bpfn, and naked I am; I neither win 
nor lofe % I mean, that without a penn]^ came I to this goverKt 
ment, and without a penny do I quit it, the dired: reverie 'of 
^ governors of other iflands. Give me way, and let. me b^

«o fornifhi every thing he deSreds for the ufe of hi^ F^on^ and 
the Goavemenqr of Im journey. S^mdio iaid, he deikcd only a 
Uttk barley for Bapphy and half a cheefo and half a loaf fof

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'hiAfelf t for, fince thie way wa5 fo fhort, he flopd in need of 
xiodbing more, nor any other puroviiion. They all embraced 
him, ivdy he,, weeping, embraced them again, and left them 
in admiratian as well at his difcpi^rfe, as at his fo refolute and 
cUfcrcet deter laiiiation. 

CHAP. II. 

]9lMch treats of matttrs relating to this biflory^ /md t$ m other. 

THE duke andduchets refolved, that Don ^ixote^s challenge 
of their vafial, for the caufe above-mentioned, ihould go 
forward ; and, though the young man was in FiandettSj whitl:^ 
he was ffed to avoid having Dotma Rodriguez for his mother- 
in>'Iaw, they gave orders for putting in his place a Gafcoou lacque/ 
called To^hs^ inflruding him previoufly in eVery thing he was 
t(5 do. About two days after, the duke faid to Dm ^uixote^ 
that his opponent would be there in four days, and prefent himt- 
felf in the lifts, armed as a knight, and would maintain, that 
the damfe) lied by half the beard, and even by the whole beard^ 
if £he faid he h^4 gtven her a promife of marriage. Don Quixote 
was highly c|clighted with the news, and promifed himfclf to 
do wondets upon the occafion, eflieeming it a fpecial happinefs^ 
that an opportunity ofiered of demonHrating to their grandeurs 
how far t^e val^r of his putfiant arm extended ; and fo, with 
pleafbre and fetrsfatS^on, he wailed the four davs, which, in 
the account of his impatience, were four hundreci ages. 

Let us let them ps^f^, as we let pafs many other things, and 
Attend upon ^ncho, who, between glad and forry, was naaking 
the befl of his way upon Dapple tovvstrd bis m^fter, whole 
company he was fonder of, than of being governor of all the 
ifiands ip the world. Now he had not gone far from the ifland 
of his government (for he never gave himfelf the tn>ubie to 
determine whether it was an ifland, city, town, or village, that 
he governed) when he' faw coming along the road fix pilgrims^ 
with their ftavcs, being foreigners, fiich as ask alms iSngtng j 
and, as they drew near to htm) they placed themfelves in a row, 
and, raifing their voices all together, began to fing, in their 
language, what Sancho coyld not underftand, excepting one .1 
W(W, whichtheycfiftinftly pronounced, fignifying^/w^; whence 
be concluded, that alms was what they be^ed in their canting 
way. And he being, ziCid Hemefe feys, extremely charitable, 
he took the half IcMifand half cheefe out of his wallet, and gave 
it them, making figns to th^m, that he had nothing elle to 
give them. They received it very willingly, and cried Gueltel 
guelte » . I do not under fland- you, anfwercd Sancha j what. is it

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'ou would have, good people? Then orte of them pulled out of 
lis bofom a purfe, and fliewed It to Saneho ; whence he found, . 
that tfai^y asked for money: and he, putting his thumb to his 
throat, and extending his hand upwsu'd, gave them to under- 
hand, he hadiiot a penny of money : and, fpurring his DappU^ 
he broke through theip ; and, as be pafled by, one of them, 
who had viewed him with niuch attention, caught hold of him, 
and, throwing his arnis about his wafie, with a loud voice, and 
in^very good Caftilian^ (aid : God be my aid ! what is it I fee? 
3s it poffible 1 have in my arms my dear friend and good neigh- 
bour Saneho Patifa ? Yes, certainly I have ; for I am neither 
afleep, nor drunk. Sancbo was furprifed to hear himfelf called 
b^ V\9 name, and to find himfelf embraced by the ftrangcr 
pilgrim ; and, though he view^ him ^arneAly a good whfle, 
without fpeaking a word, he could not call him to mind. But 
the {Pilgrim, perceiving bis fufpence, fatd : How ! is it poffible, 
htd^t Saneho Panfa^ you do not know your neigbbcmr Rieote^ 
tiic Mori/co Ihop- keeper of your town t Then Saneho pbierved 
him more attentively, and b^an to recoiled him, and at laft 
remembered him perfeiSUy ; ^nd, without alighting from hi^ 
beaft, he threw his arms about bis iiecl^ and (aid: Who the 
idevil, Rieottf (bould know you in this difguife ? Tell me, how 
came you thus frenchified? ^nd how dare you venture to return 
to Spain^ where, if you are known and ptught. it will &ro but 
ill with you. If you do not difcover me» Sanebeiy anfweied the 
pilgrim, I am fafe enough ; for, in this garb, no body can 
know me. And let us go out of the road, to yonder popbir 
grove, where my comrades have a inind to dine and iepo(e 
themfelves, and you (hall eat with them \ for they ve a. very 
good fort of people ; and there I (ball have an opportunity to teU 
you what has befallen me fince I departed from our vilhge, in 
obedience to his majefty's proclamation, which fo rigoroufly 
threatened the miferable peqple of oifr nation, as you muft have 
heard. 

Saneho confented, and RicoU fpeaking to the reft of the pil- 
grims, they turned afide toward the poplar girove, wfaiph they 
£iw at a diflance, far enough out of the high road. iThey Aung 
down their (bves, and, putting o(F their pUgrioi'^i weeds, re- 
mained in their jackets. They were all gpntttl young fellows, 
excepting iSiVo//, who was pretty well advanced in yors. 
They all carried wallets, which, as appeared afterwards, were 
well provided with incitatives, and fuch s^ provoke to tbirfi at 
two leagues diftancjp. They laid themfelves along on the ground,

But, what carried' 
the palm in the field of this banquet, was, fix bottles of wine, 
each produdng one oat of h\^ wallet. Even honeft Ric^tey who 
^ had transformed himietf from a Moor into a Germami or Duttb^ 
many pulbdout his, which for bignefs might vie with the other 
five. Now they b^an to eat with the higheft rdjfli, and much- 
at their leifure, dweIifn|-upQn the tafle of every bit they took 
upon the point of a knife, and very little of each thii^ ; and 
maight alltogether lifted up their arms and their bottla into the 
air, mouth appKed to mouth, and their eyes nailed to' the hen-' 
vens, as if they were taking aim at it^ and, in. this poftuxe, 
waving their heads from fide to^iide, in token of the pieafore 
they received, they continued a, good while, transfuAi^ the 
entrails of the veflels into their own fiomachs. SaHcho teheM 
all this, and was nothing grieved thdreat ; but rather, in com-- 
pliancc with the proverb he very well knew, When you are at 
Romsj do as they do at Romij he demanded of Ric$u thebottle^ 
and took his aim, as die others had done, and not with lefr 
relifh. Four times the botdes bore being tilted ; but, for the 
fifth, it was not to be done ; fbr thev were now as empty and 
as dry as a nifh, which ftruck a aampupon the mirth they 
had hitherto fhewn. One or other of them, from time^to 
time, would tike Sonehohy the right hand, and fay : Spaniard 
and Dutchman^ all one, goot companion: and Sancbo would- 
anfwer: Goot companion, I vow to gad. And then he' burft- 
out into a fit of laughing, which held him an hour, without hit 
remembering at that time any thing of what had befallen him 
in his' government: ibr cares have' comnumly but very li^e 

f' lifiliAm over the time that is ipent in eating and drkiking. 
inaUy, the making an lend of the wine v^as tt^ beginning of a 
(bund ileep, which feized them all, upon their very board and 
table-cloth. OvAy Rjcote and Sancbo remained awake, having 
drank lefi, though eaten more, than the reft. And the^ two, 
gcnn^ afide, fat. them down at the foot of a beech, leaving the 
pilgrims buried in a fweet fleep ; and Ricotiy laying afide his 
morifcoy faid what follows in pure CaJitUan. : 

You well know, O Sancbo, my neighbour and friend, how 
the proclamation and edi£l:, which his majefty commanded to 
be publiihed againft thofe of. my nation, ftruck a dread and 
terror into us sdi: at leaft into me it did, in fuch fort» that me- 
thoi^t the rigour of the penalty wks already executed upon me 
and my children^ before the time limited for our departure from 
Spain* I provided therefore^ as I thought, like a wife^ man, 
who, knowing, that, at fuch a time, the houfe he lives in will 
he taken from him, fecures miQther to remove U) : I &y9 I ^^ 
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<Mr toim, sdcme,. aidl witboqt tnj fimtly, to fkid 0ut a place, 
whitJier I might caxftmsxAf carry them^ widout that bwiy 
til* left wciit away in. Fer I well fafw^ a$ <tid all the wUbft 
sgnang us, that thofe^ procUfiMiaoiis were oat bare threatenings,' 
a» (ban pxeteoded febej? were, hut ef&Aml kwsi and fijch as 
would be put in execcubbn at the eppoinleitiitae. An*d what 
coMbnaod me in the bdaef of thi9> wa9». my knowing the mif- 
^hteweus and extravaipnt defigns of oup people; v^ich wers 
&cb, that, in nyopioioci, iH was a fTtnoe iafpiration that 
JBKnred, Ub majefty to pift fcr hravis a reMetion in pf^ce. Not 
that we were all culpaUe; for fome of us were fteady and true 
clMTtftiaitt: but thefe were 9y ftfw^ they ceidhl not be compared 
wiah tbofe that were otherwife; and it is not prudent to notiriih 
a ferpent in> one's bofbnif by keeping Qne^s^enemfe& within dooirs. 
Id ihofit, we were jufily puniflied with the fentence of hantfih* 
aient^ a (ok and mild one, in the Qptnioii of fonif , h\it to us 
the moft terrible that can be ii^Sed. Wh«rever we are, we 
weep for Spain ; for, in iboct, hmre were we bom,, andttos is 
qnr native OMtntry. We vo where find the receptiim our mif- 
fertune requifie& Even in Birr&flr^,;andr aU othev pac^ of ^^in? , 
where we expsAsd to* be leceived^ che^tihedv and made mudi 
of, thereat k we are mofrae^cifled andi-mifefed. We knew 
not odr bappinefe, hill we loit it; and- fo gmat is the deTtre 
aimoft cdl of us huce- of returning to Spain^ that naofl of tboTe 
Aind th^y are not a ^w) who cad fpeak the language like my^ 
Iblf, ferfoke theit wives and chitdreR, andeome hs^k again ; b 
vbtent ia the: toue ^ey bear it. And it; is now I koom^ and find 
kf exjperienca, tHa trtttft of thafi v^v^nxoni &ying» Sweet is the 
lofe oc one^ country. 

-■ I went away,' as I faid^ from our town: I entered into. 
'Fjfatuit^ and^ thmi^ thentri met wkh a good reeeptinn, I had 
3 defire to fee other countiici. I went into Itdfy^ and tbea into 
Gmnan^^ and there I thought we might live niorejit-Iiberty^ 
tile' natives not flanding mudi ttpontiicdties, and efmj one 
living as he^ pieafes^ for, in. mcA parts of it^ there is Hheity dt 
confcience. I took a hou^ in a. village near Augsbw^y hoe 
foon left k, and joined company with theft pilgi^ims, who cxime ' 
ill great numbers, every year, int^ Spam, ta viiit its holy places,, 
which they look upon as their /mfi^x, and' a certain piin, and 
fttre preygt. They travel almoft the whole kin^m orer, and 
there is not a village, but they are lure of getiii^meatand drink 
in it, and a real at leaft' in monef'; and, at the end of their 
journey, they go off with aboi« a hundced crowns dear, wfaieh, 
being changed into gold, they carry out of the kingdom, either 
in the hollow of their ftaves, or in the patishes of tbetr weeds, 
or by feme other flight they are mafters of, and get iafe into their 
Qwn ceuDtiy, in ^te of all th^ officers and £sacdiei^s of Hie 
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pailes and ports, v^here money is i'mfii:ed/ No^r my defigPt 
Sancbff, is, to carry off the trcafurc I kft buried (for, it being 
without the town^ I can do it with the Idk danger) and to writer 
or go over to my yiik and daughter^ wbo^ I know, are in AlgUrs^ 
and contrive how to bring them to fome .port of Pranu^ aM 
from thence carr^ them into Germawn^y where wc will wait, and 
fee how eod wiU be plcafed to difpofe of us. For, in fliort» 
Sancha^ 1 Ic«qw for certaii^ that Ri^nta my daughter, and 
Franc'^ca Rmte my wife, are catholic chriflianS) and, tboi^ 
1 am not altogether Cuch^ yet I am more of the chriftian than 
the Moor ; asfid I conftantly pray- to god to open^the eyes of niy 
underfta,ndin^ and 0;\^ke me knoyr m what manner I ovgbt to 
ferve him. mt what I wonder at, is, that my wife and daughter 
(hould rather' gp into Barhary^ than into France where tb^y 
might have lived aa chriflians. 

Look ypu> -R«f/<, anfwered54?;f<ir^. That peribap^ was not 
at their choice, bec»ufe John Tiopeya^ your wife's brother, who 
carried them away, being a rank Jmor^ would certainly go 
where he thought it beft lo flay : and I can tell you anottor 
thingji which is, that I believe it is in vain for you to look for 
the money you left buried, becaufe we had new$, that your 
brothei;-in-Iaw> and your wife, had abundance of peark, and a 
great deal of money in gold, taken from them, as not having ' 
Seen regiiired. That may be^ replied Ukote: but I am fur% 
Sanch9% tbey did not touch my hoaid > for I never difcovered ic 
to tbem^. m fearing fbme. miicbance : axKl tberefoi^ Sa»£b$^ if 
you wiQ gp ateng with me, and help me to carry it off and 
conceal it, I wiU ^ve you two hundred crown^a with whic)i 
you may relieve your wants ; for you <knovv I am not ignorant 
they are many. I would do it,, anfwered Sunch^^ but that { 
am not at. all covetous : for, bad I been fo, I quitted an em* 
ployment this very nwrning„ out of which I could have made 
the walk of my hoiife of goldy and, before fix ip&ontbs had beisft 
at an endi, have eaten in ^ate : fo that, for this reafon, and- be- 
caufe I tbkik I (hould betray my king by favouring his enemits^ 
I will not gp with you, though, initead of two hundred crownd, 
you {boijd lay m^ dovm four hundred upon, the nail. And 
what employment is it yw have <juitted» Sanch? demanded 
RicoU^ I left, being gpveriibr of an ifland, anfwmsd Sanchj and 
fuch a one, as, in faitbt you will ibarce, at three puUs^ meet 
with U3 fellow. And where i» this iA«nd ? deaigcidcd Mic^. 
Where? anfwered Sanchi why, two leagues from hence, aixl 
ic is called the iflaod Barmarm. Peace, Samiho^ quoth Ritapf ; 
for ifUnda^are out at fea: there are no ifland» on th# naain land. 
Ho ? replied Sancbo: I tell you, friend Rkoi^^ tbsrt 1 1^ it thi$ 
very morning j and yefterday I was in it, goverajinga^t my {Aear 
fure, like any Sagitiurius : b^t, fcr all thftt,. J quitted it, taking 

upon 
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upon the ofiice of a governor to be a very dangerous thing. And 
what have you got by the government? demanded Ricote. I 
have got, anfwered Sancho^ this experience, to know I am fit 
to govern nothing but a herd of cattle, and that the riches got 
in fuch governments arc got at the expence of one's cafe and 
fleep, yea, and of one's fuitenance ; for, in ifla^ids, gpvernors 
eat but little, efpecrally if they' have phydcians to l^k after 
their health. I iinderftand you not, Sancho^ quoth Ricote'y and 
all you fay feems to rte extravagant : for M^ho fhould give you 
iflands to govern ? Are there venting men in the world, abler 
than you are, to be governors? Hold your peace, Sancboy recall 
your fenfes, andconfider whether you will go along with me, 
as I faid, and help me to take up the treafiire 1 left buried ; for, 
in truth,' it may very wrll be called a treafure ; and I will give 
you wherewithal to live, as I have already told you. And I . 
Ijave told you, Ricote^ replied Sancbo^ that I will not : be fatisfied ; 
I will«hot difcover you, and go your way, in god's n;^me, and 
let me go mine: fori know, th^t What is wefl got m?iy meet 
with di&fter, and What is ill got deflroys both it and itsmafler. 

I will not urge you farther, ^nchoy cfjoth, Ricote: but, tell 
me, were you in our town, when my wife and daughter, and 
my brothcr-in-lawj went away ? Was I ? ay, anfwerod Sancho \ 
' ^ ' and I can telj you, that your daughter ;Went away fo beautiful, 
that all the town went out to fee her, and every Ixxly faid, (he 
was the fineft creature in the world. She weiit away v/eeping, 
. and embraced all her friends and acquaintance, and all that came 
to fee hcT, and defired them all to recommend her to god, and 
to our lady his mother : and this fo feelingly, that (he made me 
weep, ' who am no great whimperer : and, in faith, many had 
a defire to conceal her, and tp go and take her away upon the 
road : but the fear of tranfgreffing the king's command re(train- 
cd them. Dm Pedro Gregorio^ the rich heir you know, (hewed 
himfetf the moft aflfefted ; for, they fay, he was mightily in love 
with her ; and, fince (be went iaway, he has ndver lieen fcen 
in our town, and we all think he followed to (leal her away ; 
but hitherto nothing farther is known; I ever had a jealoufy, 
quoth Ricote^ x}ti2X this gentleman was fn^itt^n with my daug|iter : 
but, trufting to the vi^rtue of my Ricota^ tt gave me no trouble 
to find he was in love with her: for you muft have heard, 
Sanchff^ that the Moorijh women feldom or never mingle in love 
with old chriflians; and my daughter, who, as I believe, minded 
religion 'more than love, little regard^ this rich heir's courtfhip. 
God grant it, replied Sancho '^ for it would be very ill for them 
both: and let me be gone, friend Ricote i for I intend to be to- 
night with my niafler Don fixate, God be with you, bro- 
ther Sancho, (aid Ricote; for my comrades are ftirring, and it 
is tiQ^e for us alfo Co be o|i ou|r way. And then they embraced 
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each other: Sancbo'movt^ted his Dapple^ and RicoU leaned on' 
his pilgrim's fiaflFs and fo they parted. > 

CHAP. III. 

Of what befel Sancfao in the way, and other mattirs^ which you 
have only to fee. 

VANC HO flaid To long with Riaae, that he had not time 
*J to reach the duke's caftle that 6zy ; though he was arrived 
within half a leagjue of it, when the night, fomewhat dark and 
clofe^ overtook him : but, it being fummer time, it gave him 
no great concern ; and fo he ftruck out of the road, purpodng 
to wait for the morning. But his ill luck would have it, that,

At leaft, I {hall not 
be (b happy as my matter Don ^ixoteJe la Mancha was, when 
he defcended and went down into the cave, of the enchanted 
Montefinosy where he met with better entertainment than in his 
own houfe, and where, it feems, he found the cloth ready laid^ 
and the bed ready made. There faw he beautiful and pleafant 
viftons \ and here I fhall fee, I fuppofe, toads and fnakes. Un* 

fortunate 
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feftunate thtt I am 1 What vt axf feilie» andimi^ariotis cMft 
to.^ Hence iball my boncib be taken iipi, when k 4lttll pteatfe 
god that I am found, clean, white, and bare, and thofe of my 
trufty DappU with tkem ; Whence, pei^venture, it will be 
conjofturcd who we were,^ at leaft by thofe, who have been 
informed^ that Sancks Pan fa nev«r wted kfotk hvs afe, ffcft his 
zfsTvom Sancho Panfa. Again I «iy>. miferablc we ! that our 
ill luck would not fufFer us to die in o>ur own country, and 
among our fi-ieads, trhei^ though xsar misfartuHes bad found 
ao remedy^ there wouM not be wanting feme to grisfie for them, 
and, at our tafl gaip, to cbfe our eyes. O my o& Apmion and 
my friend ! how ill have I repaid thy good fervices ! I&tpvc me, 
and beg of fortuoei in the beft manner tfaou art obie, td bring 
tis out of the mifemble calamity, in which we ^e both in- 
volved ; and I promife to put a cfowti of huidtipon thy head, 
diat thou mayeft kok . Uke any poetrlaureatt and to double thy 
allowance . Thus lamented Sancho Pm^a^ and ias beaft iiibned 
to him without anfwering one Word, fudi was die difti«fe and 
anguiih the poor creacure was in. 

Finally, having pafied all thai: night in £m} kimentacbm and 
complainic^ the day came c^, hy tlie li^ antl ^^dendor 
wKereof S»9uho (ooa perceived, it was, of afl ilUBOffiiilitieS) 
tbe moft impoffible to get out of that ^t wittoit help. Then 
he began to lament, and to cry out abud, to try if any body 
could hear him; but all his cries were in the defeit * $ for thcat 
was not a cieature in all thofe parts within hearing; and then 
he gave himfelf over for dead. DapfU lay with Ms mouth np- 

^ wards, and Sanehc 0<nitrived to get him upon his l^s, though 
he could fcarce (land : ai»d pullk^ out of his wailet, whicli had 
alfo {hared the,lprtuoe of the lall, a piece of bread, he ^ve it 
his beaft, who did not take it ami&^ and Sanchi^ as if the afs 
underltood him, laid to him: Bread is rdief f^ all kind of 
grief. At lengtb he difcDvered a hole In one fide cf the pit, 
wide enough &r a itt^Oi to creep throi^ ftooping. Sanm^ 
£]ttatt1ng down, trept through upon all rour, aiKi mind it was 
ijpacious and laige within : and he could fee about kitti ; for a 
ray of the^ fufli, gkincing in through what migbt be called tht 
roof, difcovercid it all. He lew alfo, that it enkrged and ex- 
tended itfelf into ano^icr ^Cbus concavity^ Wttch having 
obferved, he caste b«ck to where hb afs was, and with a Hone 
began to breakaway the eaith of the hole, and foon made room 
&>r his ais to pa6 ^afily through, which he did : then, takir^

never without fear. The almighty god be my aid, quoth he 
to himfelf ; this, which to the fe a miflsap, to my mailer t>OH 
^uioeotf had been an adventure : he wouM, no doubt, have taken 
thefe depths and dungpom for flo#ery ^rdens and palaces of 
Galtana ', and would have ejcpeftcd to iffue out t>f this obfcu- 
rity by fomc pleafant meadow. But, unhappy I, devoid xi coun- 
fel, and dq^ed in mind, at «very fiep, cxpeft fome other pit^ 
deeper than thb, to open on a fudden under my feet, and fWal- 
low me downright: Welcome that iH that comes alone. In this 
manner, and with thefe thought*, he fencied he had gone fome- 
what more than half a league, when he dilfcovered a ^immfering 
light, like that of the day, breaking in, and opening an eh- * 
trance mto what ftemed to him the road to the other world. 
Here Cid Hamtte Benengeli leavies him, and returns to treat ot 
Don ^ixiftey who^ with joy and tranfport, was waiting for th6 
appointed day of combat with the ravifter of Donna Rddriguei^S 
daugbrer'ss honour, lefohing to fee juftice done her, and to take 
fiitisftftion for the afiFront and injury offered her. 

Itfeippened, then, that, riding out oftie morning, to exerdfeand 
afliy himfelf for the bufinefs ot' the- combat, he was to be en- 
gaged in wJthin a day or two, as he was now reming, noW 
rurming Rozimnfe^ be chanced to pitch his feet fo near k pit, 
that, had he not drawn the reins in Very ftron^v, he muft in- 
tvittMy have felfcn into it. At laft he flopped hrm, and fell

Den ^ixote thought he heard Sanci^ - 
Panf^s voice; at which he was ^fiirprifcd and ^mated ; and, 
raifing his voice as high scs he could, he cried : Who is below 
there ? who is ft complains? Who ftiouW be here, or who (houldt 
eompiain, replied the voice, but the forlorn Saticho PonfOy go- 
vernor, for his lifts, and for his evii-errantry, of the ifland of 
Baratifriay and late (quire of the iamous knight Dm B^ixdU 
de la Manchaf Which Dm ^ftf><7fif hearing, his aftonlmment 
was douUed, and his amazement increafed ; for it xame intt^ 
his imagination, that Sancho Pan^a w^s dead, and that his foul 
was there A)ing penance; and, being carried away by this thought,* 
he faid : l^orjure thee, by aH that can conjure thee, as a catholic

chriftian^ 
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chriftian, to tcll me who thou art ; and, if thou art a fwA 
in purgatory, let me know what I can do for thee; for, 
fince^ it is my profeffion to be aiding and affifiine to the needy 
of this world, I ftall alfo be ready to aid and affift the diftrefled 
in the other, who cannot help themfelves. So then, anfwered 
the voice, you who fpeak to me are my mailer Dm ^ixoti de 
la Mancha^ and by the tone of the voice it can be no oody elfe 
for certain. Dofi ^ixoie I am, replied Don ^ixoU^ be, who 
profeflb.tp fuccour and aiBft the living and the dead in their 
xieceffities/ Tell me, then, who thou art, for thou amazeft me: 
if you are my fquire Sancho Pan fa, and chance to be dead, fince 
the devils have not got you, but through the mercy of god you 
are in purgatory, our holy mother the Roman catholic church 
has fupplications fufficient to deliver you from the pains you are 
in; and I, for my part, will folicit her in your behalf, as far as 
sny eftate will reach: therefore explain, and without more ado 
tell me who you are. I vow to cod, laid the voice, and I fwear 
by the birth of whom your wor^ip pleafes, Signor Don ^ixoto 
de la Manchay that 1 am your fquire Sancho Panfa, and 
that I never was dead in all the days of my life, but that, having 
left my government, for caufes and conuderations that require 
more leifure to relate them^ this night I fell into this cavern, 
where I now am, and Dapple with me, who wtU i^ot let me 
lye, by the fame token he (lands here by me : and would you 
have 'an V more? One would think the als had underflood what 
' Sancho \2L\A'y for at that inflant he began to bray> and that ifi 
luflily, that the whole cave refounded with it.

perfecuted by p^iyficians, and had my bones bioken by enemies^ 
nor had I l^ifure to make p^rquifites, or receive mv dues : and 
this being fo^ as jt really is, methinks I 4tferve(i not to be 
packed c^ ia thjs manner: 4>uty Man propofes, and god di& 
f)ofesi and he ^npws what is beft s^nd 6tteft for ever3^tedy^ 
^nd. As is the itafon, fuch is the feafon ; and, Let no body &y^ 
I will not drink of this water; for. Where one expefts to meek 
with pmmo^i^ of bacon, ther^ ^re no pins to h»ig them on« 
God knovi^ mj mind, and that b enough : I iky no 4noic^ 
though I could. Senotangry, Sancho, nor concerned at what 
jou iie^r, quoth Don ^ixote; for then you will ncfwr iwvp 
done : come but you witli a fafe confctence, and let people fay 
what they willj for you may as well think to barricado tte 
high-way, as ,tp tie up the tongue of flander. If a governcK: 
comes rich from his government, they fay he has nlundcred it» 
and, if he leaves it poor, that he has been a gooa*for-nothing 
fool. I warrant, anlwered Sdndo, that, for thid bout,^hey will 
rather tak^ me for a fool than a thief. 

In fuch talk, and furrounded by a multitude of boys and other 
people, they arrived at the caftle, where the duke and ducfaefi 
were already in a gallery waiting for Don ^iW^ and foe 
Sanchoj who would not go. up to fee the dirke, till Jie had 
firft taken the neceffary care of Dapple in the ftable, iayirw, 
the poor thing had had but an mdifFerent night's lodging : ancff 
that done, up he went to fee^he duke and duchefs, before whom 
kneeling, he faid : I, my loi^and lady, becaufe your grandeurs 
would have it fo, without anj^ defert of minc^ went to govern 
your iiland of Baratfiria, into which naked I entered, and naked 
1 have left it: I neither win nor lofe: whether I have governed 
well or ill, there were witneffes, who may fay what thevoleafe. 
I have refolved doubts, and pronounced fentences, ana all the 
while ready to die with hunger, becaufe dofltor Pe^o Rizio^ 
native of Ttrteafuera^ and phyfician in ordinary to.iifae;iiIand 
and its governors, would have it fo. Enemies attacked us by 
night, and though they put us in great danger, the people of 
the ifland fay, they were delivered, and got the viftory, by the 
vaipur of my arm ; and, according as they fay true, fo hc}p 
them god. In (hort, in this time 1 have fummed up thecares 
and burdens that governing brings with it, and find, by n^ 
account, that my moulders cannot bear them, neither are they 
a proper weight for my ribs, or arrows for my quiver 5 and thea- 
fore, left the government fliould forfake me, I refolved to for- 
fake the government j and yefterday morning-I left the ifland 
as I found it, with the fame ftreets, houfes, and roofs it bad be- 
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lore 1 went into it. I borrowed notbii^ of any bodfy, nor let 
about making a purfe; and thou^ I thought to have made fome 
whdibm laws« I made none» feai:mg they would not be obferved, 
which is all one as if they were not made. I quitted, I fay, 
die ifland, acconxpanied by no bod]^ hxt Dapple: I fell into a 
pit, and went along under ground^ till this, morning by the light 
of the fun I difcoverec] a way out, though not To eafy a one, but 
that, if heaven had not fent my matter I)on ^txou^ there I 
had ftaid till the end pf the world-. So that, my lord duke, and 
lady duchcfe, behold here your governor Sancho Panfd^ who, 
in ten days only that he held the government, has gained the 
experience to know^ that he would not give a fatthing to be 
governor^ not of an ifland only, but even of the whole world. 
This then being the cafe, kiffing your honour's feet, tod imi- 
tating the boys at play, who cry, leap, you, and then let me 
leap« I give, a leap put of the government^ and again pafs over 
to the fcrvice of my matter Don ^ixoU: for, after iall, though 
with him I eat my bread in bodily fear, at leaft I have my belly 
full ; and, for my part, fothat be weU filled, all is one to me> 
whether it be with carrots or partridges. 

Here Sancho ended his long fpeech, Don ^ix^te fearing all 
the while he would utter a thoufand extravagancies^ and, feeing 
he had ended with fo few, he gave thanks to heaven in his heart. 
The duke embraced Sancho^ and aflured him> that it grieved 
him to the foul he had left the government fo foon ; but that he 
would take care he (hould have fome other employment^ in his 
territories, of lefs trouble and more profit. The duchefs alfo 
embraced him, and ordered he fliould be made much of ; for he 
feemed to be forely bruifed,. and in wretched plight. 

C H A P. IV. 

0/ the prodigious and never feen battle between Don Quixote dc 
la Mancha and the lacquey Tofilos^ in defence §/ the Duenna 
Donna Rodriguez'^ daughter. 

TH E duke and duchefs riepented not of the jeft put upon 
Sancho Panfa^ in relation to the government they had 
given him ; cfpccially fince their fteward came home that very 
day, apd gave them a pundual relation of almoft all the words 
and anions Sancho had faid and done during that time. In fine, 
he exaggerated the aflault of the ifland, with Sancho's fright, 
and departure; at which they were not a little pleafed. 

After this, the hiftory tells us, the appointed day of combat 
came, and the duke having over and over again inftru&ed his 
lacquey Tojilos^ how he fhould behave towards Don ^uixote^ 
. fo as to overcome him without killing or wounding him, com- 
manded 
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ftnandeji that the iron heads fhould be taken off their launces^ 
telling Dm ^ixote^ that chriftianity, upon v^hich he valued 
himfelf^ did not allow, that this battle ihould be fought with fo 
much peril and hazard of their lives, and that he fhould content 
himfelf with giving them free field-room in his, territories, though 
in oppofition to the decree of the holy council^ which prohibits 
Tuch challenges; and therefore he would not pufh the affair to 
the utmoft extremity. Don fixate replied, tnat his excellency 
might difpofe matters relating to this buiinefs as he liked beft, 
for he would obey him in every thing. The dreadful day being 
now come» and the duke having commanded a fpacious fcafibld 
to be ereded before the court of the caflle for the judges of the 
field, znd tht two Duennasy mother and daughter, appellants^ 
an infinite number of people, from all the neighbouring towns 
and viUages, flocked to fee the novelty of this combat, the like 
having never been heard of in that country^ neither by the living 
nor the dead. 

The firft, who entered the field and the pale, was the matter 
of the ceremonies, who examined the ground, and walked it 
all over, that there might be no foul play, nor any thmecovered 
to occafion Humbling or falling. Then entered the Duennas, 
and took their feats, c6vered with veils to their eyes and even 
to their breafls, with tokens of no fmall concern. Don J^ixote 
prefented himfelf in the lifts. A while after appeared on one 
fide of the. place, accompanied by rnany trumpets, and mounted 
upon a puiflant fteed, making the earth fhake under him< the 
great lacquey Tofihsy his vizor down, and quite. ftifFened with 
ftrong and ibining armour. The horfe feemed to be a Frtfe" 
lander^ well-ipread, and flea-bitten, with a quarter of a hundred 
weight of wool about each fetlock. The valorous combatant came 
well inftruded by the duke his lord how to behave towards the 
valorous Don ^ixote de la Mancha^ and cautioned in no wife to 
hurt him, but to endeavour to fiiun the firft onfet, to avpid the 
danger of his own death, which muft be inevitable, (hould he en* 
counter him full-butt. He traverfed the lifts, and, coming where 
the Duennas were, he fet himfelf to view awhile her who de- 
manded him for her husband. The marthal of the field called Don 
^jiixotey who had prefented himfelf in the lifts, and, together 
with Tojilosy asked the Duennas ^ whether they confented, that 
Don S^ixote de la Mancha ftiould maintain their right. The/ 
anfwered th^t they did, and that, whatever he fiiould do in the 
cafe, they allowed it for well done, firm and valid. By this 
time the duke and duchefs were feated in a balcony, over the 
barriers, which were crowded with an infinite number of people 
all expe£ting to behold thb dangerous and unheard of battle, it 
was artidekl between the combatants, that, if Don ^ixote ftiould 
conquer his adversary, the latter Ihould be obliged to marry 
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Donna Hedriguez^s daughter ; and, if he (houM be mcrmtKi 
his adverfary fhould be at hb liberty, and free from tlie promifc 
the women infiffcd upon, without giving any other <atisia£Hon. 
. The mafter of the ceremonies divided the lun equally between 
them, and fixed each in the poft he was to Hand in. The 
drums beat; the found of the trumpets filled the air; the earth 
trembled beneath their feet; the hearts of the gating multitude 
were in fufpence, fome fcaring, others hoping, die good or ill 
fuccefs of this bufinefs. Finally, Don ^ixefey recommending 
himfelf vrith all his heart to god our lord, and to the lady Duh 
dnea del Tohofo^ ftopd waiting when the precife fignal tor the 
ohfet (hould be given. But our lacquey's thoughts were very difie- 
jtntly employed I for he thought ot nothing but of what I am 
going to relate.

and he might fafely do it ; for Love is invifible, and goes in and 
out where he lifts, without being accountable to any body for 
his adions. 

I fay then, that, when the fignal was given for the onfet, onr 
lacquey flood tranfported, thinking on her he had now made 
the miflrefs of his liberty, and therefore regarded not the trumpet's 
(bund, as did Don ^ixote^ who had fcarce heard it, when, bend- 
ing forward, he ran aeainfl his enemy, at RoTiinante's beft fpced ; 
and his trufty fquire Saneho^ feeing him fet forward, cried aloud: 
God guide you, cream and flower of knights-errant; god give 
you viAory, fince j^ou have right on your fide. Ano though 
Tojilos faw Don fixate making towards him, he fHrrcd not a 
flep from his poft, but called as loud as he could to the marfhai 
of the field ; who coming up to fee what he wanted, Tojilos 
faid : Sir, is not this combat to decide, whether I (hall marry, 
or not marry, yonder young lady ? It is, anfwered the marlhal. 
Then, quoth the lacquey, my confcience will not let me pro- 
ceed ix\y ferther; and I declare, that I yield myfelf vanquimcd, 
and am ready to marry that gentlewoman immediatdy. TTie 
marfhai was furprifed at What Tb^/w faid, and, as he was in 
the fecret of the contrivance, he could not tell what anfwer to 
make him, Don ^ixote^ perceiving that his adverfary ^id not 
come on to meet him, ffopped fhort in the midft of lus career.

In 
the mean tioie, Tofilos went up to the place where Donna Ror- 
dKigm%.yf2s^ and laid aloud': 1 am willing, madam, to marry 
your daughter, and would not obtain that by ftrife and conten* 
lion, which I may have by peace, and without danger 0/ death. 
The valorous Don ^ixate^ hearing all this, fald: Since it is 
fo^ I am abfolved from my pxomife : let them be married in 
^d's name, and, fincc god has'given her, faint Peter blefs'herl 
Thcdake was now?, octme down to the court of the caftle, and, 
going up to T^fos, he faid: Is it true, knight, that you yield 
vourTeir vanquifhed, and that, inftigated by your timorous con- 
iciencc, you will marry this damfel? Yes, my lord, anfwered 
Tofilau He does very well, quoth Sancho Panfa at this junfture ^ 
for. What you would give to the moufe, ^ive it the cat, and 
you will have no troulw. Tofilcs was all this while unlacing his 
^ hflmet, and defired them to help him quickly, for his fpirits 
' and breath were juft failing hiin, and he could not endure to 
be fo long pent up in the ftraitnefs of that lodging. They 
prefently unarmed him, and the face of the lacquey was expofed 
to view. Which Donna Rodriguez and her daughter feeing, 
they cried aloud: A cheat, a diea^; Tojilos ^ my lord duke^s 
lacquey, is put upon us initeid of our true fpoufe ; jufiice from 
god and im king againflr fo much deceit, not to iky villany;. 
ASiiSt not yourfdves, ladies,, quoth Don ^ixote\ for this is 
neither deceit nor villany, and, if it be, t&e duke is not to 
blame, but the wicked enchanters, who perfeciite me, and who, 
envying me the g^ory of this conqueft, have tranformed the 
countenance of your husband into that of this perfon, who, you 
lay, is a lacquey of the duke*s. Take my advice, and, in ipite 
oi the malice of my enemies, marry him ; for without doubt 
he is the very man you defire to take for your husband. The 
iJuke, hearing this, was ready to vent his anger in laughter, and 
faid : The things, which befal Signor Don ^ixote^ are fo ex- 
traordinary, that I am inclined to believe this is not my lac^ 
quey: but let us make ufe of this ftratagem and device ; let us 
poftpone the wedding for fifteen days, if you pJeafe, and, in the 
mean time, keep this peribn, who holds us in doubt, in fafe 
cuftody : perhaps, during that time, he may return to his priftine 
figure ; for the grudge the enchanters bear to Signor Don ^ixote ^ V* 
cannot furdy laft fo long, and efpecially fince thefe tricks and 
transformations avail therh fo Uttle. O Sir, quoth Sancho^ thofe 
wicked wretches make it their pradice and cufliOm to change 
things relating to my naafter from one fliape to another. A 
knight, whom he vanquiflied a few days ago, called the knight 
of thg h^iing'glaffis^ v^as changed by them into the fliape and 
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figure of thp bachelor Samp/on Carrnfco^ a native of our town* 
and a ereat friend of ours \ and they have turned my lady Dul' 
cineif del Tobofo into a downright pountry^wench : theretbre I 
imagine this lacquey' will live and .die a lacquey all the days of 
his mt. To which Rodriguezes daughter faid: Let him be who 
lie will that demands me to wife, I take it kindly of him ; for 
I \\z^ rather b^ lawful wife to a lacquey, than a caft miftre&y 
and tricked by a gentleman, though he, who abuied me, b not 
one. In ibort, ^11 thefe accidents and events ended in Tofihs*s 
coiifinemfnt, till it (hould appear what his transformation would 
come to. The vidtory was' adjudged to Don ^ixpte by a gene- 
ral acclamation : but the greater part of the fpedators were out 
of humour tb find, that t;he fo much expedled combatants had 
not hacked one another to pieces j juft as boys are forry, when 
the criminal, they expe£ted to fee hanged, is pardoned, dther 
by the profecutor, or the court. 

The crowd difperfed : the duke and Don fixate returned tp 
the caftlc: Toftlos was confined : and Donna Kodriguez and her 
daughter were exrremely well pleafed to fee, that, one way or 
other, this bufineis was like to end in matrimony, an4 Tofilot 
)ioped no lefs.

DO N QUIXOTE, feeing himfelf in the open field, free, 
and delivered from the courtfbip of Altijidora^ thoi^ht 
himfelf in his proper element, and that his fpirits were reviving 
in him to profecute afrelh his fcheme of knight-errantry ; and, 
turning to Sancho^ he faid: (liberty, Sancho^ is one of die moft 
valuable gifts heaven has beftowed ypon men : the treafures, 
which the earth inclofes, or the fea covers, s^re not to be com* 
pared with it. Life may, and ought to be risked for liberty, 
as well as for honour : and, on the contrary, flavery is the greateft 
evil that can befal us. I tell you this, Sancho^ becaufe you have 
obferved the civil treatment, and plenty, we enjoyed i;i th^ 
caille we have left. In the midfl of thofe feafoned banquets, 
tbofe icy draughts, I fancied myfelf ftarving, becaufe I did not 
enjoy them with the fame freedom I fhould jiave done, had 
they been my own. For the oblij^tions of returning benefits 
and favours receiv'd are ties that obflrufl: thp free agency of the 
mind. Happy the man, to whom heaven has given a morfd 
of breads without laying him under the obligation of thanking 
9ny other for it than heaven itfelf. Notwitnftanding all your 
worfhip has faid, quoth Sancho^ it is fit there fhould be umie 
fmall acknowledgment on our part for the two huridred crowns 
^n gold, which the duke's fleward gave me in a little purfe % 
which, as a cordial, and comfortative, t carry next iny heart, 
againft whatever may happen ^ for we flball not always find 
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fifties where we (hall 6e made much of: now and then we mUft 
exped to meet with inns, where we may be foundly threfhed. 

In thefe^ and other difcourfes, our errahts, kni^t and fquire^ 
went jogging on, when, having travelled a little atx>ve a league, 
they erpied a dozen men, clad like peaiants, fitting kt dinner 
upon the grafs, and their clokes fpread tinder them, in a little 
green meadow. Clofe by them were certain white iheets, as 
It feemed, under which fomething lay concealed. They were 
raifed above the ground, and ftretched out, at fome little 
diilance frem each other. Den ^ixote approached the eaters, 
and^ firft courteoufly faluting them, asked them what they had 
under thofe (heets? One of them anfwered : Sir, under that . 
linen are certain wooden images, defigned to be.placed upon an 
altar we iiLre ere£ting in our village. We carry them co*- 
vered, that they may not be fuUied, and upon out jQioulders, 
that they may dot be broken. If you pleaiib, anfwered Dm 
Quixote, 1 fhould be glad to fee them ; for images, that are 
carried with (o much precaution, muft doubtlefs be good, ones* 
Ay^ and very good ones too, quoth another, as their price will 
tcftify ; for, in tikith, there is not one of them but fbnds us in 
above fifty ducats. And, to convince your, worthip. of this 
truth, ftay but a little while, and you fiiall fee it with your 
own eyes. And rifing up from eating, be went and took off 
the covering from the firft figure, which appeared to be a St. 
George on borfeback, with a feipent coiled up .at his feet, and 
his launce run through its mouth, with all the fierceness it is 
ufually painted with. The whole image feemed to bej as we 
fay, one blaze of gcdd. Dan Quixote feeing it, faid: This 
knight was one of the beft errants the divine warfare ever had. He 
was called Dm St. George^ and was befides a defender of damfels : 
let us fee this other. The man uncovered it, .and it appeai»I 
to be that of St. Martin oti horfeback, dividing his cloke with 
the poor man. And fcaroely had Den fixate feen it, when 
he faid : This knight alfo was one of the ciiriflian adventurers % 
and I take it he was more liberal than valiant, as you may per- 
ceive, Sanchoy hy his dividing his cloke with the be^r, and 
giving him half of it: and doubtlefs it muft have been thea 
winter ; otherwife he would have given it him all, fo great was 
his charity. That was not the reafon, quoth Sanche ; but be 
had a mind to keep to the proverb, which fays ; What to givc^ 
and what to keep, requires an underfiandingdeep. Den S^txete 
fmtled, and defired another fheet might be taken ofF, under* 
neath which was difcovered the image of the patron of Spain on 
horfeback, his fword all Moody, trampling on Moersy and tread- 
ing upon heads.

(Embracing the ground, faid: Africa j thou canft notefcaoe me^ 
for I have thee faft between my arms. So that, SanMy At 
meetiK with thefe images has been a moft happy encounter to 
xne. I verily bdieve it, anfwered Sancho,, znd rihould berinl 
your worftiip would inform me, why the Spaniards, ymn 
tfiey join battle, invoke that faint Diega^ the Mo0r^kilUry and 
cry. Saint y ago J and dotty ^paitt^ Is Spaini, peradventure, lb 
0{^n, as to want clofing ? or what ceremony is this? You ate 
a very child, Sanchoy anfwered Dm ^ixetey for take notice^ 
god gave this great knight tf the red crop to Spain for its patron 
and protedor, efpecially in thofe rigorous cdnffi^ the SpamarJs 
have had with the Moors ^y and therefore they pray to, and isf 
voke him as their defender, in sBl thebatdes they figlit ; and thegr 
have frequently feen him, viiibly overthrowing, trampling 
down, deftrojinff, and fkughtering the iifo^tfr#»^ fquadiions « ; 
and of this I couM produce many examples recorded in the true 
Spanijh hiftories. 

Saricho changed the difcourfe, and faid. to his mailer : I 
am amazed. Sir, at the afTurance cS Abtjidoray the ducheis'a 
Waiting-woman. He they call Lvoe muft furcly have wounded 
her forely, and pierced her through and throi^h. They iay> 
he is a boy, who, though blear-eyed, or, to (ay better, with*- 
out fight, if he takes aim at any heart, how fmall foever^ he 
hits and pierces it through and through with his arrows. I have 
alfo heard fay, that the darts of Love are blunted and rendered 
pcMntlefs by the modefly and referve of maidens : but, in this 
fame Altiftdoray methinks, they are rather whetted than blunted. 
Look you, Sanchoy quoth Don ^uixotey Love regards no refpeds^ 
nor obierves any rules of reafon in his proceedings, and is of the 
&me nature with death, which af&ults the ftately palaces oi 
kings, as well as the lowly cottages of (hepherds $ and, when 
he takes entire pofTeffion of a foul, the firft thing he does, is^ 
to divefl it of fear and (hame; and thus Altifidoray being with^ 
out both, made an open declaration of her defires, which pio- 
duced rather confufion, than compailion, in my bmft. No»>- 
rious cruelty ! qtioth Sancho ; unheard-of ingratitude ! I -dare fay 
for myfelf, that the kaft amorous hint of hers would have fub-

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dued me, and made me her vallal. O whoreTonf what a heart 
of marble, what bowels of brafe, and what a foul of [daifter of' 
Paris/ , But I cannot conceive what it is this damfd faw ixt 
your worihip, that fubdued and captivated her to that degree. 
What finery, what gallantry, what gaiety, what fece; which 
of thefe jointly, or feverally, made her fill in love with you I 
for, in truth, in truth, I have often furveyed your worfhip, 
from the tip of your toe to the tof^ of your head, and I fee ui 
you more things to caufe affright than love. And, having alfo 
heard fay, that beauty is the firft and principal thing that ena- 
mours, ^our wor(hip havit^ none at all, I w<»^ what the 
Sor thing was in love with. Look you, Sanch^ anfwered 
M ^xote^ there are two forts of beautj, the one of the mind, 
the other of the body. That of the mind fliines and difcovers 
itfelf in the underftanding, in modeftv, good behaviour, libera- 
lity, and good-breeding : and all thefe qualities may fubfift and 
be found in an ill-favoured man ; and when the aim is at this 
beauty, and not at that of the body, it produces love with tm- 
petuofity and advantage. I know very well, Sancho^ that I am 
not handfome ; but I know alfo that I am not deformed ; and 
an honeft man, who is not a moniler, may be bebved, provided 
he has the qualities of the mind I have mentioned. 

Amidft thefe difcourfes they entered into a wood, not far out 
of the road ; and on a fudden Don fixate found himfelf en- 
tangled in fome nets of green thread, which hung from one tree 
to another, and, not being able to imagine what it might be^ 
he faid to Sancho: The bufinefs of thefe nets, Sanchoj muff, I 
think, be one of the neweft adventures imaginable: let me die, 
if the enchanters, who perfecute me, have not a mind to en« 
tangle me in them, and flop my journey, by way of revenge 
for the rigorous treatment Jltifidora received from me. But I 
would have them to know, that, though thefe nets, as they are 
made of thread, were made of the har&fl diamonds, or itronger 
than that, in which the jealous god of bjackfmiths entangled 
Venus and Mars^ I would break them as eafily as if they were 
made of bull rufhes or yarn. And, as he was going to pals for- 
ward, and break through all, uncxpe£ledly, from among fixne 
trees^ two moft beautiful ihepherdefles, prefented themielves be- 
fore him: at leaft they were clad like Ihepherdefles exceptii^ 
that their waftecoats and petticoats were of fine brocade. Their 
habits were of rich gold tabby ; their hair, which for brtghtneis 
might come in competition with the rays of the fun, hanging 
loofe about their (houlders, and their heads crowned withsar- 
lands of green laurel and red flower^entles interwoven. Their 
age feemed to be, not under fifteen, nor above eighteen. This 
was a fight, which amazed Sancbo^ furprifed Ddn^ulxate^ made 
the fun flop in his career to behold them^ and held them all ia 
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marvellous filcnce. At length one of the (hephefdefles fpokc," 
and fold to Don ^ixote: Stop, Signor cavalier, and break not 
the nets, placed here, not for your hurt, but our diverfion : and 
becaufe I know you ^11 ask us, why they are fpread,^ ahd who 
we are, I will tell you in few words. In a town about two 
leagues off, where there are feveral people of quality, and a 
great many gentlemen, and thofe rich, it was agreed among 
feveral friends and relations, that their fens, wives, and daughters^ 
neighbours, friends, and relations, ihould all come to make 
merry in this place, which is one of the pleafanteft in theie 

n,. forming among ourfelves a new paftoral Arcadia^ and 
[ne ourfelves, the niaidens like Ihepherdeiles, and the young 
men like fliepherds. We have got by heart two eclogues, one 
of the fitmous poet Garcilajfoy and the other of the mod excd- 
lent Camoinsj in his own Pcrtuguefe tongue, which we have 
not yctafted. Ycfterday was tbenrft day of our coming hither! 
we have fome field-tents pitched among the trees, on the margin 
of a copious ftream, which fpreads fertility over all thefe meadows. 
Laft night we hung our nets upon thefe trees, to deceive the 
iimple little birds, which Qiould come at the noife we makie, 
and be catched in them. If, Sir, you pleafe to be our gueft, 
you (hall be entertained generoufly and courteoufly ; for into this 
place neither forrow nor melancholy enter. 

She held her peace, and faid no more. To which D^m 
^uixQU anfwered: Affuredly, faireft lady, Aifaon was not in 
greater furprife and amazement, when unawares he faw Dtanm 
bathing herfelf in the water, than I have been in at behdding 
yoiir beauty. I ^Xzwi the fcheme of your diverfions, and thank 
you for your kind offers ; and, if I can do you any fervicci yot 
may lay your commands upon me, in full aiTurance of being 
obeyed ; for my profeffion is no other than to (hew myielf grate- 
ful, and a benefador to all forts of people,* efpeciallyto thofe of 
the rank your prefenoe denotes you to be of: and fhould thefe 
nets, w||ph probably take up but a fmall fpace, occupy the 
whole g^be of the earth, I would feek out new worlds, to pals 
through, rather than 'hazard the breaking them. And, that 
vou may afford fome credit to thb exaggeration of mine, behold, 
he, who makes you this promife, is no lefs than Don ^ixott 
de la Manchoy if perchance this name has ever reached your 
ears. Ah ! friend of iny foul ! quoth then the other young 
ihepherdefs, what good fortune is this that has befallen us ? See 
you this gentleman here before us ? I affure you, he is the 
moft valiant, the moft enamoured, the moft complaifant knight 
in the world, unlefs a hifljgr^ which goes about of him in 

1)rint, and which I have ri^ lies, and deceives us. I will 
ay a wager, this honeft mart|;^^ho comes with him, is that 
very Sancho Pan^a his fquire, whoii^ plcafantries none can equaL 

That 
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Tint is txm, quodi Saach ) I am thai fame ji9euUr fficfivi^ 
and that fiiuire you fiiy $ and this geatlemaii is my 194^^ the 
Tery D&h ^xHi de h Mancba ^foraGiidy and biwjrified. J^\ 
ouoih the other, any d^ar, let m inti^t him tp fiay 1 Ibr our 
fiithers and brother^ m\[ be infinitely pleaied to have him heise; 
fcr I have heani the tame tfajogs of his valour and. wit tliat 7011 
teil me : and particularly tii^ lay^ he n the moil copJEIiant and 
inoft faithful lover in the world; and that his miftreis is one 
Dukima del Tohpfiy who boars away the palm from all the 
beau|:ies in Spain. And with good reafiao, quoth J7^ ^ixote^ 
wlef3 your matchlefs beauty brings it into quefUon. But weary 
not yourfelves, ladies, in endeavouring to detain me ; ibr tile 
pjecife obligatiofti pf tx^y piafeffionwill fu&r me ^ left up 
where. 

By this time there came up to where the four ftood a brother 
of ri'- of the young Ihejpherdefies: he was alio in a -ihg^dierd'i 
drc.s, anfwerable in riebnefs and gallantry to theirs. They 
toid bim^ diat the perfon he faw was the valorous Don ^mx^ 
de la Mancba^ and the other, Sancho his fquire, of whom he 
had fume knowledge by having read their hiftory. The gallant 
lhq>herd faluted him, aiMl defired him to oome with hiitito the 
tent9* Dm ^ixite could not refufe, and therefore w^t mth 
him 9« Then the nets were drawn, and filled with variety cf 
iittk birds, who, deceived by the c^ur of the nets, iell Into 
the very <bnger they endeavoured to fly from. Above thiitf 
perfons^' genteelly drefled in pajSoral habits^ were ailembled to- 

gcher in that place, and presently were made acquainted who 
$n fixate and his fquire were: which was no fmall^Miit 
&9ioa to them» being already no ftnmgers to hist^ftery. They 
haflened to the tents, where they found the lable ipread« rid^ 
plentifiil, and neat They honoured Dm ^fdxoUvnth |dacsiig 
bim at the upper end. Tbeiy all gat^ed at bim^ and admired at 
the fight. Finally, the doth bei^takef^^ay, D^^^tdxak^ 
with great gravity, raifed his voi<^ and fiudl. ; 

Of all tb grievous fins men commit, tk^h fome&y, liridey 
i iay» ingratitude is the worft, adhering to. the common ppimoo^ 
that hell is full of the ungrateful. This fin I have endeavouied 
to avoid, as much as pofiibly I could, ever fince I came tjo the 
life of reafon ; and, if I cannot repay the good oifices don^ me 
with tl^ like, I pkoe in their fiead the defim of doing them : 
and, when this is not enough, I publiih ^em v fpr ne, who 
tells and publifhes the gpod d^eds done him, would return tbem 
in kind if he could : for generally the receivei^ are inferior to the 
igivers, and god is thenft&re above all, b^ca^fe he is txM^ntifid

to grant Che ^gentleman what he had ju(tTef(ifed tht ladles. , 
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above all. But thcnigh the gifts of men are infinit^y difpro*' 
portionate to thofe of god, gratitude in fome meafure fuppliea 
their narrownefs and dckOa. I then, being grateful for th^ 
civility ofiered me here, but reftrained by the narrow, limits q£ 

X ability from making a fuitable return, offer what I can, and 
t is m my power ; and therefore, I fay, I will maintain, 
for two whole da)r8, in the middle of this the king's high-^^ay, 
which leads to Saragpffa, that thefe lady ihepherdefles in difguife 
are the moft beautifuland moft courteous damfels in the world s 
exoepdne only the peerlefs Dukima del Tobofoy the fole miftrels 
of my thoughts ; without ofience to any that hear me be it 
fpoken. Sancboj who had been liftening to him with great at- 
tention, hearing this, faid with a knid voice : Js it poffible there 
fhould be any perfons in the world, who prefume to fay, and 
fwear, that this mafter of mine is a madman ? Speak, gentle- 
men fliepherds ; is there a country vicar, though ever fo dif- 
creet, or ever fo good a fcholar, who can fay all that my 
mailer has &id ? Is there a kn^bt-errant, though ever fo re- 
nowned foe valour, who can oror what my mailer has now 
ofiered ? Dan ^ixoU turned to Sanchoj and, with a wrathful 
countenance, iaid : Is it poifible, O Sancho, there is any body 
upon the gl(^, who will fay you are not an idiot, lined with 
the fame, and edg^ with I know not what of mifchiveous and 
knavilh? who gave you authority to meddle with what belongs 
to me, and to call in queftion my folly or difcretion ? hold ^our 
peace, and make no reply; but go and faddle Rozinante, if he 
be unfaddled, and let us go and put my ofier in execution ; for, 
confideriAg bow much I am in the ri^ht, you may conclude aH 
thofe, who fhall contradid me, already conquered. Then, 
with great fury, and tokens of indignation, he rofe from his 
feat, kaving the company in admiration, and in doubt, whether 
they fliould reckon htm a madman or a man.of fenfe. In fhort» 
they would have perfuaded him not to put htmfelf upon fuch a 
triaJ, fince they were fatisiied of his grateful nature, and wanted 
no other proofe of his valour, than thofe related in the hiftory of 
hb exploits. But fcM* all that Don ^ixote perfifted in his defign, 
and, being mounted upon Rozinantei bracing his fliield, and 
taking his launce, he planted himfelf io the middle of the high- 
way, which was not hx from the verdant meadow. Sancbo 
followed upon his Dapple^ with all the paftoral company, being 
deiirous to fee what would be the event of this arrogant and un- 
heard of challenge* 

Don ^ixotsy being pofted, as I have faid, in the middle of 
the road, wounded the air with fuch words as thefe: O ye paf-

who inhabit thefe meadows and groves, exceed all the world in

^Duleinea delTohfo: and let him, who is of a contrary opinion, 
come 5 for here I ftind, ready to receive htm. Twke he re- 
.peated the fiwne words, and twice they were not heard by any 
adventurer. But fortune, which Was difpoTrng his ai&m from 
good to better, fo ordered ft, that foon after they difeoverod a 
great many men on horfeback, and feveral of them wkh 
laurkres in tbsir hanik, all trooping in a ckifter, and in great 
Ittfto. Scarcely had they, who were with Don ^mxcte^ fcdi 
fhem, when tbtey turned their backs, and got far eimigh out df 
the way, fearing^ tf they flaid, they might be expofed to fone 
danger. Don ^ixote akme, with an iotr^id hearty fiood firing 
^nd Sancho Panfa fcreened btmitlf with Pjozinatae^s buttdeb. 
The troop of launce-men came op, and one of tlrt foiemoft 
began to -cry aloud to Don^hott: Gjt out of the way, defil 
of a man, left thefe bulk trample you to pieces. Rafcab, re- 
plied Don ^ixatiy I value not yotif bulls, thoi%h tb^ weie 
the fierceft that Xarama * ever bred upon its banks: confer, ye 
fcoundrds, unfight unieen, that What I have here prodaimed is 
true ; if not, I challenge yd to battle. The herdi-men bad no 
time to anfwer, nor iJon.^ixifte to get out (rf the wa^, if he 
would : and foihe whole herd of fierce Bulls and tame kine^ 
with the multitude of herd$*men^ and others, who were driving 
them to a certain town, where they Were to be baited in a day 
or two, ran over Don ^^ixoie^- and ovtr Sancho^ Rozinantt^ 
and Dapple, leaving them all fprawling and rolling on the pound. 
Sancho j-emkin^d bruifed, Dm ^ixote afidniilied; Dapple bat- 
tered, znd J^oT^inante not perfe&ly found. But at length they 
all gat up, and Don ^ixote^ in a great hurry, ftuflfbkng here 
and falling there, began to run after the herd, crying abud : 
Hold, flop, ye fcoundrels ; for a fingle knight defies ye all, 
who is not ot Che difpofition or opinion of thofe, who fay ; Make 
a bridge of filver for a jSying enemy. But the hafty runners 
flopped not the more for this, and made no more account of his 
. menaces than of laft year's clouds. Weatineft {lc^>ped Dsn^ix- 
ite, and, more enraged than.rei^eng^d, he fat down in the road, 
expeAing the coming up of Sancho^ RozinanUy and DappU, 
They came up ; mafler abd man mounted again, and, without

CHAP,, VIJ. 

If^hiT^U is f^tf^iftl (XtTdoriitiary accident j uihicb befell Don 
Quiicote, and aJibich may pafs fir an adventure* 

THE duft and w^nefs, Dm^ixote and Sancbo under* 
went thnough the rude encounter qf the bulls, were re* 
lieved by a clear and limpid fount^'ii th^ met with in a cool 
grove; on tl^e brink whereof, leaving fJapple and RozinanU 
me without halter pr bridle, the v^ay-bfl^ten couple, mafiep 
and man, fat them down« Sancha h^a recourfe to the cu{)- 
board of his wallet, and dr^w out what he was wont to call hiy 
fauce. He rinfed bis mouth j and Don ^ixote wafhed his face 3 
With iwfeich refrefliment they recovered their feinting fpirits. 
Don ^ixoie would eat nothing out of pure cha^In, nor durft 
Sancbo Jtoach the viiStuak Qut of pure good-manners, e^peding 
his mafler ihould firfl be his tafier. But feeing.him fo carried 
awav by bis imaginations, as to forget to put a bit in his mouth, 
he (aid nothing, but, broking through all kind of ceremony^ 
b^n to fbifFhis hungry niiaw with the bread and cheefe before 
him. Eat, friend Sancbo^ faid Don ^ixgiey and fupport life, 
which is of more importance to you than to nie, and leave me 
to die by the hands of my refleftions, and by the force of nry 
misfortunes. I, Sancbff, w^s born to live dying, and you to die 
eating : »ui, to fhew you that I (peak the truth, coniider me 
printed in hiftories, renowned in arms, courteous jmi my anions, 
refpefbd by princes, courted by damfels ; and, after alf, whea 
I expeAed palms, triumphs, and crowns, earned and merited 
by my vslorous exploits, this morning have I feen myfelf trod 
upon, kicked, and bruiled upder the feet of filthy and impure 
bea(b. This re;fle£Hon fcts my te^th on edge, ftupifies my 

S grinders, benums my bands, and quite takqs away my appetite : 
b that I intend to fufier myfelf to die with hunger^ the cruelleft 
of all deaths. At this rate, quoth Sancbo fchewing all the while 
apace) your worfliip will not approve ol the proverb, which 
fays : Let Martha die, but die with her belly full. At leaft, I 
do not intend to kiU myfolJF, but rather to imitate the (hoe* 
maker, who pulls the leather with his teeth, 'till he flretches it 
to what he would have it. I wiU ftretch my life by eating, 
'till it reaches the end heaven h9S allotted it ; and let me tell you. 
Sir, there is no greater madnefs, than to defpair as ypu do : 
believe me, and, after you have eaten, try to fleep a little upon 
the green mattrcfs of this grafs, suid you will fee? when you

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awake, you will find yourfelf much eafed Don ^ixote com^ 
plied, thinking Sancho reafoned more like a philofopher than a 
fool ; and be faid : If, O Sancho^ you would now do for me, 
what I am goine to tell you, my comforts would be more cer- 
tain, and my forrows not fo great : and it is this, that while 
I^ in porfoance of your advice, am fleeping, you will fiep a 
little afide from hence, and with the reins of Rozinante*s bridle, 
turning up your fle(h to the sky, ^ive yourfelf direc or four hun- 
dred laAies, in part of the three thoufand and odd, you are 
bound to giv/e your&lf for the difenehantment cf Dulcinea ; for 
it i^ a great pity the poor lady fliould continue under enchant- 
ment ttiroiieh your carelefnefs and negledl. There is a great; 
deal to be (aid as to that, quoth Sancho : for the prefent, kt us 
both deep, and aftert^rards god knows what may happen. Pray, 
confider,,Sir, that, this fame whipping one's felf in cold blood 
is a cruel thing, and more fo, when the lafhes light upon a 
body ill fuftained and worfe fed. Let my lady Dulcinea have 

Gtience ; for, when (he leaft thinks of it, ihe ihall fee me pinked 
:e a fievc by dint of ftripcs; and, Until death all is life: I 
mean, I am llill alive, together with the defire of fulfilling my 
* prpmife. Don ^ixote tlmiked him, eat a little, and Sancho 

much ; and both of them addreifed themfelves to fleep, leaving 
Rozinante and Dapple^ thofe infeparable coinpanions and friends, 
at their own difcretion, and without any control, to feed upon 
the plenty of grafs, with which that meadow abounded. 

They awoke fomewhat of the lateft 5 they mounted again, and 
purfueJ their journey, haftening to reach an inn, which feemcd 
to be about a league off; I fay an inn, becaufe Don Quixote 
called It fo,. contrary to his cuftom of calling all inns caftles. 
They arrived at it, and demanded of the hoft if he had any 
lodging? He anfwered he had, with all the conveniencies and 
entertainment that was to be found even in Saragoffa, They 
alighted, and Sancho fecured his travelling cup-boardin a cham- 
ber, of which the landlord gave him the key. He took the 
beads to the fiable, gave them their allowance, and went to fee 
what commands Don ^ixou, who was fat down upon a ftone 
bench, had for him, giving particular thanks to heaven, that 
this inn had not been taken by his mafter for a caftle. Supper- 
time came : they betook them to their chamber. Sancho asked 
the hoft, what he had to give them for fupper. The hoft an- 
fwered, his mouth fliould te meafured, and he might call for 
whatever he pleafed ; for the inn was provided, as £: as birds of 
the air, fowls of the earth, and fifliesof thefoa could go. There 
is no need of quite fo much, anfwered Sancho : roft us but a 
couple of chickens, and we fliall have enough; for my mafier 
is of a nice ftomach, and I am no glutton. The hoft replied, 
he had no chickens, for the kifi^ l»d devoured them. Then 

order 
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order a pullet, Signor hofl, quoth Sancho^ to be rofted; but fee 
that it be tender. A pullet? my father'! anfwered the hoft: 
truly, truly, I fent above fifty yefterday to the city to be fold ; 
but, excepting pullets, ask for whatever you will If it be fo, 
(}uoth Sancboy veal or kid cannot be wanting. There, is none 
in the hpufe at prefent, anfwered the hoft ; for it i^ all made an 
end of: but next week there will be enough, and to fpare. We 
are much the nearer for that, anrwered Sancbo: 1 will lay a 
wagpr, all thefe deficiences will be made up with a fuper-abun* 
dance of bacon and eggs. Before god,, anlwered the lioft, my 
gueft has an admirable guefs^ with him : I tdd him I had neither 
pullets nor hens, and he would have me hav^ eggs : Talk of 
other delicacies', but ask no more for hens. Body of me, let us 
come to fomething, quoth Sancbo : tell me, in (hort, wh^t you 
have, and lay aude your flourilhings, matter hoft. Then, 
quoth the inn-keeper, what I really and truly have, is, a pair 
of cow-heels, that look like calves*feet, or a pair of calves-feet, 
that look likfe cow-heel : they are ftewed with peafe, onions, 
•and bacon, and at this very minute are crying, come eat me, 
come eat me. . I mark them for my own, from this moment, 
cuoth Sanchoj and let no body touch them ; for I will pay more 
for them than another (hall, becaufe t could wifii for nothing 
that I like better; and I care not a fig what heels they are, fo 
they are not hoofs. No body ftiall touch them, quoth the hoft ; 
for fome other guefts in the houfe, out of pure gentilitv, bring 
.their own cook, their caterer, and. their provifions with them. 
If gentility be the bufinefs, quoth Sancbo^ no body is more a 
gentleman than my matter : but the calling he is of allows of 
no catering nor butlerin^ : alas ! we cbp us down in the midft 
of a green field, and fill our bellies with aicorns, or medlars. 
This difcourfe Sancbo held with the inn-keeper, Sancbo not 
•caring to anfwer him any farther ; for h^ had already asked him 
of what calling of employment his matter was. 

Supper-time being, come, Don Quixote, withdrew to his cbam* 
ber : the hoft brought the flefli-pot juft as it was, and fairly fat 
himielf down to fupper. It feems in the room next to that where 
Don S^ixoU was, and divided only by a partition of lath, Don 
^ixote heard fome body fay : By youjr life, Signor Don J^ero- 
nimoj while fupper is getting ready, let us read -another chapter 
of the fecond part of Don 3uixoic de la Mancba 4. Scarce had 
Don ^ixote heard himfelf named, when up he flood,, and^ 
with an attentive ear, liflened to their difcourfe, and heard the 
aforefaid Don Jironimo anfwer : Why, Signor Don Jobn^ would 
you have us read fuch iabfurdities? for he, who has read the firft 
part of the hiftory of Don^ixoU de la Mancba^ cannot poifi*

Dim^rnxotiy who wae always <:ourtcous, condefcendjcd to their 
lequeft, and iupped with them.

Then 
he rscountod :every particular of the enchantment of the lady 
Dukines^ and what had befallen him in Monte/ims's cave, with 
the direfHon^thefage MtrlinhsL^ given him for her difenchant- . 
ment, namely, by Sdncbols lafhes. Great was the fatisfaiSlion 
the two centlemcn received fto hear Don ^ixou .relate the 
Arange adventures of hisihiftory, admiring equally at his ex- 
travagandes, and at bis ek^t manner of tellins; them. One 
.while .they ilieki him for a wife^man^ then for a fool ; npr could 
theytdettrmine what degree to zStffi ;him .between difcretion 
and folly. 

.\Stf/rffliw -made an end ofJupper, .and, ; leaving the inn-^kccp^r 
•&ddkd, went tto the xhamber where his mauer was, and, at 
entering, ' he :&id : May I ,die, .gentlemen, if the author of this 
tbookyou iiave ^t faas^a mindhe^aod I flioujd eat a goodmea 
.^etfaer : I .wiOi, .fiaoe, ^ you (ay» he calls me glutton,, he

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niay not call me drunkard too. Ay, marry, does he, quoth 
Don Jeronimo ; but I do not remember after what manner : 
though I know the expreflions carried but an ill found, and 
were falfe into the bar^in, as I fee plainly by the countenance 
of honeft Sancho here prefent. Believe me, gentlemen, quoth 
Sanchoy that the Sancho and Dm ^ixote of that hiflory are 
not the (ame with thofe of the book compofed by Cid Hamate 
Benengeliy who are us ; my mafter, valiant, difcrete, and in 
love \ and I fimple, and pleaiant, and neither a glutton nor a 
tlrunkard. I believe it, quoth Don Jobn^ and, if it were poffibfe, 
it fhould be ordered^ that none fhould dare to treat of matters 
delating to Don ^ixote^ but only Cid Hamite, his firft author ; 
« in like manner as Alexander commanded, that none (hould dare 
to draw his pifture but ApeUes. Draw me whawill, (aid Dm

In thefe, and the like difcourfes, they fpent great part of the 
night ; and though Don John had a mind Dm ^ixoti ihould 
lead more of the hook, to fee what it treated of, he could not 
be prevailed upon, faying, he deemed it as read, and pronounced 
it all foolifli : befides, he was unwilling its author. (hould have 
the pleafure of thinking he had read it, if peradvehture he might 
come to hear he had had it in his hands; for the thou^ts, 
and much more the eyes, ought to be turned afide from every 
thing filthy and obfcene.

For that very 
reafon, anfwercd Don ^ixote, I will not fet a foot in Saragojfa^ 
and fo I will expofe to the world the falfity of this modem 
tiiftoriographer, and 'all people will plainly perceive, I am not 
the Dm Quixote he fpeaks of. You will do very Well, faid 
Don Jeronimo^ and there are to be t>ther jufb at Barcelona^ 
where Signor Don ^ixou may difplay his valour. It is my in- 
tention fo to do, quoth Dm Quixote, and, gentlemen, be (deaied 
to give me leave (for it is time^ to go to bed, and place me 
among the number of your beft friends and &ithful. fervants. 
And me too, quoth Sancho ; perhaps I may be good for fome-

and madnefs $ and they: verily believed theie were the true Don 
^ixoU and Santbo, and not thofe defcribed by the Arragomti 
author. Dm fixate gpt up very early, and, tapping at tne. 
partition of ! the other. room, he again bid his new friends adieu : 
Sancboipaid the inn-keqper moft ^magnificently, and advif^ him 
to br^ lefs of the provifion of bis inn, or to provide it better. 

CHAP. Vffl. 
0/ what hfcl Don Qjjixete in his way to Barcdpna, * 

THE morning was'cool, and the day promifed to.be ib too, 
when D^n t^ixote left the inn, firft informing himfelf 
whidi' was the diredeft road' to Burcilona^ without touching 
at Saragoffk ; fo great was his defire to give the lye to that new 
hiftorian, who, it was iaid, YsaA abufed him fo much. Now it 
Jiappened, that, in above (ix days, nothing feU out worth fetting 
down in writing: at the end of which, going out of the road^ . 
n^ht overtook them among fome fludy oaks or cork-trees ; for, 
in this, CidHametedocs not obferve tfaiat pun£luality he is wont . 
to do in other matters. Matter and man aliehted from their 
beafis, and, featihg themfdve^ at the foot of the trees, Sanchoy 
who had had his afternoon's, collation that day, entered abruptly 
the gates of fleep. But Don ^ixotij whofe imaginations, 
much, mofie than hunger, kept him waking, ooi|ld not clofe 
his ^es: on the contrary, he was hurried in thought to and 
.from a thouiand plaqes: how he fancied himfelf in montifinos's 
cave ; now, that he faw D$ikinea^ transformed into a country* 
wench, mount upon her a& at a fpring ; the next moment^ that 
iie was hearing the Words of the fage Merlin^ declaring to hint 
the conditions to be obfervisd, and the difpatch neceflary for the 
difenchaiitment of Dukima. He was ready to run mad, to fee 
the carelefnefs and little charity of his fquire Sancboj who, as he 
believed^ had given himfelf five laihes only; a number, poor, 
and difproportionate to the infinite ftill behind: and hence he 
conceived f^ miich chagrin and indignation, that he fpoke thus 
CO himfelf: If Alexander the great cut the Gordian knQt, faying, 
to cut is the feme ^ to untye, and became neverthdefs univerul 
lord of all Afia^ the fame, neither more nor leis, may happen 
now, in the diienehantment of Dukinea^ if I fliould whip Sanch^ 
whether he will or no: for, if the condition of this remedy con- 
llfls in Sancbo*s receiving upwards of three thouiand lafhes, what 
is it to me whether he gives them himfelf, or fome body elfe for 
him, fince the efTence lies in his receiving them> come they 
from what temd they will ? . 

With 
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With this conceit he tLfptctdaiA SiOuhiy baviog&il taken 
Roziaant/B neine, and ad^iW dteai fir^faat he mi^ hfii hisi 
with them» and bcnn ilo tmfecttfe Us ipotntis ; though it is gene- 
rally chou^ that he ha4 noteibut that before, which; kept up 
h» breeches. But no foooer had hehegun, when Sancha^wohc^ 
and faid: What is the matter? ^who is it that toaches and un^ 
trufles me? It is I, anfmiered Z>tf« ^fdxue^ wha vmm to ftippljr 
your defeats, and to remedy my 'own <troiddes : I come to whip 
you, Sancho^ and tojdt&hass>^, at loaft in paft, the liebt you 
ifamd engaged for. Dulcinea isperifliingj you live unconcerned; 
I am dying with defire ; and therefore untr4ifs of your own ac- 
cord, for I mean to ^ive you, i^, x\i» fohtude, at. Icaft two 
dioufand laihes. Not lo, quoth Sakcbo ; pniy» he quiet, or, by 
tiie living god, the ^eaf Aall thear us. The lafhes i- ihnd en- 
gaged for muft be voluntary, and not upon compidfion; and, at 
prdent, I have no indinatiQn to whip myielf : let it fi^ee that 
i give your wor&ip my word to flog and flay myfelf, >whenl 
liave a difjpofltian iko it. Tiiefe: is. so leaving of it to your 
courtefy, Sancbo^^ {M Don ^ukooti:} ibr you are hard-hearled, 
and, though a ipm&xA^ ,df very tender flefh. Theniieilru^Ied 
with Samhot and ^endeaivouied to uvtntfs him. Which Sancho 
Panfa perceiving, he ;got upon his legs, and, dofing with his 
fnafier, he flung Us acms about fabn, and, tripping ii^ histheds, 
he laid him flat oa his hack, and, felting ^is right kneeoipon bis 
teafl-, wtjA his Jiands he heU.lbitth his mafter^s fo &A, that be 
could neither ffir nor bieathe. J%k S^ixote laid to him : Hour, 
•traitor ! do you jebel againfi: yoar ImaSer and natusal lord? do 
you hft up your ihand jigainft hon who >feeds youi i jwither 
:]nake nor unmake ]sjx\^:znfmttcA Sancho : I. oniy.«ffiftim»yfel4 
who am ^ny o^«xi iard. if your W0rlhip will promife ime to he 
•iquiet, and not meddlb with whi^qangina (for the fwefent^ I will 
let you:g6 fme, and at your ^libcarty : if not, here ctfaou ilieft, 
4raitor, ttxmjto.J^jonrui Sandnx;. i>do d^ttibr^l^ proniifiMl him 
ht would, acul fwoie, hy theJSe of .iiirihou^ts, iie wouki not 
. •couch a hair tif iiis garment, and would leave ^he whipping 
Jiimfelf entirely to his own dhoioe and ifhee w^ill^ whenever Ik 
was'fo'dtt^iofed. 

^artebo :gDt np, land ivent hfide ifome Jittle^ djUanoe itmn 
thence ; and, leaning againft a.tiets, ;he^h fometbing^taiKh bis 
ihiead, and, liftineup :fab^ands, iie^felt a coupleiof feet dangling, 
with hofe andAoes. ifefeU:a :treniMing withfear; he imnt 
iD another treei ^stcA (the like <beid hhniagain : >he tsdllcd out to 
JDm ^uix9te for ibdp. Mm '^htoU, ^oing'Soihim, masked iiim, 
iwhat Uie matter was, ^and wfaat.iie imbsb 'Ir^hted m. 'Sandu 
onfwered, ihat all thdfe (tises -were dull of mens k^amd .^feet. 
I>(m i^hoi^ &]t than, ^ndiimmediatiely;gibfled ^what ittcwas, 
and faid to Sancho : Ygu need not be afraidi for v^t ^w.-fed, 

without 
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without feeing, are, doubtlefs, the feet and kgs of fonie robbers 
and ISanditiiy who are hanged upon thefe trees; for here the 
officers of juftice hang them, when they can catch them, by 
twenties and thirties at a time,'' in clufters: whence I guefs 1 
am not &r from Barcelona. And, in truths it was as hd 
imagined. 

And now, the day brealcing^^ they lifted up thteir eyes, and 
perceived, that the clufters hanging On thofe trees Were fo many 
bodies X)f Banditti: and, if the dead had feared them, no let? 
were they terrified by above fortjr liyii^ Banihiiy who furrocinde4 
them unawares, bidding them, in the Catalan tongufc, be quiet, 
and Aand ilill till their captain came. Dm ^ixote was on feot, 
his horfe unbridled, his taunce leaning a^mft a tree, and,^ in 
ihort^ defencelefs .; and therefore he thought it t>eft to crofs his 
hands, and hang bis head, referving himfcH" for a better oppor-r 
tanity atod co«JQni^ure^ The robbers fell to rifi&ig Dapple^ and 
ftfipping him of every thing he carried in the waSet or the pil* 
lion ; and it fell out ludcily for Sancho^ that he had fecured the 
Crowns given him hy the duke, and thbfe he Wotight from horne^ 
in abeltaboCtt his middle. But, for all that, thefe good folks 
would have fearched and examined him, even to what lay hij 
between the skin and the fleifh, had not their captain arrived 
juft in the nick. He feemed to he about thirty fout years -ot 
age, robitfty above the middle fize, of a ,grave afpeA^ and a 
brown complexion. He was mounted upon a puiffant fieed^ 
clad in a coat of mail, and armed with two cafe of piftols, or 
firelocks. He few^ ihat his fquhes (for fo they call "men oT that 
vocation) were,g<M:ng to plunder 5tf«^^Ptf/7ftf; he commbrided 
them t6 forbear, and was inftantly obeyec^ and fo the girdle 
efcaped.

He went up to him, anS faid: Be not 
fo drie^led, good Sir^ for you are not fallen into the hands of a 
cruel 0^w,l)ttt into thofe oi Roque Guinarty who is ihore coin- 
pafflonatc than cruel. My dgedion, anfwered Don ^ixoUj 
is not upon account of my having fallen into your hands, O Va- 
lorous ^ii^ue^ wh^e renown no hounds on earth can limit, but 
for bcJnk 'fo carelefe, that your foldiers furprifed me, my hqrfe^ 
iinbriflled; whereas I am bound, by the order of )cnjght-erraiitr,y, 
wbich'I pr6fe6,to^beconf inually -u^n the watchyand at all hours,' 
my own ceritihel: -i^fi,4et me t^ll you, illuftrious Roque, had 
. tbdy-found mconhwrfeback^ with -my launce ahd my target, it 
bad not been yfer^'oafy fdr-them Co have made me lurrencicr; 
fcr I km Dm ^hite deh Mancha^ he, of vi^hofe exploits the 
whde rgloBe b^U. Roqttt Guinaf^t ^p^ci^ly ^rceived, that 
i>cft^tihfrtch}xi^rmfiY'k^in it tiiprc cf-madiie^, 'than -valour ;^ 
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and, though he had fometimes heard him fpoken of, he never 
took what was publifhed of him for truth, nor could he per- 
fuade himfelf, that fuch an humour fhould reign in the heart of 
man : fo that he was extremely glad he had met with him, to 
be convinced near at hand of the truth of what he had heard 
at a difknce; and therefore he faid to him : Be not concerned^ 
valorous knight, nor look upon this accident as a piece of finifler 
fortune f for it mav change, among thefe turnings and windings, 
that your crooked lot may be fet to rights; for heaven, by ftrange, 
unheard-of, and by men unimagined, ways, raifes, Uiofe that 
are &llen, and enriches thofe that are poor. 

Dm ^ixou was juft ^oing to return him thanks, when they 
lieard behind them a ndife Cke that of a troop of horfes; but 
it was occafioned by one only, upon which came, riding fuU 
fpeed, a youth, feeminsly about twenty years of age, clad in 
green damask with a goia lace trimming, trowfers, and a loofe 
coat ; his hat cocked in the Walloon fafhion, with ftraight waxed 
boots, and his fpurs» dagger, and fword gilt; a fmau carabine

friend^ and particular enemy to Clauquel Torellas, who is alfo 
yours, being of the contrary fadion': and you know, that this 
Torellas has a fon, called Z>on Fincente de Torellas^ or at leaft 
was called fo not two hours ago. He then (to (horten thb ftory 
of my misfortune, I will tell you in few words what he has 
broi^t upon me} he, I fay, faw me, and courted me: I 
hearkened to him, and fell in love with him, unknown to my 
Cither: for there is no woman, be (he never fo retired, or nevei: 
fo refervedy but has time enough to efle^ and put in execution 
her unruly defires. In fhort, he promifed to be my fpoufe, and 
I gave him my word to be his, without proceeding any farther. 
Yeflerday I was informed, that, forgetting his obligations to me, 
he had contra£l:ed himfelf to another, and, this morning, was 
going to be married. This news confounded me, and I k)ft all 
{latience; and, my &ther happening tb be out of town, I had 
an opportunity of putting myfelf into this garb you fee me in, 
and, fpurring this horfe, I overtook Don Vincinte about a league 
from hence, and, without urging reproaches, or hearing excufes, 
Idifc'iarged this carabine, and tnis pair of piftols into the bar- 
gain, and, as I believe, lodged more than a brace of balls iii his 
body, opening a door, through which my honour, diftained in 
his blood, might liTue out. I left him among his fervants, who 

durft 
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durft not, or could not, interpc^e in his defimce. I am come 
to feek you, that by your means I may efcape to France^ where 
I have relations, and to intreat you lUcewife to (u-oted my fa- 
ther, that the numerous relations of Dm Vincente may not dare 
to take a cruel revenge upon him. 

Roquej furprifed at the gallantry, bravery, fine fhape, and 
accident of the beautiiiil Claudia^ (aid : Come, madam, and let 
us fee, whether yoiir enemy be dead, and afterwards we will r 
confider what is moft prooer to be done for you. Don ^ixote^ 
who had lifiened attentively to what Claudia hzd faid, an3 what 
Roque Guinart anfwered, laid : Let no one trouble himfelf about 
defending this lady; for I take it upon myfelf: give me my 
horfe and my arms, and ftay^here for me, while feo in queft 
of this knight, and, dead or alive, make him fulfil his promife 
made to fo much beauty. No body doubts that, quoth Sancbo: 
my mafler has a fpecial hand at match-making; for, not many 
days ago, he obliged another perfon to marry, who alfo had de- 
nied the promife he had given to another majden; and, had 
not the enchanters. Who perfecute him, changed his true fhape ' 
into that of a lacquey, at this Very hour that fame maiden would 
not have been one. 

Roquej who was more intent upon Clakdia*s bufinefs, than 
the reafoning^ of mafter and man', underftood them not ; and^ 
commanding his fquires to reftore to Sancbo all they had taken 
from Dapple J ordering them likewife to retire to the place, where 
they had lodged the night bribre, he prefently went ofF with 
Claudia^ in all hafte, in quefl of the wounded or dead Don 
Vincente. They came to the place, where Claudia had come 
up with him, and found nothing there but blood newly fpilt i 
then, looking round about them, as far as they could extend their 
fight» they difcovered fome people upon the fide of a hill, an4 
guefled (as indeed it proved) that it muft be Don Vincente^ 
whom his fervants were carrying ofF, alive or dead, in order 
either to his cure, or his burial. They made all the haile 
they could to overtake them ; which they eafdy did, the 
others going but foftly. They found Don Vincente in the 
arms of his fervants, and, with a low and feeble voice, defiring 
them to let him die there, for the anguifh of his wounds would 
not permit him to go any further. Claudia and Roque, flinging 
themfelves from their horfes, drew near. The fervants were 
ftartled at the fight of Roque^ and Claudia was difhirbed at that 
of Don Vincente: and fo, divided betwixt tendernefs and crudty, 
flie approached him, and, taking hold of his hand, (be &id.: 
If you had given me this, according to our contrad, you had 
not been reduced to this extremity. The wounded cavalier 
opened his almoft clofed eves; and, knowbg Claudia^ he faid: 
I perceive, fair and mifhsen lady, that to your hand I owe my 

death; 
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^MttH; a punibmeiit Dothcr markcitf by me, nor due to mj 
wiftves V for neither my de&esy nor my aotion^, coqld, or wouldy 
efien«lyou. Is it not true then, titid Clai$4iaj that, this very 
motniogi you wc^e going to bo married to Lionoray daughter 
.of the rich Balvaflro? No, in truth, ai>fw^red Dof^Vinctnte: 
jny evil fortune muft have carried you tluit news, to excite 
TOUT jealoufy to hereikve me of life, which fince I l^ve in y<>ur 
fcands, and between your arms, I e&sem myfdf happy \ and, 
to afiure you of this truth, take my hand, and receive me for 
your husband^ if you are willing ; for I can give you no greater 
&tisfa(9ion for the injury you imagine you have received. 

Chtttdia prefied his hand, and io wrung k$r own heart, that 
file fell into a fwooii upon the bloody bQ&m Qf Don Finc^e* 
and he into a mortal patoxyfm. JKof^iW9» con/Sounded^ ^nj 
knew not what to do* The fervants ran for wati^f to fling in 
their faces, and bringing it fpriiikled them wUb i^ Claudia 
returned from her fwoon, but not Don Fivf^U from bis pa- 
Iroxyfrn i for it put an end to his life. Which Cl(fu4ia (being, 
itnd being ailured that her fweet feusband wa$ no longer s|Hve, 
ihe broke the air with her ftghs, wound^ the heavens with her 
complaints, tore her hair, and. gave it to the winds, disfigurccl 
her face with her own hands, with all the figr>s of grief and 
iiffiidion that can be imagined to proceed from a forrowfiil heart. 
O cruel and inconfiderate "woman ! jTaid ibe: with what facility 
vrett thou mcfved to put fo evil a thought in execution ! O raging 
force of jealoufy, to what a de(berate end dpft thou 1^ thofe, 
^he harbour thee in their breafts! O my husband ! wbofe un- 
iiappy lot, for being mine, hath fent tl^ ^r thy bridal bed, 
to tne grave ! Such and fo great were the bmentatioi;!^ of Claudia^ 
that they extorted tears from thpeyes (d'Ropff not accuftomed 
to ihed them upon any occafton. The fetvaots wept; Claudia 
tinted away at* every ftep, and aU around feemed to be 9. field 
of forrow, and feat of misfortune^ Finally, Rcqu* Guinart or^- 
-<lered Don Fincente*s fcrvants to carry bis body- to the place, 
where his father dwelt, which was riot Ikr off, there to give i* 
burial. Claudia told Roque^ (he would .retii3e |^o a nunnery, o 
Vhich an aunt of liers was abbefs ; whef e (he defigned tq end 
lier life, in the company of a better and an eternal f(^(/e. Roqfu 
applauded her good intention^ and offered to bea^ her con;^pany 
ivhitheribever me pleafed, and to defend her father agunfi Don 
Vincentth relati(»is, and all who (bould deiire %^ hure bim. 
Claudia would by no means accept of his company, and, thank- 
ing him for hisofier in the beft manner (he could» took her leave 
of him weeping. Don Vincentis fervants carri^ off his body^ 
znd^Roque returned to his companions. Thus ended th^ love$ 
of Claudia Jeromma: and no wonder, fince the wrf>of her dole- 
ful hillory was woven by the cruel and irrcliftible band of jealoufy. 

Roqut 
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Rofkt Guinart feuiid^His fqutres id the place he had appointed 
them» and Don J^txote^ihong ihem^ mouinted upon Roxinante^ 
and mskking a fpecch wherein lie was perftiading them to leave 
that kind of ltfe« fo dangerous both to foul and body; But, moft 
of them being Ga/coonsj a rude and difiofderly fort of peo{de^ 
Don ^ixoti% haianguemade Ultle br no impreffion upon them. 
Roquij being arrived, demanded of Sambo Pan fa, whether thej^ 
had returned and reftored him all the inoveables &nd jewels his 
folks had taken from Dapple. Sancho anfwered, they had, all 
but three ntgfat-caps, which were worth three cities. What does 
th^ fellow fay? quoth one of. the by-ftandcrs: I have them, and 
they are not worth three reals* That is true, quoth Don 
^ix9t0\ but' my ftjuire vahics thete at what he has faid, for 
the fake of the perfon who gave them. Roque Guinart ordered 
them to be reftored that moment, and, commanding his men 
to draw up in a line, hecaufed all the cbthes. Jewels, and money* 
and in (hort all they had plundered ftnce the Jaft diftribution, to 
136 brought before them; and, making a (hort appraifement* 
and reducing the undivldeables into money, he Ibared it among 
his company, with fo much equity and prudence^ that he neitheic 
wentbeybnd, nor fell the leaft (hort of diftributivejuftice. This 
done, with which all W^re paid, contented, and Satisfied, Rcqut 
(Ml to Don fixate: If this punflkuality were not ftridly ob- 
ferved, there would be no jiving amonp thefe fellows. To which 
Sancho faid: By what I b^ve feen, juftice is fo good a thing* 
that it is ncceffary even among thieves themfelves. One of thc^ 
fquires, hearing him, lifted up the but-end of a musket, and 
had doubtlefs fpltt Sancbo'9 head therewith, had not Roque Gm^ 
nart called out afoud to him to forbear. Sancho was frighted, 
and refolved not to op^ his lips while he continued among thofe 
p6dple. 

At this jundure caibe two or three of the fquires, who were 
fofied as centinels on the highway, to obferve travellen, and 
give notice to ^heir chief of what pafled, and faid to him: Not 
Ut from hence, Sir, in the road that leads to Barcelona^ comes 
a great company of peopled To which Roque replied : Have 
.you difttnffuiihed whether they are fuch as feek us, or fuch as 
we feekflSuch ^s iVe feek, ahfwered the fquire. Then bSXy 
forth, readied Roqur^ and bring them hither prefently, without 
letting one efcape. 

They obeyed, and Dm ^ixpte^ Sanchoy and Roque^ remain* 
ing by themfelves, (teod expeding what the fquires would bring; 
am, in this interval, Roque faid to Don ^mxote: This life of 
ours muft needs feem very new to Signor Don ^ixotei new 
adventures, new accidents, and all of them full of danger: nor 
do I wonder it fhould appear fo to you $ for, I confefs truly to 
you, there is no kind of life more unquiet^ nor more full of 

alarms. 
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alarms^ than ours. I was led into it by I know not what de- 
fire of revenge^ which has force eiflough to difturb the moft fedatd 
minds. I am naturally compafiionate and ^ood-natured : but, 
as I have faid, the defire of revenging ah injury done me io 
bears down thb good inclination in me, that 1 perfevere in this 
jbte, in fpite of knowing better : and, as one mifchief draws 
aftdr it 2(hother s, and one fin is foltowed by a fecond, my re- 
venges have been fo linked together, that I not only take upon 
ine my own, but thofe of other people. But it pleafes god, that, 
though I fee myfelf in the midit ot this labyrinth of confufions, 
I do not lofe the hope of getting out of it, and arriving at laft 
in a fafe harbour. 

Dm fixate was in admiration to hear Roque talk fuch good 
and found fenfe; for he thought,, that, amongfl thofe of his 
^ trade of robbingf murdering, and way-laying, there could be 
jione capable of ferious reflexion, and he anfweied : Signor Roque^ 
the beginning of health confifts in the knowledge of the dif- 
temper, and m the patient's being willing to take the medicines 
prefcribed him by the phyfictan. . You are fick; you know your 
difeafe; and heaven, or rather gcxl, who is our phyfician, will 
apply medicines to heal you, fuch as ufually heal gradually* by 
little and little, and not fuddenly, and by miracle^ Befides, 
finners of gopd underflanding are nearer to amendment than 
£9oli(h ones; and fince, by your diicourfe, you have (hewn your 
prudence, it remains only that you be of good cheer, and hope 
for a bettering of your confcience; and, if you would (horten 
the way, and place yourfelf with eafe in that of your falvation, 
come with me, and I will teach you to be a knight-errant ; in 
which profef&on there are fo many troubles and difafters, that, 
being placed to the account of penance, they will carry you 
to heaven in two twinklings of an eye. Roaue fmiled at Dm 
^ixoie*^ cmn(A^ to whom, changing the difcdurfe, he related 
the tragical adventure of Claudia Jermima^ which extremely 
* erieved Sancbo^ who did not diflike the beauty, freedom, and 
^rightlinefs of the young lady. 

ify this time the fquires returned with their prize, bringing 
with them two gentlemen on horfeback, two pilgrims on foot, 
and a coach full of women, with about fix fervants, fome on 
foot and fome on horieback, accompanying them, and two mu- 
letters belonging to the gentlemen. The fquires inclofed them 
round, the vanquiihers and vahquifhed keeping a profound filence^ 
waiting till the great Roque ihould fpeak; who asked the gentle* 
men, who they were,whither they were going, and what money

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they had. One of them anfiVcred : Sir, we are two captains of 
; Bpanijh foot ; our companies are it Naples^ and we afe going to • 
embark in four gallies, which are faid to be at Barcelona, with 
orders to pafs over to Sicffy. We havil about two cr three hun* 
dred croWns, with whieh wd think ourfclviis rich and happyi 
iince the ufual penury of foKliers altews no greater trcafurcs. 
i?0^putthefahie queftion to the pilgrims, who replied, they 
were ^ing to ehibark foi* Romii ^^ that, between them both, ; 
they might have about fixty reab. He demanded alfo, who 
thole were in the coach, where they were going, and what 
money they carried ; and one of thofc ori hbneback anfwcred : 
The perfoiis in the coach are, my lady D&nna Guiomar de ^w- 
nenes^ wife t>f the regent of the vicarfhip of Naples, a little 
daughter, a waiting-maid, *and a, Duenna. Six fovants of ua 
accompany them 5 and the money they carry is fix hundred 
crowns. So that, (Judth Roque Quinart, we have here hihc 
hundred cfowns, and fixty resils: my fddieh are fixty i fee how 
much it comes to a-jiiec^; for 1 am but an indijferent ac-^ 
comptant. 

The robbdrs,' Hearing him fay this^ lifted up their Voices} . 
faying y Long live Ro^ue Guinart, in (bite of all the wittchcs^ 
who leek his deftru£iion: The Captains Wewed figns of affiidion^ 
the kdy regent Mras dqeftedi and the pilgrims were not at all 
pleaied, at feeing the confifcation of their tik&s, Roqae held 
them thus for fome tiitie in iufpence, but would not let their 
forrow, which might be feen a musket-lhot off, laft any longer'; 
andi turning to the captains, ht faid : Be plcJafed, gentlemen^ 
to do ihtf the favour to tend nie fixty crowns, and you, lady 
regent, fburfcore, to fatisf^ this fquadron of my followers j for. 
The abbot muft eat that fings for his meat : and then you may 
depart free «ind unmolefted, with a pafs I will give youj that if 
you meet with any more of my fquadrons, which I keep in 
feveral divifions up and down in thefe parts^ they may not 
hurt you ; for it is not my intention to wrong foldicrs, nor any^ 
woman, efpecially if (be be of quality. Infinite and well ex* 
preflfed were the tlianks the captains returned Roque for his 
courtefy and liberality ; for fuch they eftecmed his leaving them 
part of their own money. Donna Guiomar de ^inones was 
ready to throw herfelf out of her coach, to kifs the feet and 
hands of the great RMue : but be would in no wife confent to it^ 
but rather b^ed pardon for the injury he was forced to do them^ 
in compliance with the precife duty of his wicked office. The 
lady regent ordered one of her fervants immediately to gh^e the 
eighty crowns, her {hare of the aflelTment, and the captauis had 
already disburfed their fixty. The pilgrims were going to ofiec 
their little All : but Roque bid them my a little, and, turning 
about to his men,., he faid: Of thefe crowns, two &U to each- 
Vol, II. A a man's 
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litei^» Omtti Mid twenty rem^Mi: let ten be fyrtn to thefb 
pUgrims, and tbe other ten to this honefl iquire, that he may 
Imve it ki hiapowe^r to fpeaJc w^l of thb adventure; and, calling 
for pen, ink, and paper^ with which he always was provided, 
Rif^ eavc: them a pafs, direfied to the chiefs of his band^and, 
taking ieeive of them, be let the^i go free, in adciiration at his 
aaesDofkf^ his $raceful deportonent, and ftrangjE^procedure^ and 
fooking upon bini rather 2&,9iSk^AUxandir the great, than a no- 
t«rkms robber. 

One of the ibuires faid, in his Gajcmi and Catalan language : 
Thta captain of ours is fitter for a frier than a feloa : for the 
future, if he has. a mind to ihew hini^felf liberal, let it beof hia 
own eoods, and not of ours.,r The wretch fpoke not fo low, 
but RjBque overheard him^ ajid, drawing his fword, he almoft 
deft his head in two, faying: Thus I chaftife the ill-tongued 
and &uojr.. AU the reft were frighted, and no one durft utter 
a^wdrd ; fuch* was the awe and obed^nce they were held in. 
Rjmte. went a little ^fide, and. wrote a letter to a friend of his 
at Barcelona^ acquainting him that the &mous Dm ^uixeU di^ 
la Moiuh^ that knight^etrant, of. whom fo many things were 
reported^ wa$ in his compaAy ; giving him to underfiand, that 
he was thepleaiaitteft andmoft ingenious perlbn in the world; 
and that^ four days after, on the feaft of faint John Baptifty he 
wouM appear on the ftrand of the city, artn^ at all points, 
•niounted on his horie RovunanSi^ and his fquire Sanchot qpon 
an 2&*t defiring him to ^ve notice thereof to his friends the 
Niarrij that the^ might make themfelves merry with him ; 
and txpreffing his wiihes, that bis enemies the Cadelli miebt 
not partake of the diverfion ; though that was impoffible, be- 
caufe the wild extmvagancies and diftra&ba of Don ^uixote^ 
together with the wittv faying^of his fo^mrc Satubo Panaij could 
not fail to give general pleafure to all the world.' He difpatched 
this epiAle by one of his fqukes, who, changing the habit of 
an out-law for that of a peafant, entered into Bartelona^ and 
delivered it into the hanfls of the perfon it was diredled to. 

C H A P."^ IX. 

Of what brfel Don Quixote at his gntrana into Barcelona, witk, 
othreventSj more true t&an ingimms^ 

THREE days and three nights Dm ^ix^e ftayed with 
Rjoque \ and, had heftayed three hundred years, he would 
not have wanted futgeift matter for obfervation and admiration 
in. his way of life. Here they lodge, there th^ dine : one while 
they Ay» not knowing fmm^ whom; another^ they lie in wait 
Itey.kivow Hot for whom.^ They ilept (landings with internipted 

ilumbcrs. 
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ftutnbcrs, uui ihiltii^ from one j^ace to anther ; thcf :W^ f^^. 
petually fending out Jpies, pofting centinela, blowing %hp fP^<^,^f 
qf their muskets ; thougn they had but few» mfift of ttem 
Qi^fctng ufe of fire-locks. Rofue paf&d the nights ap^rt ftoas^ 
bis followers^ in pjacos to them unkaown: for the i^any prock* 
qaatiotM) the viceroy of Barcelona had publifbed againft -him^ 
kept him in Jear and difquiet, not daring to trqft dny body* \ 
and apprehenftire led his own men fliould either kill, or delivei^ 
him up tojuflice, for the price fet vom his head: a life truljr 
ipiferable and irkfiame. In ibort, Kaqy^^ Lhn ^hpU^ ^^ 
Sanch^y attended by fix Iquires, fet out for Baralowi^ tbropgh 
unfrequented wass, fliort cuts, and covered paths. They^ ar- 
rived upon the flrand on the eve cS faint Jthn^ In. the night, 
time ; and Roqut^ embracing Don ^uix^i and Sancbc, tei whom 
he gave the ten crowns, piomifed, but not yet given bifH, U& 
them, with a thoufand oflnsrs of fisrvice made on both fides. 

Rpfut relumed Jback, and Dm ^mxote (laid expeding thf 
day on borfeback, juft as he was; and it was nbt long^ pefore 
the foce of the heautifiil Aurora began :!» difoover itfelf thFfOWgbi 
the balconies of the eaft, rgoicing die grafs and the fiQWe]9» V^-^. 
Aead of rgoicing the ears ; thou^y at the (ame inflant, the iear» 
alfo were n^mced by the (ound of abundance of waits jiikI k^l^. 
drums, the finding of qtiorrice-bellsy with .the trampling of jborl^ 
men^ feemti^y comine out of the dty. ' Aurora ggye plafie to. 
the fun, wh£b was rifing by d^ees fioom below th^horii&on, 
with a lace tagger than a target. Don ^ixote and Sanchf^ 
cafting their eyes around on every fide, faw the iea, which 'tiU 
then they had never feen. It appeared to them very laige and 
fpacious, ibmewhat folder than the hkes of Ruydira^ V^^bidi 
they, had feen in La Mancba. They faw the gallics lying clofe , 
to the {hone, which, taking in their awnings, appeased full iof 
ftreamers, and pennants trembling in the wind, and kifiip|adD4 
brufiiing the water. JFrom' withki them founded clacionSf 
trumpets, and waits, filling the air all around with* Cweet an<t 
martial mufic. Pr^|i^tly the gallies b^n to move, and to 
skirmiih,. as it «vere, on tiyp fiill waten : and, at tiie fame 
time, correfpondiog with them, as it wei», on the land* an iB« 
finite number, of cavaliers mounted on beautiful hor&s, and 
attended with gay liveries, ifliied forth from the city. The 
fddiers on board the gallies difcharg^d feveral rounds or cannoOy 
which were anfwered by thofe on the walls and forts of the 
city. The heavy artillery, with dreadfol noife, rent the wind* ' 
w^hich was echoed back by the cannon on the fore-caftles of the 
e;aUics. The fea was chearful, the land jocund, and the ait 
bright, only now and then obfcured a little by the fmoke of 
the drtiHery. All which together feemed to infufe and engender 
a fudden pleafure in all the people, Sanch^ could not imagine 
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how thofe bulks, which moved backwards and forwards in thtf 
iea, came to have fo many legs. 

By this time thofe with the liveries came up on a fiiU gaJlop^ 
with kWies and (houts after the Moorijb £i{faion, to the place 
where Don ^ixote was ftandin^, wrapped in wonder and fur« 
priie ;. and one of them (the perion to whom Roque had fent the 
letter) faid in a loud voice to Don ^ixdu : Welcome to our 
city, the mirrour^ thebeacon^ and polar flar of knight-errantry 
in its greateft extent : welcome, I fay, the valorous Don fixate 
it la Atancba ; not the fpurious, the ii£Btious, the apocryphal^ 
lately exhibited among us in lying hiilories, but the true, the 
legitimafte, the genuine, defcribed to us by Cid Hamete Be* 
nengeli, the flower of hiftorians. Don ^ix$te anfwered not a 
word^ nor did the cavaliers wait for any anfwer : but, wheeling 
about knd about ^th all their followers^ they began to career, 
and curvet it round Don ^uixote^ who, turning to S^ncbo^ faid : 
Thefe people (eem to know us well: I will lay a wager they 
have read our hiftory, and even that oT the Arra^mSfe lately 
printed. The gentleman, who fpoke iQ .Dm ^ixoUy faid - 
again to him : & pleafed. Signer Don ^ixett, to come along 
with lu ;* for we are ail very bumble fervants, and great friend 
of Roatie Guinart, To which Dan ^mxoU repli^ : If cour- 
tefies beget couitefies, yburs, goodSir^ is daughter or very near 
kinfwoman to thofe of the great Roque: condufi: me whither 
you pkafe; for I have no other willibut yours% efpecially if you 
pieaie to employ it in your fervice. The gentleman anfwered 
in exprefSons no lefs civil; and, inclofing mm in the midft of 
them, they all marched with him; to: the found of waits and 
drums^ toward the city, at the entrance whereof, the wicked 
cAie, who is ,the author of all mifchief^ fo ordered it, that, 
among the boys,^ who are more wicked than the wicked one 
faimfelf, two bold and unlucky rogues crowded through the prefs, 
and one of them lifting up Dapplis tail, and the other that di 
RoziminUj they thruft . under each a handfol of briars^ The 
poor- beads felt the new fpurs, and by clapping their tails the 
cfofer augmtnted their fmart, in fuch fort^ that, after feveral 
^unges,.they flung their riders to the ground* Don ^wxote^ 
out of countenance, and aSrontedi, haftened to free his horfe'9 
tail from this new pkmagp, and Sancbo did the like hy Dapple, 
Thofe; who conduced Don ^ixote^ would have chaftifed the 
infolence of the boys : but it was impoffible; for they were foon 
loft amcttig above a thoufand more that followed thdm. Don 
^ixoti and Sanch^ mountedsa^iu, and, with the fame accla- 
mations and mufic, arrived at their condui^r^s Jioufe, which 
was large and fair, fuch, in (hort, as became a gentleman of 
fortune: where we will leave them for the prefcnt j for fo Cid 
Hamiti Bcncngeli will have it. 

CHAP. 
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C « A R X. 

ffljicb treats of the adventure of the enchanted head* with 9tber 
trifles that muft not he omitted* 

X^ON ^IXOTEh hoft wa3 called Dan Antonio Moreno^ 
•^-^ a rich and difcrcte gentleman, and a lover of mirth in a 
clecent and civil way. And fo, having Don ^ixote in his 
faoufe, he began to contrive methods, how, without prejudice 
to hb guefl, he might take ad\'anta^e of Don ^ixote*s mad* 
nefs ; for, jefts that hurt are no jefts, nor are thofe paftimes 
good for any thing, which turn to the detriment of a third 
perfon. The firft thing therefore he did, wa«, to caufe Don 
Quixote to be unarmed, and expofcd to view in his ftrait 
Ihamois doublet ( as we have already defcribed and painted it } 
in a balcony, which looked into one of the chief fireets of the 
citv, in fi|ht of the populace and of the boys, who ftood gazing 
at him as if he bad been a monkey. The cavaliers with the 
liveries began to career it afrefii before him, as if for him abnet 
and not in honour of that day's feftival, they had provided them* 
Sancho was highly delighted, thinking he had found, without 
knowing how or which way, another Camacho*s wading, ano- 
ther, houfe like Don Diego de Miranda\ and another caftle 
like the duke*s. 

. Several of Don Antonioh friends dined with him that day, all 
honouring and treating Don fixate as a knight-errant $ at 
which he was fo pufled up with vain-glory, that he could fcarce 
conceal the pleafure it gave him. Sanchoh witty conceits were 
fuch, and fo many, that all the fervants of the houfe hung as 
it were upon his lips, and fo did all that heard him. While 
they were at table, Don Antonio faid to Sancho : We are told 
here, honeft Sancho^ that you are fo great a lover of capons 
and fauiases, that, when you have filled your belly, you fluff 
your pockets with the remainder for next pay. No, Sir, it is 
not fo, anfwered ^ancbo \ your virorfhip is mifinformed ; for I 
am more cleanly, than gluttonous ; and my mz^trDon ^ixote^ 
here prefent, knows very well, how he and I often live eight 
4a^s upon a handful of acorns or hazle-nuts : It is true, indeed, 
if It fo fiills out, that they give me a heifer, I make hafte with 
a halter^ I mean, that I eat whatever is offered me, and take 
the times as I find them : and whoever has faid, that I aip given 
to eat much, and am not cleanly, take it from me, he is very 
much out : and I would fay this in another manner, were \t 
not out of refped to the honourable beards here at table. In 
truth, quoth Don ^ixotCy Sancho*s parfimony and cleanlinefs 
ifi eating deferve to be written and engraved on plates of brafs, 
M remain ^n eternal memorial for ages to come. I omft con- 
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fefs, when he is hunsry, he leetns to be fomewhat of a glutton ; 
for he eats faft, anq chews on both fides at once: but, as for 
tieftfllihe&, jie al>^ays ftrifllf oBferves it; and, whftn he was k 
governor, he learned to eat (o nicely, that he took up grapes, 
and even the grains of a pomegranate, with the point of a fork. 
RoVtrf quoth Dm Aritonio^ has Sancho then bden a governor? 
Y69, infw^i'ed SaHchoy and of an ifland calfed Barataria. Teh 
days f governed ft, at my own wilt and plcafurc, in which tinie 
I Joft my reft, and learned to defptfe all thegoTemihents in thi 
v¥or\d : I fled awav from it, and fell into a pit, where I looked 
tpon myfelf as a dead man, and out of which I efcaped alive by 
i miracle. Don ^ixm related minutely all the circumfbincQ 
bfSancho^s government ; which gave |reat pleafure to the hearers. 
The cidth beirig taken away. Dm Jntenh^ takii^ O&n 
^iicitihy the hand, led him into a diftant apartment, in whtch 
there was no oth^r furniture, but a taUe feemingly of ja^)er^ 
Sanding upon a foot of the fame : upon which there wis placed^ 
^fter the manner of the Buftots of the Roman e inpterors, a head^ 
which feemled to be of brafs. Dan Antonio walked with Don 
S^ixbtg up t)hA down the roonl, taking feveral turns about the 
tal&le ; after which he Odd : Signor Don ^mxotey now that I 
am aflufed no body is within hearing, and that the door is faft^ 
I wH} teH y6u oM 6{ the mreft adventures, or rathei* one of tinie 

Seateft novelties that can be imagined, upon conditkm, that 
hat 1 foall fell you be de^Bted in the innioft receflas of fecrecy. 
I fweahr it fhall, anfWered Don ^ixote^ and I wiH clap a grave ftootf 
6ver it, for the greater fecurit]|| for I would haVe your trorfhifp 
IrnoW, Signor Don Antonio (for by this time he had learned ha 
name) that you are talking to one, who, though he has ears to 
hear, has no tongue to fpeak: fo that you may fafely transfer 
What^Vt^ is in your bread into mine, and make account you 
have thrown it into the abyfs of filence. In confi(fence of this 
promife, anfwered Don Antonio^ I will rsufe your admiration by 
what you (hall fee and hear, and procure myfelf fome ndief 
fl'om the pain I fuiK;r by not having fomebody to communicate 
my fecrets to, which are not to fc triifted wiifh every body, 
Don ^ikofe was in (ufpence, expei^ng what fe many precau* 
tions would end in. Don Antonio then, takine hold o( bk hand, 
made him pafs it over the brazen head, the table, and the 
jafpcrjedcftal it ftood upon, and then (kid : This head, Signor 
Don^ixote^ was wrought and contrived by oneblf ttaematdl 
enchanters and Wizards the world evirr had. He was, Ithink, 
}jj birth a PoTaHder^ aiid £fciple of the fondus BfcotiUo 9, of

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whom (b maiiy wonders ait robtod. He was hfere in m^'hooiit, 
and, for die re««rd of a thodand cmwns, made me tbJ3headt 
which has fhevirtue and property of anfwecing (o every cju^ftion 
asked at its ear. After diawin|| i^gouxs, ereaing fchemes, and 
<ibfervtng tte flai^ he brought ft at kngtb to tti^ perfe&ipn wp 
ihail fee to-nnorrow; for it is mute on Fmday$4 and, this hap^ 
pening to be Friday^ we muft wak ^till to*morrow. In the 
^mean whiie you may bethink yoarrelf what queilions you will 
»»k; for I know by experience, it tdk the truth in all its an- 
fwers. Dm ^h$u wondei^ed at the property and virtue Of die 
head, and was leady to disbelieve Don Antonio : but, cof^fidciri!;^ 
Jiow (hort a time was fet for making the experiment, :Ke wOu^ 
fay no more, but only thanked him for having difcovqred tp 
him fo ereat a fecret. They went out of the chamber: D^ifi 
Jfntoniolocked the door after him ; and they came to the haD, 
^here the reft of the go^itlemen were, and in this timie Ssmcbo 
had recounted to them many of the adventures and accidjbn^ 
that had befallen his mafter. 
^ That evening they carried Dm ^rnxote abroad, to take ^ 
^r, not armed, but drefied like a citizen in a long loofe gai> 
ment of tawny coloured doth, which would have made mft 
itfelf fweat at that (eafon. They ordered their fervants to .ef»- 
tertain and amufe Sancbo, fo as not tofkt him go out of dooi9. 
Dm ^tixote rode, not upon Rixmantiy but upon a \zx^ tafy 
pured mule, handfomly accouleiod. In drdling him, utf- 
perceived by him, they pinned at his hack a parchment, wherei- 
<Hi was written in capital lelt|fs:72»jj Dm Quixote de Ar 
Mainhm. Th^ no fooner be|an tketr march, but the (croH 
drew the e^es of all that pafied by, and they read aloud, TM* 
is Dm ^hoie di k Mimcifa. Dm ^mxote wondeffcd ihat 
€very body who (aw him, named, and knew htm ; tad, turning 
^ Dm jmtmioj who was riding by his fide, he faid: Grtat h 
the prero^tive inherent in kn^t*erradtry, finoe it makes all 
its profefiors known and renowned throughout the limits of the 
earth: for, pray, obferve, Signor Dm Antomo^ how the very 
boys of this ciey know me, without having ever foen ine. it 
is true, Signor Don ^kiaote^ anfwered Dm Antmoi for, as fii^e 
oannot be hidden nor confined, fo virtue will be known : and 
that, which is cfctained by theprofeffion of arms, ihines with 
|i brightnefs and'luftre fuperior to that of all others. 

Now it happened, tfait) as Dm .Quixote was .rkling along 
with theapplaufe aforefoid, a Ca^ilidny who had 'read the hkbel 
on his (faoulders, lifted up his mce, (aying: The devil .tafae 
thee for Don ^Mottde ta Mtmcha f what! are you got hither, 
without beingiciilled by the Minite nunlber of tiangs yon have 
had upon your back i You aw mad, and, were vou fo alone^ 
an({ within the doors of your rOwn folly, the mifchief were the 
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lef?:lxit you have the prc^perty of coiiTerting kito SkUs and 
madmen all chat converfe, or have any oommunication vi^itb 
•you ; witneis thefe gendemto, who accompany jou. Get you 
home, fool, and look after your eftate, your wi^ and children, 
and leave off thefe vanities, which wQrm*>eat your brain, and 
skim off the cream of your underflanding. brother,' quocb 
'Den AnUmh^ keep on your way* and do not be giving counfel 
to thofe who do not ask it. Signor Den ^hote me la Mancb^ 
is wife, and we who bear him company are npt fools. Virtue 
chsdlenges refpeA, wherever it i$ found: and begone in an evil 
hour, stnd m.eddle not where yon are not called, Befcnre god^ 
anfwered -the Cafiilian^ your worfhip is in the right; for tp 
give advice to this good man, is to kick againft the pripks, But 
for all that,' it grieves me very much, that the good fenfe, it is 
•faid, this madman dtfcovers in all other things, fhould run tp 
wafte through the channel of hia knight-^rrantrv : and the 
evil hour, your worfhip wiflied me, be to me and to all my 
defcendants, if, from this day forward, though 1 thould live 
'more years than Methi^ltm^ I give advice to any body^ though 
they ihould ask it me. The advifer departed : the proceffioa 
went on : but the boys and the people crowded fo to read the 
Scroll, that Don Antonio was forced to take it off, und^r pr^ 
tence of taking off fomething elfe. 

Night came: the prooeffioners. returned h^mie, 4vhere was 9 
-ball of ladies : for Don Antomf% wife, who w^s a lady of diftio<- 
£tion, chearful, beautiful, and difcrete, had invited feveral of 
her friends to honour her guei^ and to entertain them with his 
unheard-of madnefs. Several ladies came: they pipped fplen- 
didly, and the ball b^an about ten o'clock at ni^t. Among 
the ladies, there were two of an arch and pieafafit difpofitiony 
who, tbcHigh they were very modefl, yet behaved with more 
freedom than ufual, that the jeft might divert without giving 
diflafte^ Thefe were fo eager to take Don Quixote out todancet 
that they teized, not only his body, but his very foul. It was 
a pqrfed fight to behold the figure of Don ^ixoUy Ipng, lank, 
lean, and yellow, flraitned in bis cloaths* aukw^rd, and efpe- 
ciallv not at all nimble. The ladies courted him, as it werCf 
by iteakh, and he difdained th^ by ficalth too. But, finding 
himfeif hard prefied by their courtfhips, he exalted his voice» 
and faid : Fugite^ parUt aJbirfa ; leave ipe to piy repoie, y^ 
unwelcome thoughts : avaunt, ladies, with your defiiesj for flie, 
who is queen of mine^ the peerlefs Dufctn^a 44 ^d>ofo^ will 
not qonfent, that aiiy oth|;rs qut hers 0iould fubie^ and fubdue 
, ine. And, fo iayiing, he fat down in the middle. c# the hall, 
upon the floor, quite fatigued and disjointed by this dandne 
exercife. Don Antonio ordered the ferv;mts to take him up, and 
carry hioi to bed s an^ the iirfl:, who lent a|n helping hand^ 
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ir^ds Samhj who faid : Whsft^- in god'a mipe, matter of mine, 
put you upon dan<:ing? Think you that all who are valiant 
muft bccapprers, pr all knights-errant dancing-maftcrs? If you 
think f^t i fsiy, you ^e tniijiaken : I know thofe* who would 
fooncr cut a giant s wind*pipe. than a cap^r. Had you been for 
the iboe-jlg S I would have fupplied your dck&i for I flap it 
giway UkiB n^y jer-ialcon : but, ^ for regular dancing, I cannot 
M^ork a ftitch at it. With this, and fuch lil^e talk, Sancbp iiiiv 
niflied matter of laughter to the company, and laid his mafler 
in bed, poyering him up fiout}y, that he might fw^t out the 
<Q|dh$ might have ept by hi$ dancing. 

The n^ct day, Urn Antome fhought fit to make experiment 
ef the efichantai head; and fo, with Don ^ixotty Sancho^ 
9nA two other friends, with the two ladies, who had worried < 
jD0if^i^i;i$^iii^ dancing (for they flayed that night mihDm 
4ntmW% wife) he locked him&lf tip in the room where th6 
head flood. He told them .the property it had, charged them ^ 
all with the fecret« tind told them, this was the fi^fl day of his 
trying the virtue of thi^t enchanted head. No body but Dm 
ArUmoh two friends, knew the trick of the enchantment; 
gnd^ if Dm Antonh had not firfl difcovered it to them, they 
alfo would have been as n>uch furprifed as the refl, it being im-> 
po^ble not to be fo, fo cunningly and curioufly was it contrived^ 
The firfl, who approached the ear of the h^, was Diin An^ 
imio hinifelf, ^ho faid in a low voice, yet not fo low but he 
was overheard by theoi al} : TfM me» h^, by the virtue in* 
hercnt in^^thee, what ai^i I now thinking of? The head an* 
fwerpd, without moving its lips, In a clesir apd diflind voieo^ 
ib as to be heard by every body: I am no juflge of thoi^hti. 
At hearing of which they were all aftoniflied, cfpecially unce, 
neither in the ropm» nor any where about the table, was there 
any hi^nan cresiture that 4pould anfwer. How many of us are 
here i den^^nded Den Antonia again* Anfwer was m^e him 
in the f^une key : You s|nd your wife, with two friends of yours* 
and two of hep, zx^ a fs^mous knisht, called Don ^ixoti do 
la Mancba^ with a certain fquire of nb, Sancbo Pancahy name* 
Here.w^s wondering indeed : h^re was ^ery body's hair flanding 
on end out of pure afiright* Don Antonio^ going afide at fome 
difiance from the h^d, faid : This is enough to a^ure me, { 
was not deceived by him, who foU ^ou to me, f^e head, fpeak*» 
ing head, anfwering head^ and admirable head ! Let fome body 
olfe go, and ask it wha^ they pieafe. Now, as women are 
commonly in bafte,.and inquiiitive, the firfl, who went up to 
it, was one of the two friends of Don Antonio^ wife, and her

The married woman, going afide, iaid: Thequemon might 
very well have been ipared ; fer, to' reality, a manVaAiofiB aft 
the l)cft interpreters of his afieAions. Then one of Dm An- 
fMk*s two jfiriends went and asked it : Who am I f The anfwer 
was : You know* I do not ask you f hat^ angeled €he gentle^r 
man, but only, whether you know mie? I do, replied the head; 
you are Dm F^dro Nort%. I dcffire loliearfiotnoie, feid he* 
iincethisis fufficient, O head, to convince <me, ti)ilftyidu>know 
everv thing. T^en the other friend flepped im^ and demanded : 
Tell me, head,' what defxres has Inyeldeft fen rk was anfw«Kd: 
Have I not told you already, that I do not judee of thoughts? 
But, &x all that, I can tell you, 'thac your ton's dc£re is to 
bury jou. It is fo, quoth the genttkman ; t fee k with my 

?es, and touch it with my finger ; Arid I ask mo moiequefiions. 
hen came Dm Antwim^s wife, and faid : I know ndt, O hea^s 
what to ask you : only I would know of. you, Wbetber I AaB 
enjoy my dear husband many years. The anfwer was : Yon 
(hall ; for his good conft ttulfion, and his tonperaie way of livings 
promife many years of life, which feveral are wont (o Ihorten 
by intemperance. Next came jDt9ir ^hoNy and (aid: TeH 
me, O anAverer, was it truthj-oradream, what i jidatcda^ 
having befallen me in MmufnnH ^ve? WiM the whipping of 
iamho^ my (quire, be certamlyifuMilledf 'Will the difendriait*- 
ilient of Dnlnma ti^ dfe)^ ? As io the bufinefe df the eave, 
k was anfwered, there is-mneh 'to1)e ikid : it Ms fomefhing of 
both : SpthobtW^\iV^^^^ Wilt go on hut flbWiy : the difendnnt- 
ment of Duldnta will be brought about in^due time. I defire 
to 'know no mofe, quoth IhH .^iiixote ; 'fo^, Co I maybiit fte 
Dmkinea difenchanted, I {ball make aceotiNtt, that all the good 
iiMtune I can defire comes upon me at a clap; The'kft querift 
'WnsSanchy and his queftiot) Was this : Head; fhall I, peradven^ 
turc, get another tfovernment? Shall Iquit the penufieus Hfeof 
a fquire ? Shall f return to fee my 'Wife and thikttehf To 
whfeh it was anfWered: You fiiall govern hi your own faoufe^ 
and, if you return to itj you fhall fle your wife aM your 
<:ihi!dren, and, quitting fervice, -you •QwH <mk to be a iqaiie. 
Very gortd, in fa'rth, quoth StfnihbVimfa 5 I could have told 
inyftlf as^much, and the prophet V/iygri&o ^coM have toM me 
no nK>rc. Beaft, quoth Don ^kt^tej What anfwer vroidd yon 
have ? Is it not enough, that the anfwers this head returns, corre- 
(|)ond'tathe qucftions'put to it ? Yes, it is enou^, -angered £im« 
f&s; but I wiib it bad explained iifelf, fmd COldmc a^Me more. 

T|wa 
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Tkus ended the ^ildilonft and anfwers, but not theama^citienl 
^f tte whole company, excepting Dm Anf9m^% two friefkd^ 
>7vllo knew the fecret: whidi Cii Hameu BenmgeH would im- 
tisediaitely dtfoover, not to keep the world in fu^nce, believing 
there was foitie witchcraft, or extraordinary myftery, concealed 
in that head: and therefore he fays, that DmAntmoMorern^pu^ 
turtd it to be made, in imitatk^n erf" another head he had feen alt 
M^irid^ made by a flatuary for liis own diverfion, and to fur^ 
^ife the ignorant: and the.machine was contrived tn this man^ 
.fi^. The table was cf wood, painted, and varnilhed over like 
jafper $ and the foot it ftood upon was of the.fame^ with four 
^le-claws, to mikt it fland the firmer, and bear the weight 
the better. The head, refembKng that of a Roman emperor, 
^nd o(doured like copper, was hdk>w, and fo was the table itfel^ 
in which the buAo was fo exaAly fixed, that no fign of a joinc 
arppeared. The foot alfo was boHoW, and anfwered to the neck 
and fan^ft of the head ; and all this correfponding with another 
itfiamiber juft under that where the head Aood. Through all 
fbia bolk>w of the foot, table, neck, and breaft of the figure 
ttlonsfaid, went a pipe of tin, whk:h could not be feen. The 
JEinfweitr was placed in the chamber underneath, with his mouth 
dofe to the pipe, fo that the voke defcended and afcended in 
clear and articulate founds, as through a fpeaking trumpet ; and \ 
thus it ^mci impoffiUe to difcover the juggle. A nef^ew of Z)^ 
jImmo% a iludent acute and difcrete, was the refpondent ; 
Who, being informed beforehand by his uncle, who were to be 
With liim that day in xht chamber of the head, could eafdy 
imfwer, Itadily and 6xa£Hy, to the firft queftk)n : to Ibe reft he 
iiftfwered by conj^ures, and, as a difcrete perfen, difcretely. 
Ch Hamete fays fisher, that this wonderful machine Me4 
libotft eight or ten days : but, it being divulged up and down the 
txtjy that Ddn AHtm9 kept in his houfe an enchanted head, 
^tfi^ch answered to all quenions, he, ^fearing left it Chould come 
ID the ears of the Vratchfiil centinels of our £iith, acquainted 
the gentlemen of the inquifltfon with the fecret j who ordered 
hhn to treak it in pieces, left the ignorant vulgar fhould bb 
lca^dttKz6d at it: but ftill, in the opinion of Don ^ixote and 
tif Sutneho Panfa, the head Continued to be enchanted, and an 
anfWerer of qudftidns, more indeed to the latisiaAion of Dof$ 
^itfdt^i than ofSancho. 

Thfe gentlemen of the town, m coiitplai&nce to Dbh jfntbnh^ 
ftnd for the b^ter^ntertainrnent of Don ^ixoie^ as well as to 
giif^ Mm an opportunity of difcovering his follies, appointed ^ 
ymining at the ring fi)c daya after, which Was difappointed by an 
accident that will be told hereafter. Don ^ixott had a mind 
to walk abodt the town, without ceremony, and on foot, appi^- 
bending that, If i» wetit dn hoir&back, he fiiould be perfecuted 

by 
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by the boys : and fo he and Sanebg, with two (ervants aC^ed 
him by Don Antonh^ walked out to make the tower. Now k 
fell out, that, as they pafled through a certain ftreet. Dm 
^ixou^ lifting up his eyes, few written over a door in very 
large letters ; Here books are printed. At which he was much 
pleared; for, *till then, he had never feen any printing, and 
was defirous to know bow it was pefformed. In he went, with 
all his retinue, and (aw drawing off the flieets in one place, 
correding in another, compofir^ in this revifing in that, in 
(hort, all the machinery to be feen in great printing-houfes. 
Dm ^ixoie went to one of the boxes, and aked, what they 
had in hand there. The workman told bkn : he wondered, 
and went on« He came to another box, and sisked one^ vfbat 
he was doing. The workman anfwercd : Sir, that gentfemaa 
yonder (pointing to a man of a good perfon and appearance, 
and of fome gravity) has . tranflateci an Italian book into our 
Cajiilian language, and I am compofing it here for the prefs. 
Wh^t title has the book ? demanded Don ^ixote^ To which 
the siuthor anfwered : Sir, the book in Italian is called, Le Bo- 
getelU^ And what anfwcrs to Bageielle in our CaJHUan f quoth 
Dm ^ixote. Le Bagetelle^ faid the author, is, as if we (bould 
fay Trifles. But, though its title be mean, it contains many 
very good and fubdantial things. Quoth Don^ixote \ I know 
^ little of the Tufcan language, and value myfelf upon iingmg 
ibme ftanz^ of ArioJIo, But, good Sir, pray, tell me (and I 
do not fey this with defign to exanune your skill, but out of 
curioiity, and nothing elfe) in the courfe of your writing have 
you ever met with the word Pignata ? Yes, often, repUed the 
author. And how do you traaflate it in Cajtilianf quoth 
Don ^ixote. How ihould I tranflate it, replied the author, 
but by the word Olla ? Body of me, faid Don ^ixote^ what 
a prc^refs has your worfliip made in the 7f{/2>^9 language! I 
would venture a good wager, that, where the Tufcan hy%^iaee^ 
you fey, in Cajitlian^ Plaze; and where it fays P/ii, you fey 
Mas; and Su you tranflate Arriba^ and Gii by Abaxo % I do 
ib, moft certainly, quoth the author; for thefe ar( their proper 
Xjenderings. I dare fwear, quoth Dm Quixote, you are not 
Icnown in the world, which is ever an enemy to rewarding 
florid wits, and laudable pains. What abilities are loft, wha( 
genius's cooped up, and what virtues undervalued! But, for 
^1 that, I cannot but be of opinion, that, tranflating out of 
one language into another, unlefs it be from thofe queens of the 
languages, Greei and Xa//>, is like fetting to view the wrong 
iide of a piece of tapeftry, where, though the figures are feen,

they are full of ends and threads, which obfcure them, and ard 
not feen with the fmoothncfs and evennefs of the right fidci 
And the tranflating out of eafy Ishiguages fli^ws neither genius^ 
nor elocution, any mord than tranfcribing one paper from ano- 
ther. But I would not from hence infer, that tfanflatin^ is not 
a laudable exerdft; for a man may be emplloyed in things of 
worfe confequence^ and lefs advantage. Out of this account are 
excepted the two celebrated tranflators, do£tor Chrijiophtr de 
Ftgueraa in his Pajlor FidOj and Don John de Xaurigm in his 
jfminta^ j in which, with a curious felicity, they bring it ia 
doubt, which is the tranflation, and which the original. But, 
teU me. Sir, is this book print^ on your own account, or have 
you fojd the copy to fome bookfcUer ? I print it on my oWii ac- 
count, anfwered the author, and I expert to set a thoufand 
ducats by this firft impreffion, of which there will be two thou- 
fand copies, find they will go off, at fix reals a fet, in a trice^ 
Mighty well; Sir, anfwered Don ^ixote: it is plain you know* 
but little of the turns and doubles of the bopkfellers, and the 
combination there is among them. I promife you, when you 
find the weight of two thoufand volumes upon Youit* back^ if 
will fadeprefs you,. that you will be fri|ht^, Specially if th^ 
book be any thing dull, or not over ^rightly* What ! Sir^' 
quoth the author^ would you have me make oyer toy right to 
die bookfeller, who, perhaps, will give me three marav^is for 
it, and even think he does me a kiixlnefs in giving me fo much? 
I print no more books to purchafe fame in w world ; for I am 
already fufficiently known by my works. Profit I feek, witin 
out which fame is not worth a farthing. God fend you good 
fuccefs, anfwered Don ^ixoU; and^ going on to another box^ 
he faw they were corroding a flieet of another book, intitled, 
Thf Ught rfthtfoul. And feeing it, hefaid: Thefe kind of 
books, though tnere are a great many of them abroad, are 
tbofe that ought to be printed : for there are abundance of finners 
up and down, jnd fo many benighted perfons ftand in need of 
an infinite number of lights, m went forward, and faw they 
were correSing another book ; and asking its title, he was 
anfwered, that it was called The fecond part of the ingeni9u$ 
gentleman Don Quixote de la Mancha, written by fuch a one^ 
an inhabitant of TordefiUas, I know fomething of that book^ 
quoth Don ^ixotey and, in truth and on my ccxifdence, I

And, fo faying, he went out of ^he printiBg^ 
boufe with fome fliew of difguft; and that fame d»y j^on Jk^ 
tank purpofed to carry him to fee the rallies, which lay in tfao 
road ; whereat Sanchi^ rejoiced much, having n^er in bis lifii 
ieen any. D^n Antonio gave notice to the commodore of the 
four gallies, that he would bring his gueft, the renowned Dam

CHAP* XI. 

Of the unlucky accident^ wbub brfel Sancbo Pan^a in vifiti^g fbf 
ioiUis^ and tbejirange advmiurt of tbe hiouHfiU Morifi^a. 

MANY were the reflexions Don ^xote made upon the 
anfwer of the enchanted bead, none of them iuHiiis upon 
tho trick of It, suid all centering in the promife, which he looked 
itfion ^ certain^ of the difendiantment of Duldma. He xe^ 
joiced within hiitiielf, bdieving he fluMild foon feq the aficom-^ 
jpliflmisnt of it ; and Sancbo^ though he abhoried being a gover- 
nor, as has been fatd, bad ftiU a dcftre to command again, and 
be obeyed : fuch is the misfertuee power brino along with ttt 
though but in jeft. In (hort, that evening, Ihn Antnu9 Mm* 
rmo^ and his two friends, with DM^uix§tiy and Sancbo^ wwt 
to the gallies. The commodore of tEie four g^lies, whs had 
notice of the comii^ of the two fomous perfonQOs, Don ^uixoti 
and Sancbo^ no fooner peiceived them appcoach tlie fliore, but 
he ordered all the gallies to ftrike their awnings, and the waits 
to play: and immediately be fent out tbe pinnae^ coveted with 
Hen carpets, and furni(hed with cufbions of crimffn velvet; and, 
juft as Don ^xote fet his foot into it, the captain^galley ditf 
^iged her fore-caftle piece, and the other galUes did die like; 
and, at his mounting the ladder on the ftarboard-fide, all the 
crew of flaves fiduted him, as the cuftom is» when a peribn of 
rank comes on board, with these i&, bu, bt^s. The general 
(for fo viFe ihadl call kim) who was a gentleman of quality of 
Falenaa, gave Don ^uixou h» band, and embraced him^ fay- 
ing : This dav will I mark with a white ftone, as one of the 
heft I ever wA to foe wkile I live^ having foen Sijgaor Don

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^tfixcU d$ h Mancba^ in whom is compcifed and abridged tlic 
whole wortti of knight-errantry. Don Quixote anfwercd hka 
in. expreffions no lefs courteous^ bebg overjoyed, to find himfelf 
treated fo like a lord. All the company weot to the poop, which, 
was finely adorned, and featied themfelves upon the lockers* 
The boatfwatn palled along the middle gan^-way, and gave the 
fignal with his whiftle for the flaves to firip ; which was don» ^ 
in an inftant. Saneho^ feeing fo marry men in buff, was fri^hted^ 
and more fo, when he faw t}iem ipread an awning fo (wiftly 
over the galley, that he thought all the devils. in hell were there 
at work. But all this was tarts and cheefe* cakes to what I am 
going to relate. • 

Sanebo*w2s fcated near the ftern, on' the right hanci^, clofe to 
the hindmbft rower, who» heiri^ intruded what he was to do^ 
laid hold on Sanchoy and lifted him up in his arms. Then the 
whole crc^w of llave^, (landing up, and beginning from the 
right fide,*^ jailed him from bank to bank, and from hand to 
hand, fo iwiftly, that poor Sancho loll the very fight of his eyes, 
and verily thought the devils themfelves were carrying him away ; 
and they had not done with him, till they brought him round 
by the left fide, and replace^ him at the fteoi. The poor 
wretch I'emained bruifed, out of breath, and in a cold fweat^ 
without being able to imagine what had befallen him. Dea 
^tdxote^ who beheld Sancbo^s flight without wings, asked the 
gpneral, if that was a ceremony commonly ufed at people's, fijrft 
coming aboard the gallies: for, if fo, he, who had no intention 
of making profefiion s in them, had no inclination to perform, 
the like exercifes, and vowed to god, that, if any one prefumed 
to lay hold of him to tofs him, he would kick tKeir fouls out.. 
And, faying this, he flood up, and laid his hand on his fword. 
At that inftant they ilruck the awning, and, with a great 
noife, let fall the main-yard from the top of the mad to the 
bottom. Sancho thought the sky was falling off its hinges, and 
tumbling upon his head, and, inrinking it down» he capped it 
for fear between Ms legs. Don ^ixote knew not what to think 
of it, and he too quaRed, ihrugged his ihouTders, and changed 
countenance. The flaves hoift^ the main-yard with the (ame 
fwiftnefs and noife they had fliruck it ', and all this, without 
fpeakin^ a word, as. if they had neither voice nor breath. The 
boatfwam made a fignal for weighing anchor, and, jumping into 
the middle of the forecafllc, with his bull's- pizzle» he b^n to 
fly-flap the Ihouldecs of the flaves at the oar, and by littk and 
little, to put off to fea. Sancho^ feeing fo many red feet (for 
fuch he took the oars to be) move all together, laid to himfelf: 
Ay, thefe are enchanted things indeed, and not thofe my mailer

talks . 
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talks of. What have thefe unhappy wretches done to be whip- 
ped at this rate? and how has this one man, who eoes whiftling 
up and down, the boldnefi to whip fo many ? I maintain it; 
this b bel], or piii^tory at leaff. Don SuixbUy feeing w7th 
wfalt iittention S^hcih obferved all that pstifed, faid : Ah friend 
Sarichoy how quickly and how cheaply might you^ if yoa would, 
firip to the wafte> and, pbclng yourfelf among thefe gentle- 
men, put an end to the enchantment of Dukined! fer, having 
fo many companions In pain, you woitild feel but little of your 
own : befides, perhaps, thd fs^ Merlin Would uke every la(h of 
theirs, dbniing from fo gobd a haifd, upon acc6unt for ten of 
thole you muft, one day or other, give yourfejf. 

The general would have asked what laOies he fpok^ df, and 
what he meant by the dilenchantmrat of Dulcthta ; when a 
mariner (aid : The fort cS Mofitjuy makes a fignal, that there is 
a veflH with oars on the Coaft, on the weftern fide. The gene- 
ral, hiring this, leaped upon the middle gang- way, and faid: 
Pull away, my lads, let her hot efcape us: it muft be fome 
brigaiitine belonging to the corfairs of AlgUrsy that the fort makes 
the fignal for. Then the other thre^ gallies Came up with the 
captain, to receive his orders. The |enenill comofiandedy that 
two of them fhould put out to (ea a^ raft as they tould, and he 
with the other woukl go along fiiore, and fo the veflel could not 
efcape. The crew plied the oars, impelling the gallies with 
fttch violence, that they feemed to fly. Tbofe that flood oxit fo 
i&i, about two miles off, difcovered a fail, which they judged to 
ckrry ibout fourtten or fifteen banks of oars; and fo it firoved 
to be. The Veffel, difcovcriiig the gallies, put herfelf in chacc, 
with defign and in hop^ to get a^^y by her fwifinefs. But, 
unfortunately for her, tne captain-galley happened to be one of 
the fwifteft veflels upon the fei, and therefore gained upon the 
bri^ntine fo faft, that the corfairs faw they could not efcape ; 
and fo the mafter of her ordered his men to drop their oars, and 
yield themfelves prifoners, that they might not exafperate the 
captain of our gallies. But fortune, that jwoula have it other- 
wife, fo order^, that, juft as the captain-galiey came fo near, 
that the corlairs could hear a voice from her, calling to them to 
furrender, two Teraquisy that is to fay, two Turls that were 
drunk, who came in the brigantine with twelve others, dif- 
charged two muskets, with which they killed two of our foldiers 
upon the pix)W. Which the- general feeing, he fwdre not to 
leave a man alive he ihould take in the vefld, and comiing up 
with all fury to board Iftr, flic flipped away under the oars of 
the galley. The galley ran arhead at good way : they in the 
veflel, perceiving they were got clear, maide M the way they 
could while the galley was coming about, and again put them- 
felveis. in chace with oars and (ailst But their diligence did them 
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not lb much good, as their prefumption did them harm : for the 
captain-galley,' overtaking them !ri little more thafi>^half a -mSe, 
clabped her oars oh the veflil, and took them all aliv«. ^ 

3y this time the'two other gallies \V6re Come up, and ^l 
four returned with' their prize to the ftraYid, ^he^e avaft eon- 
courfe of people ftcfed cxpefting thcni,dc!(iroustcr fee -what titey 
had taken. 'The jgcneral c&ft'^nch6r itciY the fand; atWv Inflow-, 
ing.that the viceroy was uponthe Chofc, he oircterfed out ibe^ 
boat to bring hibi on Ifioafd, and commanded the hiaift^^yard- to. 
be let doWn, imnfediatcly to haing thereon the 'maftel: of the 
vefleU and the ydft'df the Turh\, Kfe Md taken in her,? being 
about fix and thirty peffons, all bri'dc fellow^, '^nd moft'of- tl^ 
Turkijh mufqueteers. Tiie general enquired,' which wag" the 
mailer of the brigantipe, and one of the- csiptiv^,; who aftfcr- 
■ wards appeared to be a Sj^^«;^ ri^ 

ftiiian: rhis youth. Sir, Vou fee Wre^ is but matter 5 jpbitttmg 
to onte 6f the hibftl^utiful and moft graceful ^dung iidtfthat 
human imagfaiaiidh' could paint. Hi^ age, iii appearance; 'did 'not 
reach twenty y^krs; The'geheral'faid to h?hi:^ Tell rite, ill- • 
adyifed dog^ ^ftat moved you to'kiH my foldife'rs, when you few 
, it was imjoffible* to efcape f Is this the refpecS paid to Captain. 
' gaflic^f/Khow j^ hot, that temerity is not' vklouf,* ahd that 
doubtful 'hopes mould niakc' men darihgi'bift''^ riifli? The 
youth Would hive re^^^ the gehera.1 <iould itot hear Mm

the ^ufiom of war, they have killed me two of the beft fijidlers 
belbnglrfg to the gallies, and I haVe fworn to h^'ng" every man 
I tobk prifoner, tfpecially this yoiith here,^ -who is matter of the - 
' brigatitmej pointing to one, who had his* hands 'all-eady tifed, 
' artif a rope aboUt' his neck, artd 'ftcbd ^^tepeffiftg delth. ' ^he 
vicerby looked at him, and,, feeing hiirf fo beautiful,' fo geritfeel, 
and 'fo humble (his beauty giving him in that intrant if- kind of 
, lettfer of 'recomrrienaation)'he had a' miAd ^ fave Him, afhU there- 
fore he asked h'im : Tell me. Sir, are ybii a Turl^ a Moofy dr a 
jenegado ? To^which the youth anfwered in the ChJitUdH tongue : 
,I^am neither a Turk^ nor a Moor^ nor a rencgado. Whstt arc 
you then ? replied the viceroy. A chtiftian woman, attfw^ered 
_ ifhe youthi A chriffiah woman,'in fuch a garb, arid in fuch 
cirCumftances, faid the vicerdy,- ib^'a' thing rather to be wondered 
at than believed. Gentleriien, faid 'the youth, fufpend the exe-

ciition of my death: it will be no great lois, to defer your re- 
vcnge* while I recount the ftory of my life. Whatheart could 
be 10 hard, as not to relent at chefe expre^ffions, at leaft fo far 
as to hear what the fad and afflided youth had to fay ? The 
general bid him fay what he pleafed, but not to expe£i: pardon 
for his notorious ofience. With this licence the youth began his 
fiory in the following manner. 

I was born of Moorijh parents, of that nation more unhappy 
than wife, fo lately overwhelmed under a fea of misfortunes. 
In the current of their calamity, I was carried away by two 
of my uncles into Barbaryy it availing me nothing to fay I was 
a chriftian, as indeed I am, and not of the feigned or pretended, 
but of the true and catholic ones. The difcovery of this truth* 
had no influence on thofe, who were charged with our unhappy 
baniflmient; nor would my uncles believe it, but rather tool^ it 
for a lye, and an invention of mine, in order to remain in the 
country where I was born ; and fo, By force rather than by my 
good-wiU, they carried me with them. My mother was a 
^rhriftian, and my father a difcrete man, and a chrifiian too. I 
fucked in the catholic &ith w^ my milk. I was virtuoufly 
brought up, and, neither in my language i|^r behaviour, did Ij 
as I thought, give any indication of being a Mortfca. My beauty, 
if I have any, grew up, and kept equal pace with thefe virtues; 
fer fuch I believe them to be: and, though ^my modefty and re- 
ferve were great, I could not avoid being leen by a young 
gentleman, called Don Gafpar Gregorio^ elded fon of a perfon 
of diftindion, whofe eftate joins to our town. How he faw 
me, how we converfed tc^ether, how he was undone for me, 
and how I was little lefs for him, would be tedious to relate, 
« efpecially at a time when I am under apprehenflon, that the 
cruel cord, which threatens me, may interpofe between my 
tongue and my throaty and therefore I will only fay, that Don 
Gregorio refolved to bear me company in our banifhment. And 
fo, mingling with the Moors^ who came from other towns (for 
he fpoke the language welH in the journey he contraSed an in- 
timacy with my two uncles, who had the charge of me: for 
my father, being a prudent and provident perfon, as foon as he 
iaw the firfl: edift for our banifhment, left the town, and went 
to feek fome place of refuge for us in foreign kingdoms. He 
left a great number of pearls, and precious itones of great value> 
hid and buried in a certain place, known to me only, with fome 
mdney incrufadoes and piftoles of gold, commanding me in no 
wife to touch the treafure he left, if peradventure we (hould be 
banifljed before he returned. I obeyiqd, and pafled over into 
Barbary with my uncles, and other relations and acquaintance^ 
as I have already faid^ and ti^ place we fettled in was jtlgiers. 
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or rather hell itfelf. The king heard of my beauty, and fam6 
told him of my riches, which partly proved my good fortune. 
He fent for me, and asked me, of what part of Spain I was> 
and what money and jewels I had brought with me. I told him 
the town, and that the ieWels and money were buried in it; 
but that they might cafily be brought off, if I myfclf went to 
fetch them. All this I told him, in hopes that his own covetouf- 
neis» morii^biui my beauty, would blind him. 

While he was thus difcourling with me, information was 
given him, that one of the genteeleft and handfomeft youths 
im^inable caitie in my company. I prefently underftood, that 
they meant Don Gajpar Gregorio^ whofc beauty is beyond all 
poifibility of exaggeration. I was greatly difturbed, when I con- 
iidered the danger Don Gregorio was in : for, among thofe bar- 
barous Turks^ a beautiful bov or youth is more valued and 
efteemed, than a woman, be (ne never fo beautiful. The king 
commanded him to be immediately brought before him, that he 
might fee him, and asked me, if it was true, what he was told 
of that youth. I, a$ if infpirtd by heaven, anfwered : Yes, it 
was ; but that I mufi inform him, he was not a man, but a 
woman, as I wa^and I reipeiled, that he would let me go and 
drefs her in her jRper j^rb, that fhe might fiiine in full hacaty, 
and appear in his pretence with the lefs concern. He faid, I 
might go in a good hour, and that next day he would talk with 
me of the manner how I might conveniently return to Spain^ 
to get the hidden treafure. I confulted with Don Gafpar: I 
toldhim the dihger he ran in appearing as a man : and I dr^fled 
him like a MorycOy and that very afternoon introduced him as 
a woman to the kingpi who was in admiration at the fight of 
her, and propofed to r^rve her for a prefent to the grand Sig- 
nor ; and, to prevent the xkk fh^ might run in the beragli^ • 
among his owa wives, and oiftrufting himfelf, he ordered her to 
be lodged in the houfe of a MooriJhhAy of quality, there to be 
kept and waited upon: whither fhe was inftantly conveyed. 
What we both felt (for I cannot deny that I love himi I leave 
to the confideration of thofe, who mutually love each other, and 
are forced to part. The king prefently gave order for my re- 
turning to Spain^ in this brigantine, accompanied by two Turisj 
being thofe, who killed your foldiers. There came with me 
alfo this Spanijh renegado (pointing to him, who fpoke firft) 
whom I certainly know to be a chriftian in his heart, and that 
he comes with a greater defxre to ftay in Spaing than to return 
to Barbary. The reft of the (hip's crew are Moors and S«rix, 
who ferve for nothing but to row at the oar. The two drunken ^ 
and infolcnt Turks^ difobcying the orders given thcrti to fct me 
and the renegado on (hofe, in the firft place oi Spain we (hould

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touch upon, in the habit of chriftians (with which 'we came ftro- 
. 'vided) would needs firft fcour the coaft, and make fome prize, 
if they could, fearing^ if they ibould land us (irft, we mi^t be 
induced by fome accident or other to difcoVer^ that fuch a veffel 
was at fta, and, if perchance there were any gallies abroad upon 
this coaft, (be might be taken. Laft nieht we ihade tl^^ ifaore, 
andj not knowing any thing of thefe rour ga^^were difco- 
vered ourfeIve$, and what you have feen has^lMalen ' m3« In 
fboTt^.Don Gr^gpriQ. remains amon^ the "women, in woman's 
attire, . aad in manifefi danger of being undone ; and I find niy- 
felf, with my baods tied, expeding, onratlier fearing, to lofe 
' that life, of which I am already weary. Thb» Sir, is the 
conclufion of n>y lamentable ftory, as true as unfortunate. 
What I beg of you, is, that you will (uffer me to^die like a 
. chriftian, fince, as I have told you, I am no v(\k chargieable 
with the blame» into which thofe of my nation have fallen. 
Here ihe held her peace, her eyes pr^nant with '*' tender 
tears, which were accompanied by many of ttibfe ^of the 
flandeiB by. 



The viceroy, being of a teijder and ^mpaflibriatc ififpofi- 
-_cm, without fpeaktng a word, l^ent to hA "and" with his oWn 
hands unbound the cord, » that tied the beautiful ones of the fair 



Morifca, While the Morifcan chriftian wa$ relating her ftrange 
ftory, an old pilgrim, who c^me aboard the galley 'with the 
viceroy, fafiened bis eyes on her, and, fcarcely had ihe m^de 
an end, when, throwing himfelf at her feqk and embracing 
them, with words interrupted by a thoufand lobs' and fighs, be 
(dAA: Q Anna Felix ! my unhappy d^^hterf I am'thyfether 
"Jkicote^ who am returned to feek thge, not being able to five 
I without tfeee^ who art mjtvery foul. At which words, SatuU 
opened his eyes, and lifted>p hit head, which he was holding 
down ruminating upon his late difgrace; and looking at the |>il- 
' grim, he knew nim to be the very Ricote, he met with ujpon 
the day he left hi^ government, and was perfuaded this muft 
be his daughter: who, being now unbound, embraced her fa- 
ther, mingling her tears with his, Ricote faid to the general 
and the viceroy: This, Sirs, is my daughter, happy in her 
name alone : Anna Felix {he is called, with the firname of 
. Ricote^ as famous for her own beauty, as for her father's riches. 
1 left my native country, to feck, in foreign kingdoms, foine 
flielter and fafe retreat, and, having found one in Germany, I 
rctiirnod, in this pilgrim's weed, in the company of fome Ger- 
mans^ in qucft of ihy daughter, and to take up a great deal of 
wealth I had left buried. My daughter I found not ; but the 
treafure I did, and have it in my TO^effion: and now, by the 
firang^ turn of fortune you have Teen, I have fi>und' the tfea-

iure» which moft enriches me, my beloved daughter. If our 
iruiodence, and her tear» and mine, through the uprightnefs of 
your juftice, can open the gates of mercy, let us partake of it, 
liiKha never had a.tfaought of ofiending you, nor in any wavs^ 
contpired with the, defigns of our peo^e, who have been jumy"" 
baniihed. Then faid Sancbo: I knovf Ricote very well, and 
a^n. fuse what he £^y9 of Anna^ FeSx*s being his daughter is 
tfuQ: iMM^the other idle'((6ries of his going and coming,^ 
and of iu^Pfflg a, good or bad intention, I meddle not with 
them. -t » f 

All that, v^^^re prefent .admired at the ftrangenefs of the cafe, 
a^d the gcnciral faid : 'Each* tear of yours hin&rs me from ftil-^ 
filling my' oath: live^ ?^ir Anna Felix^ all the year§ heaven has' 
jotted you, and let the daring and the infojent undergo the 
punifliment th^ir. crime deferves. Imniediatcfy he ordered, that 
the two Turhy who had killed his foldicrs, ihould be hanged' 
at th^ yardr'armi But the viceroy earneftly intreatcd' him nof 
to hang them, their fault bein^ rather the efFe£l of madnefi 
than of valour. The geji^ral yielded to the viceroy's reqticft/ 
fpr it is not eafy to execute revenge in cold blood. Then ihtf 
co^fulted how to deliver Dpn Cafiar Gregorio from the danger 
he was left in* ^l^tf offered'atx)ve two thoufand ducats, which' 
he had in y^h and jewe]^, tpwa.l'ds it. Several expedienttf 
ver^ p;:opo(edp W. nonp (o Vkely to fucceed as that' of th^ 
Spantjb renegado aforementioned^ who offered to return to Al^ 
giers (n a fmall bark of ^bout eight banks, armed with chriiliah 
lowers; for he^^ew V^here, hovp^, amif when he might land; 
nor was he ignorant of the houfe, in which Don GaAar was 
kept; The genei^al dfi^ the viceroy were in doubt whetner they 
tbould rely oa the reoa^^jp, or truft him with the cbriftiai]^^ 
who v^re to row a< tBc.par- Anj^^Ux anfwered for hiin^ 
and h^r fiither JUctft'e ^^i^Is^llMfiPP ^ anfwe4^e for tHI^ 
ranfom of thofe chriftians, if theylnould be betrayed. Matters ' 
being thus fettled, the viq3"oy went aihore, and Dinlfntonh 
MoraxQ took the Mmfca ini her father along with hirh,' did 
viceroy charging him tp r^ale and vvdcome them, as mudi 
as Doffl>lp, oSering, on his own part, whatever his houfe af- 
ibraed for their better entertainment ; fo great was the kind*. 
gipfs and ch^ity th^t (h^i ^"Qf ^f •^(?^ ^^^^ infuftd iace 
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Treating of the adventure^ which gave Don Quixote morefirrviv 
tbanaty which badbithirto befallen him. . 

THE hiftory relates, that the wife of Don Antomo^oreno 
took a great deal of pleafure in feeing JmdUfHim her 
houfe. She gave her a kind welcome, enamouroTas well of 
her beauty as of her difcretion ; for the Morifca excelled in both : 
and all the people of the city flocked to fee her, as if they had 
been brought tcgpther by ringing the great bell. Don Quixote 
laid to Don Antonio^ that the method, they had refolvcd upon, 
for the redemption of Don Gregorto, was quite a wrong one, 
there being more danger, than probability of fucccfs, in it ; 
and that they would ,do better to land him, with his horfe and 
^rms, in Barhary ; for he would fetch him oflF in fpite of the 
whole Moonjh race, a? Don Gayferos had done by his fpoufe 
jMeUfendra, Take notice, Sir, quoth Sdnchoy hearing this, that 
Signor Don Gayferos refcued bis fpoufe on firm land, and carried 
her over land into France: but^here, if^perad venture, we 
r^fcue Don Gregorio, we have no way to bri^ him intoSpain^ 
fince the fea is between. For all things ther? is a remedy ex- 
cepting for death, replied Don ^ixote 5 for, let but a veflel 
come to the fea-fide* and we ipan embark in it, though the whole 
world fhould endeavour to op^pofe it. Your worfhip, quoth 
Sanchoy contrives and makes the matter very eafj^ but. Between 
the faying and the fad is a very large traa: and I ftick to the 
reneg^do^ who feems to me a very honeft and good-natured 
iifiin. Don Antonio faid, if the renegadp ftould mifcarry in the 
#ufinef$, it 49^ould be timMUsougk to put in praSice the ex« 
pedient of the great Don ^mx^/s paffing over into Bariary. 
Two days after, the.renegado fet fail in a unall bark of fix oars 
on a fide, manned with a ftout crew, and, two days after that, 
the g^-llies departe^d for the Levant j the general having engaged 
the vigeroy to giv.e him advice of all that fliould happen in re- 
fpc(ft to the deliveran!9C of Don Gregorio^ and the fortune of 
^nna Feli^* 

One morning, Don ^ixote being fallied forth to take the 
air on the ftrand, armed at all points (for, as he was wont to 
fay, his .arm? Wjerc his finery, and his recreation fighting, and 
fo he was fcldom without them) he perceived advancing toward 
him a knight, armed likewife at aH points. On his (hield was 
painted a refplendent moon: and, when he was come near 
enough to be heard, he raifcd his voice, and, directing it to Den 
l^xofey bp (aid : Illsiftrious knight, and pever enough renowned 
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Don ^ixpte de la Mancha^ I am the knight of the white moony 
whofe unheard-of exploits, perhaps, may bring him to your re- 
membrance. I come to enter into combat with you, and to 
try the ftrength of your arm, in order to make you know and 
confefs, that my miftrefs, be ifae who (he will, is, without com- 
pariibn, more beautiful than your Dukinea del Tobofo: which 
tfuth if you do immediately and feirly confefs, you will fave 
ybur own life, and me the trouble of taking it from you : and 
if you fight J and are vanquiQied by me, all the fatisfedion I 
cxped, is, that you lay afide arms, forbear going in queft of 
adventures, and retire home to your houfe for the fpace of one 
year, where you fhall live, without laying hand to your fword, 
in profound peace, and profitable rcpofe ; which will redound, 
both to the improvement of your eftate, and the falvation of 
your foul : and if you {hall vanquiDi me, niy head ihall lie at 
your mercy, the fpoib of my horfe and arms fhall be yours, 
and the faoieof my exploits (hall be transferred from me to 
you. Confider, which is beft for you, ^nd anfwer me pre- 
lently : for this bufinefs muft be difpatched this very day. 

Don Quixote was furprifed and amazed, as well at the arro- 

fance ot the knight of the white moon, as at the reafon of his 
eing challenged jky nim : and fo, with gravity compofed, and 
countenance fevere, he anfwered : Knight of the white moon^ 
whofe atchievements have not as yet reached my ears, I dare 
fwear, you never faw the illuftrious Dukinea j for, had you fecn 
her, I am confident, you would have taken care not to engage 
in this trial, fjnce the fight of her muft have undeceived, and 
convinced you, that there never was, nor ever can be, a beauty 
comparable to hers : and therefore, without giving you the lye, 
and, only faying you are miftaken, I accept your challenge, 
with the aforementioned conditions ; and that upon the fpot, 
that the day allotted for this bufinefs may not firft elapfe : and 
out of the conditions I only except the transfer of your exploits, 
becaufe I do not know what they are, nor that they are : I am 
contented with my own, fuch as they are. Take, theil, what 
part of the field you pleafe, and I will do the like, and, \q 
whom god (hall give her <^, faint Peter give his bleffing. 

The knight of the white moon was difcovered from the city, 
and the viceroy was informed, that he was in conference with 
Don ^ixote de la Mancha. The viceroy, believing it was 
fome new adventure, contrived by Don Jntonio Jilorenoj or by 
fome other gentleman of the town, immediately rode ou;: to the 
ftrand, accompanied by Don yfntonio^ and a great many other 
gentlemen ; and arrived juft as Don ^ixote had wheeled Rozi^

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jftfjia/^ atx)ut^ to take the ncceflary ground for his carper. T^bic 
vic^r9y, perceiving; they were both ready to .^turn f6|:.the_ en- 
counter, interpofcd, asking* what induced them to fo fuddeii ^ 
fignt. The knight of the white wo^w anfwcred. It w^s the pre- 
cedency of beauty ; and tojd him, in few words, what hfc had 
faijd to Dpn, Slutxote^ and that the conditions of the combat 
•w^re agreed to on both fide^» The viceroy asked Don Ant<mio^ 
in his pir, whether he knew who the knight ofthe^httemoon 
was, and whether it was fomejeft defigned to be put «poa 
Don fixate. Don Antonio an(wercd, that he neither knew 
who Ke was, nor whether this challenge was in jeft or earned:. 
Tljis anfwer perplexed the viceroy, putting hiin in doubt Whe- 
ther he Ihould lufier them to proceed to th^„ combat/, but, in- 
clining rather to believe it could be nothing but a jefti .he? went 
afide, faying: If there is no other remedy, knights, but to con- 
fe(f or die, and if Signor Don fixate perfi^js in deiiyihg, and 
yoy^worfbip of the white, moon in affirming, at it, in go^'s 
name. He of the white moon thanked the viceroy in courtly and 
difprete tern?s for the leave he gave them 5 and Don ^ixoti did 
thefama: vvho, recommending himidf to heaven with all fiis 
heart, and to lixsDukinea (p was his cuftom at the bcginriing 
of ^the combats that oJ^rejl) wheeled about ^aiji^ to fetdb ^ 
larger con^afs, bccaufc. t^e.law hi9 advcrfary did the lilce; . aiid> 
without found of frumpet or^ pthpr warlike Inftrument^ fo |ive , 
the fignal for , the onfe^ they both turned their hoifes about at 
the fame ihftant,: and lie.of tncaiZ>/7^ imm^ being the riuhtkfi, 
met Dotf. ^ijfote at twp ^hirds.of the career, and there en- 
countered hiqi with fuch irijipetuous fcrce (not touching htipwith 
his launce, vvbich .he feemeU, to raife on purpofe) that lie tavc 
Itozinante and Dm ^ixotez perilous fall to the ground ^ Pre* 
feotly he wa^^upon i)ini^,aricl, clapping his launce to his «y&pr, 
he faid: |tnigibt:^,you.are ^ and, a dead man, tf/vou 

do not.confets thfj-^condltfon^ of.pur challeng^^ Don ^mxS, 
bruifed and itunriea, without liftiiig up his vizor, as ifhc was 
fpeaking from wltiiin. a toipb, in a feeble and low voice^ fod : 
DBcihea del "^obtffoii the moil beautiful woman in the WiorH, 
and I.-the moft^Uiifortunate.lcnjjght on earth, and it isjititfii 
"^ that my vjf^eakncT^ ftould difcredit this truth: knight, puTCb m 

your launce, . and take away .my life, fince you have fpoiko mc 
of my honour. By no means, quoth he of the white ^/l,- 
live, live the fame of tBe beauty of the lady Dulcinea del T^'opy 
in its full luftre: all the fatisfaaion I demand, is^ that the great 
Don ^ixote retir^ home to his own town for a year, or *till 
fuch time as I fhall command, according to bur agreement be- 
fore we Ipe^n this tjattle. All this was heard by the viccrov, 
Don Antonioy aiid many other pcrfons there prcfenti who alfo 

heard 
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l^rd Doh ^IxoU rcpl^, that, iince he reduircd notWtig of hW 
tb thcj pfrqudice of Dulcinea-y he Woifld pdl'foriri all thb reft Uke 
a^pknftu^l and true kh^ht. 

This confeflUoii being made, he erf" the wlJW m^/r' turned' 
abbiA! his'horfc, aitd, making a bow' with his heid'to the vice- 
rojf, aVa'half gallop ehtered into the citv. ThieviCcf 07 ordered* 
]bon Akthit&U} folW hhn, and bjr all means to learW who he" 
v^^. They rai&d i)«« ^ixotetrom the ground^ and, unco* 
vfeying his face; ^fot^d him pale, and ih a cold fWeiat; Ratirtantk^ 
out of pure ill plight, could' not'ffir for the prcfent; S\anchb^ 

?viite Ibrtowful, and caft down, khevC^ not vWiat tb d6, or fay.' 
te feneied all that had happened to be a dreatn, and that tSL 
this, biiflnef^ wiis niafter df enchantment : he faw his maifeif 
. i^nqiiilhed,. aiid^ und^ aki obli^tidn ii6t to'bekr arms during* af 
i^holc year : he imagined the Tight' of the gloty of his atfch1eve-< 
iti^ts obfcured j and the hopes of his' late promifes diifipated as 
linoke by the wiiidt he was afraid RoTinanuh bones were quitci 
broken, and his .ihafier*s disjointed^ and Wifhed it might prov^ 
noworfe. FihMly, Dan ^ixote v^ czxridi back to the city 
lA a' c!hair thfe Viceroy had' commanded to be brought ; and the 
viceroy allb rdtiirnfed tHither, impatient to learn who* the knight 
df ihi whiU moon was, who had left Don Quixote in' fuch evil 
plight. 

CHAP. XIIL 

In whiib an account u givenj who thi knight of the white 
ihoon wis\ with di Hbif^ of Dbh Oregorio^ and athc^ 
accidents. 

Tr\ O N Antonio Moreno foHowed the knight of the white moon. 
•*-' Agrei^ huiii6erof boysalfo puffued and perfecuted him, till 
they hid lodged hint in an mff witnin the city. Don Antonio went 
fti ^fter him, bting defirous to kho^ who he was. His fquire 
dime oiit to receive and unarm him. He fhut himfelf up in»a 
iovi^er room, and i^'ith him Don Antonio^ whofe cake Was doughy 
'till he knew who he was. He of the white moon^ perceiving, 
tfhat this gentleman would not feave hint, fatid : I very wdl 
indw, Sir, the defign of your coming, which is, to learri who 
I ita^ and, becaufe there ii no occafion for concealing it, while 
iiiy fervant is unarming me, I Will inform you, without de- 
viating d tittle from the truth. Know, Sir, that I ani called 
the iSchfelor Sarhpfoh Carrhfco : I am of the fame town witfc 
i)oii J^xote de la Mahcha; Whofe madncTs and folly ntove aB 
that know him to compaffion. Of thofe. Who had moft pitr 
tor hiiiii ifriA !> and, believbg bis recovery to dqpend upon hts 

being 
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being quiet, and fiayin^ at home in his own houfir, I contrived 
how to make him continue there. And (oy about three months 
ago, I Tallied forth to the highway like a knight-errant, fiiling 
myfelf inigbt of the looking-glajfes^ defigning to fight with him, 
and vanouifli him, without doing him harm, the condition of 
our combat being, that the vanquifhed ihould remain at. the 
diicretion of the vanquifher : and what I» concluding him already 
Vancjuifhed, intended to enjoin him, was, that he fhould return 
to his vills^e, and not ftir out of it in a whole year; in which 
time he mi^ht be cured. But fortune ordained it otherwife ; 
for he vanquifhed me, and tumbled me from my horfe, and To 
mydefign did not takeeiFed. He purftjed his journey, and I 
returned home, vanquifhed, afbamed, and bruifed with the fall, 
which was a very dangerous one. Neverthelefs I loft not the 
Retire of finding him, and vanquifhing him, as you have feen 
this day. And, as he is fb exa^ and pundual in obferving the 
laws of knight-errantry, he will, doubtlefs, keep that I have 
laid upon him, and will be as good as his word. This, Sir, Is 
the bufinels, and I have nothing to add, but only to intreat 
you not to difcover me, nor to let Don Quixote know who I 
am, that my good intentions mav take e£fe6l, and his under- 
' fianding be reftorcd to a man* wno has a very gpod one, if the 
follies of chivalry do but leave him. Oh ! Sir, quoth Don An-- 
ionio, god forgive you the injury you have done the whole world, 
in endeavouring to reftore to his fenfes themoft diverting mad- 
man in it. uo you not fee. Sir, that the benefit of his re- 
covery will not counter-balance the pleafure his extravagancies 
afford i But, I fancy, that all Signor bachelor's induftry will 
not be fufficient to recover a maii fo confummately mad i and, 
were it not againft the rule of charity, I would fay. May Don 
fixate nevej be recovered : for, by his cure, we not only lofe 
his pleafantries, but thofe of his fquire Sancho Panfa too ; any 
one of which is enough to make melancholy herfelf merry. 
Neverthelefs I will hold my peace, and tdl him nothing, to try, 
i£r I am right in fufpeSing, that all Sigqor Carrafcoh diligence 
is likely to be fjruitlefs. Carrqfco anfwered, that, all things 
confidered, the bufinefs was in ^ promifing way, and he hoped 
ifor good fuccefs. Dunn Antonio^ having offered his fervice in 
whatever elfe he pleafed to command hiip, took his leave. The 
fame day, the bachelor, having caufed his armour to be tied 
upon the back of a mule, rode out of the city upon the fame 
horfe, on whiph he entered the fight, and returned to his native 
place, nothing befalling him by the way worthy to be recorded 
in this faithful hiftory. Don Antonio recounted to the viceroy 
all that Carrafco had told him: at which the viceroy was not 
Ijouph pleafed, confidcring, that Don ^ixoti^ ponfbemcnt 

wom}4 
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^would put an end to >U that diverfion, which his foQies admini- 
flered to th(»le that knew them. 

Six days Den ^utx9te lay in bed, chagrined, melancholy, 
thot^htful, and peevifh, his imagination fiill dwelling upon the 
unhappy bufinefs of his defeat, Sancho ftrove to comfort him, 
and, among other things, faid: Dear Sir, hdd up your head, 
and be chearful if you can, and give heaven thanks, thiat, though 
you eot a fwinging fall, you did not come ofF with a rib broken ; 
and lince you know, tbat» They that will gtve^ mufl: take, and 
that. There are not always bacon^flttches where there are pins, 
cry, a iig for the phyfician, fince you have no need of his help 
in this difiemper. Let us return home, and leave thb rambling, 
in queft of adventures, through countries and places unknown: 
and, if it be well confidered, I am the greater lofer, though your 
worihtp be the greater fufierer. . I, who, with the government, 
quitted the defire of ever governing more, did not quit the defire 
o^ being an earl, which will never come to pafs, if your wor- 
fhip FCHifes being a king, by quitting the exercife of chivalry ; 
and fo-my hopies vaniih into fmoke. Peace, Sancho^ c^Moth Don 
.^ikote, fince you fee my confinement and retirement is not to 
lafl* above a year, and then I will refume my honpurable pro- 
feflion, and (hall not want a kingdom to win for myfelf, nor. 
an earldom to -beftow on you. God hear it, quoth Sancho^ and 
let fin be deaf ^ for I have always been told, that a good expe£la« 
tion is better than a bad pofleiScm. 

They were thus difcourfing, when Dm Antonio entered with 
figns of great joy, faving: My reward, Signor Don ^ixoUy 
iot the good news I bring: Dm Gregorii^ and the renegade, 
whe went to bring him, are in the harbour: in the harbour, 
do I fay? by this time they mufl be come to the viceroy's 
palace, and will be hsct prefently. Dm ^ixote was a little 
revived, and faid: In truth, I was going to fay, I fhould be 
glad, if it had fallen out qijike otherwifc, that I might have 
been obliged to go over to Barhary^ where, by the force of my 
arm, I mould have given libferty, not only to Don Gregorioy but 
to afl the chrifiian captives that are in Barbary^ But, what do 
I fay f wretch that I am ! Am I not he, who is vanquifhed ? 
Am I not he, who is ovicrthrown? Am 1 not he, who 
has it not in his power to take arms in a twelvemonth ? 
Why then do I promile? why do I vaunt, if I am fitter 
to handle a difiaff than a fword? No more, Sir, quoth San^ 
cho: Let the hen live, though ihe have the pip: To-day for 
you, and to-morrow for me: and, as for theie matters of en- 
counters and bangs, never trouble your head about them ; 
for. He that falls to-day, may rife to-morrow, unlefs he has a 
^ind to lie a*b^ ; I me;^, by giving way to defpondency, and 
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noteodeavotiriogi to roooNfer-fraOi' fpirits^ for- fneQi, e|iGpuniteis» 
Andy pray. Sir, rife, and welcome,. Z)a9« Gngnioi^ for, theie 
feems to be* a great bttftk in the:hqujle,.aod by thi^ tia^ beis 
ocunc. 

HsrfasdihetnHiis for, DmGregm^^ tbn reneg^ having 
given the viceroy, an account of th&rexpedition^ Don- Gr4£cri9^ 
impatienrt.to {ea: Agma: FeU$cs wai come with the re^i^ado) to 
DioipAnimtt^^haaiti and, though. Don,. Gr^orhy when he 
made hia efcape fcont Afgiers^ wa» inavroiM&'s d|^s, he had; 
cxchaimd it in the bark for that.ofa ca|>Uvc, wbpefaHpe^ with 
hiin« lilt, in whatever dvt& he had come, he would haye had 
the appeaianoe of a perfon W(»tby to be loved, lerved, and 
cfieemed ; for he was above meaiiure beautiful, aod feemed to be. 
about feventeea or dgbteen years of age. £iV0l« and. h^ daiighter 
went out to meet him, the hdiex with, tears, and th« d^MJghtec 
with modefty« The young couple did not embrace ea$;l| qtbier ; 
for, where there h much bve, there a«e ufually but fow: free- 
doms. The jcMnt- beauties of Dm Gregoria and Jnna, FeU^k fur- 
prifed all the beholders. Silence fpoice fi>r the two Ipvors, apd 
their eyes wiere the tongues that procbisied' tbeir joyCMl ^d 
modeft (entimeats. Tl» renegado acquainted the/ Qowai^ny 
with the artifices and means he hadt eeaployed to brii|g«o^ Dw 
Gngorio. Dm Gregorio recounted the dangers and ftn^ he 
was reduced to among the women he remakied with^ not in a 
tedious difcourfe, but in few woids, whmby he ftevM, that his 
difcretioxt outftripped his years. In fhort, Ricote g^ienxifly paid 
and &tisiied, as vmW the renegado, as thofe that rovred ^ the 
car. The ren^do was reconciled, and reflosed t9 the tefom 
of the church, and, of a rotten meoibef, became ^kao wd 
ibund through pen^mce and rqpentahce. 

Two dajrs after, the viceroy and Z>s9ft Antmh confulted to- 
gether about the means how Anna Feiix and her father oiight 
jsrmain in ^ain^ thinking it no manner of inconvenienQe, tEa$ 
n dau^ter io much a chriftiaa, and a fether, to apjxaranoe^ b 
wen incfined, fliould continue in the kingdom. Don Antom% 
o&red to fdicit the afiair himfelf at court, being obliged to go 
idiitfaer about other bufmefs ; intimating, that, by means of 
£ivour and bribery, many diiicuU matters are there brought 
about. No, quoth RicoUy who was prefeot at this difcoura, 
there is nothing to be expefted from mour or bribes : for with 
the great Btmardino do Vekfro^ count of Salazar^ to whom 
his majeft V has given the charge of our expulfion, no intreaties, - 
no promiies, no bribes, no pity are of any avail : for, tho^idi^ 
it b true, he tempers juftice with mercy, yet, becaufe he tees 
the whole body c^ our nation tainted and putrified, he rather 
makes uie of purning ca\#ic8( than moUitjing ointm^ts : fo 

that, 



tint, by pnlda)te,'b)^fi^M:i(7, by diligence, by temorsi heJias 
Alerted on bis abk fliouMers the weight of thia great jnachtne^ 
and bitm^t it to due execution and perftSion : ^xjr artifices, 
fixatagems, dyjgenoe, and policies, not being able to blinds his 
Jlffus eyes, cohtimndly open ta fee that ik>neo( us- flay, or kirk 
behind, that, like a oonoeafed root, may hereafter fpring $10, 
and ipread venomous fruit through Spdini already cleared, already 
freed irom- the fears our vaA nombers'kept the^ kin^om in. . A 
motk heroic refohitidivof i^e ^itat Phiiip ib$ third^ and unheard- 

-of Wifdom in compfnitiing this charge to thefaid £hn Bernar-' 
dino de Vilafco ! Howbver, when I am at court, faid D^n Ata§nio^ 

' I will ufeall the diligence and means poffiUe, and Jeave'tho fiaccefe 
to heaven. Don Grsgmo (hallgovrithme, to comfort his. parents 
under theafBiftton they muft be in for hisabfence: Anna Eelix 
fhall Ifay at my houfe with my wife, or in a monaflery ; and 
I am ikre^the viceroy will be g^ad, that honeft Ric^ewtamck 
in his houfe, ^11 he fees the fuccefs of my negotiation. The 
vkemy confented to all that was propofed. But Dan Gngario^ 

' knowing' what palled, cxprefied great unwillingnefs to;* kave 
j/itna Peiix: but, refolving to yifit his parents, and to concert 
the means of Returning for her, he came at kngth.tnto the pro- 
pofal. "Anna Felix rtmdined wkh Don Antomo's. ]ady^'tuad 
Rie^te 'm the viceroy's houfe. 

Theday of Don Antonio*s departure came^iand thatof Dm 
^mkoteh and 8ancho*s twd days after, his M not permitting him 
to travd feoner. At Don Gngorich parting from Amut FtUx^ 
all was tears, fighs, fwoonings, and fobbings. - RicoU ofiered 
Don Grigorio a thoufand crowns; if he dobred them: but he 

''would accept only of five, that Don Antonio lent btm, to be 
iqotd when they metat court. With this jtbey both departed ; 
and Don ^wxoto and Sancho afterward, as has been faid ; Doa^ 
^ixou unarmed, and in a travelling dre(s^. and Samba oafbo^ 
becaufe DafpU was loaded with the armour. 

CHAP. XIV. 

Treating of matter Sy which he^ who reads^ will fee^ and hf^ 
who hears them readi will hear. 

AT going out of Barcelona J Don ^ixote turned about to 
'*^ fee the fpot, where he Was cwttthfown^ and faid': Here 
flood Troy-y here my misfortune, not my cowardlfe^ deipeiled 
me of my acquired elory : here I experienced the ficklenefe of 
fortune ; lierethe luftreof my exploits was obfcured ; and laftly, 
here fel! my happinefs, never to rife again. Which Sancbo 
bearing^' he iaid : It is as much the part of vaKant minds, dear 

Sir^ 
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Sir, to be {Mitient under misfortunes, as to rgoice in pro(per2ty t 
and this I judge by myfelf : for, as, when a governor, I was 
merry, now chat I am a fquire on foot, I am not fad : for I 
have beard fay, that flie, they commonly called Fortune^ b 
a drunken, capricious dame, and^ above all, very blind ; fo 
that (he does not fee what fhe is about, nor knows Whom fhe 
cafts down, or whom fhe exalts. You are much a philofopher, 
Sanchoj anfwered Don ^ixotiy and talk very diforetely ; I 
know not whence you had it. What I can tell you is, that 
there is no fuch thing in the world as Fortune^ nor do the things, 
which happen in it, be they good or bad, fell out by chance, 
but by the particular appointment of heaven ; and hence comes 
the faying, that every man is the maker of his own fortune. I 
have been fo of mine, but not with all the prudence neceffiiry; 
and my prefumption has fucceeded accordingly : for I ought to 
have confidered, that the feeblenefs.of Rozinanti was* not a 
match for the ponderous bulk of the knight of the white moonh 
fieed^ In ihort, I adventured it ; I did my beft ; I was over- 
thrown ; and, thoueh I loft my honour, I loft not, nor could 
I lofe, the virtue of performing my promife. When I was a 
knight-errant, daring and valiant, by my works I gained credit 
to my exploits; and, now that I am but a walking. fquire, I 
will gain reputation to my words, by performing my prooiife. 
March on then, ixkjaA Sancbo^ and let uspafs at home the year 
of our noviciate ; by which retreat we {ball acquire frefl) vigour, 
to return to the nevcr-by-me-forgotten exercife of arms. Sir, 
anfwered Sancho, trudging on foot is no fuch plealant thing, as to 
encourage or incite me to travel great days journeys: let us leave 
this armour hanging upon fome tree, inftead of a hanged man ; 
and, when I am mounted upon Dappky my feet from the ground, 
we will travel as your worfhip fhall like and lead the way ; for 
to think, that I am to foot it, and make large ftaees, is to ex- 
ped what cannot be.

All this (eems to me extremely right, anfwered Sancho^ and, 
were it not for the want we (hould have of Ro%inante upon the 
road, it would not be ami& to leave him hanging too. Neither 
him, nor the armour, replied Don ^ixote^ will I fufler to be 
haii^, thS%t it may not be faid; For good fervice, bad recom- 
pence. Your worihip (ay« very well, anfwered Sancho ; for, ac- 
cording 
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carding to the opinion of the wife. The afs's fault {hould hot be 
laid upon the pack-faddle : and, fince your worOiip is in fault 
for this bufinefs, puni(h yourfelf, and let not your fury fpend 
itfelf upon the already Ihattered and bloody armour, nor upon 
the gentlenefs of Roztnantej nor upon the tendemcfe of my feet, 
making them travel more than they can bear. 

In thefe reafonings and difcourfes they pafled all that day, and 
even four more, without encountering any thing to put them 



out of their way. And, on the fifth, at entering into a villagey 
they faw, at the door of an inn, ^ great fiumber of people^ 
who, itbeing a holiday, were there foficing themfelves. When 



Don ^ixote came up to them, a peafant faid aloud: One of 
thefe two gentlemen, who are coming this way, and who know . 
not the parties, fliall decide our wager. That I will, anfwcred 
Don ^ixote^ moft impartially, when I am made acquainted 
with it. The bufinefs, gooa Sir, quoth the peafant, is, that 
an inhabitant of this town, who is fo corpulent, that he weighs

Not fo, quoth Sancho im- 
mediately, before -Do« ^/W^ could anfwer; and to me, who 
have fo lately left being a governor and a judge, as all the world 
Jcnowsj it belongs to refoTve thefe doubts, and give my opinion 
in every controverfy. Anfwer in a good hour, friend Sancho^ 
quoth bon ^ixote ; for I am not fit to fccA a cat s, my brain 
is fo difturbed and turned topfy-turvy. With this licence, quoth 
Sancho to the country-fellows, who crowded about him, gaping^ 
and expeding hisdeciiion: Brothers, the fat man's propoution 
is unreafonable, nor is there the leafl: ihadow of juitice in it ; 
for, if it be true, what is commonly faid, that the challenged 
may chufe his weapons, it is not reafonable the other ihould 
chufe for him fuch as will hinder and obfirud his coming off 
conqueror: and therefore my fcntencc is, that the fat-feSiw, 
the challenger, pare away, flice off, or cut out, thirteen ftono 
of his fiefh, fome where or other, as he fhall think hdk and 
propereft ; and fo, being reduced to ten and a half ftone weighty

dwetlijfig'upon the difenchantni^t of Dukima^ zm others \ipon 
Che life he was to lead' in his fisrced retirement. Sancbo came 
upy knd commeiided to him tte g^nerofity of the lacquey T§filos^ 
Is it poiHMe, Sancbo, faid Don ^tjfote^ that you perfift in 
thinking, that he is a real lacquey? > You feem to have quite 
forgot, that yoQ faw Dukinea converted and transformed into a 
country* Wench^ and the knigl^ rf the loMng^gldJfes into the 
bachelor . &7;7^j^it Carrafeo: all the work of enchanters, who 
perfecute me.

fixmi his profeffion, .calling him the Ihepherd Curtamhro ^ As 
for the (hepherdefRs, whofe lovers we are to be. We may pick 
and choofe thdr names, as we do pears ; and iince that of my 
lady quadrates alike with a fliepherdefe and a pjrinceia^ I. need 
not trouble myfelf about feeking another, that may ittit her 
better. You, Sancho^ may give yours what name ^you pleafe. 
I do not intend,, anfyvered Sancbo^ to give mine any other than 
Terefona, which will fit her fat fides well, and is near Jicr own 
too, fmceher name is Terrfa. Befides, when I come to cele- 
brate her in verfe, I (hall difcover my chafie defires: for I am 
not for looking in other folks bo^ifes for better bread than made 
of wheat. . As for the prieft, it will not be proper he fhould 
have a fbepherde&, that he mayfet a good example ; and if the 
bachelor '£tfm^y^» will have one.

God be my aid ! quojth Don ^ixoU^ what a life fliall we 
lead, friend Sancho! what a world of bag-pipes ihall we hear !

what rebecks! And, if to all theie difierent mufics be added the 
albogues^ we .fliall have almoft all the paftoral inftruments. 
Wkat are your albogues ? demanded Sancho ; . for I never 
heard them named, n<^ ever faw one of them in all 
my life. Alb^ues, anfwered Don ^ixotfy are certsun plates 
of brafs like candlefiicks, which, being hollow, and firuck 
againft each other, give a found, if not very agreeable, or har- 
monious,, yet not o&nfive, and agreeing well -enough with the 
ruftictty of the tabor and pipe. And this name Albogues b 
Moorijhy as are all thofe in Sfanijh that begin with al: as AL 
moafa^ Almorfar^ Alhombray Alguazili Alucema^ Almdcen, AL

C H A P. XVI.

THE night was fom^what dirk, though the moon was in 
the heavens, but not in a part where flie could'be feen; 
for Ibmelimes Signova Diana i2L\xs a trip to the antipodes, and 
leaves the mounxains' black, and the valle]fs in the dark. Do» 
^ixote gav« way to nature^ taking his iirft flecp, without 
giving phce to a fecond ; quite tl» reverfe of Sancbo, who 
never had a fecond, one flcep-lafting him from night to morn- 
ing ; an evident fign of his good conflitution, and few cares. 
Thofc of Don fixate kept him lb awake, that he awakened 
Sanchoy and faid : I am amazed, Sanchoy at the infenfibility of 
your temper ; you fecm to me to be made of marble, or brafe, 
not fufceptible of any emotion or fentiment ; I wake, whUe yoa 
ileep ; I weep, wh«i you are finging ; i am feinting with hunger, 
when you are lazy and unwieUy with pure cramming: it b the 
part of good fervants to ihare in thdr matters pains, aiHl to be 
touched with what afie^ them, were it but for the fake of 
decency. Behdd the ferenity of the night, and the folitude we 
are in, inviting us, as it were, to intermingle fome watching with 
our deep. Get up, by your life, and go a little apart from hence^ 
and, with a willing mind and a good courage, give yourfelf 
three or four hundrea lafhes, upon account, for the difenchant- 
ment of Dulcinea : and this I ask as a fiivour % for I will not 
come to wreftiing with you again, as I did hkcxt, becaufe I 
know the weight of your arms. After you have laid them on, 
we will pafs the remainder of the nigiat in finging, I my ab- 
fence, and you your conftapcy, beginnii^ from this moment 
our paftoral employment, whidi We are to follow in our village. 
Sir, anfwered Sancho^ I am of no religious order,'to rifeout of the 
midftof my ileep, and difcipline myfelf; neither do I think, one 
can pafs from the pain of whipping. to mufic. Suffer me to fleep, 
and urge not this whipping myfelf, left you force me to fwear 
never to touch a hair of my coat, much lefs of my flcfh. O 
hardened foul! cried Don ^^ulxote; O remorfclefs iquire! O 
bread ill employed, and favours ill confidered, thofe I have 
already beftowed upon you, and thofc I ftill intend to beftow

and to me you owe, that- 7011 are in a fair way of being aoedrl, 
or of I iiavmg ibme title equivalent; and the accompliifamentGf 
theie:things will "be delayed no longer than the. expiration of 
this yGkrx'(<ti poft tffubrasjperi luttnn I know not what that 
meanS) rc^Xk^Mmcho : I only know, that,. while I am aileep» 
I ha^^ neitberfcbr,* nor hope^ neither trouble^ iK^r glory ; and 
bleffings on him who invented' flee]^,\thei mantle, that qovexs alL 
human thoughts, the food that appeafes hunger, the drink that 
quenches thh-ft, the fire that warms cold, jthe ix)ld that jDoderates 
beat^ and, laftly, the general coin that piu-chafes ail things^ 
the balance and Wdght that equals the fhepherd with th^: fcin^, 
and the fimpte with the wife. - One only evil^ as I have heard, 
iieep has ih it; namdy, that it refeittbles dt»(h.; J<>r,'beiLwefi} a 
man afleep and a man dead, there -fs ^t little di&rence. I . 
never heard you. Sambo j quoth Dm .^t^xptey tal% (^t{ep^t}ily 
as now ; whence 1 come to know the tk-uth of the prov/erb^ you 
often apply,' Not with whom thou art bned, but witfaiwhom. thou 
arc fed. -Dear mafter of miu]e,'^rq>lifid Sancho^ it i$t i\pt J<^hat 
am ftrinecng of pcorerbs now ; for they M fit^m your worihip's 
mouth adfi}^ by couples, iafler. than fcom mer: only between 
yours and mine tliereis this difierence, that your wormip'scome 
at tbeiproper fea&n, aid mine ^ut of feafon: but in ihort they 
at« all proverbs; ,.. . . - 

Thcjr were thus employed, when they heard a kind of deaf 
noife, and harfli found, fpreading itfelf through all tliofe valleys. 
Don Quixote ftarted up, and laid his hand to hh fword ; and 
•(^^jf^^ iquatted down under Dapple^ and clapped the bundle of 
armour on one* fide of him, and the afs's pannel on the other, 
trembling no lefs with fear, than Don ^i^te with furprife. 
The noife increafed by degrees, and icame nearer to the two 
tremblers, one at leaft (o, for the other'^ ^courage is already fuf- 
ficiently known. Now the bufmefs was, that certain fellows 
were driving above fix hundred hogs to fell at a fair, and were 
upon the road with them at that hour ; and fo great was the din 
they made with gruntline and blowing, that they deafned the 
ears of Don ^ixotfznd Sancho^ who could not prefently euefs 
the occafion of it. The far-fpreading and gruntling nerd 
came crowding on, and, without any refpeft to the authority 
of Don ^ixotey or to that of Santbo^ trampled over them both, 
demollihing Sancbo^s entrenchments, and overthrowing, not 
only Don ^uixote^ but Rozinantt to boor. The crowding, the 
gruntling, tlie hurrying on of thofe unclean animah put into 
confufion, and overturned, the pack-faddle, the armour^ Dapple^ 
Rozinante^ Sancho^ and Don^ixote. Sambo got upas well as 
he Qould, and ddired his mafter to lend him his fword, faying,. 

C c 4 he 
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he would kill half a dozen of thofe unmaimerlf gendemen 
fwine, for fuch by this time he knew them to be. Said Den 
fixate to him: Let them alone, friend; for. this affiront is a 
punifhment for my fin ; and it is a juft judgment of heaven^ 
that wild dogs (houM devour, wafps fting, and hogs ttampfe 
upon, a v^nquifhed knight-efrant. It is alfo, I fuppofe, a 
judgment of heaven, anfwered Sancbo^ that the ftjuires of van- 
quiihed knights-errant ihould be ftung by flies, eaten up by lice, 
and befieged by hunger. If we fquires were the fons of the 
knights we ferve, or very near of kin to them, it would be no 
wonder, if the punifliment of thdr faults ihould overtake us to 
the fodrth gefneration : bat what have the Pandas to do with 
the ^ixotes? Well, let tiscompofe ourfelves again, and fkep 
^ out the little remamder of the night, and god will fend us a new 
- day, and we {ball have better luck; Sleep you, Sanchoy an- 
fwered Don fixate ; for you were born to.fl^p, whilfl I, who 
was born to watch^ in the fpacse between this and day, give the 
reins to niy thoughts, and cool their heat in a little fnadrigal, 
which, unknown to you, I compofed to-night in my mind. 
Methinks, quOth Sancho^ the thoughts, which give way to ^ 
making of coupkts, cannot be many. Couplet it as much as 
your worfhip pleafes, and Twill fleep as much.as I can. Then 
taking as much ground as he wanted, he bundled himi^ up, 
and fell into a found fleep, neither furetyfliip, nor debts, n<5r anv 
troubles difturbing him. Dm '^ixste^ leaning againft a beech 
or cork-tree (for Cid Hamete Bemngeli does not diftinguifh what 
tree it was) to the mufic of 'his own fighs, fiing as follows. 

O love^ when, fick of heart- felt gri^^ • 

I ftgh^ and drag thy cruel chain^ 
To death I flfy the' fiir^ relief . 

Of thofe who groan in lingring pain. 

But coming to the fatal gates^ 

The port in this my fea of wee. 
The joy I feel new life creates. 

And bids myfpirits brisker flow, 

' Thus dying ev'ry hour I live. 

And living I reftgn my breath : 
Strange fow^r of hue, that thus can give 
A dying life and living death ! 

He accompanied each ftanza with 'a multitude of fighs, and 
rot a few tears, like one whofe heart was pierced through by 
the grief of being vanquilbKj, and by the abfence of Dulcmea. 

Now 
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Now the day appeared, and the fun began to dart his beams in 
&r»fto.€yes. He awaked^, roufed,. aod.fllQok. himfelf, and 
♦ftretchcd his lazy Umbs, and beheld what havock the hogs had 
made in his cup-board ; and: curfed the drove$ and fomebody elfe 
beficfes. ' ' 

. Finally^ they both fct forward on their journey ; and, to- 
ward the decline of the afternoon, they difcovered about half ; a 
fcorc men on horfcback, and four or five on foot, j«}vancirig 
toward them^ Don ^uixotis heart leaped with furprife, and 
Sat^hoh wi^ fear; for the men, that were coming up^ carried 
injurs and tai^ets, and advanced in very, warlike array. Don 
^mxote turned to Sancho^ and faid: 5^9f^^, if I could but make 
ulc of my arms, and my promife had not tied up my hands, 
Ch|s m^hine, that is coming toward us,' I would, make no 
more of than. I wpul4 of fo many tarts and cheefecakes. But 
it may -be foaming elfe than whar.we fear. By this time the 
horiecaen were^cofpeug; arid 5^ing^ up their launces,] without 
fpeakrhg a wordf they funounde^ Di^ ^ixot^, and clapped 
their, fpears to his back ^ breaft^ theatning to kill him. One 
of thofe on foot,'putt«yg,his finger to his mouth, to fignify that 
he. fhouW-W fijeat, l^id htpjd oi> Rozimnteh bridle, and drew 
htm out of the road 5 a^ld tlje others on foot,. driving Sancho 
and Dapple befi;^re thei^, 9\\ tcec^ptng a marvellous filence, fol- 
lowed, tne fleps pi him, who led Don ^ixoUy who had a mind 
tliree or four tinR^ to ^sk, whithca: they were carrying him, or 
what they, would have. , But fcarce did he begin to move his 
lips, whpn they were ready to dol^ them with the points of 
thrir fpears. And t.he like bpfel Sahfho ; for no fdoner did he 
Ihew-an inclination to talk, than one of thofe on foot prrcked 
him with a goad, and did as m^Qh to Dapple, as if he had a 
mind to talk too. It grew .night ; they mended their pace j the 
fear of the two prifpncrs increafed, efpecially, when they heard 
the fellows ever and anon (ay to them; On, on, je Troglodytes \ 
peace, ye barbarous flaves; pay, ye Jnthr^fp^hagi \ complain 
liot, ye Scythians ; open not your «yo, ye murdering Potyphe^ 
mufisj ye butcherly lions; and other the lik&.names, with which 
they tormented the ears of the miferable pair, mafter.^d man. 
Sancho vittit along, faying to himfelf: w.pX?r^^/r7»/?»vw bar- 
bers (laves? viQ Andrew f(i^^tiyst,yft Citadeh? yft Polly fa-^ 
mouses? I do not like thefc names at all : this is a bad wind for 
winnowing our corn; the whole mifchief comes wpon us toge- 
ther, like kicks to a cur ; and would to god this difventurous 
adventure, that threatens us, may end in noworfe! Don^ixoie 
marched along, quite confounded, and not being able to con- 
je£^ure, by all the conclufions he could make, why they called 
them by thofe repfo^chfuj names j from which he could only 

gather, 
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gther, that no good was to be expend, and much harm to be 
ired. In this oondkioii) about- an hoar after n^t-fall, they 
arrived at a caftle^ which Don ^ixoU prefently ki»w to be 
the duke's, .where iie had fo lately1)een. God be my aid ! faid 
he, as foon as he knew the place, what will this end in ? In this 
• houfc all is oourtefy and civil ufage: but to the vasnquifhed good 

is converted into bad, and bad into worfe. They entered into 
the principal court of the caftle, and faw it decorated and fet 
out in Tuch a manner, that their admirajbn increafed, and their 
fear doubled, as will be Teen in the following chapter. 

C H A P. XVII. 

Of the newejt and flrangeft adventure of all that befel Don 
Quixote in the whole courfe of this grand hifiory. 

THE horfemen alighted, and, together with thofe on foot, 
taking Sancho and Dm^txote forcibly in their arms» 
carried them into the court-yard, round which near an hundred 
torches were placed in fockets, and above five hundred lights 
about the galleries of the court ; infomuch that, in fpite of the 
night, which was fomewbat darkifh, there feemed to be no 
want of the day. In the middle of the court was ereded a 
tomb, about two yards from the ground, and over it a large ca- 
nopy of black velvet ; round which, upon its ileps, were burning 
above an hundred wax tapers in filver candlefticks. On the 
tomb was feen the corps of a damfel fo beautiful, that her beauty 
made death itfelf appear beautiful. Her head lay upon a 
cufliion of gold brocade, crowned with a garland interwoven 
with odoriferous flowers of divers kinds; her bands lying crofs- 
wife upon her bread, and between them a branch of never- 
fading viftorious palm. On one fide of the court was placed a 
theatre, and in two chairs were feated two perfonages, whofe 
crowns on their heads, and fceptcrs in their hands, denoted them 
to be kings, cither real, or feigned. On the fide of the theatre, 
to which the afcent was by fteps, flood two other chairs ; upon 
which they, who brought in the prifoners, feated Don ^ixote 
and Sancho, all this in profound filence, and by figns giving 
them both to underftand they muft be filent too: but, without 
bidding, they held their peace; for the ailonifhment they were 
in at what they beheld tied up their tpngues. And now two 
great perfons afcended the theatre with a numerous attendance, 
whom Don ^txote prefently knew to be the duke and duchefs^ 
whofe gueft he had been. They feated themfelves in two very 
rich chairs, clofe by thofe, who feemed to be kings. Who 
would not have admired at all this, efj^ecially confidering that 
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Dm.^uikote had now perceived, that the corps upon the tomb 

was that of the bix Attifidora ? At the duke and duchefs's 

afcending the theatre»Z70ff fixate an^ Sancbo rofe up, and made 

them a profound reverence, and their grandeurs returned it hj 

bowing meir heads a little. At this jun£lure, an officer crofled 

the place, and, coming to Sancho^ threw over him, a robe of t 

black buckram, all painted over with flames, and, taking off 

his cap, put on bis head a pafteboard mitre three foot high, like 

thofe ufed by the penitents of the inqui(ition; bidding him in 

his ear not to uniew his lips; if he did, they would clap a gag 

in his mouth, or kill him. Sancho viewed himfelf from top to 

toe, and faw himfelf all over in flames; but,, finding they did 

not bum him, he cared not two farthings. He took oiF his 

mitre, wA ikw it all painted over with devils: he put it on 

again, ikying within himfelf; Well enough yet, thefe do no€ 

bum me, nor thofe carry me away. Don ^txote alio furveyed 

him, and, though fear fufpended his fenies, he couU not but 

fmile to. behold Sancbo*s figure. 

And now, from under the tomb, proceeded a low and pleafing 
found of flutes; which not being interrOpted by any human 
voice (for Silence berfdf kept filenoe there) the mufic founded 
both ioft and amorous. Then on a fudden, by the cufhion of 
the feemingly dead body, appeared a beautiful youth in a Roman 
habit, who, in a fwcet and clear voice, to the found of a harp, 
which he played on himfelf, lung the two following ftanzas. 

Till beav*ny in pity U the weeping worldj 
Shall give Altifidora back ii-day^ 
By Quixote'j fcorn to realms of Huto burVd^ 
Her ev*ry charm to cruel death a prey. 

While matrcns throw their gorgeous robes away^ 
To mourn a nymph by cold difdain betray* d-^ 
To the complaining lyris enchanting lay^ 
Vll ftng the praifes of this baplefs maid^ 
In fleeter notes than Thracian Orpheus ever plafd. 

Nor JhaU my numbers with my life expire^ 

Or this world's light confine the boundlefs fong: 

To thee, bright maid^ in death Pll touch the lyre^ 
. Jnd to my Joul the theme Jhall fiill belong, 

When^ freed from clety^ the fitting ghojls among, 

Myfpirit glides the Stygian fiores around, 

Tho the cold hand of death hasfeaFd my tongue. 

Thy praife iW infernal caverns Jhall rebound. 
And Lethe J Jluggijh waves move flower to the found. 

Enough, 
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Enough, faid one of the fuppofed kings, enough, divine 
chanter; for there would be no end of dcfcnbing to us the death 
and eraces of the peerlefs Altifidora^ not dead, as the ignonuit 
ivorld fuppofes, but alive in the mouth of fame, and in the 
penance Sancho Pan fa here prefent muft pais through/to reftore 
her to the loft light: and therefore, O RhadamanthuSy who 
with me judgeft in the dark caverns of Pluto^ fince thou knoweft 
all that is decreed by the infcrutable deftinies, about bringing 
this damfel to herfelf, fpeak and declare it inftantly, that the 
happincfs we exped from her revival may not be delayed. Scarce 
had Minos J judge, and companion of. Rhadamanthus^ iaid this, 
when RiaaamanthuSy rifing up, faid: Ho, ye officers of this 
faouihold, high and low, great and fmall, run one after another, 
and feal Sancho*^ face with four and twentjr twitches, and his 
^rrns and fides with twelve pinches, and fix pricks of a pin ; 
for in the performance of thb ceremony ooniifts the reftoration 
of Altt^tdora. Which Sancho Panfa bearing, he broke filence, 
and faid : I vow to god, I will no more let my face be fealed, 
nor my flefhbe handled, than I will turn turk: Body of me! 
what has handling my countenance to do with the refurredion 
of this damfel I The dd vroman has had a tafk, and now her 
mouth waters. DuUinea is enchanted, and I mufl be whipped 
to difenchant her : and now Altijidora dies, of fome diilcmper 
it pleafes god to (end her, and (he muft be brought to life again, 
by giving me four and twenty twitches, and making a fieve of 
my body by pinking it with pins, and pinching my arms black 
and blue. Put the^ jcfts upon a brother-in-law : I am an old 
dog, and Tus^ Tus^ will not do with me. Thou fhalt die, 
then, quoth Rhadamanthusy in a loud voice : relent, thou tigpr; 
humble thyfelf, thou proud Nimrod-, fuffer and be filent, fince 
no impofSbilities are required of thee ; and fet not thyfelf to 
examine the difficuftiesof this bufmefs: twiched thou ihalt be, 
pricked thou fhalt fee thyfelf, and pinched (halt thou groan. 
Ho, I fay, officers, execute my command; if not, upon the faith 
of an honeft man^ you fhall fee what you were born to. 

Now there appeared, coming in proceffion along the court, 
fix Duennas, four of them with fpeftacles, and Si of them 
with their right hands lifted up, and four fingers breadth of 
their wrifts naked, to make their hands feem the longer, as is 
now the fafhion. Scarcely had Samho laid his eyes on them, 
when, bellowirg like a bull, he faid : I might, perhaps, lot all 
the world befide handle me ; but to confent that Duennas touch 
me, by no means: let them cat-claw my face, as my mafkr 
was ferved in this very caftle ; let them pierce my body through 
and through v/ith the points of the fharpeft daggers j let them 
tear off «ny flelh with redrhot pincers j and I will endure it 

patiently. 
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patiently, fe fctvc thcfe noble pcrfons : but, to let Duennas touch 
me, I will never confcnt, though the devil (hould carry me 
away. Dsn ^ixote alfo broke filence, faving to Sancho : Be 
patient, fon ; oblige thefe noble peribns, ana give many thanks 
to heaven, for having infufcd fuch virtue into your perfon, ttot, 
by its martyrdom, you difenchant the enchanted, and raife the 
dead. By this time the Duennas were'got about Sancho ; and he^ 
being mollified and perfuaded, and feating himfelf well in his 
chair, held out his foce and beard to. the firft, who gave him a 
twitch well fealed, and then made him a profound reverence. 
Lefs complaifance, lefs daubing, miftrefs Duenna^ quotli Sancho ; 
for, before god, vour fingers (mell of vinegar. In {hort,.a]l the 
Duennas fealed him, and feveral others of the houfe pinched 
him: but what he could not bear, was, the pricking of the pins; 
and fo up he ftarted from his feat, quite out of aU patience^ 
and, catching hold of a lighted torch that was near him, he 
layed about him with it, putting the Duennas^ and all his exe* 
cutioners, to flight,^ and faying : Avant, ye infernal miniflers ; 
for I am not m^e of brafs, to be infenfible of fuch extraordinary 
torments. 

Upon this, Altifidora^ who could not but be tired with lying 
fo long upon her back, turned herfdf on one fide : which the 
by-ftanders perceiving, almoft all of them with one voice, cried : 
Mtifidora is alive, Altifidora lives. Then Rhadamanthus bid 
Sancho lay afide his wrath, fince they had already attained the 
defired end. Don ^ixote no fooner faw Altifidora flir, but he 
went and kneeled down before Sancho^ and faid: Now is the 
time, dear fon of my bowels, rather than my fquire, to give 
yourfelf fome of thofe lafbes, you ftand engaged for, in order to 
the difenchantment of Dulcinea. This, I fay, is the time, 
now that your virtue is feafoned, and of efficacy to operate the 
good expeded from you. To which S^wA^anfwered: This 
^ems to me to be. Reel upon reel, and not honey upon fritters * : 
a good jeA indeed, that twitches, pinches, and pin-prickings, 
mud be followed by lafbes : 'but take a great done, once for all, 
and tie it about my neck, and tofs me into a well : it will not 
grieve me much, if, for the cure of other folks ailments, I muft - 
Sill be the wedding-heifer ^ : let them not meddle with me ; 
elfe, by the living god, all (hall out. 

And now Altifidora had fcated herfelf upright on the tomb, 
and at the fame inftant the waits firuck up, accompanied by 
flutes, and the voices of all, cry ing. aloud j Live Altifidora^ AU 
ttfidora live. The duke and duchefs, and the kings Minoi and 

I That ii, ToU upon toil, and nothing to fv^Cttton ttt 
a To be flain for the ufe of others. 

RhadGtnanthus^ 
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Rbddamantbus^ rofe up^ and, all in a body, with Den ^utjaU 
and Sancboj went to receive JbifiJeraj and help her down from 
the tomb: who, counterfeiting a perfon fainting, indined her 
head to the duke and ducheis, and to the kings, and, looking 
askew at Don fixate, (aid: God forgive you, unrelenting 
knight, throu^ whoie cruelty I have been in the other world, 
to my thinking, above a thoufand years: and thee I thank, O 
noft compaffionate fquire of all the globe contains, for th^ life 
I enjoy. From this day, friend ^ancho^ fix of my fmocks arc 
at your fervice, to be made into fo many (hirts for yourfelf ; 
and, if they are not all whole, at kaft they are ail dean. 
Sancbo^ with his mitrr in his hand, and his knee on the 
ground, kiifed her hand. The duke ordered it to be taken 
from him, and his cap to be returned him, and his own gar- 
ment inflead of the miming robe. Sancho begged the duke to 
let him keep the mitre and frock, having a mmd to carry them 
to his own country, in token and memory of this unheard-of 
adventure. The duchefi replied, he (hould have them, for he 
knew how much fhe was his. friend. Then the duke ordered 
the court to be cleared, and every body to retire to their own 
apartment, and that Dm^uixote and Sancho fIbiwiA be con- 
duced to dieir dd lodgings. 

CHAP. XVIII. 

Which f$llows the fevsnUmthy and treats of matftrs inJifpenfahly 
necejfary to the perfpicuity of this hijlory. 

SANCHO flept that night on a truckle-bed, in the fame 
chamber with Don ^ixBte\ a thing he would have excufed, 
if he could ; for he welT knew, his mafter would difturb his 
ilcep with queftions and anfwers, and he was not much difpofed 
to talk \ the fmart of his paft fuffenngs being ftill prefent to 
him, and an obflruftion to the free ufe of his tongue : and he 
would have liked better to have lain in a hovel alone^ than in 
that rich apartment in company. His fear proved fo well 
founded, and his fufpicion fo juft, that, fcarcely was his mafter 
got into bed, when he faid : What think you, Sanchoj of this 
night's adventure? Great and mighty is the force of rejeded 
love, as your own eyes can teftify, which faw Altiftdora dead, 
by no other darts, no other fword, nor any other warlike in- 
ftrument, nor by deadly poifcn, but merely by the confidera- 
tion of the rigor and difdain, with which I always treated her. 
She might have died in a good hour, as much as me pleafed, and 
how {he pleafcd, anfwcred Sancho \ and fhe might have left me 
in my own houfe, fuice I neither made her in love, nor ever 

difdain*d 
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difdain'd her in my life. I know not, iK>r can I ims^ne how 
it can be, that the rccovety of Jltifidora^ a damfel more whim* 
iical than difcrete, (hould have any thins to do (as I have already 
faid) with the torturing of Sancbo Fanfuf Now indeed I 
plainly and diftin£Uy perceive, there are enchanters and mchant* 
ments in the world, from which good lord deliver me, fince I 
know not how to deliver myfelf. But, for the prefent, I be- 
feech your worfliip to let me ileep, and ask me no more que* 
ftions, unlefs you have a mind I ihbuld throw myfelf out oithe 
window. Sleep, friend Sancbo^ anfwered Don ^ixotej if the 
pin*prickings, pinchings, and twitchinss, you have received, 
will ffive you leave. No fmart, replied Sancho^ came up t» 
the aSront of the twitches, and for no other reafon, but becaufe 
they were given by Dumnasy conioianA them ! arid once more 
I befeech your worfhip to let me fleep; for fleep is the relief d[ 
thofe, who are uneafy awake. Be it fo, qiioth Dan ^ixoie^ 
and eod be with you. 

They both fell afleep, and, in this interval, Cid Harnett^ au- 
thor of this grand hiftory, bad a mind to write, and give an 
account, of what moved the duke and duchefs to raife the edi* 
fice of the aforementioned contrivsmce, and fays, that the ba- 
chelor, Sampffn Carrafco^ not forgetting how, when knight of 
the hoktng-gtajjis^ he was vanquimed and overthrown by Don 
^ixote, which defeat and overthrow baffled and put a ftop to 
all his defignsy had a mind to try his hand again, hoping for 
better fuccefs than the paft. And fo, informing himfelf by the 
page^ who brought the letter and prefents to Terefa Panfa^ 
Sanchoh wife, where Don ^iixote was, he procured frefli ar- 
mour, and a horfe, and painted a white moon on his^fhield, 
carrying the whole magazine upon a he-mule, and coiidu<fted 
by a peafant, not Thomas Cecialj his former fquire, left Sanch9 
Panfa or Don ^ixote fliould know him. He arrived at the 
duke's caftle, who informed him what way and route Don 
^ixote had taken, to be prefent at the tournaments of Sara- 
gojfa. He alfo related to him the jefts that had been put upon 
him, with the contrivance for the difenchantment of Dulcinea^ 
at the expence of Sancho^s pofteriors. In Chort, he gave him 
an account, how Sancho had impofed upon his mafter, making 
him believe that Dulcinea was enchanted and transformed into 
a country wench; and how the duchefs his fpoufe had per- 
fuaded Sancho^ that he himfelf was deceived, and that Dulcinea 
vfzs really enchanted. At which the bachelor laughed, and 
wondered not a little, confidering as well the acutenefs and 
firaplicity of Sancho^ as the extreme madnefs of Don ^ixote. 
The duke defired, if he found him, and overcame him, or not, 
to return that wafi and acquaint him with the event. The 

bachelor 
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bachelor promtfcd he would : he departed in fearch of him ; and, 
not finding ium at Saragojfa, he went forward, and there befd 
him wlhit you have already heard. He came back to the 
duke's callle, and recounted the whole to him, with the con- 
ditions of the combat, aud that Dm Quixote was now adually 
returning to perform his wprd, like a true knight-errant, and 
jetire home, to bis village for a twelvemonth, in which time 
perhaps (quoth the bachelor) he may be cured of his madneft. 
This, he faid, was the motive of thefe his difguifes, it being a 
^eat. pity, that a gentleman of fo good an underilanding as 
Don fixate {hould'be mad. Then he toOk leave of the duke, 
and returned. home, expc6llng there Don^ixote^ who was 
coming after him. 

Hence the duke took occafion to play him this trick, fo great 
was the pleafure he took in every thing relating to Don ^ixote 
and Sancho: and, f(?nding a gr^t mftnjr of his fervants, on 
horfeback and on foot, to befet all the roads about the caftle^ 
every way by which Dbn ^ixote might j^ffibly return, he 
Qr^ered them, if they met with him, to bnng him, with or 
without his good-will, to the caftle. They met with him, and 
gave notice of, it to the dpke, who, haying, already given orders 
for what was to be done, as fopn as he heard of J»is arrival, 
commanded the torched, and other illumijiations, to be lighted 
up in the. court-yard, and Jliifidor/t to be placed upon the tomb, 
with all the.pfeparjttions before relat^j the whole reprefented 
fo to the life, that there w^s but little difference hs^XB^een that 
:^nd triith. And Cid Hamete fays befides, that, to his think- 
ing, the mockers were as mad as the mocked ;- and that the 
duke and duchefs were within two fingers breadth .of appearing 
to be mad themfelves, fince they took fo much pains to make 
a jeft of two fools : one of whom' was . fleeping at. full fwing, 
and the other waking with his disjointed thoughts ; in whidi 
ftate the day found them, and the defire to get up ; for Don 
^ixote^ whether conquered^ or conqueror, never took pkafure 
in the downy bed of floth. 

\ Altifidora [\viDon ^ixoies opinion, juft returned from death 
to life) carrying on the humoyr of the duke and duchefs, 
crowned with the fame garland (be wore on the tomb, and 
clad in a robe of white taffata, flowered with gold, and her 
hair diihevelled, and leaning on a black ftafFof poliihed ebony, 
entered the chaqSber of Don ^ixote^ who was fo amazed and 
confounded at the fight of her, that he flirunk down, and 
covered himfelf almoffl over head and ears with the flieets and 
quilts, his tongue mute, and with no inclination to fhew^ her 
any kind of civility. Altifidora fat down in a chair by his bed's 
head, and, after fetching a profound . figh, with a tender and 

enfeebled 
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ciofa&bled roice, fhe faid : When women of diftinfiion, s^nd re- 
fuved maidens, trample upon honour, and. give a loofe to the' 
tongue, breaking through every inconveniehcjr, !and giving 
public notice of the fecrets of their heart, they rniift Turc be re* 
duced to a great flrait, I, Signor Don ^ixoU de la: Mdhebd^' 
am one of thefe, diflrefled, vanquifhed, and enamoured,' but^ 
for all that, patient, long-fuiTering, and modeft, to fuch a degree^: 
that my foul' burft througb my filence, and I loft my Kfe^ 
It is now two days, (ince, by reflexion on ydur rigour, Q' 
flinty knight, and harder than any marble to my cbrtp*airttS| 
I have been dqad> or at lead judged to be fo by thofe that faw: 
me ; and were itijot that Love,* taking pit)r on me, placed my 
recovery in the fafering$ of this goo<f fquire, there- had I re-» 
mained in the other world; Love, quoth 3i/7«r^^i might sis wett 
bave placed ftjn thofe, of my a(s« and I fhould have taken it as 
kindly. But, pray, tell me, Signora, fo may ' hcaVferf * pro^ 
vide you with a more . tender-hearted lover than my 'nhafter^ 
what k it you few in the other world? what iis there in 
hell ? for whoever dies, \ih defpair ' muft perforce- ; take up 
his reft in that placfe." In truth, 'quoth 'JkifidotayV ^vi 
not -die .quite,., fince- 1 went not. to hell.: for, had Lfence 
fet foot, in it, -I could not have'g6t cqt iagainV though I had 
never fb^reat a deiire. 1* hetr\ith-isi I came to the gate, where 
about a dozen devils wete playiiig; at teiinisj in Ihcil: -wafttcoats^ 
and drawers, their fhirt-cpjlkn ornafmcnted with Plunders lace, 
and ruffles of thi& larfie;^ with four jhches of theii^ drifts bare, 
to make their bands : <e6m the longer 5 , in wbich they held 
rackets of fire. But what I wondered moft at, was, that, in- 
fiead of teniTiisfMlsy !they made ufe of books, feemingly ftufled 
with wind ainid 'flocks^ a thing marvellous and new: but this I 
did not fp.jpniiif^iJia^^;,^^ as to fee, that, whereas it is natural 
for winning gainefterS to tejoicc, and Ibfers to be forry^ anion^ 
the gaihefters of tjiat; place* all grumble^^^ all were upon the 
fret, and all cuffed one another. That is not it allftrange, an- 
fwered Sancha: for devjls, .play or riot play, win or nbt.winf 
can never be conterited. That is true, quoth jtU^dara : .but 
th^rq is another thing I wonder at (T mean, i Wondered at it 
ibfth) which was, that, at the firft^tofs, the ball was demoHlh* 
fed^ and could not ferve a fecond time; and fo they whipped 
ihcm awayj new and old, that it was marvellous to behold : 
and to one of them, flaming new, and neatly bound, tlicygave 
fuch a fmart ftroke, that they made its guts fly out, and fcat- 
tcred its leaves all about j and one devil fdid to another: Se9

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what bc»k that is; and the other devil anfwered: It is, 7h& 
ftcond part of the htflorj of Dbn Quixote de la' Mancha, not 
Gompoied b^ Cii Iiamete^ its firft author, bat by an Arragon^i^ 
ytho calk hunfelf a native of Tordifillas. Away with it, auoth 
the other devil, and down with it to the bottom of the infernal 
tbyfs, that my eyes may never fee it more. Is it fo bad ? an- 
fwered the other. So liad, replied the firft, that, had I myfdf 
undertaken to make it worfe, it had been paft my skill. They 
went on with dieir play» toffii^ other books ud and down; 
and I, fer having, hear^ Don ^uixott named, wiiom I fo paf- 
iionately love, endeavoured to retain this vifion in my memory. 
Avifion, doubtlefs, it muft be, <]|uoth Don ^ixote; for there 
is no other I in the world, and this hiftory is toffed about from 
lumd to hand, but ftays in none ; for every body has a kick at 
k. It gives me no concern to hear that I wander, like a phan- 
tom, about the Ihades of the abyfi, or about the light of this 
earth, becaufe I am not the perfon this hiftory treats of. If 
it be ^sed, faithful, and true, it will furvive for ag«; but, if 
it be had, from its birth to its grave the paf&ge will be but 
fhort. 

AUifidora was going on with her complainings of Z>#»j^/>9f/, 
when Dm Siuixott iaid to her : I have often told you, madam, 
that I am very forry you have placed your afibctions on me, 
lince from mine you mufl expe£l no other return but thanb. 
I was born to be Dtdcima del Tohofo\ and to her the fiites, if 
there be any, have devoted me ; and to think that any other 
beauty (hall occupy the place (he pofleSb in my foul, is to think 
what is impoffible. This may fu£Sce to difabufe you, and pr^ 
vail with you to retreat within the bounds of your own modefty, 
lince no creature is tied to the performance of impoffibilitics* \ 
Which Altifidora hearing, flie aiuimed an air of anger and furft , 
and iaid: God's my life f Don poor-jack 4, foul of a mortar, | 
flone of a date» and more obdurate and obftinate than a courted 
down, if I come at you, I will tear your very eyes out. Think 
you, Don vanquifhed, and Don cudgelled* that I died for you? 
All that you have feen this night has been but a (idion ; fori 
am not a woman to let the black of my nail ake for fuch camels, 
much lefs to die lor them. That I verily believe, quoth Sancbii 
for thebuiinefi of dying for love is a jefl: folks may talk of it; 
but^ for doing it, believe it Judas, 

While they were engaged. in this difcourfe, there entered the 
mufician, finger, and poet, who had fune the two foremen* 
tioned ftanzas: who, making a profound reverence to Den 
^ixotey &ld : Be pkaied. Sir knight, to reckon and look upon

bave been oioft af&dionately fo this great while, ids well 
00 account of your &jne, as of your exploits, Don ^ixou 
aafwercd: Pmy, Sirj tcU me who you are, that my dvilrty 
MDzy corr^fpOnd with y9ur merits. The young man anfwer- 
ed, that be W9$ the inujki^n and panegyrii! of the fore- 
going aighl. Iftde^, replied Dtn ^ix9U^ you havf an ejc- 
celleiit voice: but wh^ ypu fung did not teem to me much to 
the purpofe ; for wbAt )mt the flansias of Garcilaffb to do with 
the death of this gfnUewon^aB ? Wonder not at that, . Sir, an** 
fwexed the mufioiani for, ai^ong the upftart poets of out age^ 
it is the fafhion for every one to write as ne ple^JEes, ajid to (leal 
from whom he pleafes, be it to the purpofe or not j and, in theft 
times, there is no ^1^ thing fung or written^ but is afcribed to 
poetical licence. 

Ihu ^wU WOidd hfV9 ropli^: but thf du^;}Bd ducheftj 
coming tovifit him, prev^cdhim: and between them there 
pafled a long and delicious converfation, in which Sancho faid 
fo fiiany pleafiw^t -;iiid w^ifh thin^gs, that their grandeurs ad- 
jzured aifrefl), ^$ well at his fin^pl^city, as his acutenefs. Dan i 
^uixe^f befceched them to gr^nt him leave to depart that very ' 
day, for it was Oiore becoming fMch vanquilhed knights as h^ 
io dwell ia a hog-fly, tb9iv a royal palape. Th.^y re^dil^ 
granted hia reipiefts m4 tb< di<tcbe&'^ked bim» whether Jlit- 
fiJuraremzhtd in his good graces. H^ anrwered : Your )ady- 
ibip ffluft know, dear madam, t))a^ the whole ojf this d^mfers 
difiemper proceeds from idlendi, ^ remedy wher^of^^nfifts in 
fome honeft and cphftai^ ^mplpyipeot. And ihe h^s. told m^ 
here, that lace is much yfi^^ in hdl, and, fmpe ihe muft needs 
know how to make it, let bf;r #ick ^o th?t j for, while her 
itngcrs are employed in m^^aging the bobbing, ^he image or 
images crf'what ihe loves ^Ul not be roviiig fo mu^h in her 
imaginatioii. This is the truth, this is my c^m^on, and thisi 
my advioe. And mine too, add^ $(i^hi to i never in mv 
life (aw a maker of lace that died for love; for your damfefij 
chat are bufisd have tboir thought^ n^tre intend upon performing 
their tasks, than upGkQ thebr kwes, I know it by ^^yfelf ; for^ 
ivhile I am diggings I nf ver thinly of my dearee ; I mean my 
Ttrefa Pcmfa^ whom I love belter than my very eye- lids. You 
fey very well, Banck)^ quoth the, dwchefs, and I will takecare^ 
that my Aliifidara ihall henceforward be employed in needle- 
tvorky at which flhe is very expeif- Tbere is no need, iiiadam^ 
anfwcred Altifidora^ of this reoiody, fmce tjie cDnfideration of 
the cruel treatment, I have reoiiyed fropi this ruffian and inon« 
iter, will blot him out of my ni^mory, without any other ex- 
pedient \ and, wjtfa your grimdwr's leave, I will withdraw, 
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that I may not have before mv eyes, I will not lay, his forroir« 
fill figure, but his abominable and hideous afped. I wifh, 
quoth the duk6, this may not prove like the laying, A lover 
rauling is not ht from forgiving. Alufidora^ making Ibew of 
wiping the tears from her eyes with a handkerchief, and then 
making a low curtfy to her lord and lady, went out of the 
room. Poor damfel ! quoth Sancbo, I fordiode thee ill luck, 
fince thou haft to do with a heart of matwced, and a foul of 
oak: for, in laith, if thou hadft had to do with-jne, anotheiguife 
cock would have crowed. The converfation was at an end: 
JDgn ^ixote drefled himfelf, dined with the duke and ducbeis, 
and departed that afrerhoon. 

C H A P. XIX. 

0/ what hifel Don Quixote with his fquirt Sancho, in tht waj 
to his villagi. 

THE vanquiflied and forlorn 2>mi j^/;ir^f travelled along* 
exceedingly penfive on the one hand, and vtry joyful on 
the other. His defeat caufed hb ladne&, and his joy was occa- 
fioned by confidering, that the difenchantment ofDuIcima was 
likely to be eileded hy the virtue inherent in Sancbo^ of which 
he had juft given a manifeft proof in the refurre&ion of Abiji^ 
dwa ; though he could not readily bring himfdf to bdieve» 
that the enamoured damfel vtras really d^. Sancbo went on, 
not at all pleafed to find, that Aliifidmra had not been as good as 
her wordy in giving him the fmocks; and, reviving it in his 
mind, he faid to his mailer : In truth. Sir, I am the moft un« 
fortunate phyfician that is to be met with in the world, in which 
there are do3ors, who kill the patient they have under cure, 
and yet are paid for their pains, which is no more than ^ning 
a little fcroU of certam medicines, which the apothecary, not 
the do£ior, makes up: while poor I, though another's cure cgA 
me drops of blood, twitch^, pinchings, pin-prickings, and 
lalhes* get not a doit. But, I vow to god, if ever any fick body 
falls into my hands again, they ihall greaze them well before I 
perform the cure ; for. The abbot muft eat, that fing^ for his 
meat ; and I cannot believe heaven has endued me with the 
virtue 1 have, that I fliould communicate it to others for no- 
thing. You are in the right, friend Sancbo^ anfwered Don 
^ixoie^ and Altifidora has done very ill by you, not to ^ve 
you the promifed fmocks ; though die virtue you have was 
given you |rj/ix, and without any ftudyingon your part, moie 
^ than Uudying how to receive a little pin in your perfon. For 

myfelf, 1 can fay, if you had a mind to be paid for difcnchant- 

iiig 
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ing Dukima^ I would have made it good to you ere now: but 
I do not know whether payment will agree with the conditions 
of the cure, and I .would by no means have the reward hinder 
the operation of the medicine. But, for all that, I think, there 
can be no risk in making a fmall trial. Gonfider, Sanchoy 
what you would demand, and fet about the whipping ftraight, 
and pay yourielf in ready money, fmce you have cam of mine 
in your hands. 

At thefe cSers Sancho opened his eyes and ears a fpan wider, 
and in his heart oonfented to whip himfelf heartily, and he faid 
tohismafter: well then. Sir, I will now difpofe myfclf togive 
your worlhip fatisia£lion, fincelfhall get fomcthing by it ; for, 
I confeis, the love I have for my wife and children makes me 
ieem a little felf-interefied. Tdl me. Sir, how much will 
your worfliip give for each lafh ? Were I to pay you, Sancho^ 
anfwered Dqht ^ixote^ in proportion to the greatnefs and qua- 
lity of the cure, the treafure of ^mV/,. and the mines oi Potofij 
would be too fmall a recompence. But fee how much cafli 
^ou have of mine, and fet youif own price upon each laib. 
f he laihes, anfwered Saacbi, are three thoufand, three hundred, 
and odd : of thefe I have already given myfelf five ; the reft 
xemain : let the five pafs for the odd ones, and let us come to 
the three thoufand, three hundred ; which, at a quarter of a 
real a piece ^ ( for I will not take lefs, though all the world 
fhould command me to do it^ amount to three thoufand, three 
hundred, quarter-reals ; which make one thoufand, fix hundred 
and fifty, half reals ; which make eight hundred and tv/enty five 
reals. Thefe I will deduft from what I have of your worfhip's in 
my hands, and fhall return to my houferich and contented, though 
well whipped: for. They do not take trouts^*-- 1 by no more, 
O blefled Sancho ! Q amiable Sancha ! replied Don ^ix9te ; how 
much fhall Dukima and I be bound to (erve you all the days of 
life heaven fhall be pleafed to grant us ! If fhe recovers her lofl 
fiate, as it is impoffible but fhe mud, her mifhap will prove her 
»x)d fortune, and my defeat a mofl happy triumph : and, when, 
Sancho^ do you propofe to begin the difcipline r I will add an 
hundr^ reals over and above for difpatcn. When? replied 
Sancho^ tvtti this very night without fail: take you care, 
Sir, that we may be in open field, and I will take care to lay 
. my flefb opeo. 

At lcn«h came the night, expelled by Don ^ixote with 
the great^ anxiety in the world, tl^e wheels of ^poflo*s chariot

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(itming to him to be broken, a6d the dhy to be i^rolrogued bejrond 
its ufual length ; even as it happens to Idvers, Who^ ih^tfaie ac- 
count of their impatience, think the hour d* iktt aceompliih** 
ihent of their defires will never come f. 

Finallvv they got among fome pleafant trees a little v^y ou€ 
of the high-road, where, leaving the faddle and pannd of Ro^ 
%inanu land Dapple vacant, they laid themfdves along on the 
green grafs,and fupped out ofSancho's cup-board : who, making 
ji ponoerous and jHexible whip of Dapple's head-Aall and halter, 
withdrew abouty twenty pac6s from his mafier among fome 
beech-trees. Don ^uixote^ feeing him go with fuch rdblu- 
tion and fpirit, faid to him : Take care^ friend, you do not lalh 
yourfelf to pieces: take time y let one ftrokc ftay •till anotberV 
over J hurry not yourfelf fo as to lofe your breath in the niidftof 
your career ; I mean, you muft not lay it on fo unmercifully, 
9A to lofe your life before yoa attain to the defired number. And 
that you may not lofe the pme by a card too much or too litddy 
I will fiand aloof, and keep reckonitig upon my hesAs the 
Jafhes you (hall give yourfelf; and heaven favour you as your 
%^orthy intention deferves. The good pay-mafter is in pain fcr 
no pawn, anfwered Sanchot I de&n to lay it on in fuch a inan- 
ner, that it may frtiart without killing me ^ for in this the fub- 
ibnce of the miracle muft needs cohfift. He then ftiipped 
. himfelf naked from the wafte upward : and then, (tbxthxt^ 
.and cracking the whip, he began to lay himfelf on, and D0$ 
^ixote to count the ftrokes. Sancho had given himfelf about 
fix or eight, when he thought the jeft a little too heavy, and 
the price much too eafy; and, ftopping his hand a while, he 
faid to his mafter, that he appealed on being deceived, every lafll 
of thofe being richly worth half a real, inflead of a quiarten 
Proceed, friend Sancboj and be not feint-iifearted, quoth Don 
^ixote ; for I double the pay. If fo, quoth Sancho, away with 
it in god's name, and let it ram laihes. But the fly knave, in* 
ftead of laying them on his back, hid them on the trees, fetch- 
ing ever and anon fuch groans, that one would have thought, 
each would have torn up his veiy foul by the roots. Don ^xoie^ 
naturally tender-hdartcd, and rearing he would put an end to 
his life, and fo he fliould not attain his ddfiie through Saneb$*% 
imprudenee, faid to him: I conjure yon, by your life, friend. 
Jet the bufmefs reft here; for this medicine ieems to me very 
harfh; and it will not be amifs to give time to Time; for 
Zamora was not taken in one hour. You have already riven 
yourfelf, if I reckon right, above a thoufand laOies, enough for 
theprcfcnti for the a(s (to fpeak in homdy phfafe) will caity 
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the load, but aota cfeuble load. No, no, Sir, znfwcr^ Samio^ 
it fhaU never be. faid for me. The money paid, the work de- 
layed: pray^ Sir, ,get a little &rtber oS^ and let me.give jnyfelf 
suEiotber, thiou&nd hdhes at leafi ; for a couple more of fuch 
boutB will fin^ the job, and iluiF to rfpare. Since you find 
yourielf b^ fo.good a difpofltion, guoth Don fixate j .heaven 
affift you; and ftick to it, for I am^one. Sancf?o returned to 
his task with ib much fervoui;, and fuch was the rigour, with 
which he gave the Ia(bes» that he had already disbar^ .many a 
tree: and pn^, lifting up his yoke, and giving an utuneafurable 
ftroke to a beech, he cried : Down with thee, S^rafjony and all 
that are with th^ Don ^xoU prefently ran to the found of 
the piteous voice^ and the firoke of the fevere whip, and, laying 
hold of the twifted halter, which ferved Sancbo inftead of a 
buU's-pizzle, he faid : Heaven forbid, friend Sanah, that, for 
my pleafuce, pu fliould lofe that Jife, upon which depends the 
maintenance of your wife and children : let Dulcinea wait a 
better oppcM'tunity ; for I will contain my felf within the bounds 
of the neaieft hope «, and fiay 'till you recover freih ftrength, 
that this .bufinete amy be ^condudra to the faitisfa£tion of aU 
parties. Since your wpr&ip,. dear Sir, will have it fo, an- 
fwered 5ancb9^ 10 be it, in ,gQd-s name, and, piay^ fling your 
dote over n^ylboMlders: for I am;aU ai a iweat, and am loth 
to catch cpld, as new di(cipliaa<it8iare 2^. to do. Djon ^uixat^ 
did fi> ; wd) leaving hinifelf in his doublet, he covered up Sancboi, 
who flepC 'tiB thefun w^ksd him, and then thc^ pro&cuted 
Iheir KNirney,. 'till they ftppped ata place about three Xes^es off. 

Tnejr alighted at an inn^ fos tha i^xotetookxt for fudi^ 
and.not &sr ft cafUe^ moated loumd, with its .turrets, portcullice^ 
and dfaw^bf idee : for, . £noe his ddfeat, he difcouried with moos 
judgment on ^1 occafipns, as will 4>re(ently a^ppear. He was 
io(%ed in a ground room, hung with painted Tergq, inflead qf 
tapeftry, as is the fafhion in country towns. In one of the 
fMCces was painted, by a wretched hand, the rape olMeUny when 
the daring .gueft carried her off irom Mmelaus. In .another, 
-was tfae.biftory of Dido and JEnea4 j flic upon a high tower, as 
making fig^ials with half a bed^fheet to her fugitive gueft, v/hs^ 
Mas outat.iea, tflying away from her, b a frisate or brigantine. 
iHe dUerved in the two hiftory-pieces, that Ilelen went away 
«with no very ill will.; for ihe was flily laughing to herfelf : but 
the beauteous Dido feemed to let iall from her eyes tears as big 
^as wahiuts. Which Don ^ixoU feeing, he laid: TheCe two 
ladies wetemoft unfortunate m sot heing.born ix\ this ^, and

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I above all men unhappy , that I was not bom in theirs: for, 

bad I encoantered thofe gallants, neither had Tr^y been burnt, 

nor Cfirthage deftroycd ; fince, by my killing Paris only, all 

thele mifchiefs had been prevent^. I hold a wager, quoth 

Sancho, that, ere it be long, there will not be either vi£tualing- 

houfe, tavern, inn, or barhcr*s (hop, in which the hiftory of 

our exploits will not be painted , but I could wiih, they may be 

done by the hand of a better painter, than he that did tbefe. 

You are in the right, Samhoy quoth Don ^ixote\ for this 

painter is like Orbanejd of Ubeda^ who, when he was asked 

what he was drawing, anfwered ; As it fball happen: and if it 

chanced to be a cock, he wrote under it. This is a cock, left 

people fhould take it for a fox. Juftfuch a one, methinks, 

Sanchoj the painter or writer (for it is all one) muft be, who 

wrote the hiftory of this new Den ^ixote^ lately publiihed : 

he painted, or wrote, whatever came uppernioft. Or, he is 

like a poet, fome years ago about the court, called MauleMj 

who anfwered all queftions extempore ; and, a perfon asking him 

the meaning of Deum de Deo^ he anfwered, De dmde diire 9.

Sancho relied, he might ord^ that 

as he pleafed ; but, for his part, he was deiirous to make an 

end of the bufmefs out of hand, and ih hot blood, and while 

the mill was grinding: for ufually the danger lies in the delay; 

and. Pray to god devoutly ^ and hamm'er on flfoutly ; and. One 

take is worth two P II give the/s; and, A bird m hand is better 

than a vulture on the wing. No more proverbs, Sancbo^ for 

eodV fake, quoth Don ^ixoie ; for, methinks, you are g<Hne 

back to Sicut erat, ■ Speak plainly, and vi^ithout nouriflies, as I 

have pfteh told you', and you will find it a loaf per cent in your 

way. I know not how I came to be fo unlucky, anfwered 

Sanchoy that I cannot give a reafon without a proverb, nor a 

X proverb, which does not feem to me to be a realon • but I will 

inend if I can : and thus ended the converfation for that time.

O N ^UI XOTE and Sancbo flayed all the day in that 
village, at the inn^ waiting for night ; the one to finifh his

task of whipping in tbe fields, and the other to fee the fuccefs 
of it, in which confified the accomplifhrnent of his wiihes. At 
this juncture came a traveller on hor&back to the inn, with three 
or four fervants, one of whom faid to him, who feemed to be 
the matter, of them: Here,.

The very fame, anfwered 
the gentleman, and that Don &uixotij the hero of the (aid 
htftory, was a very great friend ^mine; and I was the perfon^ 
who drew him from his native place : at leaft I prevailed upon 
him to be prefent at certain jufts and tournaments held at Sara- 
goffa^ whither I was going myfelf : and, in truth, I did him a 
great many kindnefl^, and faved hb back from beine well 
Sroked by the hangman for being too bold.

I verily believe it, quoth Sancho ftraight^ for 
It is not every body's talent to fay pkafant thingri and this 
Sanchifj your worfhip fpeaks of, Signor gentleman, muft be fome 
very great rafcal, idiot, and knav« into, tbe bargain: Jkx the 
true Sancho Pan fa am I, who have mone wkty conceits than 
there are drops m a (hower '• Try bist.^^ aqperiatent;, Sir» 
and follow me but one year, and you will find, that they dcop 
from me at .every fiep, aiui are fo many, and fo pteafiuit, that, 
fer the moft part, "without knowing what I fiiy, I malae every 
body laugh that hear me: and the true Don ^misote dt la Man- 
chaj the renowned, the valiant, &tc difcrote, the enamoaredy 
tbe undoer of injuries, the defender of pupils and orphans, the 
prote£tor of widows, the murderer of damfek, he who has the 
peerlefs Dukinea del Tubcfo. for his fde miftneii, is this gentle- 
man here prefent, my mafter: any other Z>^» ^uixou what^- 
evier, and any other SancboPirnfa^ is all mockery, and a mere 
dream. Before god, I bdisve it^ anfwered Dm Aharo: for 

Su have iaid more .pteaiant things, friend, in ibur woids yoa 
ve.fpoken, than that other Sariio Pwam in all I ever heard 
him fay, though that was a great deal : for he was more glut- 
tonous than wdl-fpoken, and more fiupid thsm.pleafimt: and I 
take it for granted, that the enchanters, who penecute the good 
Don ^mxotty have had a mind to perfecute me too with the 
bad one: but I know not what to Tay ;. for I durfthaw fwom 
I had lefi him under cure in the Nandp o£ Toledo's hoofe, ami 
now here fbrts up ^another D^on ^mxott very diflSerent bom 
mine. I know not, quoth Don:!^licf^e^ Aether I am the 
good one ; but I can iay I am not the bad one ; and as a pniof 
of what I lay, you mufl know, dear Signor Aharo Tatfi^ that 
I never was in Saragoffa in all the days of nxy life : on the can* 
trary, having been told, that this imaginary Dm ^tdxoie was 
at the tournaments of that city, I relolved not to go thither^ 
that I might make him a liar in the face of all the world: and 
lb I went diredly to Barcelona^ that tender of courtefy, afv* 
lum of fbangers, hofpital of the poor^ native country of we 
valiant, avenger of the it^red, agreeable feat of firm friend*

And, though what 
bcfd me there be not very much to my fatisfadion, but, on 
the contrary, much to my forrow, the having feen that city 
enables me the better to bear it. In a word. Signer Dm aU 
vara Tarfe^ I am Drni ^ixotg de la Mancha^ the fame that 
feme fpeaks of, and not that unhappy wretch^ who would ufurp 
jny name, and ano^te to btmfelf the honour of my exploits. 
And therefore I conjure yoi{, Sir, as you are a gentleman, td 
make a declaration before the magiftrate of this town, that you 
never faw me before in your whde life, and that I am not the 
Don fixate printed in the fecond part, nor this Sancho Pan fa 
my fquire him yoi| knew. Th^t I will, with all my hearty 
anfwered Don JharCj though it furprifes me to fee two Dm

AT the entrance into the village, aa Ctd Hanute reports, 
Don ^ixote (aw a couple of boysquarjrelling in a threihing* 
iloor, and one faid to the other: Trouble not yourfelf, Peri* 
fuillo'i for you iball never fee it more while you live. D^n 
^uixote^ hearing him, faid to Sancho: Do you not take notice, 
friend, what this boy has faid, Toujhall never fee it more while 
jou live f Well, anlwcred Sancho^ what fijgnifies it if the boy 
did fay fo? What? replied Don ^ixote^ do you not perceive,^ 
that, applying thefe words to my purpofe, the meaning is, I 
fhall never fee Dulcifua more? Sancho would have anlwercd, 
but was prevented by feeing a hare come running crofs the fields 
purfued by abundance of dogs and fportfmen; which, frighted, 
came for {belter, and fquatted between Dappleh feet. Sancho 
took her up alive, and prefented her to Don ^ixote^ who cried,- 
Malum fignum^ malum ftgnum * : A hare flies ; dogs purfue her ; 
Dulcinea appears not. Your worlhip is a firange man> quoth 
Sancho: let us fuppofe now, that this hare is Dulcinea del To* 
tojtj and thefe do^, that purfue her, thofe wicked enchanters,, 
wli9 transformed her into a country wench : (he flies, I catch 
her, and put her into your worfhip's hands, who have her in 
your arms, and make much of her : what bad fign is this, or 
what ill omen can you draw from hence ? The two contending 
boys came up to look at the hare, and Sancho asked one of 
them, what- they were quarrelling about ? And anfwer was made 
him by him^ who had laid. You fliall never fee it more while 
you live; that he had taken a cage full of crickets from the 
other boy, which he never intended to reftore to him while he 
Itvdl. Sancho drew four quarter-maravedis 3 out of his pdcket, 
and gave it. the boy for his cage, which he put into Don 
^ixote*s hands, and faid : Behold, Sir, all your omens broken, 
and come to nothing ; and they have no more to do with our 
adventures, in my judgment, a dunce as I am, than laft year's 
clouds ; and, if I remember right, I have heard the prieft of 
our village fay, that good chriftians, and wife people, ought 
not to regard thefe fooleries: and your worfliip's own felf told 
me as much a few days ago, giving me to underftand, that all

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fuch chriftians, as minded prera^^ were fools: fo there is no 
need 6£ troubling oorfelves anv ^rther about thcai) but let us 
go on,' and get home to our villagp. 

The hunters came up, and demanded their hare, and Dm

entrance of the village in a little meadow, ttry found the 
prieft, and the bachelor Sampfon Carrafcdj repeating their bre- 
viary. ' Now, you mufl know, that Sancbo Panca had thiown 
the buckram robe, painted with flames of fire (which he had 
worn at the duke's caftle, the night he brought Mttjidora to 
life again) inftead of a fumpter-doth, over the bundle of ar« 
mour, upon his afs.

Peace, Terefa^ anfwercd Sancho; for. There is not aways bacon 
where there are oins tor hang it on ; and let us go to our houfe, 
where you fhall near wonders. Money I bring with me (whici 
is thQ main bufinefs) got by my own induSry, and without 
dams^e to any body. Bring but money, my good husband, 
quoth Tire/a, and let it be got this way or that way ^ for, get 
it how you ^ill, you will have brought up no new cuflom in 
the world. Sanchica embraced her father, and asked, if he had 
brought her an^ thin^; for (he had Been wifhing for him, as 
people do for ram in May: and, fhe taking hold of his belt on 
one fide, and his wife taking him by the hand on the other, 
Sanchica puIUng Dtf^^fe after her, they went home to their 
houfe, leaving Don ^ixou in his, in the power of his neice

and 
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end die hoidb-keseper, and in the oompflny of the prieil and 
efae bachelor* 

Don J^x9ieif wkhout (landing upon times or feafons, in 
that verjr inflant went apart with the bachelor and the. prieft, 
and rdated to tbcoiy in few words, how he was vanquiflied, and 
the obKgation/ he la^r under not to iHr from his village in a year; 
which he intended punflually to obierve> without tranfgreffing 
a tittle, as became a true knight-errant, obliged 1)y the ftrid 
prec^ts of chivahry. He alfo told them, how be bzd refolved 
to turn fliepherd for dnt vear, and to pafs his time in the foH» 
tude of the fields, where he might give the reins to his amorous 
thoughts, exerctfif^ himfelf in that paftoral and virtuous em- 
ployment; befteching them, if they had letfure^ and were not 
engaged in bttfine& of greater CQnfo{uence» to bear him com- 
pany ; telKng them, he would purchafe (heep^ and flock fuiB- 
cient to give them, the name of ihepberds ; acquainting then 
alfo, that the principal part of the bufinefs was already done» 
be having chofen for them names as fit, as if they had been caft 
in a mdd The prieft defired him, to repeat them.

the ihepfaerd CuriambrOy and Sancha Panpr, the (hepherd Pan- 
fina. They were aiknifhed at this new madnefs of Din ^ixot$: 
W, to prevent his rambling once more from his village, and re- 
fuming his chivalries, and in hopes he might be cured in that 
year, they fell in with his newjirojed, and applauded his foUy 
as an Ugh piece of difcretion» oftering to be his companions in 
that cxercifc. Bcfides, faid Samp/on Carrafcoy I, as every body 
knows, am an excellent poet, and (haU be compofing, at every 
turn, pafloral or courtly verfes, or fuch as fiiall be moft for my 
purpofe, to amufe and divert us as we range the fields. But, 
gentlemen, the firft and chief thing neceilary, is, that each of 
us choofe the name of the ihepherdefs he intends to cdebrate 
in his verfes, and we will not leave a tree, be it never fo hard, 
in whofe bark we will not infcribe and grave her ntfme, as is 
the £iihion and cuftom of enamoured fhepherds. That is very 
r^ht, anfwered Don ^ixote; though I need not trouble myfelf 
to look foe a feigned name, having the peerlefs Dulcinea M 
Tobofoy the glory of thefe banks, the ornament of thefe meads, 
the fupport w beauty, the cream of good humour, and, laftly, 
the worthy fubjed of all praife, be it never fo hyperbolical. 
That is true, (aid the prieft; but, as for us, we muft look out 
for (hepherdefles of an inferior ftamp, who, if they do not fquare, 
may corner with us s. To which Samp/on Carrafco added .

.And, when we are at a I0&, y^e will give them the names we 
find in print, of which the world is full, as, PhilUfes^ Amaril- 
li/esj Dianasj Floridas^ Galatiosy and BeUJardas : for, fince 
they are fold in the market, we may lawfully buy, and make 
ufe of them as our own. If my mtftrels, or, to fpeak more 
properly, my (hepherdefs, is called Anna^ I will celebrate her 
under the name of Anarda^ and, if Francis^ I will call her 
Franctfina^ and, if L«ry, Lucinda ; and fo of the rcfl. And 
SanchQ Panfa, if he is to be one of this brotherhood, may cele- 
brate his wife Terefa Panfa by the name of Ten/aina. Don 
fixate fmiled at the application of the names, and the prieft 
highly applauded his virtuous and honourable refolujtbn, and 
again offered to bear him company all the time he coud fpare 
from attending the duties of his fundion. With thb they took 
their leave of him» defiring and intrcating him to take, care of 
his health, and make much of himfelf with good heartening 
things. 

Now fortune would have it, that his neice and houfe-keeper 
overheard their converiation ; and, as foon as the two werie 
gone, they both came in to D$n ^ixote^ and the neice faid : 
What is the meaning of this, uncle ? Now that we thoi^ht 
your worfbip was returned with a refulution to flay at home, 
and live a quiet and decent life, you have a mina to. involve 
yourfelf in new labyrinths, by turning fhepherd *.

To which the houfe- 
keeper added: And can your worfliip bear, in the (ields, the 
fummer's fultrv heat, the winter's pinching cold, and the howling 
of the wolves r No, certainly ; for this is the bufinefs of robuft 
fellows, tanned and bred to fuch employment, as it were, from 
their cradles and fwaddlihg-clothes.

Sir, take my advice, which is not. given by one full of bread 
and wine, out fafling, and with fifty years over my head:

Lead me to bed : for, methinks, 
I am not very well, and alTure yourfclves, that, whether I am 
a knight-errant, or a wandering fhepherd, I will not fail to 
provide for you, as you fhall find by experience. The. two 
good women (for doubtlefs fuch they were) the houfe-keeper 
and neice, carried him to bed, where they gave him to eat, 
and made as much of him as poiTibie.

AS 9II human things, efpecially the lives of ix^i are trati<« 
fitory^, inceflaAtly declinii^ from their beginning, 'till they 
arrive at their final period ; and as that of Don ^ipcote bad no 
peculiar privilege from heaven, to exempt it from the common 
nic, his end and difiblution came, when be leaft tboueht of it« 
For» whether it proceeded from the melanchdy occaiioned by 
finding himielf vanquiihed, or from the difpoution of heaven 
4b demeine it, he was feieed with a fever, whi<^ oonfned him 
fix day&td his bed , in which time he was frequently vifited hy 
tlie pnefl, the bachelor, and the barber, his Iriciodss bis trufl^ 
fqutre Sancho Panfa never ftirring from his bed-fide. They^ 
ftippofingthat his grief at being vanquiflied^ and the difiippoint- 
ment of his wifhes as to the reftoration and difenchantment of 
Dulcma^ had reduced him to this ftate^ endeavoured by all 
ima|}nable ways to revive hb fpirits. Tiie badielor bid hii^ 
•be or good cour^, and rife from bed, to enter upon his pai^oral 
^xercife $ he having already compofed an ecloj^ to that pur* 

Efe, not infisrior to any written hj Sannazarmi telling him 
fides, tliathe had alr»dy bought with his.olw money of a 
iierd&nan ctf ^tuntanar^ two excellent dogs, to guard the fiock^ 
the one called j^r^in^, and the othec.Butron. But, for all tbis^ 
Den ^mxote*s melancholy continued. His friends fent .for ^ ^ 

phyfidan, who felt his pulfe, and did not much like it, and 
iaid, come what would, it would not be amifs for him to look 
to his foul's health, that of his body being in danger. Doti 
fixate heard it with compofure of mind : but not (b did hia 
houfe-keeper, his neice, and bis fquire, who all bc^an to weep 
moft bitterly, as if he were already dead, and laid out beforf 
their &ces. It was the doctor's opmion , that . melanchcdy an4 
Oifappointment had brought him to his end. Don ^idxote de^ 
fired they would leave him, for he was incUned to fieep a 
little. 

They did fo, and he flept at a ftretch (as the faying is) abov« 
fix hours, infomuch that the houfe-keeper and the neice thpught 
he would never awake more. But awake he did at the end of 
that time, and, with a loud voice, faid : Blefled be almighty 
god, who has vouchfafed me fo great a good : in (bort^ his 
mercies have no bounds, and the fins of men can neither lefieri 
nor obftruft them. The neice liftened attentively to her uncle's 
words, and (he thought there was mo^e fenfe in them, thaa 
ufual, at leaft fmcc his ficknefs, and (be faid to him: What is

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it you fay. Sir? has any thing extraordinary happened? what 
mercies, and what fins do you fpeak oC 7 Neice, anfiieef!edl i>^ 
^ixptly Ihe mercies I mean are thoTe, god has been pleafed, 
not^^^ithitanding my fins, to vouchfafe me at this infianit Mj 
judgment is now undiftyrbcd, and free from thofe'dai^k clouds of 
Ignorance,' Vith which my'ea^r and. continual reading oifthofe 
\teteftablc books of chivalry had obfcurcd it. NoW I perceive 
the abfurdity and deluTion of them, and . am« only ferry I am 
iindeceived (olatc, thati have nq time icft to make fome.am^s, 
by reading others that might :hdp to enlighten itiy foul.: I feel 
inyreif, neice, at the point of death,. and I would fain (b order 
it,. as not tp leave thetmputation of madnefs.upon my joiemory; 
for, though I niuft cOnfefs 1 li[^ve been a madman, 1 would not 
confirm the truth of it. at my death.' Dear: child* .C»ll hither 
'jny good friends, the.prieft, the bacbelor S^f/^ii IC^riv/^^ * 
*an^ tnaftcr Nicholas the barber ; for I would make my ton- 
feffion and my will. But thi$ trouble was fiivcd the ^eice by 
the corning of all three. 

^ Scarce had Dofi^ixiste kt his eyes on them, vpben he cried 
out: Give me joy; good .gentlemen, that I am now ito longer 
Don fixate de la^ Manchuy tut Alon%o ^ixanp^ :for.his virtues 
firnamed The good, I am now an utter enemy to \4&Ht^i& d< 
GauU and the innatnerable rabble of his defoendants: fK>w all 
the hiftories of knight-errantry 2^rc to meodibus ani4:^o&ne: 
-»! am now fenfible of m/fdly, and of the danger I w^led into 
*by reading them; and now, through the mercy of god, and 
•iny own dear-bought ex[>eriencc, I deteft apd abhor, them. 
'When his three friends heard him fpeak thus,: they belieVi^d for 
certain, that fome new frenzy had poflefled him ; and Sampfon 
faid to him: What I Signor Z)tf« ^iix^/^, now that we have 
inews of the lady Dulcinea's hdng difenchanted, do you talk at 
this rate; and, now that we are juft upon the point of becoming 
ifbepherds) to lead our lives finging, and like any princes, would 
you turn hermit? Peace, I conjure you, replied jD«« ^ixcte^ 
tecolleft yourfelf, and kgYje idle ftories : thofe, .which have 
fcitherto' done me fo much real, hurt, .my repentance, by the 
a'ffiftance of heaven, fliall convert to my good. I feel, gentle- 
Imejp, tjie quick approach of death : let \xt be ferious, and bring 
tat a codfeflbr, and a notary to draw my will; for, in fuch 
circumflances as thefe, a man mud not trifle with his foul: and 
therefore I befeech you, while my friend the prieft is takii^ my 
confeflion, let the notary be fetched. They flared at one ano^ 
ther, wondering at Don ^ixote*s cxpreflions, and, though 
fliU in fome doubt, they refolved to believe him: and one of 
the figns, by which they conjeftured he was dying, was, his 
pafling, by fo eafy and fudden a tranfition. from mad to fober. 

To 
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To the words he had already fpoken he added others, fo proper, 
fo rational, and fo cbriftlan, that their doubt was quite removed, 
and they verily believed him in his perfefl: fenfes. The prieft 
made every body leave the room, and flayed with him alone, 
and confeited him. The bachelor went for the notary, and 
prefentlv returned with him, and, with Sancho Pan^a^ who, 
having learned from the bachelor in what condition his mailer 
was, befides findmg the houfe-kecper and the neice in tears, 
began .to' pucker up his face, and to fall a blubbering. The 
confeffion ended, the prieft came out of the room, faying: 
Goodjlfonzo ^ixano isjuft expiring, and certainly in his right 
mind: let us all go in, that he may make his will. This news 
Ppencd the fluiccs of the fvvolen eyes of the houfe- keeper, the 
neice, and Sancho Panfa his trufty fquire, in fuch wife that it 
forced a torrent of tears from their eyes, and a thoufand groans 
fro^n, their jbreafts : for, in truth, as has been faid before, both 
while .he was plain Jlonzo ^ixano, and while he was Don 
^ixoti de la Mancha^ he was ever of an amiable difpofition, 
aad afiable behaviour, and was therefore beloved, not only by 
thofe of his own &mily, but by all that knew him. 

The notary now entered the room with the others, and, the 
preamble of the will being made, and Don ^ixote having 
difpofed of his foul, with all the chriflian circumftances required, 
coming to the legacies, he faid : Iteniy it is my will, that, in 
refped to certain moneys, which Sancho Panga (whom, in 
my. madnefs, I made my fquire) has in his hands, there being 
between him and me fome reckonings, receipts, and disburfe- 
ments, he (hall not be charged with them, nor called to any 
accoimt for them i but if, after he has paid htmfelf, there be 
any overplus, which will be but very little, it (hall be his own, 
and much good may it do him; and if, as, during my madnefs, • 
I was the occafion of procuring for him the government of an 
ifland, I could, now that I am in my fenfes, procure him that 
of a kingdom, I would readily do it ; for the fmcerity of his 
heart, and the fidelity of his dealings, deferve it : and, turning 
to Sistncho^ ht faid: Forgive me, friend, for making you a madr 
man, by perfuading you to believe, as I did myfelf, that there 
have been formerly, and are now, knights-errant in the world. 
Alas! anfwered Sancho iohVmg^ dear Sir, do not die; but take 
my counf^l, . and live piany jjearsj for the greateft madnefs a 
man can commit in this life,, is, to fufFcr himfelf to die, with- 
out any body's killing. him, or being brought to hi? end by any 
otl)er hand than that of melancholy. Be not lazy. Sir, but 

Set out of bed, and let us be going to the field, dreffed like 
lepherds, as we agreed to do; and who knows, but behind 
ibme buib or other we n^ay fin^ the lady Dukinea difenchanted 
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fts fine as heart can mOxi If you Ak for grirf of bstm van- 
quiibedy lay the blame upon me, and (ay, you were unhorfed 
by my not having ^rted Rmnant^s laddie as it ought to have 
been : tefides, your worlhip muft have read m yotv hooks of 
chivalries, that it b a common thing for one knight to onhorft 
another, and him, who u vanquiflied to-day, to become con*- 
queror to-morrow. It is fo^ quoth Samf^^ and faoneft Safub^ 
is very much in the right. Gentlemen, quoth Dw ^wt0^ 

Set us proceed fair and foftly : Look not kfc this yeaur's birds ia 
aft year*s nefts. I was mad; I am now fober: I was Dm 
l^ixote JU la Maneha ; I am now, as I have laid, the good 
Mon^o ^ixano : and may my unfeigned repentance, and my 
Sincerity, reftore me to the eftcm you o^cc had for i»: and kt 
the notarv proc^. 

Itiffif I bequeath to Antmia ^ixan9^ my oeide hem pieftnt^ 
all my eftate real and perfonal, after the payment of all my 
^ebts and legacies: and the firft to be difchatged ftall be^ the 
Wages due to my houfe- keeper, for the tiatie (he has been in my 
fervice, and twenty ducats befides for mourning* I appoint m 
my executors Signor the prieft^ and Kgfibor i>ad)dor Satrfmt 
Carrafcoj here prcfent. lum, it is my will* that, if AMma 
^ixano my neice is inclined to marry, it flull be With a maa^ 
who, upon the ftri^eft enquiry^ Ihall be found to knoW iioihin| 
of books of chivalry : and, in cafe it (hall appcsir he is aequaintol 
with them, and my neice notwithftandihg Will and ddes maiTy 
him, (he (hall forfeit all I have bequeathed her, which my CKe*^ 
cutors may difpoGs of in pious ufes, as they tllink pro^* 
luntj I befeech the faid gentlemen my executors^ that, if good 
fortune (hould bring them acquainted with the aathor, vm> ii 
iaid to have wfitten a hiftor/ handed about, and kitilM, Thi 
ficond part of the ixploiu of Don ^ixote Je h M^nckti^ Aey 
will, in my name, moft eameftly ihtrcat him to pardoa tM 
occafion I have unwittingly ^ven hitn of writioe fo many and 
fo great abfurdities as he them has ^ne: for I 3^rt this lilb 
with a burden upon my confcienoe for having furniflied him 
. with a motive for fo doing. With thb the wSl was dofU^ and« 
a fainting-fit feizing him, he ftretched himfilf out at fidl kngth 
in the bed. They were all alarmed, and rah to his aSflance i 
and, in three days that he furvived the making his will, he 
feinted aWay very often* The houfo was all iii cottfoficm t 
however, the neice eat, the boufe-fceepeir drink^ and S^mcb$ 
Pan fa made much of faimfeif: for tnk fau&Kfs of kgnoks 
efiaces, or ntoderates, the grief that is naturally doe to the 
deceafed. 

In ihQrt, after receiving all the facraments^ and cxptdSIng 
his abborrisiTcet in ftraig and {)atbetic eatpreffiom, oif all the 
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bookft of diivalrj, i>«» ^xot/s hft hour came. The notarjr 
wa& preTenty and pcotefted he had nefer read in an|r bocric of 
chivalry^ that ever any knight-enant bad dkd in hm bed ia 
io opoifiofed and cbriftian a maimer, as Dm ^mttstii wbo^ 
amidft the pkinto aad tears of the bj-ftandm^ itfigMd hb 
breath, I meao, died. Which tfie prieft feeing, he defired 
the notary to draw up a certificate, that Mmu ^uixaM^ 
commonly called Den ^uixoie di la Mamba^ was departed 
thb life, and died a natural death : and he infified upon this 
teftimonial, left any other author, befides Cid HasfuU BaitntM^ 
fiiouU raife him from the dead) and write endle6 fiories of his 
eyrioits. 

This was the end of the ingenious gBndemaa 6!LajMamba^ 
she place of whofe birth Cid Hanutt woidd not expreflf 
Kiame, that all the towns and villages of La Mamba migbt 
contend among tfaem&ives, and each adopt him lor tibeir own, 
as the feven dties of Gnea contended for Hemerl. We 
omit the lamentations of Sambo^ the ndoe, and the houle- 
keeper, with the new epitaphs upon his tomb* cxceptii^ this 
hy Sionffon Carr^fee. 

Heri Uis tbi valiant Cavaliitf 
U^ntvtr bad a farfi rf fiar : 
So bigb bis matchUfs courage rofi^ 
He rickm*d deatb among bis vanquijb*d fiosm 

Huongs to ndrofsj bisfivordbt dreWy 
And many a cattif giant flew : 
His days rf lift tb(f maamfs Jhin*d^ 
In dsatb bis fober fenfos be regained. 

And the fs^acious Cid Hamete^ addreflii^ himfdf to his pen, 
faid : Here, O mv (lender quill, whether well or ill cut I know 
not, here, fufpended by this brafs wire, ihalt thou hang upon 
this fpit-rack, and live manv loi^ aecs, if pnkumptuous or 
wicked hifiorians do not Uko thee down, to profene thee» 
But, before they offisr to touch thee, give them this warning 
in the'beft manner thou canft: Beware, beware, ye [daeiaries; 
}et none of- you touch me ; for this undertaking (god Uels the 
kins) was referved for me alone s. For me alone was Don 
^txote born, and I for him : he knew how to a^ and I

weighty for his (boulders, and an undertaking above hb cold 
and frozen genius. And warn him, if perchance he falls in
